We, the undersigned, Mary E. St. Clair, Jessie McCausland Casanova, Maud 
Burr Morris, Kate D. Berryman, Lillian A. Norton, all of District of Columbia; 
Sarah E. Guernsey, of Independence, Kansas; Ida M. Schaaf, of St. Louis, Mis- 
souri; Bertha Hall Talbott, of Rockville, Maryland; and Hattie Wilson High, of 
Atlanta, Georgia, being persons of full age, all of whom are citizens of the 
United States, and a majority of whom are citizens of the District of Columbia, 
pursuant to and in conformity with the provisions of Sub-Chapters III of 
Chapter XVIII of the Act of Congress, entitled, “An Act to establish a code of 
laws for the District of Columbia,” approved March 3, 1901, and Acts Amenda- 
tory thereof, do hereby associate ourselves together for the purpose of forming 
a corporation, and to that end we do hereby certify: 


First. That the name by which said corporation shall be known in law is 
“National Society Daughters of the American Colonists.” 


Second. That the term for which said corporation is organized is perpetual. 


Third. That the object of this Society shall be: to base eligibility to mem- 
bership upon lineal descent from those men and women who were actual resi- 
dents of America when it was under foreign government as colonies; to make 
research as to the history and deeds of the American colonists, and to record 
and publish the same; to erect memorials to commemorate colonial deeds and 
places of interest; to inculcate and foster the love of America and of its in- 
stitutions, by all its residents; to obey its laws, and to venerate its flag, the 
emblem of its power and civic righteousness; and for mutual improvement and 
educational purposes. 


Fourth. The number of its Directors or Managers for the first year, or un- 
til the next annual election, shall be nine; and shall consist of the above-named 
incorporators; after which said election, the said Directors shall be the active 
officers of said Society elected at each annual meeting.

INFORMATION FOR STATES AND CHAPTERS 


The observance of these rules, taken from the National By-Laws, will 
greatly facilitate the work of the National Society. 


The election of all State officers and the date of election must be reported 
immediately to the National Recording Secretary. 

The election of Chapter officers and date of election must be reported imme- 
diately to the National Recording Secretary and to the State Regent. 

The names of Organizing State Regents should be reported by the National 
Organizing Secretary to the National Board for confirmation. The National 
Vice-Presidents are in charge of the organization of the states within their 
respective sections, and assist the National President and National Organizing 
Secretary in the selection of desirable women to appoint as organizing State 
Regents. The completed organizations of the state should also be reported to 
the National President by National Organizing Secretary for confirmation by 
the Board. 

The names of Organizing Chapter Regents should be reported by the State 
Regent to the National Organizing Secretary for confirmation by the Board. 
The completed organization of the Chapter should be reported at once by the 
State Regent to the National Organizing Secretary and National Recording 
Secretary for confirmation. 

The name selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place in which located 
—must be of Colonial significance if possible. All names must be submitted 
to the National Board for approval or rejection before final adoption. 

All changes in membership, deaths and marriages should be reported by 
the Chapter Treasurer to the State and National Treasurers. All deaths includ- 
ing National Number must be submitted also to the National Chaplain by 
March 30, for the Memorial Service held at the time of the General Assembly. 

All transfers must be reported immediately by the Chapter Treasurer of the 
receiving Chapter both to the National Treasurer and to the State Treasurer. 

As it is the duty of the State Registrar to keep a permanent and correct 
record (up to date, at all times) of all members it is emphasized and urged 
that the Chapter Registrar promptly notify the state officer of ALL changes. 
Then in turn the State Registrar must promptly notify the National Registrar 
of all changes. This information is to include members admitted, transferred, 
resigned, dropped (for non-payment of dues), all deaths, marriages and all 
changes of addresses. 

Delegates and Alternates to the General Assembly must be elected on or 
before March 20th, and their names sent to the Chairman of the Credentials 
Committee on blanks furnished for the purpose before April Ist. 

A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate 
to the meetings of the National Society or a State Assembly, or to hold a Na- 
tional or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee. 

No member shall be entitled to more than one transfer in a year. 

All reports which are to be presented at the General Assembly must be 
typewritten on 8% x 11% inch paper. 

Early in April all reports must be sent to the National Recording Secretary. 
This includes reports of all National Officers, National Chairmen and State 
Regents. 

The Sectional Chairman is asked to send a copy of her report to her own 
National Chairman and a copy also to the Nationa] President. 

The State Regent is asked to send a copy of her report to the National 
President and a copy to her own Sectional Vice-President. 

The State Chairman should send a copy of her report not later than 
March 15th to her own Sectional Chairman and a copy to her National Chair- 
man.

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THE THIRTY-FOURTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY

Roll call found 107 present, 10 National Officers; 5 Honorary National 
Presidents; 5 Honorary National Vice-Presidents; 18 State Regents. 


Motion—Mrs. Ingram moved that the reading of the minutes of the 33rd 
General Assembly be dispensed with as they had been printed in the Year- 
book and all had a copy. It was duly seconded and carried. 


Mrs. De Shazo, the Chairman of General Assembly, then presented the 
program. Mrs. Bowker moved its adoption as the order of business for the 
Assembly, which was so ordered. Mrs. Wm. B. Hardy, National Parliamen- 
tarian presented the Standing Rules governing the Assembly which were duly 
adopted with the following exception— 


Motion—Mrs. McCarthy moved that the poles should close at 10:00 A. M. 
Wednesday. Duly seconded and carried. ' 


Reports of the National Officers were then given, filed and accepted as 
a whole. All reports will be printed in the Yearbook. 


Mrs. Patterson, National President, asked Mrs. Howard W. Green, Vice 
President of the Mid-West Section to preside as she gave her report. A rising 
vote of appreciation was given our President for her very understanding and 
loyal service to the entire Society. | 


The Vice Presidents’ reports: Mrs. Finehout in the absence of Mrs. Nichols 
revorted for the Atlantic Coast Section; Mrs. Howard W. Green the Mid-West 
Section; Mrs. S. Peyton Welch for the Southern Section. Mrs. Carl Cmnamon 
could not be with us but sent her report for the Pacific Section. All of these 
reports show a marked increase in membership and work accomplished. 


After Mrs. Marcel Duphorne, the National Treasurer gave her report Mrs. 
McArthur read the Auditors’ Report which was made by James A. Pitts, 
accountant. This report was signed by Mrs. Lester B. Gum, Mrs. Vernon Mc- 
Arthur and Mrs. Winifred L. Potter as the committee.

RESOLUTIONS 
REVISION OF THE UNITED NATIONS CHARTER 


WHEREAS, A general revision of the United Nations Charter is to be 
brought before the United Nations Assembly in 1955, and 


WHEREAS, Well formulated plans are to be presented by World Govern- 
ment proponents which may threaten or destroy the sovereignty of the United 
States, as per example: a plan for the division of the United States into 
four unrelated zones, each ruled by a commissar who cannot be a citizen of 
the zone or former citizen of the zone he rules, 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters 
of the American Colonists is opposed to any revision of the Charter of the 
United Nations which would result in the weakening of the Constitution of the 
United States or in reducing its sovereignty. 


AFFIRMATIVE STAND FOR OUR REPUBLIC 
AND FOR THE CONSTITUTION 


WHEREAS, Insidious plans which would destroy the Constitution of the 
United States and the sovereignty of the United States of America, are now 
being promoted under the guise of peace campaigns and are being inspired by 
fear propaganda, 


RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Colon- 
ists, in meeting assembled, this 18th day of April, 1955, reaffirm our adamant 
stand for the Constitution of the United States and oppose any and all forms 
of world government, and/or treaties or entangling alliances which would 
destroy the independence of action of our Republic. 


RESOLUTION IN SUPPORT OF THE BRICKER AMENDMENT 


WHEREAS, The Bricker Amendment would invalidate treaties and execu- 
tive agreements in conflict with the Constitution and the laws of the United 
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States and the several States by amending Article VI of the Constitution 
which now provides: 


“ ... all Treaties, made ... under the Authority of the United States, shall 
be the supreme Law of the Land; and the Judges in every State shall be 
bound thereby; anything in the Constitution or Laws of any State to the 
ibs Tae notwithstanding” 

an 


WHEREAS, It is our opinion that this Amendment should be passed with 
all possible speed as John Foster Dulles said in 1952, prior to his appointment 
as Secretary of State, that “ ... Congressional laws are invalid if they do 
not conform to the Constitution, whereas, treaty laws can override the Con- 
stitution. Treaties, for example, can take powers from the States and give 
them to the Federal Government or to some international body; and they deny 
rights given the people by the Constitutional Bill of Rights;” 


RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists in meeting assembled, this 13th day of April, 1955, reaffirm strong 
approval and ardent support for the Bricker Amendment, and urge members 
of the State delegations in both Houses of Congress to use every effort to 
hasten the passage of this Bill, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be sent to 
the Majority and Minority leaders in both the Senate and the House and to 
Vice President Richard Nixon and to Senator John Bricker. 


INVESTIGATIONS OF TAX EXEMPT FOUNDATIONS 


WHEREAS, The Special Congressional Committee to Investigate Tax 
Exempt Foundations (Approximately 6,000 in number, controlling over seven 
billion dollars), indicated in a recent report that grants by Foundations had 
been used for “Directing American Education toward an international view- 
point, and disregarding the traditions to which they had been dedicated”, 


RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists urge that appropriations be allocated for further investigations, that 
the reports be publicized and that an end be put to tax exemptions and 
preferential treatment for any Foundation or organization found by the 
Courts, the Justice Department or the Congress to be subversive or disloyal 
to the United States of America, 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That Foundation funds be invested 
in United States Government Bonds bought in the open market. 


RETENTION OF IMMIGRATION AND NATIONALITY ACT 


WHEREAS, Admission to the United States is a privilege extended by 
our Government on certain conditions aimed to promote our Country’s best 
interests, and 


WHEREAS, A renewed effort is being made under a recently presented 
bill, S. 519, which calls for amendments to the McCarren-Walter Act—Public 
Law 414, generally regarded as the most liberal immigration law in the history 
of our Country, that will greatly reduce the protection afforded the United 
States in regard to quotas and requirements concerning aliens, 


RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters of the American . 
Colonists reiterate its endorsement of the McCarran-Walter Act and urge Con- 
gress to retain this Law in its entirety, as passed by the United States Con- 
gress in 1952, without amendments and modifications that might weaken its 
rigid enforcement, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be sent to 
the Majority and Minority leaders in both the Senate and the House.

WHEREAS, An Associated Press dispatch dated March 7, 1954 reported: 
The U. S. Information Agency announced today, the creation of a new post, 
arith of tetas Policy, and the appointment of Dr. D. Elton Trueblood to

WHEREAS, Church and State have always been separated in the United 
eee of ph gh since the ratification of the Constitution of the United 
tates, an 


WHEREAS, This separation of ecclesiastical from political realms is 
based on the part of the Constitution, namely, Article VI... “no religious 
test shall ever be required as a qualification to any office of public trust 
under the United States”, and the First Amendment: “Congress shall make 
no law respecting the establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof.” and 


WHEREAS, We believe the appointment of the Chief of Religious Policy 
is a violation of the Constitution, 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters 
of the American Colonists in convention assembled, recommend the abolishment 
of the post at once; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies be sent to the President and 
other appropriate authorities. 


REQUIRING THE TEACHING OF AMERICAN HISTORY 


WHEREAS, The correct teaching of a course in American History in all 
schools, colleges and universities is in keeping with the object of the National 
Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, as it enables our young people 
to have a better knowledge of our Country and its governmental system, which 
is essential to good citizenship. 


RESOLVED, That each State be urged to have laws passed requiring 
that a course in American and State History be taught in our elementary, 
junior and senior high schools and that at least one course in American History 
and Civics be required for graduation in all State supported colleges and 
universities. 


DISPLAY OF THE FLAG 


WHEREAS, The Flag of the United States of America is the symbol of 
our Nation, and 


WHEREAS, There is an ever greater need for display of our Flag, not only 
on public buildings, schools and State institutions but from every home 
throughout this Country, and 


WHEREAS, A general display of the Flag by our citizenry would reaffirm 
faith in our Constitutional Republic, 


RESOLVED, That the 34th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists through its active membership, urge 
all citizens to own and display the Flag of the United States of America at 
their homes on all those days set aside for special display of the Flag as 


designated by Section 2 (d) of the Flag Code—Public Law 829, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Flag Code be observed as in 
Section 2 (f) regarding display of the Flag in or near every polling place on 
election days, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That funds be provided by the State and 
Federal Governments for the supplying, the cleaning and/or replacement of 
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United States Flags in all Federal Court rooms and on Federal properties 
where United States Flags are customarily flown. 


RESOLVED, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the Majority and : 
Minority leaders in the Senate and House and to the Chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 


APPROVAL OF HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 271 


WHEREAS, There is a bill in Congress to authorize and pay for the copy- 
ing of names of people whom the English Ships brought to America between 
1607 and 1807, 


RESOLVED, That the National Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists approve the House Joint Resolution 271 and that members be urged 
to write their legislators to support this bill. 


CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATIONS 


WHEREAS, Duly constituted committees of both Houses of the United 
States Congress have rendered valiant and invaluable service to the Nation 
in exposing Communist infiltration in our Government and many fields of 
American life, 


RESOLVED, That the 34th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists again commend the efforts of the various 
investigating committees exposing subversive activities and earnestly request 
the Congress to appropriate generous funds for the courageous campaign by 
our legislators and their staffs. 


REAFFIRMATION OF RESOLUTIONS PASSED AT 
33rd GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


RESOLVED, That the 34th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists reaffirm the stand taken at the 33rd 
General Assembly opposing ratification of the Genocide Convention and the 
Covenant of Human Rights; urging that the NATO Status of Forces Treaty 
be amended to give American Service Men their proper protection while serving 
in foreign countries; protesting the admittance of Red China to the United 
Nations; urging continued pursuance of the investigations into the causes of 
Juvenile Delinquency; and approving just and proper legislation protecting a 
man’s right to work.

‘My very cordial greetings and deep gratitude to each member attending 
our 34th General Assembly! 


As we listen to the messages, reports and program, may we resolve to 
translate the inspiration received here into our D.A.C. chapter work and pro- 
grams for more extensive service to our beloved country. 


During the past year, your National President traveled 11,200 miles to 
preside at General Assembly, five National Board and three Executive Com- 
mittee Meetings. Has traveled 15,000 additional miles to attend and address 
state assemblies in Texas, Wisconsin, Iowa, Delaware, Maryland, North Car- 
olina, W. Virginia, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Ohio, 
Michigan, Illinois and Oklahoma. Also attended several chapter meetings, 
and assisted in the ceremonies unveiling a marker in Monroe, Georgia, in 
memory of George Walton, a signer of the Declaration of Independence. 


Was a guest of Mrs. Raymond Moses Owen, Jr., National President of the 
Children of the American Colonists at their National Assembly in Greenwich, 
Conn., last June, brought greetings from N.S.D.A.C. and gave a talk at their 
final Supper Meeting. If all state regents had witnessed the inspiring partici- 
pation of children and youth in these delightful programs, am sure N.S.D.A.C. 
would sponsor more C.A.C. societies and thus give much more service to train- 
ing children and youth in patriotic appreciation. C.A.C. members are like an 
insurance policy paying dividends in D.A.C. membership in later years.. 


In July, I entertained both Tulsa Chapter and Tulsa’s Golden Acorns 
Chapter at a brunch honoring Mrs. Max Caplan, National Chairman of Na- 
tional Defense, when she came to show her Kodachrome slides of General As- 
sembly, 1954. 


Also, in July, was thrilled to attend the graduation of Pilot Training Class 
54M at Vance Air Force Base and present the N.S.D.A.C. award to Lt. Robert 
G. Minnick, who was the top honor student of that class from all of the 
U.S.A.F. Pilot Training bases.

A noticeable increase in the study of American History is most satisfying. 
More programs were given to subjects on National Defense. Much time and 
effort has been spent in accumulating and indexing genealogical material. 
Some Chapters have exchanged this data. 


States are stressing a greater display of the American flag. Many hours 
have been devoted to the various phases of work connected with the Veterans 
Hospitals. Good publicity has been given to D.A.C. activities. 


Nevada and other states have placed markers at Historic Spots. Books 
were given to the Indian School at Brigham, Utah. A Scholastic Award was 
presented to an R.O.T.C. student at the University of Utah. Through the ef- 
forts of the Washington members, contributions from the Tacoma school chil- 
dren were received for the rebuilding of the Old North Church tower. Arizona 
had interesting programs on Colonial “First Ladies”. The State Regent of 
New Mexico presented a flag to the Roosevelt County Memorial Building. Mon- 
tana has had splendid increase in membership, and the new Chapters are doing 
commendable work. 


Many states have contributed to the National Projects. More emphasis 
on the importance of these should be expressed by the regents. 


Details of the eleven inspiring reports will be given by the respective 
State Regents. 


I have attended two National Board Meetings and the Thirty-third General 
Assembly. In January I mailed a form letter to the State Regents with a 
statistical chart showing the increase in membership and in the number of 
chapters during the past three years.

1955 finds the States with a valuable increase in the study of history of our 
Country and our Society. 1952 the study of American history in schools was 
requested, together with the urging of using our influence to stamp out any 
suggestion of Communism or any other subversive movement in text books 
in our schools and colleges. 


A request was made for colored photos of each State Capitol with a story 
of same, photo of each State Regent, State Historian, National Officers and 
National Chairman. Programs on the Colonial period were also urged. 


1953 was a continuation of the previous year, urging more news clippings 
of the activities of our Society and copies for the National Scrapbook which 
is here for you now. 


1954 “KNOW YOUR STATE” had created greater interest, and as one 
State Historian wrote—“we have had MORE HISTORY than for fifteen years.” 
Two major accomplishments by States was the salvaging of valuable historical 
spots, from the on rush of parking lots. 


Your National Historian has been alert at all times for any historical 
records for our Society. 


She has attended all Executive Board meetings and each General Assembly 
and one fall Board meeting during her term of office. ALL REGULAR State 
Board meetings and each State Assembly and the State Officers club, and 
every meeting of her Chapter. 


She has persistently urged that reports be sent promptly from State — 
Historians and for the most part the response has been very gratifying and 
a great improvement has been noticed. Reports were requested to be concise, 
constructive and comprehensive. 


In addition to her regular duties pertaining to the office, she compiled 
fifty pages of Genealogical records and sent to the Society. 


It has been a real pleasure to serve with your National President. Thank 
you again for your splendid co-operation, your loyalty and your many courtesies 
to me, and the many yearbooks sent.

NATIONAL LIBRARIAN 


Activity of the National Librarian in connection with the sale of lineage 
books decreased nearly 40 percent this year as compared with last year. 94 
volumes were sold this year and 150 last year. Net proceeds were $373.69. 


The number of copies of each volume sold follows: 1—7; 2—10; 3—10: 
4-8; 5—9; 6—13; 7—11; 8—9; 9—12; Supp. No. 1—5. Also 48 sets of- 
book plates were sold. 


Many inquiries were received about the availability of the forthcoming 
Volume 10 including advance payments for 4 copies. 


sdf There are still plenty of copies of all volumes available to meet any an- 
ticipated demands. This is particularly true for Volumes 1, 8 and 9 of which 
there are now in storage 224, 144 and 190 copies respectively. 


Mrs. Chester A. Paterson, State Librarian for Nevada, reported more 
than 200 pages of manuscript added to their library including, “One Branch 
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of the Chandler Family—Descendents of Edmond of Duxbury—and Allied me 
ilies”, by Mrs. Willis R. Pressell, and “Nevada Flags Since 1760”. 


At the October 1954 National Board Meeting the National Librarian was 
given an additional duty having to do with the rental of slides. A set of 
42 colored slides of the 1954 General Assembly were taken by Mrs. Max Cap- 
lan and the Society had duplicates made for rental to chapters desiring to 
use them in their programs. The rental fee was set at $1.50 and the slides 
were used by seven chapters all of which reported the members thoroughly 
enjoyed the opportunity of seeing something of the action of the General 
Assembly. Five additional slides of the October Board Meeting were added 
to es set but became available too late to be shown in any of the requested 
rentals.

Flags have been presented, essay and quiz contests conducted, literature 
distributed, scrap books made, voting precincts inspected, naturalization courts 
visited, flags flown and carried on appropriate occasions, errors corrected, and 
historical flag data collected, especially in the Pacific Coast Section where 
the Section Chairmen made it a special project. 


The amended Pledge of Allegiance was readily accepted everywhere. 
Regular review of the Flag Code will help avoid errors. 


Always see that the Flag is properly placed so that all may see it. 
When giving the Pledge face and look at the Flag. Do not say “Salute to 
the Flag” when you mean “Pledge of Allegiance’. Standing at proper at- 
tention when the Flag passes in procession, is really a salute to the Flag, but 
what we repeat is our solemn pledge to Flag and Country. Study the Pledge 
of Allegiance as it is printed in our Yearbook, practice it in your Chapters, 
observing the punctuation, in order that we may have an improved rendition 
when repeating it in unison. Continue to be alert and flag conscious.

NATIONAL AWARDS COMMITTEE

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NATIONAL DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


Interest ran high this past year in National Defense as shown by the 
reports. Chapters consistently stressed the preservation of our American 
heritage by devoting some part of each meeting to discussions of impending 
and pertinent legislation. Many Chapters and State Societies had more than 
one full program on current issues. 


_At the adjournment of the 83rd General Assembly the resolutions were 
mailed to all chairmen and all but a few Chapters reviewed them in detail. 


Our voting percentage in the fall elections was excellent and hundreds of 
letters as well as telegrams were sent to our legislators by members who 
showed a keen awareness of problems facing our country. 


Most frequently discussed topics were: Bricker Amendment, United Na- 
tions Charter Revision, Textbooks in Schools, NATO, Trade with Communist 
Countries, Threat of Communism, McCarren-Walter Bill, Defense Against 
Subversive Influences and World Government. 


Mrs. Nathan R. Patterson’s program “Know the Facts” was received with 
acclaim by all who were fortunate enough to hear it. 


Community cooperation was the rule, not the exception. Patriotic, civic, 
youth, church and other groups were benefited by the assistance of our mem- 
bers and many engaged actively in Civil Defense work. Some Chapters spon- 
sored patriotic and National Defense essays in schools. One Chapter under- 
wrote the Red Cross Blood Bank in their city and another Chapter reported 
that all its members work with a Citizenship Council which sponsors courses 
for new citizens—to name but two of the many outstanding accomplishments. 


Patriotic holidays were featured by the Chapters, especially Citizenship 
Day and Flag Day. Individually our members observed them all. 


The National Defense Fund receipts this year amounted to $2638.00. 
$75.00 of that was sent by the Oklahoma State Society and in addition $75.00 
was given by the Tulsa Chapter to which our National President belongs. 
Many more hundreds of dollars has been spent by the Chapters and States in 
purchasing and distributing National Defense literature. 


Reports show that the majority of our members considered the most im- 
portant work done this year was to furnish factual information on national 
and state issues and to alert our citizenry so they would be able to recognize 
and defeat the trends which are unsound and un-American. 


A great number of the Chapters report they are convinced their local 
school teachers stand firmly for our American principles. It was interesting 
to note that many of our members are teachers themselves and have stressed 
American history and government in their classes. 


Special mention should be given to the following states for their out- 
standing work: Arkansas, California, District of Columbia, Georgia, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kentucky, Maine, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, Oklahoma, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Wisconsin. 


Again this year I should like to commend Mrs. Maurice M. Smiley, state 
chairman of Pennsylvania; Mrs. Carl C. Barley, state chairman of California 
and Miss Ellen A. Wood, state chairman of Indiana for their excellent reports. 
Also, Mrs. Perey H. Perkins, Jr., state chairman of Georgia; Mrs. Reuben E. 
Knight, state chairman of Nebraska; Mrs. Joseph Jannuzzo, state chairman 
of Missouri and Mrs. Frank L. Harris, state chairman of Wisconsin. 


My sincere thanks to all Sectional, State and Chapter chairmen for their 
assistance in compiling the report of our year’s work. 


To serve the National Society as a National Chairman has been a most 
rewarding experience and to our National President I wish to express my 
gratitude for allowing me this privilege.

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NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS COMMITTEE 


As this is the final report of your Headquarters Committee let us take 
note of what has been accomplished this past year. First of all, we still have 
no Headquarters although many prospects have been investigated. Either the 
amounts asked were too great for us to afford, or the places were unsuitable 
for our needs. Now that our Fund has grown materially since the first $1,000 
was allocated as a nucleus from the checking account in 1949 to the present 
time, we feel that we are in a much better financial position and on safer 
ground to assume the responsibility of some kind of headquarters. The amount 
reported in the Fund at the General Assembly in 1953 was $9,069.97 as of 
March 30. In 1954 it was $11,370.29 as of March 1st. Today we report 
$15,489.37 as of March 30, 1955, according to our National Treasurer. A 
very substantial gain since last Assembly amounts to $3,516.58. The Fund has 
been deposited in two different saving banks accounts. 


The chapters and state societies have responded generously. A mimeo- 
graphed letter was sent to all national officers, national chairmen, state and 
chapter regents in September asking for continued support of this worthwhile 
National Project and the result has been a banner year for 1955. 


It is regrettable that names and amounts cannot be given in this report, 
but time does not permit. 


My heartiest thanks to our National Treasurer who has been most helpful 
in submitting amounts received monthly, thus keeping us informed as to the 
growth of the Fund, and if a possibility for headquarters arises, we will be able 
to figure more closely how much we can safely afford. 


Your chairman has been guest speaker at the John Borton Chapter, Ohio; 
the St. Clair Chapter, Ohio; Wabash Valley Chapter, Indiana; Indianapolis 
Chapter, Indiana; one D.A.R. Chapter and regrets that she was unable to ac- 
cept other invitations due to overlapping engagements and distance. She is 
Parliamentarian to the Indiana State Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists and entertains the Weetomp Chapter in July. At all such meetings 
the Headquarters Fund is stressed. 


We trust that the new administration will encourage headquarters and 
that ample quarters will be found soon. With your continued help and support, 


we can and will accomplish our desire. 


In behalf of the National Society and this committee, we thank the State 
Societies, Chapters and individual members who have contributed so gener- 
ously and shown great interest in trying to house our D.A.C. as befits this 
wonderful Colonial Society.

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REHABILITATION AND VETERANS HOSPITALS COMMITTEE 


ATLANTIC COAST SECTION—Miss Martha A. Vincent, Chairman. 15 
Chapters in this section contributed $708.40 in cash; visited veterans in hos- 
pitals; members knitted 41 afghans; served as hostesses and arranged enter- 
tainment for parties for hospitalized veterans and gave 4,961 recorded hours 
in volunteer services, including Grey Lady Service, aiding in Red Cross Blood- 
mobile operations and rolling bandages. The Chairman of this section and a 
State Chairman in one state serve as Vice-Chairmen of Service Groups in 
their respective Red Cross Chapters. Members of one State Society are listed 
with Red Cross for hospital service and are on call when needed. A chapter 
in one State received a Blue Ribbon from a Rehabilitation Association in recog- 
nition of their services. A member in one chapter serves regular hours at a 
Veterans Physiatric Service, members in one State visit a number of hospitals 
regularly. Members in another State wheel veterans back and forth to the 
auditorium from the wards. One chapter donated 10 pictures for decorating 
walls of hospital rooms. Books including 800 pocket editions, and a new edi- 
tion of “Pictorial Atlas of Scenic America,” magazine subscriptions, hundreds 
of magazines, coupon books, flowers, plants and Christmas presents were given 
to hospitalized veterans. 


SOUTHERN SECTION—Mrs. Hayden C. Taylor, Chairman. Members 
contributed $457.00 in cash; 16 gave 3,546 hours in volunteer services; donated 
a $100.00 air conditioning unit for sewing room in a hospital; gave a new 
suit and auto license to veterans; donated layettes, 16 pairs of bootees with 
matching jackets and necessary assistance to the families of needy veterans; 
paid family and accumulated bills after death of a veteran and visited vet- 
erans in hospitals and homes. A member in one chapter—a professional li- 
brarian—gave several hours daily to a hospital library; another member gave 
employment to a veteran; each member in one chapter donated a pocket edi- 
tion of a classic to hospitalized veterans. One chapter gave an afghan—yarn 
valued at $35.00—to a hospital to be used in the women’s ward; another 
chapter gave two veterans each a year’s free house rent and reduced the rent 
for another veteran. A chapter in one state gave two teas, one to women 
veterans, and one for patients in a T.B. ward. One state donated 272 bulbs, 
250 shrubs, and 200 trees to a hospital to be planted by mental patients as 
occupational therapy work. Chapters in this section gave many magazine sub- 
scriptions, books, decks of cards, commemorative stamps, coupon books, U.S. 
postal cards, candy, cake, fruit, flowers, tray favors, and scrap books to hos- 
pitalized veterans. Many parties were given on holidays and throughout the 
year, at which more than 1,000 gifts were donated, decorations and refresh- 
ments were furnished and entertainment provided. 


MIDDLE WEST SECTION—Mrs. Ray Garrett, Chairman—17 members 
gave more than 702 hours of volunteer services and contributed $294.00 in 
cash. Gifts of cash were made to veterans to enable their wives and mothers 
to visit them. A member in one Chapter operates a motion picture projection 
in a Veteran’s Hospital weekly. A member in one state represented the Society 
on a TV program. Another member served as a guide for a hospital open 
house. 175 pounds of material was donated for rugs and pads for bed patients. 
Boxes of coats and dresses were given to women veterans—magazine and news- 
paper subscriptions, books, games, puzzles, booklets for coloring, crayons, 
puzzles, games, scrap books, playing cards, toilet articles, plants and cigar- 
ettes were given hospitalized veterans. Five chapters in one state gave a 
Christmas Party to patients in a cancer ward. They decorated the ward with 
Christmas trees and poinsettia plants and donated 300 well filled Christmas 
stockings valued at $600. At Easter members decorated the Cancer Ward 
with large Easter Lily plants and distributed baskets of Easter eggs to the 
patients. One state sent 34 CARE packages, valued’ at $427. 


PACIFIC COAST SECTION—Mrs. Ralph Reser, Chairman. Members gave 
4,563 hours in volunteer service, which includes visiting patients in Veterans 
Hospitals, assisting at entertainments given for patients, working in hospital 
occupational departments, transporting veterans and performing many serv- 
ices, such as shopping and writing letters. Some chapters worked with the 
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blind patients and furnished them transportation, assisting them with their 
work, under the supervision of the hospital occupational therapist. Magazine 
subscriptions, books, pocket editions, thousands of stamps for philatelists, tools, 
both hands and power, for use in occupational therapy, materials for weaving, 
knitting, painting and other hobbies have been given. Afghans were made 
for patients. Two chapters contributed to a fund for patients to enable them 
to make long distance calls to their families. A great many Christmas pro- 
jects were carried on for hospitalized veterans, including entertainment, gifts, 
for the patients, tree ornaments, cookies, candies. Many chapters donated 
coupon books and cases of cigarettes. Rooms and meals were provided for 
families visiting their sons or husbands in hospitals. One Chapter assumed 
part of the care of a veteran’s family of ten children. Three Chapters sent 
food, clothing and books to Korea. Chapter members assisted the staff of 
Veterans hospitals in non-technical work and in office assistance. One Chap- 
ter devoted its service to hospitalized women veterans. The reports of the 
11 states in this section show that the work of the Daughters of the American 
Colonists for the veterans has increased greatly and widened in its scope 
throughout the entire Pacific Coast Section. 


Excellent work has been recorded by the four Section Chairmen. The Na- 
tional Chairman wishes to thank all chairmen and members whose splendid 
work and loyal co-operation have enabled her to make this report. She deeply 
appreciates the help and encouragement given her by the National President, 
Mrs. Nathan R. Patterson. It has been an honor and a privilege to serve her.

October 9, 1954, the Executive Board of Management was the luncheon 
guest of the State Regent in her home prior to the Fall Board Meeting. 


Our State Flag Chairman, Mrs. P. M. Krall and her chapter, Sarah de- 
Rapalje presented a DAC Banner and staff as a gift to the Kansas Society in 
a very impressive ceremony. 


All Chapters have been most generous in promoting National and State 
Projects. National Awards received $47.00; National Micro-film $46.00; Nation- 
al Defense $5.00; National Headquarters Fund $85.00; Veterans and Rehabili- 
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tation $80.00; Kansas State Historical Library $100.00 toward the purchase of 
the 1850 micro-film census of Pennsylvania. A large amount of geneological 
records including a micro-film of the Presbyterian Church of Lyndon, Kansas, 
including roster, Vestry Books and Minutes of the Session. Many photostats 
of Bible Records dating from 1753 and a Massey Chart with bibliography 
dating from 1593-1925. 


A bronze marker was placed at the site of the first two story house in 
Lawrence, Kansas, by the John Pound Chapter of Lawrence, Kansas. 


On May 28, 1954, our ninth Chapter, William Hilton of Kansas City, 
Kansas was installed with Mrs. Ben Friedel Organizing Regent and thirteen 
members; ten being new ones and three transfers.

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MICHIGAN 


Michigan Society has five chapters with 142 members. We lost three by 
death but have a net increase of 19. 


The state assembly was held in Lansing, March 22. Northwest frontier 
chapter, hostess. Mrs. Patterson’s visit was the highlight of the assembly. The 
evening preceding the meeting was devoted to the dinner for Mrs. Patterson 
and the board meeting which followed. Following the usual pattern, we had 
the worst blizzard in eight years the day of the assembly. Mrs. Patterson 
gave a fine and inspiring talk, “Our Challenge in National Society, Daughters 
of the American Colonists.” We all appreciated the effort and time Mrs. 
Patterson gave to make this visit, and her helpful advice as well. The assem- 
bly heard reports of officers and chairmen in the morning followed by lunch- 
eon and the afternoon program. We adopted two resolutions, namely: (1) 
“Treaties and United States Constitution” the urging of the passing of a 
constitution amendment to prevent any treaty in conflict with the constitution 
from having any force or effect, and to prevent any treaty from becoming 
internal law except through valid legislation and (2) “United States Flags 
in Federal Court Rooms,” providing for funds by Congress to supply, clean 
or replace United States flags in all Federal courtrooms. 


a Mrs. Robinson, Monroe Regent, while serving on Federal jury duty, found 
the flags in the Federal building and courtrooms in deplorable condition. After 
investigation, we found there were no funds for replacement or upkeep of 
the flags. Her observation led to the resolution I just mentioned. 


Mrs. Olson, state chairman of genealogical records, has done a remarkable 
job in compiling, typing and indexing 121 Bible records, a total of 390 pages, 
beautifully bound. She made four copies, one each placed in local and state 
libraries, and with national society and national chairman. The hours spent on 
this work must have been unbelievable. A total of $235.00 was given to state 
library for microfilming first land grants of the state of Michigan. This pro- 
ject was started by the previous regent in her last year of office and I did 
not want to pass it on. With memorials given by members for their families 
and for members who had passed away, plus the contributions of the chapters, 
we completed the project at a total cost of over $500. It covers 83 counties 
and this work was considered so worthwhile that DAR had a copy made for 
their library here in Washington. Northwest frontier chapter also indexed a 
county history and cemetery records. Jean Nicolet Chapter is keeping micro- 
cards on genealogical records and histories up to date and New York historical 
and biographical magazine in the local library. 


National defense through patriotic education and radio. We suffered a 
severe loss in the death of Maude Stewart Beagle, state chairman and one of 
Flint’s outstanding women. Her place can never be filled, in that she was 
not only a vital personality, intensely interested in national and civil defense, 
but had her own radio program five days a week. She was able to use every 
opportunity to promote the subject of defense and reach a greater number of 
people. She interviewed every prominent person on her radio program who 
came to Flint for speaking engagements. Last fall, before election, she de- 
voted nearly every program to interviews and to making people conscious of 
the great importance of voting. She had a series of instructive talks by the 
county chairman of civil defense, who also gave a talk at a Guest Day held 
by the Chapter. She observed all patriotic days including Thanksgiving. She 
was ever alert for anything of a subversive nature and had several interviews 
on radio with Mrs. Churchill, FBI undercover agent. As you heard this morn- 
ing, Michigan won first prize of $10 for Radio, this was given to National De- 
fense fund in Memory of Mrs. Beagle. All chapters have devoted time in their 
meetings to National Defense. Northwest Frontier chapter conducted essay 
contests. There has been much time devoted to work in veterans hospitals. 


The chapters and state have given a total of $100.00 to National headquar- 
ters fund, $25 of this was a memorial to Mrs. Charles Wilbur, State Librarian 
and who regularly attended general assembly. $15 to National Defense, $25 
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national awards and $15 national microfilming. Detroit chapter makes an an- 
nual contribution of $50 to the traveling library for crippled children. 


Our state historian is also chairman of publicity. We had a total of 250 
inches of newspaper space, equivalent to 1% pages, including three sizable 
pictures, of just chapter activities. This did not include obituaries or articles 
of a personal nature. Because Mrs. Cook, chairman, is a newspaper woman, 
she was able to contact all cities with chapters, through associated press and 
cover both state and general assemblies. She also kept a scrapbook of all 
notable and important clippings pertaining to activities of DAC. During her 
three years, newspaper coverage was greater than the entire time from the 
organization until she took over, or fourteen years. 


This is the close of my term as state regent. My sincere appreciation and 
gratitude for the cooperation and help of the chairmen, officers and members in 
each chapter. It has been through their efforts and interest that this report 
is possible.

The National Defense Chairman, and the Chairman of Patriotic Education 
have been both active and alert. They have participated in forums, study- 
groups, and well-rounded civic programs. Special attention has been given 
to the Youth Welfare and Educational Programs. 


Several members are Grey Ladies, and serve in that capacity regularly.

We 
have made cash contributions to the Headquarters Fund, National Awards, 
and the Micro-film Project. 


Our handsome U.S. Flag and D.A.C. banner were displayed, and our 
beautiful Ritual, written by Mrs. Walter Scott Welch, used at our meetings. 


A splendid Radio Chairman has regularly had excellent programs on 
various current topics. Recently, through her efforts, the State Regent, the 
State Recording Secretary, and the State Corresponding Secretary appeared 
on “Cross Town.” The program, question and answer type, covered all phases 
of D.A.C. and caused much interest and favorable comment on the work of 
the organization. 


The Society has been honored by having our beloved ex-State Regent, 
Mrs. Thomas St. John serve as a National Chairman of Publicity, Southern 
Section. 


In this my final report, my sincere appreciation and gratitude go to all 
the loyal members of the Mississippi Society. They have made possible these 
accomplishments by their generous help and inspiration.

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NEBRASKA 


The Nebraska Society, Daughters of American Colonists was organized 
October 31, 1924. There are three chapters with a total membership of 80. 
During the year we have received four new members; one resigned; one 
dropped; and it is with regret that I report the deaths of two members. 


Two board meetings were held during the year, one in Lincoln and one 
in Norfolk. 


Our State Assembly was held March 9th at the Madison Hotel in Norfolk. 
At this time we combined with the Daughters of Founders and Patriots and 
held a very lovely luncheon. Mrs. Howard Whipple Green, National Vice- 
President of the Mid-West Section, was our guest of honor. At the business 
meeting following the luncheon Mrs. Green gave a very inspiring talk on the 
objects of our society. 


Reports from our chapters show a number of worthy projects. All Chap- 
ters have had programs on National Defense, and the State Chairman paid 
out $5.00 for material. Patriotic holidays have been observed and historical 
programs given. The regent of Martin Rutt Chapter was responsible for the 
re-enactment of 100 year anniversary 1954 of the first Nebraska Thanksgiving 
Proclamation which was declared there in 1854.

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NEVADA 


Nevada State Society, organized November 1951, has twenty-six members. 
Work is progressing as planned with several new projects added. 


The National Defense program for the year was greater display of the 
American flag and study of and pressure for the Bricker Amendment. The 
chairman, Mrs. M. R. Pollard reported on National Defense at each meeting, 
gave one complete program on the Bricker Amendment, gave similar reports 
to other organizations and distributed 183 pieces of National Defense material 
on UNESCO, subversives and Bricker Amendment. Several members at- 
tended the forum on the revision of the United Nations charter and wrote 
letters to congressmen and legislators on all phases of National Defense. 


The Colonial and Genealogical Records chairman, Mrs. Chester A. Pater- 
son, sent two hundred and one pages (one ribbon and two carbon copies), all 
accopress bound, to National. The most outstanding work was one hundred 
forty-three pages of “One Branch of the Chandler Family—Descendants of 
Edmond of Duxbury—and Allied Families” by Mrs. Willis R. Pressell. Several 
other manuscripts have been added to the Society’s collection.

Donations were sent to National Headquarters and to National Awards 
Funds. Total newspaper publicity was 416 inches. The “news letter DAC,” 
which concerns news of the organization and its members, was published three 
times and sent to all members.

NEW MEXICO 


New Mexico Society, with a membership of 94 in three chapters, organized 
in 1946, held its State Assembly in Roswell on March 5th and 6th, at the Nick- 
son Hotel with the Pecos Valley Chapter hostess. 


During the year nine new members were added; two were lost by death 
and two resigned. 


State Assembly memorialized its newly deceased members by voting to 
contribute $25.00 to the National Building Fund in their honor. Mrs. A. G. 
Shortle, wife of an early day doctor in Albuquerque, and Mrs. Charles R. 
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Brice, whose husband was a judge of the State Supreme Court at the time 
of his death, were both pioneer women in the State of New Mexico whose 
active lives have made a lasting influence for good in this state. Mrs. Brice’s 
daughters are giving her fine collection of genealogical books to the DAR 
and DAC chapters in Roswell. 


Two hundred and forty-eight books were given to the U.S. Veterans’ Hos- 
pital in Albuquerque. A Christmas dinner including a 20 lb. turkey, twenty 
quarts of milk, fruit and vegetables, was given to a veterans’ family. Twelve 
dollars was spent on Christmas boxes for veterans. 


Zia Chapter presented copies of Washington, Founder and Patriot by 
Douglas Southall Freeman (priced $7.50 a copy) to three high school libraries. 


A member of each chapter receives the Congressional Record and keeps 
members informed on pertinent speeches and actions in Congress. 


State Assembly passed a resolution commending State Representative 
Anderson Carter for his appeal in State Legislature concerning the Bricker 
Amendment. 


Newspaper space included 575 inches and eight pictures. The three chap- 
ters combined had 60 minutes on the radio, with a commercial value of $90.00.

Our major project is the restoration and the preservation of Virginia’s 
priceless Court Records. This year we have restored “Auditor’s Account Book 
1778-1783,” ‘Norfolk County Marriage Bonds 1769-1783,” “Prince Edward 
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County Order Book #10 1791-1793,” “Lancaster County Wills and Inventories 
1690-1790.” This expensive project is done at our Virginia State Library by 
an expert, who gives to the State Library a photostat copy of the restored book. 


A past National Vice-President, Mrs. Lewis Chapman of Smithfield, Va., 
compiled “Wills and Administrations of Southhampton County, Virginia 1749- 
Piso. 


The Regent presented Dr. Moultrie Guerry, rector of old St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church in Norfolk, who gave in a broadcast over WTAR a brief historical 
talk on his church, one of Virginia’s famous Colonial Churches. 


_ All three chapters have met obligations and have contributed to the Na- 
tional projects. We have had splendid cooperation. 


We participated with the Cape Henry Pilgrimage celebration and placed a 
wreath upon the Memorial Cross at Cape Henry which you erected. 


In Naturalization work, Mrs. Paul Malm assisted a Latvian secure Natu- 
ralization papers, Mrs. Fletcher Wright presented a speaker to her Chapter, 
who was an interpreter for the American Red Cross in Trieste, Italy, during 
the World War II. At our State Council held on March 28th in Richmond, we 
were privileged to hear a graduate of Budapest University and a political 
refugee from Hungary tell of his sufferings at the hands of the Communists. 


Mrs. J. P. Moore has three chairmen of Patriotic Education, teachers 
working in different communities. 


Mrs. Paul Kendrick, chairman of National Defense, gave an inspiring 
message in our State Assembly. 


The United States Congress has created the Jamestown-Williamsburg- 
Yorktown National Celebration Commission. The Virginia State Regent at- 
tended a meeting of State officials at the State Capitol in Richmond on Feb. 24, 
1955. The Commission is planning “The Jamestown Festival,” a National 
Celebration to be held in 1957, of the 350th anniversary of the first permanent 
English settlement in America, which was at Jamestown in Virginia, the 
first great event in the history of the United States. We invite you to attend 
this Festival. 


This is only a brief sketch of the fine work that the Virginia Daughters 
have accomplished the past year.

Each is a closely knit group in itself and all combine to 
give Washington a strong State Society which will grow steadily during the 
ensuing three years under the very able leadership of our newly elected 
officers.

WEST VIRGINIA 


The West Virginia Society, with a membership of 183 in 6 Chapters 
(having added 34 members during the past three years), has had a very 
complete program of work, with much accomplished in each of the National 
Committees.

and citizenship responsibility, were in keeping with the object of our Society. 
Two Chapters centered their National Defense Program around the speech 
of Mr. Lee Pennington, “Affirmative Americanism.” Two Chapters enjoyed 
the color slides of our 1954 General Assembly. 


The visit of Mrs. Nathan R. Patterson, National President, October 27, 
was the highlight of the year. David Morgan Chapter, Mrs. Clyde H. Huff- 
man, Regent, made the arrangements for a banquet prior to our mid-year 
Executive Board Meeting which was held the following day. Mrs. Patterson’s 
forceful message was enthusiastically received and gave impetus to greater 
achievement in D.A.C., especially in membership. A reception preceded the 
dinner, which was attended by seventy-five West Virginia Daughters. 


The Monongahela Valley Chapter was hostess to the Twelfth State As- 
sembly on March 25-26. Rev. Edwin G. Bennett, Rector of Trinity Episcopal 
Church, addressed the Assembly on the subject, “The Religious Basis of Our 
American Freedom.” State Board Dinner, Officers Club Breakfast, and a 
Service of Remembrance were features of the Assembly. Fifteen resolutions 
were adopted. 


Of special significance was the adoption of Resolution II, whereby the 
West Virginia Society voted to organize the Children of the American Colon- 
ists. Miss Regina Cochran was endorsed as Organizing State President, C.A.C. 


COLONIAL AND GENEALOGICAL RECORDS—Sixty pages of records 
were collected by the Governor Norborne Berkeley Chapter, and four pages 
by Savage Grant Chapter. 


CORRECT USE OF THE FLAG—Burning Springs Chapter wrote letters 
to correct the wording of the Flag Code in the W. Va. Blue Book. Governor 
Norborne Berkeley Chapter purchased and dedicated to the memory of Mrs. 
A. B. Eagle, an American Flag and D.A.C. banner, together with mahogany 
standard and bronze plaque, appropriately inscribed. The Regent presented 
a set of flags to the Monongahela Valley and David Morgan Chapters. 


GOLDEN ACORNS—A new committee has been added this year—that of 
Golden Acorns, Miss Ruth Seibert, Chairman. Six Golden Acorns have served 
their state as Pages. Mrs. Marlin Hawker and Miss Rosanne Rogers will serve 
as Personal Pages. Miss Ruth Seibert will serve as General Chairman of Music 
and Page for the tenth consecutive year. 


INSIGNIA—Seven various pieces of insignia have been purchased at a 
cost of $80.50. An Honorary State Regent bar is being presented to the 
retiring State Regent. 


MEMORIAL AND MARKING HISTORIC SPOTS—The West Virginia 
State Officers Club is presenting a silver tray to the National Awards Com- 
mittee, in memory of Mrs. A. B. Eagle, past State Librarian. Governor Nor- 
borne Berkeley Chapter is presenting two silver trays, honoring their retir- 
ing Regent, Mrs. Hoover Lloyd. This Chapter dedicated flags to the memory of 
Mrs. Eagle, Organizing Regent; David Morgan Chapter dedicated similar flags 
to the memory of Mrs. George West, Organizing Regent. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE—Regents have been generous in allowing time 
for discussing Treaty Law, United Nations, pending legislation, and topics of 
international import. Many pieces of literature have been distributed; one 
member spoke before nine organizations and gave three radio broadcasts. 
There has been splendid community co-operation with patriotic, civic, study 
youth, and church groups; $4.00 contributed; two chapters co-operate with 
naturalization of new citizens. 


PATRIOTIC EDUCATION—The Chapters throughout the state have en- 
deavored to carry on the program of Patriotic Education as suggested by the 
National Society. Members who are teachers wage constant war against 
crime suggesting comic books and children being allowed to watch crime 
stories on TV. Resolution XIII, 1954, has been vigorously pursued. American 
History is included in the daily curriculum of grades four through eight and 
in the secondary schools as required subject. One chapter has forty-four 
books in the Parents Reading Circle of the Parent-Teacher Association.

REHABILITATION AND VETERANS HOSPITALS—This work con- 
tinues to be of paramount importance in view of the fact there are three VA 
hospitals in W. Va. David Morgan Chapter members served 248 hours, Burning 
Springs 500 hours, and Governor Norborne Berkeley Chapter 205 hours. 


On October 12, this Chapter held its Fall Tea for fifty patients of the Domicil-- 


iary Ward. Homemade fruit cake, cookies, nuts, mints and punch were served. 
The patients joined in a program of music. Refreshments from this party 
were taken to the TB Wards for a similar party. Also contributed were 60 
books, 200 current magazines and 8 pints of blood for use at Newton D. Baker 
VA Hospital. 


Mononga- 
hela Valley Chapter purchased a radio for the Easton Convalescent Home.

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BY-LAWS 
as amended by the General Assembly, April 1955 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME 


This Society shall be known by the title and name, “THE NATIONAL SOCIETY 
DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN COLONISTS.” 


ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT 


The object of this Society shall be Patriotic, Historical and Educational; to 
make research as to the history and deeds of the American colonists, and to 
record and publish the same; to commemorate deeds of colonial interest; to 
inculcate and foster love of America and its institutions by all its residents; to 
obey its laws and venerate its flag—the emblem of its power and civic 
righteousness. 


ARTICLE III. 
ELIGIBILITY 


Section 1. Any American white woman, of good moral character, who has 
attained her eighteenth year, is eligible to membership, provided she is accept- 
able to the Society, and is the lineal descendant of an ancestor who rendered 
civil or military service in any of the colonies prior to July 4, 1776. 


Section 2. An applicant must furnish proof of her lineal descent from an 
ancestor who served in any of the following capacities: 


In battle under colonial authority. 


Under the banner of Great Britain in North America in any of the wars in 
which the colonists participated. 


All military and naval service of the colonies. 

Furnished troops or funds. 

Filled office of Governor, Lieutenant-Governor or Deputy Governor. 
Member or delegate to Council or Assembly. 

Member of House of Burgesses. 

Deputy or Representative to the General Court. 


Commissioner of the United Colonies; of Boundaries or Treaties; of Impost 
or Excise; to the French or Indians. 


Seeretary; Magistrate; Selectman; Justice; Judge of any Court of Law or 
Equity; Attorney; Advocate; Solicitor. 


Founder or Trustee of any College in North Ameriza founded prior to 1775. 
Minister of the Gospel or Commissary of the Bishops of London. 


Member of the Committee of Safety of the Continental Congress, 1774 and 
1775. 


Member of Council of Safety of 1689. 

Signer of the Mayflower Compact. 

Speaker of the House of Deputies. 

Physician or Surgeon. 

Member of Provincial Congress. 

Signer of the Declaration of Independence. 
Huguenot Refugee. 

Signer of Oath of Allegiance to Great Britain. 
Original Land Owners. 


Members of the London, Plymouth, and Virginia Companies who actually 
came to the colonies, and descendants of all members of these companies who 
resided in the colonies. 


Palatine Settlers. 
Descendants of Covenanters from Scotland. 
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Section 3. No person shall be eligible for membership in this Society 
who is pledged to, or advocates, the overthrow, by force, or violence, of the 
Government of the United States, or that of any State or Territory; or who 
has been guilty of other treasonable practices. This Society shall have the 
right to expel from its membership any person for any of these causes; and 
any question arising under this proviso shall be determined by this Society. 


ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS 
The officers of this Society shall be: 
A National President. 
Four National Vice-Presidents. (Representing 4 sections of the country). 
A National Chaplain. 
A National Recording Secretary. 
A National Corresponding Secretary. 
A National Registrar. 
A Natienal Organizing Secretary. 
A National Treasurer. 
A National Historian. 
A National Librarian. 
Honorary National Presidents. 
Thirteen Honorary National Vice-Presidents. 


ARTICLE V. 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. This Society shall hold an annual meeting in the City of Wash- 
ington, D. C., in April, unless otherwise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the National Board, which vote may be taken by mail. 


Section 2. This meeting shall be known as the General Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, and shall be for the 
purpose of receiving reports of National Officers, of the National Board, and 
of the National Committee Chairmen; for the election of officers, for the con- 
firmation of State Regents and State Vice-Regents, and for any other business 
that may arise. 

Section 3. Special meetings of the National Society may be called by the 
National President at the request of the National Board, or at the written re- 
quest of a majority of the State Societies. Fifteen days notice shall be given 
of such called meeting, specifying the time, place of meeting and special busi- 
ness to be transacted. 


Section 4. The voting members at the General Assembly or at any special 
meeting of the National Society shall be the officers and honorary officers of 
the National Society, the State officers, the chapter Regents or in their absence 
the First Vice-Regents or alternates, and one additional delegate or alternate 
for every twenty members of each chapter. No voting member or delegate 
shall be entitled to more than one vote at the General Assembly. 

Section 5. At all meetings of the National Society twenty-five members 
shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS 


Section 1. Membership is by written invitation. An applicant for member- 
ship in a state that is organized must be endorsed by two members in good 
standing to whom the applicant is personally known and who are members of 
the Chapter.or State which she wishes to join. The applicant must present her 
application papers to the National Society through a Chapter, a State Society 
if there is only one chapter in the state, or as a member-at-large. If there is 
only one chapter in the state, the applicant must be approved by the State 
Regent and State Registrar. If there are two or more chapters in the state, 
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the applicant must be approved by the chapter to which the application has 

been made. The application papers, thus approved, and accompanied by the 

initiation fee and annual dues must be sent by the Chapter Treasurer or State 

Treasurer, as the case may be, to the National Treasurer who shall forward the 

papers to the National Registrar for verification. If the papers are verified, 

iy eucneee Registrar shall present the name to the National Board for 
nal action. 


The papers of an applicant for membership-at-large must be approved by 
the State Regent of the state in which the applicant resides, and endorsed by 
two members, in good standing, in the same state to whom the applicant is 
personally known. The application, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
initiation fee and annual dues, shall be sent by the State Treasurer to the 
National Treasurer who shall transmit the application papers to the National 
Registrar for verification. The National Registrar shall report to the National 
Board, and if the applicant is eligible, the National Board shall vote upon 
admission to membership. A majority vote shall elect. 


Application papers must be submitted in duplicate, one copy of which, 
with the action of the National Board, shall be returned to the Chapter or to the 
State Society. If the application has been rejected, one copy of the papers and 
a check for the initiation fees and dues shall be returned. If an applicant is 
unable to complete her papers within one year the invitation will be with- 
drawn, unless the applicant can submit a reasonable excuse in writing. 


Section 2. No more than one ancestral line may be placed on any applica- 
tion paper or supplemental paper. 


Section 8. Supplemental papers may be filed, provided that the sum of 
two dollars be sent with each additional line to the National Treasurer to 
cover the expense of verification and filing. Supplemental papers must be 
signed by the proper chapter or State Officers. 


Section 4. Only two application papers for each ancestral line shall be 
furnished by the Chapters. 


Section 5. All persons whose applications were approved on or before 
April 24, 1922, are Charter members of the National Society. 


Section 6. Each member of the National Society shall be entitled to a cer- 
tificate of membership, signed by the National President, National Recording 
Secretary and National Registrar, to which is affixed the Seal of the National 
Society. If any of the above officers are incapacitated the National Board 
may authorize the use of the facsimile stamp of any of these officers 
signatures. 


Section 7. When a young woman of the Children of the American Colonists 
reaches the age of 18, she may, if in good standing, transfer to a State Society 
or Chapter of the Daughters of the American Colonists upon the payment of 
the current dues. This provision becomes void on her 21st birthday. 


Section 8. A member in good and regular standing desiring to be trans- 
ferred to a chapter or to membership-at-large, shall at once be entitled to 
a transfer card signed by the Regent, Treasurer and Registrar of her chapter. 
This application for membership-at-large must be approved by the State Regent 
of the state in which the applicant holds membership. 


A member-at-large, in good standing, desiring to become a member of a 
Chapter, if approved by the chapter, or its Board of Directors, as the Chapter 
may decide, shall be entitled to a transfer card from the National Society, 
signed by the National Treasurer and National Registrar. 


A member of a Chapter or a member-at-large who desires to transfer to a 
chapter, shall present a transfer card and a copy of her lineage papers to the 
Regent of the chapter with which she wishes to unite. If she is accepted 
by the Chapter, the transfer shall become effective upon the receipt by the 
National Treasurer of a statement to that effect from the Chapter receiving 
the member. 


Any cost of a copy of lineage papers shall be borne by the member trans- 
ferring. 
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A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate to 
the meetings of the General Assembly or a State Assembly, or to hold a 
National or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee. 


No member shall be entitled to more than one transfer in a year. 


ARTICLE VII. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers of the National Society shall be elected by ballot 
at the regular meeting of the General Assembly every third year. A majority 
vote shall constitute an election. If there is only one candidate for an office, 
and there is no dissenting voice, the vote shall be taken viva voce. 


Section 2. The terms of office of all active officers shall be three years 
(with the exception of the National Treasurer and National Registrar, whose 
terms may be extended by vote of the General Assembly), and there can be no 
re-election to the same office until an interval of at least one term has elapsed. 
An officer who has served more than half a term shall be considered to have 
served one term. 


Section 8. Nominations shall be made through recommendations submitted 
to the General Assembly the election year through endorsements of Chapters 
and State Societies. The submission of a person’s name for office must be 
accompanied by a signed statement by them signifying a willingness to serve 
if chosen. There may be nominations from the floor of persons who have 
given their consent to serve if elected. Endorsements may be made during an 
election year and the notice of such endorsement must be sent to the National 
President at least thirty (80) days prior to General Assembly. 


Section 4. In recognition of distinctive service to the organization, Hon- 
orary Presidents and Honorary Vice-Presidents may be elected at the General 
Assembly by a majority vote, providing the persons so elected shall have filled 
the corresponding active office. 

The Honorary Vice-Presidents shall be elected by ballot and the number 
shall at no time exceed thirteen, and no more than one Honorary Vice-President 
after the first thirteen have been elected shall be from the same state at the 
same time. Should an Honorary Vice-President transfer her residence to 
another State she shall be deemed as Honorary Vice-President from that state 
where she resided when elected Honorary Vice-President. 


Section 5. Should the office of the National President become vacant, the 
National Recording Secretary shall call a special meeting of the National 
Board, giving at least two weeks’ notice, stating the time, place and purpose of 
the meeting, and the National Board shall elect one of the National Vice- 
Presidents to perform the duties of the office until the next meeting of the 
General Assembly, when a National President shall be elected to fill the un- 
expired term. The Recording Secretary shall open the meeting and preside 
until the selection has been made. 


Section 6. Vacancies in all other National Offices shall be filled by the 
National Board until the next meeting of the General Assembly. 


Section 7. Newly-elected officers shall assume office at the close of the 
General Assembly at which they were elected. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


-Section 1. The National President shall preside at all meetings of the 
National Society, the National Board and of the Executive Committee, and 
shall perform such other duties as are specified in the Parliamentary authority 
adopted by the National Society. She shall be, ex-officio, a member of all com- 
mittees. She shall enforce a strict compliance with the requirements of the 
By-Laws of the Society. She shall sign all appointments and official documents 
approved by the National Board. 


Section 2. The Vice-Presidents shall, in the absence of the President or at 
her request, perform the duties of the President, except at that meeting at 
which a vacancy in the office of President is to be filled. The Vice-Presidents 
shall have a general supervision over the sections which they represent. It 
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shall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents to cooperate in the work of increasing 
the membership in their sections, and to assist in the organization of chapters, 
and of State Societies in the states yet unorganized. 


Section 3. The National Chaplain shall perform the duties usual to such 
office, and shall conduct a short memorial service at each General Assembly for 
the members who have died during the year. 


Section 4. The Recording Secretary shall record and be custodian of the 
minutes of every meeting of the National Society, National Board and Exec- 
utive Committee. She shall sign all official documents with the National Presi- 
dent and shall be custodian of the official documents of the Society and gener- 
ally perform such acts as pertain to her office. 


Section 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Society, and shall issue such notices as shall be ordered by the National 
Board or required by the President. She shall have charge of supplies including 
application blanks and shall provide the chapters with copies necessary for 
their work at a nominal cost. 


Section 6. The Registrar shall examine all application papers and, after 
verifying the genealogical data, shall present them to the National Board for 
admission. She shall keep on file all lineage papers of members, returning 
duplicates to the Chapters, and shall assign all National numbers and issue all 
permits for insignia. She shall be Custodian of the Seal and affix the same to 
each certificate of membership. She shall keep a register of all marriages, 
deaths, resignations, and transfers of members, with their National numbers, 
and a list of all names dropped from membership. She shall obtain and submit 
estimates for compiling and printing of lineage and supplemental lineage 
volumes to the National Board for action. 


Section 7. The Organizing Secretary shall receive from the State Regents 
all applications for requests to organize Chapters and appoint Organizing 
Regents, and present them to the next meeting of the National Board for 
approval. She shall notify the Organizing Regents of the action of the Board. 
She shall receive and verify the reports of organization and submit them to the 
National Board for acceptance or rejection. She shall keep a record of the 
name and date of organization, names of the organizing members and officers. 
She shall keep a list of all State Regents-elect and State Vice-Regents-elect and 
present their names for confirmation at the next General Assembly. 


Section 8. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of all funds of 
the National Society, and shall deposit same in such bank as the National Board 
shall approve, in the name of the National Society Daughters of the American 
Colonists, and shall draw thereon for payment of bills duly authorized. She 
shall file vouchers for all expenditures and shall render a complete report at 
the General Assembly, after her accounts have been audited. She shall be 
placed under bond for the faithful discharge of her duties. Her books shall 
always be open for examination by the National Board. She shall inform the 
National Registrar of all changes in membership reported to her. 

Section 9. The Historian shall keep a record of Colonial celebrations as 
reported to her by Chapters. She shall compile a report from the data fur- 
nished by State and Chapter Historians for the General Assembly. 

Section 10. The National Librarian shall be the custodian of all Books and 
Papers which may be deposited in the National Library. (This applies to these 
possessions whether they are in storage or when they are in other quarters). 


ARTICLE IX. 
DUES 

Section 1. The initiation fees shall be five dollars ($5.00). These fees may 
be waived in cases of transfer from the National Society, Children of the 
American Colonists. 

Section 2. The annual dues to the National Society shall be One Dollar 
and Fifty Cents per capita (except those who have paid Life Membership 
dues), payable February 1st for the succeeding fiscal year of the Society. Dues 
shall be sent by the Chapter Treasurer to the National Treasurer. (For Chap- 
ter dues see Article XIII, Section 11). 
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Section 3. Life membership dues shall be one hundred dollars, one-half of 
which shall be sent to the National Treasurer and one-half retained by the 
Chapter. That portion which comes to the National Society shall be deposited 
as a permanent fund, the interest only to be available for current uses. That 
portion which is retained by the Chapter to which the member belongs shall be 
deposited as a permanent fund, the interest only to be available for current 
uses. When transferring a life member from one Chapter to another the life 
membership dues shall be transferred also. 


Section 4. The fiscal year of the National Society shall begin April ist. 
All dues must be in the hands of the National Treasurer by March 15th pre- 
ceding. Any member in arrears on October 1st following shall be dropped 
from membership automatically. 


Section 5. A member admitted or reinstated by the National Society after 
the first day of October of any year shall not be required to pay dues the next 
succeeding calendar year. 


Section 6. A member dropped for non-payment of dues may be reinstated 
by the National Board upon payment of her dues to the National Society and 
to her chapter for the year in which she was dropped and also for the current 
year. Such payments shall go through the Treasurer of the Chapter of which 
she was a member. 


Section 7. A member who has resigned may be re-enrolled by the payment 
of dues for the current year to the chapter of her choice, provided she has been 
approved by the Chapter or the Executive Board. 


Section 8. The annual dues of a member-at-large shall be Five Dollars. 

A member having resigned from membership may be reinstated by the 
National Board to membership-at-large upon payment of the dues for the 
current year. 


A member-at-large dropped for non-payment of dues may be reinstated by 
the National Board upon the payment of her dues to the National Society for 
the year she was dropped, and the annual dues for the current year (Five 
Dollars). 


ARTICLE X. 
NATIONAL BOARD 


Section 1. The National Board shall consist of all National Officers and 
State Regents. The National Chairmen of National Committees shall be 
Board members, without vote. 


Section 2. Meetings of the National Board shall be held each year in Octo- 
ber, January and immediately before and immediately after the General As-~ 
sembly of the National Society. 


Section 8. Special meetings of the National Board may be called by the 
National President, when necessary, or upon the written request of five mem- 
bers of the Board. At least fifteen days’ notice of time and place of such meet- 
ing shall be given. 


Section 4. The National Board shall have all power and authority over the 
affairs of the National Society between meetings of the National Society, ex- 
cept that of modifying any action taken by the General Assembly or other 
meeting of the National Society, or incurring any debt or liability other than 
the current expenses, or the expenditure of money for which the Raion 
Society shall be held responsible. 


Section 5. The National Beard shall make an annual report to the General 
Assembly. 


Section 6. The National Board may adopt rules for the transaction of its 
business, provided they do not conflict with the rules of the National Society. 


Section 7. At all meetings of the National Board five members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE XI. 
COMMITTEES 
Section 1. At the close of each General Assembly the National President 
shall appoint the following standing committees: Executive, Finance, Printing, 
Auditing and By-Laws. 


5 saan 2. The duties of these committees shall be defined by the National 
oard. 


Section 3. Special committees may be appointed by the President when 
necessary, or when authorized by the General Assembly or the National Board. 


ARTICLE XII. 
STATE SOCIETIES 


Section 1. Any State having twelve or more members on the National roll 
may organize a State Society, with the authority of the National Board, with 
the following officers: a State Regent, a State First Vice-Regent, a State 
Second Vice-Regent, a State Chaplain, a State Recording Secretary, a State 
Corresponding Secretary, a State Registrar, a State Treasurer, a State Histor- 
ian and a State Librarian who will serve until the first Annual Meeting. 


Section 2. Organizing State Regents may be appointed by the National 
President in all States not organized. This appointment expires by limitation 
if no State Society is formed within one year, but she may be reappointed if 
desired. 


It shall be the duty of the Organizing State Regent to secure at least twelve 
members who desire to organize a State Society. After the desired number of 
members has been secured and accepted by the National Board, she shall call 
a meeting to formally organize the State Society and decide upon the date for 
the first election of officers. She shall serve as State Regent and appoint all 
necessary officers to serve with her for the first year or until the date decided 
upon for the election of officers. The State Regent and State Vice Regent must 
be confirmed at the next General Assembly. 


The date of this organizing meeting shall be recorded as the formal date 
of organization of the State Society and shall be confirmed by the National 
Board at the time it approves the organization of the State Society. 


The Organizing State Regent may be a member of another State Society 
if expedient and may be transferred by order of the National Board to be 
a charter member of the State Society and to perform the necessary duties of 
Organizing Regent. An application for membership must be approved and 
papers must be signed by the State Regent until such time as the State is 


organized. All application papers and supplemental papers must be type- 
written. 


Section 3. Until a Chapter is organized in a State the officers of the 
original Society shall be State officers. 


As soon as other Chapters are organized the first one becomes Chapter No. 
1 of the State and must at once elect new Chapter officers, the State officers 
continuing to serve as State officers until the first annual State meeting, when 
State officers must be elected by delegates from all the Chapters. 


Section 4. State Societies shall be composed of the Chapters of the State 
and shall be under the jurisdiction of the State Regent. The annual meeting 
of a State Society shall be known as The... State Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists. 

After a State Society has been organized all State officers shall be elected 
at the annual State Assembly and such election shall be reported immediately 
to the National Recording Secretary. 

Section 5. Each State shall adopt By-Laws for its own guidance, and such 
By-Laws must conform with the By-Laws of the National Society. 

A State Society shall endeavor to hold at least four meetings during each 
year. 


Section 6. Delegates to the Assembly of the State Society shall be, by 
right of office, the State Officers, the National Officers whose membership is in 
that State, the Chapter Officers and the delegates from the Chapters. The num- 
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ber of delegates to which each Chapter shall be entitled shall be determined by 
the rules governing representation of Chapters for meetings of the General 
Assembly, except that a State Society may increase the representation in a 
direct ratio. 


Section 7. The State Vice-Regent shall act as alternate for the State 
Regent at all meetings of the State and National Society. 


Section 8. Each State Society shall hold its annual Assembly at a time 
fixed by the State By-Laws, and each State is privileged to decide for itself at 
what date it will elect its delegates and alternates to the State meeting. 


Section 9. The duties of the State Officers, except the Registrar, are such 
as are defined in Roberts’ Rules of Order, Revised. 


State Registrars shall keep a permanent record of the membership in their 
State, containing the name, address, date of admission, National number, name 
of ancestor, and of the Chapter to which the member belongs, and shall record 
all changes in membership. 


Section 10. No State Society may disband without the approval and 
authority of the National Board. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
CHAPTERS 

Section 1. A Chapter may be organized by the State Regent in any city, 
town, or village in the State. A second Chapter shall not be organized in any 
ee an or village unless such organization is approved by the National 

oard. 

Section 2. Members may be appointed Organizing Chapter Regents by 
the State Regent, with the approval of the National Board, to organize Chap- 
ters in localities where Chapters do not already exist. This appointment ex- 
pires by limitation if no chapter is formed within one year, but she may be 
reappointed if desired. 


Application papers of Organizing Members must be signed by the Or- 
ganizing Regent. 

When twelve or more members have been secured whose applications have 
been accepted by the National Board, the Chapter may be organized by the 
State Regent. The Organizing Chapter Regent may appoint the necessary 
officers for the first year. 


The Organizing Chapter Regent shall call a meeting to formally organize 
the Chapter, select a name and decide upon the date for the first election of 
officers. The date of this organization meeting shall be recorded as the formal 
date of the organization of the Chapter and shall be confirmed by the National 
Board at the time it approves the organization of the Chapter. 

. Santee organization must be reported to and approved by the National 
oar 

Section 3. Chapters shall adopt their own By-Laws, but shall accept the 
By-Laws, Insignia, Seal, Emblem, Motto and Colors of the National Society. 
They shall, wherever possible, hold at least four meetings during the year. 


Section 4. The officers of a Chapter shall be a Regent, a First Vice- 
Regent, a Second Vice-Regent, a Chaplain, a Recording Secretary, a Cor- 
responding Secretary, a Registrar, a Treasurer, an Historian and a Librarian. 

Section 5. Application papers must be signed by the proper Chapter offi- 
cers before being forwarded for final action by the National Board. 

All application papers and supplemental papers must be typewritten. 

Section 6. Delegates and alternates for the meetings of the General As- 
sembly shall be elected by the Chapters on or before March 20th, the list of 
members thus elected being sent to the Credentials Committee before April 1st. 

Section 7. A member in good and regular standing desiring to be trans- 
ferred from one Chapter to another, and having been invited and approved by 
that Chapter, shall present a Transfer Card and Copy of her lineage paper to 
the Regent of the Chapter to which she wishes to transfer. The member’s 
original lineage paper shall be retained by the Chapter she first joined. 

: Any cost of copying lineage papers must be borne by the member trans- 
erring. 
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All transfers must be reported immediately to the National Treasurer by 
the Treasurer of the Chapter to which the member has been transferred. 


Section 8. A member in good and regular standing may resign from mem- 
bership in the National Society, said resignation to date from the time it is 
received by the National Treasurer, who shall report it to the National Board. 


Section 9. Chapter Treasurers shall report immediately to the State and 
National Treasurer all changes in membership, all deaths and marriages. The 
Chapter Chaplain shall report immediately to the National Chaplain all deaths 
in order that proper tribute may be paid at the General Assembly. 


When two or more Chapters organize simultaneously from a State Society 
and are approved at the same National Board Meeting they shall each separ- 
ately retain all original Application Papers of those members transferring 
from the said State Society to form these new chapters. 


All fees and dues sent to the National Treasurer by the Chapter Treasurers 
must be accompanied by an alphabetical list of the members to whom the dues 
shall be accredited. 


Section 10. The election of officers and date of election in all Chapters 
must be reported immediately to the National Organizing Secretary, the 
National Recording Secretary, and the State Regent. 


Section 11. Chapters may regulate the amount of annual dues paid by 
their members for Chapter use. Chapter Treasurers must send to the National 
Treasurer, on or before February first, $1.50 per capita for every member 
on the roster the first of January. A member who is in arrears for dues shall 
not be entitled to representation at the meetings of the General Assembly. 


Section 12. The Chapter Registrars shall report to the State Registrars 
all information necessary to keep the records of the State Registrars exact, 
reporting immediately all changes in membership by admission, transfer, resig- 
nation or death. 

Section 13. The names selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place 
in which located must be of Colonial significance. All names, accompanied 
by proof of Colonial significance, must be submitted to the National Board 
for approval or rejection before final adoption. 


Section 14. When an Organizing Chapter Regent has been appointed 
she shall sign all application papers of the women who have been invited to 
join the Society to organize that Chapter, as Organizing Regent of the Chap- 
ter forming at (place), and until the desired number to organize (twelve 
or more) has been secured, these members will be designated as members or- 
ganizing at that place, and are not obliged to join a Chapter already exist- 
ing. If the Chapter Organization is not completed within a year, an organiz- 
ing member may, if approved by the National Board, become a member- 
at-large. 


Section 15. No Chapter may disband without approval and authority of 
the National Board after first reporting to the State Regent. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
INSIGNIA 


Section 1. The Official Insignia shall consist of a pendant 
and shield suspended on a ribbon from a bar of gold. No or- 
nament, decoration or flowers shall be worn above the 
National Insignia. 


The pendant shall be an oval wreath of acorn and oak 
leaves, measuring at its greatest length and with 11 inches 
x 1 inch. In the centre of the wreath shall be a shield of 
Colonial blue enamel, upon which appears an oak tree in full 
foliage. On the border of the shield is the name of the 
Society—“National Society Daughters of the American Col- 
onists’—in gold on white enamel background. Above the 

poe wreath shall be a small-shield. in the centre of which is an 
acorn and two oak leaves in gold with a Colonial blue enamel background. 


The official ribbon shall be Colonial blue and yellow in color and measure 
lis inches in width.

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The bar shall be of gold and measure 1% inches in length and 3/16 inch 
in width. The name of the State will appear on this bar. 

The recognition pin shall be an exact reproduction of the small shield and 
measure at its greatest length and width 1% inches x ¥ inch. 

he miniature insignia shall be identical in design to the Official Insignia; 
8/16 inch wide; 12/16 inch or % inch long, suspended from % inch wide ribbon. 

Section 2. Ancestral bars and official emblems approved by the General 
Assembly shall be worn on the ribbon suspended below the insignia. 

Section 8. For daughters and granddaughters of members who have in- 
herited their insignia there shall be the Inheritance Emblem, an exact repro- 
duction of the acorn and two oak leaves which appear on the small shield at 
the top of the Official Insignia. This insignia shall be invisibly fastened on 
the official ribbon below the State Bar. A member can secure and wear only 
one Inheritance Emblem. 

Section 4. Members may dispose of their insignia to other members of 
this Society, provided the National Treasurer is notified of the transaction by 
the new possessor so that the number may be recorded. Should there be an 
occasion for disposing of insignia by sale, the National Treasurer shall have 
authority to purchase said insignia for a sum recommended by the Insignia 
Committee and approved by the National Board. Said insignia may be resold 
for the National Society by the National Treasurer at a ten per cent profit. 


ARTICLE XV. 
MOTTO 
The motto of this Society shall be Past, Present, Future. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
EMBLEM 
The emblem of this Society shall be the Oak Leaf. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
COLORS 
The colors of this Society shall be Colonial Blue and Yellow. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
SEAL 

The seal is composed of an open wreath of acorn and oak 
leaves, measuring 1 9/16 of an inch in width and 2 inches in 
height. In the centre of this wreath is a shield, measuring in 
width, 1 inch; in height 1%4 inches. Around the border of the 
shield is the name of the Society—“National Society Daugh- 
ters of the American Colonists.” In the centre of the shield 

is an oak tree in full foliage. 


ARTICLE XIX. 
PARLIAMENTARY AUTHORITY 
The rules contained in Roberts’ Rules of Order, Revised, shall govern this 
Society in all cases in which they are applicable, and in which they are not 
inconsistent with the By-Laws of the National Society. 


ARTICLE XxX. 
AMENDMENTS 
Section 1. Amendments to these By-Laws may be adopted by a two- 
thirds vote at any General Assembly, provided that a copy of the proposed 
amendments has been sent by the National Board, to all National Officers, 
State and Chapter Regents, not less than forty-five days before the annual 
meeting, and provided, further, that such amendments have been proposed by 
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the National Board, by a committee authorized by the General Assembly, by a 
State or by a Chapter. 


An amendment proposed by a State must be endorsed by another State. 
An amendment proposed by a Charter must be endorsed by at least two other 
Chapters in at least two other States. 


Section 2. Amendments to these By-Laws shall take effect at the close 
of the General Assembly at which they are adopted. 


Any amendments adopted by the National Society affecting the work of 


the States or Chapters shall become a law of the States and Chapters without 
notice of amendment.

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A MESSAGE FROM THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT 


My sincere and cordial greeting to every member of the Daughters of 
the American Colonists... 


We have just ended the first year of this regime with a wonderfully satis- 
fying General Assembly. The many fine reports from the Executive Board, the 
National Chairmen and the State Regents attested to a year of great ac- 
complishments in every field of endeavor. My thanks go to each and every one 
of you who made these reports possible, and my heartiest congratulations to 
them and to those on the several Assembly Committees who worked long and 
hard to bring about the very successful Thirty-fifth General Assembly. I can 
never express my gratitude and praise to each one adequately. 


This past year I attended twenty-three State meetings and five Chapter 
meetings of our great Society ...I went literally from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and from the Canadian border to the Gulf of Mexico, with all points 
between! And in every visit I was astounded at the interest and enthusiasm 
of our members ... at the boundless scope of possibilities of our great 
Society.

Sarah E. Guernsey, of Independence, Kansas; Ida M. Schaaf, of St. Louis, Mis- 
souri; Bertha Hall Talbott, of Rockville, Maryland; and Hattie Wilson High, of 
Atlanta, Georgia, being persons of full age, all of whom are citizens of the 
United States, and a majority of whom are citizens of the District of Columbia, | 
pursuant to and in conformity with the provisions of Sub-Chapters III of 
Chapter XVIII of the Act of Congress, entitled, “An Act to establish a code of 
laws for the District of Columbia,” approved March 8, 1901, and Acts Amenda- 
tory thereof, do hereby associate ourselves together for the purpose of forming 
a corporation, and to that ‘end we do hereby certify:

INFORMATION FOR STATES AND CHAPTERS 


The observance of these rules, taken from the National By-Laws, will 
greatly facilitate the work of the National Society. 


The election of all State officers and the date of election must be reported 
immediately to the National Recording Secretary. 


The election of Chapter officers and date of election must be reported imme- 
diately to the National Recording Secretary and to the State Regent. 


The names of Organizing State Regents should be reported by the National 
Organizing Secretary to the National Board for confirmation. The National 
Vice-Presidents are in charge of the organization of the states within their 
respective sections, and assist the National President and National Organizing 
Secretary in the selection of desirable women to appoint as organizing State 
Regents. The completed organizations of the state should also be reported to 
be Sees President by National Organizing Secretary for confirmation by 
the Board. 


The names of Organizing Chapter Regents should be reported by the State 
Regent to the National Organizing Secretary for confirmation by the Board. 
The completed organization of the Chapter should be reported at once by the 
State Regent to the National Organizing Secretary and National Recording 
Secretary for confirmation. 


The name selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place in which located 
—must be of Colonial significance if possible. All names must be submitted 
to the National Board for approval or rejection before final adoption. 


All changes in membership, deaths and marriages should be reported by 
the Chapter Treasurer to the State and National Treasurers. All deaths includ- 
ing National Number must be submitted also to the National Chaplain by 
March 380, for the Memorial Service held at the time of the General Assembly. 


All transfers must be reported immediately by the Chapter Treasurer of the 
receiving Chapter both to the National Treasurer and to the State Treasurer. 


As it is the duty of the State Registrar to keep a permanent and correct 
record (up to date, at all times) of all members it is emphasized and urged 
that the Chapter Registrar promptly notify the state officer of ALL changes. 
Then in turn the State Registrar must promptly notify the National Registrar 
of all changes. This information is to include members admitted, transferred, 
resigned, dropped (for non-payment of dues), all deaths, marriages and all 
changes of addresses. 


Delegates and Alternates to the General Assembly must be elected on or 
before March 20th, and their names sent to the Chairman of the Credentials 
Committee on blanks furnished for the purpose before April 1st. 

A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate 
to the meetings of the National Society or a State Assembly, or to hold a Na- 
tional or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee. 

No member shall be entitled to more than one transfer in a year. 

All reports’ which are to be presented at the. General Assembly must be 
typewritten on 8% x 11% inch paper. 

Early in April all reports must be sent to the National Recording Secretary. 
This includes reports of all National Officers, National Chairmen and State 
Regents. 

The Sectional Chairman is asked to send a copy of her report to her own 
National Chairman and a copy also to the National President. 

The State Regent is asked to send a copy of her report to the National 
President and a copy to her own Sectional Vice-President. 

The State Chairman should send a copy of her report not later than 
March 15th to her own Sectional Chairman and a copy to her National Chair- 
man.

WHEREAS, Admission to the United States is a privilege extended by 
our Government on certain conditions, aimed to promote our Country’s best 
interests; and 


WHEREAS, another effort is being made under a recently presented bill 
S 519 which would call for Amendments to the McCarren-Walter Act (Public 
law 414), and 


WHEREAS, Bill S 519 is regarded as the most dangerously liberal bill 
ever introduced in the history of our Country on this subject, greatly reducing 
the protection afforded the United States in regard to quotas and require- 
ments concerning aliens in the denaturalization and deportation of criminals 
and subversives; 


RESOLVED, That the 35th General Assembly, National Society, Daugh- 
ters of the American Colonists, reiterate its endorsement of the McCarren 
Walter Act, and urge Congress to retain this law in its entirety as passed by 
the United States Congress in 1952, without Amendments or modifications 
which might weaken its rigid enforcement; 


RESOLVED, that copies of this Resolution be sent to the Majority and 
Minority leaders in both the Senate and the House. 


VI. DEFILING CHRISTMAS 


| WHEREAS, There is being promoted among educators a movement for 
| the gradual elimination of the Christian significance of Christmas in our public 
schools, with the plan of substituting folk-lore in its stead using secular songs 
| for Christmas hymns; 


WHEREAS, This would tend to warp the minds and hearts of our children 
| and could eventually bring about an atheistic nation. 


RESOLVED, That every member of this assembly be on guard against 
_ all such attempts of gradually secularize and defile the Holy Season. 


VII. RESOLUTION CONCERNING MENTAL HEALTH 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill 2973 provides 12% million dollars and the gift of 
one million acres of land by the United States Government to the Territory 
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of Alaska—land to be sold or otherwise used by the Territory for the establish- 
ment of a hospital in Alaska for mentally ill persons; and 


WHEREAS, This bill contains provisions for reciprocal agreements be- 
tween the Governor of Alaska, who is appointed, and the Governors of all 
forty-eight states, the District of Columbia and the territories and possessions, 
permitting alleged patients of any state or territory to be sent to the Alaskan 
hospital by agreement between the Governor of Alaska and other Governors 
of said states or territory; (or vice versa action can be taken); and 


WHEREAS, An enemy, political or otherwise, of any person could be in- 
carcerated for an indefinite period, and further provisions permit seizure, 
transportation, and incarceration WITHOUT TRIAL by JURY or any other 
due process of law as provided by our Constitution; and 


WHEREAS, America has long been propagandized regarding the mental 
health program by three sub-agencies of the United Nations, Unesco, World 
Health Organization, and the World Federation of Mental Health; we are 
naturally aroused by certain imports of this bill which indicate this Country 
could become involved in a sinister world program planning for the establish- 
ment of an American Siberia; now, therefore be it 


RESOLVED, That the members of the 35th Assembly of the National 
Society of the Daughters of the American Colonists oppose vehemently the 
passage of this bill in the Senate and urge its reconsideration in the House, 
and be it further 


RESOLVED, That the Congress set up a complete investigation into all 
the ramifications and implications of the mental health legislative program 
which is currently being promoted and enacted; and be it further 


RESOLVED, That a copy of this resolution be sent to Majority and 
Minority Leaders of both the Senate and of the House. 


Vill. JURY SYSTEM THREATENED 


WHEREAS, The right of trial by Jury under the Seventh Amendment of 
the United States Constitution is a constitutional and fundamental basis of 
our U. S. judicial structure; and 


WHEREAS, Jury deliberations are intended to be private, conducted under 
conditions permitting complete discussion and exchange of opinion among in- 
dividual jurors, or without fear of development of their opinions through 
recording devices, 


WHEREAS, There are occurring alarming incidents and proposed legis- 
lation tending to weaken or destroy the authority of the jury syatem as a 
guarantee under law of free society; 


RESOLVED, That the thirty-fifth Assembly of the National Society of 
the Daughters of the American Colonists, in meeting assembled this 14th day 
April, 1956, petition our United States and State legislatures to use their in- 
fluence to secure legislation that will provide protection of the jury system 
from sabotage in the form of nullification of jury law, violation of the privacy 
of jurors in deliberative sessions, and any other form of action that undermines 
the freedom and application of right of trial by jury. 


IX. “AMERICAN HISTORY” 


WHEREAS, There is an ever greater need for the correct teaching of a 
course in American History in all schools, colleges and universities; 


RESOLVED, That the 35th General Assembly, National Society of the 
Daughters of the American Colonists, reaffirm its stand that each State be 
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urged to have laws passed requiring that a course in American History be 
taught in our elementary, Junior and Senior High Schools, and that at least 
one course in American History and Civics be required for graduation in all 
state supported colleges and universities. 


X. RESOLUTION ON HORSE SHOE BEND BATTLE PARK 


RESOLVED, That the thirty-fifth Assembly of the National Society of 
the Daughters of the American Colonists concur with the request of the State 
Assembly of the Alabama Daughters of the American Colonists in asking 
that Congress pass Bill HR288 introduced by Congressman Raines to make 
a National Military Park at the site of the Battle of Horse Shoe Bend fought 
March 27, 1814. 


XI. FOUNDATIONS 


WHEREAS, The General Assembly of the Daughters of the American 
Colonists have previously urged the continuance of Congressional Investiga- 
tions of approximately 7000 Tax-exempt Foundations, exposing the use of 
funds in a manner detrimental to American interests; 


RESOLVED, That the thirty-fifth General Assembly of the National So- 
ciety, Daughters of the American Colonists, reaffirm its endorsement of these 
Congressional investigations. 


XII. Reaffirmation: ATOMIC ENERGY 


WHEREAS, The General Assembly of the Daughters of the American 
Colonists have by resolution, previously urged the abandonment of plans for 
the pooling of information of Atomic Energy, among the U. N. members, 
and urging the application of ali available measures for the protection of our 
Nation against such facilities of our enemies; 


RESOLVED, That the thirty-fifth Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, reaffirm the preceding Assembly Reso- 
lution, on the pooling of Atomic Energy. 


XII. THRILL PILLS 


WHEREAS, A new and insidious drug habit is spreading among our teen- 
agers, due to the cheapness and availability of the drug, amphetamine and 
the thrill or lift it gives the user. 


WHEREAS, The manufacture and sale of this drug has grown from 
12,511 pounds of amphetamine converted into 1 billion and ¥% pills in 1949 to 
52,000 pounds annually for a total of 5,200,000,000 pills or 13 pills to every 
man, woman and child in this country. (U.S. Tariff Commission Report) 


WHEREAS, Additional large quantities are being turned out by individ- 
ual chemists and small laboratories. 


WHEREAS, There is a definite relationship between the sale of ampheta- 
mine and similar drugs and juvenile delinquency. 


WHEREAS, Amphetamine pills are habit-forming in that they create a 
desire for continued use and stimulus with the ultimate danger of teen-age 
addiction to “lift pills” being that the young users are led into dead-end heroin 
and morphine traps. 


RESOLVED, That the production of this drug be licensed and placed 
under the Federal Narcotics Act; that special police attention be given to 
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drug stores, candy stores and similar sources of supply in the vicinity of 
schools; that a stringent and severe penalty be imposed upon every first of- 
fender who sells to any one under 21 years of age, to be followed by harsher 
measures for continued offenses. 


XIV. PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 


RESOLVED, That the thirty-fifth General Assembly of the National So- 
ciety, Daughters of the American Colonists support the goals of the follow- 
ing proposed Constitutional amendments and States rights, and arrest the 
trend to the autocratic state; 


1. The Bricker Amendment to prevent the overriding of our Constitution 
and our domestic law by means of the treaty power. 


2. Reed-Dirksen Amendment to eliminate to a large extent the heavy 
progressive rate feature from our income tax system without impairing the 
power of Congress to raise revenue. This amendment limits the top rate of 
income taxes, but permits Congress to exceed the limit by a three-fourths vote. : 


3. Byrd-Bridges Amendment to require annual budget balancing by 
limiting Congressional appropriations in any fiscal year to the estimate of 
receipts of the Government for that fiscal year, except in times of dire 
emergency to be determined by a three-fourths vote of Congress. 


4. A reform of the electoral college along the lines of the Mundt-Coudert 
Amendment, designed to take away the excessive power now exercised by 
minority groups in larger cities under the present electoral college system. 


5. The Reed-Walter Amendment to give the States power to originate 
amendments to the Constitution. 


RESOLVE, That this be sent to Majority and Minority leaders of both 
the Senate and of the House. We would urge each member on their return 
home to dedicate themselves to “Take time to serve their Country.” 


XV. DEPARTMENT OF PEACE AND NATIONAL PEACE COLLEGE 


WHEREAS, A most astonishing movement to establish a Department of 
peaee, to be a Cabinet ranking agency, a development of the Geneva Confer- 
ence; said Department to work through the United Nations, recommending 
economic and cultural plans for world improvement and promotion of interna- 
tional understanding, to the end that war may be abandoned as an “instru- 
ment of national policy.” 


WHEREAS, The plan provides for the establishment of a “National Peace 
College” for training the personnel of the Department of the State, and in- 
struction of persons in this country under the international educational ex- 
change program; 


WHEREAS, It is in the plan to incorporate basic Government agencies 
ALREADY EXISTING into the proposed department thus; 


1. The International Cooperative Administration—which handles the 


United Here foreign program, with 6000 employees and 16 billion dollars 
to spend; 


2. The United States Information Agency—which handles “Voice of 
America,” overseas, and 100 million dollars, 216 posts in 80 countries, and 
radio, movies, papers, libraries, etc. 


3. The International Education Exchange Program, which supervises ex- 
change of 6500 persons in 76 countries of the FREE WORLD, 
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RESOLVED, That the thirty-fifth Assembly of the National Society of 
the Daughters of the American Colonists expresses strongest opposition to the 
furtherance of any such department, and urges our U. 8S. Congressmen to use 
their utmost influence to prevent the adoption of any such legislation. 


XVI. COURTESY 


Resolved, That we extend to our General Chairman, Mrs. DeShazo, and 
her excellent committees our heartfelt thanks for their untiring efforts in 
our behalf, both for our comfort and pleasure; and to the pages for their 
constant attendance. Our warm thanks to all the artists and speakers who 
have given of their time and talent for our entertainment and enlightenment, 
also to all others who have contributed to the program and arrangements. 
Especially do we wish to express to our National President, Mrs. Trau, our 
deep appreciation for making this meeting an outstanding success.

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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT 


Greetings to each of you attending this our 35th General Assembly! 


This has been a happy and most profitable year for your National Presi- 
dent. 


I have attended four National Board meetings and have been to 24 State 
meetings. Beginning last October, I went to Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois, Maryland, Maine, Massachusetts, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Missouri, Texas, California, Washington State, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, New Mexico, South Carolina, Georgia, Ohio and New York; 
besides attending the Moses DeWitt Chapter in Syracuse, N. Y., and a second 
meeting of the Texas Society. To do this, I have traveled by train, plane 
and car for approximately 27,900 miles.

NATIONAL VICE-PRESIDENT 
ATLANTIC COAST SECTION 


It is a pleasure and a privilege to report to you the activities and achieve- 
ments of the Atlantic Coast Section. There are 12 states in this section. 3 
are unorganized; 7 are State Societies and 2 are organized into Chapters. In 
close cooperation with our National Organizing Secretary, Mrs. Hobbs, every 
effort is being made to organize the states of Rhode Island, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


We are growing. We have one new chapter and one new Organizing Re- 
gent. We are proud to include in our Section the state having the largest 
membership of’ any in the National Society. 


Excellent progress has been made during the year. Committees have been 
active and enthusiastic. A detailed account of the progress made will be given 
by the Regents whose enthusiasm, interest and ability has made possible the 
growth experienced this year. 


National Defense was stressed in program planning of practically all 
states in the Section. 


Of special interest was the concern, voiced in the majority of the reports, 
for the need to stress the teaching of American History in our schools and 
colleges. Effort was made in one state to acquaint new citizens with a 
knowledge of our early history. 


Great interest was shown in the work of the Committee on Rehabilitation 
and Veterans Hospitals. 15 different types of projects were reported ranging 
from the knitting of afghans to the presentation of a new Directory Board 
for a hospital. 


All states contributed to the National Headquarters Fund. Most states 
| reported some TV and Radio time.

It was a pleasure to receive and review the excellent reports from the 13 
states in the Southern Section. In their reports the State Regents will give 
you a detailed account of the work done in their respective states. I shall only 
bring you some of the highlights. 


Your National Vice President, Southern Section, attended the April, June 
and October Board meetings. 


Last July a letter was sent to each State and Chapter Regent in the 
Southern Section, stressing the projects of the Society and giving suggestions 
for carrying on the work. Since that time we have corresponded with the 
State Regents and many of the Chapter Regents. 


The fact that South Carolina organized two new chapters and had a gain of 
36 new members in the past year is noteworthy. 


Both Alabama and Georgia are to be congratulated upon the organization 
of a new chapter. 


Beautiful Yearbooks were gratefully received, not only from the states 
in the Southern Section, but from many other states as well. 


Genealogical and historical records were stressed. West Virginia collected 
577 pages of genealogical records; Georgia unveiled one marker and plans to 
unveil two more in the near future. 


Many medals and prizes have been presented to students in our area since 
last General Assembly. Florida presented three medals and two cash prizes 
to students making the best grades in American History in high schools and 
a university; Mississippi awarded medals to pupils in schools, both white and 
colored, for the best essays in a history contest; Georgia gave five medals to 
students in high schools and colleges for outstanding achievements; Tennessee 
gives a medal each year to the sophomore rated as outstanding in the qualities 
of leadership and command at the R.O.T.C. at a University. 


Many volumes of D.A.C. Lineage books and many historical books were 
given to libraries. 


Generous contributions have been made to all national projects. 


Most states gave outstanding service to our hospitalized veterans. Texas 
gave $200.00 to a Veteran’s Hospital project—the erection of a recreation 
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hall at Fort Worth, Texas. Arkansas and West Virginia continue their annual 
parties for veterans. 


Publicity in the entire section was good, that of Virginia, Georgia, Ten- 
nessee and West Virginia was outstanding. The number of radio and television 
programs reported by two states was gratifying. Kentucky continues to have 
radio broadcasts every fifth Sunday. 


Attention is called to Georgia’s remarkable increase in membership: 73 
new members in the past year, 11 of whom are Golden Acorns. 


Florida’s purchase of 37 Insignia and 5 Bars is worthy of mention. 


Alabama has completed plans for the erection of a marker next fall at Old 
Fort Caines on Dauphin Island. 


Louisiana’s present project is the setting up of a fund, with the aid 
of other local patriotic societies, for the purchase of a microfilm machine. 


It was with regret that invitations to attend some State Assemblies had 
to be declined. 


The highlight of the year in Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, Texas and 
South Carolina was the visit of our beloved National President, Mrs. Frank 
Garland Trau, to their State Assemblies.

Microfilms have reported from 7 States giving in all $134.50. 
National Awards was given $120.00 by 7 States. 


National Defense has been stressed in all 11 States and literature has 
been distributed and legislation worked for.

NATIONAL HISTORIAN 


With this, my first report brings you an account of the historical work of 
the States and Chapters. 


The 35th Anniversary of the National Society is being observed at this 
General Assembly. There have been two historical projects to commemorate 
this anniversary. 


First, Colonial Markings of historic spots: Colorado, plaque in William 
Canyon; Nevada, marker “Old Virginia Truckee Railroad;” John Pound Chap- 
ter, Lawrence, Kansas, placed three trees at new school. 


Second, State Flags presented to the National Society to be used on the 
rostrum: Alabama, Arizona, Delaware, District of Columbia, Florida, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Michigan, Mississippi, Nevada, Nebraska, Utah, Wash- 
ington, New Mexico, South Carolina, South Dakota, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Wyoming, Montana, West Virginia, Wisconsin. 


New Jersey honoring the National Society published “An Historical Sketch 
for the 30th Anniversary of the New Jersey State Society.” 


Other Markings and Preservation of historic sites: Georgia, Midway 
Church, First Presbyterian Church; North Carolina, Tryon Palace, Zebulon 
Vance Home, Pitt Co., Memorial, Richard Caswell Memorial. 


Major William Horton Chapter, Macon, Georgia, presented book, “Histor- 
ea Sketch of the First Presbyterian Church Milledgeville,” to the National 
ociety. 


Mrs. James Adair, Organizing and Past Regent, Warrington Meeting 
Chapter, York, Pa., presented to the National Society the book “Our Heritage.” 


Fifteen States reported Colonial Bookshelves with many valuable volumes 
given to local libraries. 


Efforts have continued to have American History taught as a required 
subject in colleges and scheols. Essay contests in schools with prizes given for 
the highest grade in American History: District of Columbia, New York, Ala- 
bama in two negro schools, North Carolina, Indian Cherokee School, medals 
and awards students in colleges, Florida, Texas, California, Montana and 
Colorado. Tulsa Chapter, Oklahoma, presented high schools with film strips 
of historic matter. 


Every state reported colonial and historical programs given; special anni- 
versaries celebrated; National holidays observed; radio and television broad- 
casts on colonial and historical subjects; Cheyenne Chapter, Wyoming, TV 
broadcast displaying colonial antiques. 


Eight states had pilgrimages to historic places with special programs— 
discovery of gold at Virginia City in 1859. 


South Carolina and Kansas held Colonial exhibit. 


Reported State Scrapbooks 43; Chapter Scrapbooks 166; 31 states sent 
material for the National Scrapbook. 


‘Only this brief summary of the accomplishments can be made due to 
limited printing space allowed. 


My thanks and appreciation to all State and Chapter Historians for 
their interest and efforts to make this report possible.

The Chairman prepared and sent to the Orin G. Libby Manuscript Col- 
lection at the University of North Dakota fifty-five pages of genealogical data 
concerning North Dakota residents and 172 pages of copies of diaries owned 
by a former North Dakota resident; and 299 pages of genealogy were dis- 
tributed to states of the western section. Where state chairmen had been 
appointed the data went to them to be placed in a library within the state. 
Where there were no state chairmen, the data was sent to the State Historical, 
Society. All of these libraries requested more records. 


One program during the year was devoted to genealogy which was pre- 
sented by a member. Books and manuscripts belonging to the Society were 
on display. About seventy-five of these and a roll of microfilm were added 
this year. About 160 hours of research for prospective members have been 
given by members.

CORRECT USE OF THE FLAG COMMITTEE 


The reports show much interest and real appreciation for our Flag, its 
symbolical history and its place of honor in the life of our nation. 


All parts of the country have reported through our fine Sectional Chair- 
men and to them I extend sincere appreciation. 


Atlantic Coast Section: All of the states in this section reported. The 
Pledge of Allegiance was given at all meetings. Literature was distributed, 
the Flag code was studied by a number of Chapters and one state wrote 
letters on Flag legislation requesting changes and corrections. Several large 
Flags were purchased by Chapters and many small Flags were presented. 
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Nine Flag talks were given. There were two newspaper articles and one 
radio broadcast. 


Recognition is given to the State Regent of Maryland who has been teach- 
ing the Pledge of Allegiance and its meaning to school children at 75 different 
sessions. Also Pennsylvania is commended for the excellent work done by its 
members during the year. The District of Columbia Society participates in 
more public occasions where the Flag is featured. 


Southern Section: Twelve of the thirteen states reported. All Chapters 
opened meetings with the Pledge of Allegiance. Seven large Flags were 
presented, one to a Chapter of Children of the American Colonists, one to a 
library, one to a Home for Blind Women and the others were given to schools. 


One state reported that all teachers in her state had Flags in their rooms 
and were teaching the Flag code. Seven Chapters had special Flag programs 
at their meetings and one TV program was given. Two corrections were 
made in proper display of the Flag. Many Flag codes were distributed. 


Eight youth societies were given Flags by one Chapter and another gave 
forty small Flags to Boy Scouts. 


Special mention should be given the Sectional Chairman for having 
compiled and printed a history of the Flag concerning five periods of American 
History. 


Middle West Section: Of the thirteen states in that section ten sent in 
reports showing much activity among the members. The Pledge of Allegi- 
ance was given at all meetings. Several hundred Flag codes were distributed 
as was patriotic literature. 


Many Flags, large and small, were given to adult and youth organizations 
and several newspaper articles were written by members on the history and 
| meaning of the Flag. Several radio and TV broadcasts were given and Chair- 
} men in some of the Chapters reported giving historical Flag talks at meetings 
as well as to other groups. 


Letters were written to legislators of several states. One state distributed 
700 copies of the U. S. Marine Corps’ “How to Display our Flag” and they 
|} also constructed and manned a booth for a week at a builder’s show where 
| old and new Flags were displayed. 


Special recognition is given to the states of Michigan and Illinois for 
| their splendid promotion of Flag appreciation. 


Pacific Coast Section: The eleven states in that section were keenly 
| aware of the meaning of our Flag and reported intensive work done by the 
Chapters. All gave the Pledge of Allegiance at each meeting. Many had 
Flag displays and numerous talks were given on courtesies due the Flag. 
| Several Chapters devoted a full meeting to special Flag programs. Flag 
| codes were distributed generously to schools, scout groups and within Chap- 
| ters. . 


Special recognition is given to Wyoming for the work done by its two 
Chapters in attending naturalization courts and presenting Flags and Flag 
| booklets to new citizens. 


To summarize, most of our members displayed the Flag on national 
holidays and were highly Flag-conscious. The aim of this committee is to 
acquaint our people with Public Law No. 829, the Flag code, to secure legi- 
_slation so that all states will be in conformity with the code, and to see that 
| at all times our Flag is properly esteemed.

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FLAG AND BANNER SERVICE COMMITTEE 


As Chairman of the National Flag and Banner Service Committee I have 
taken care of all articles, Flags and Banners entrusted to my care. I have 
attended all Board Meetings and taken a small D.A.C. Banner and American 
Flag, which is placed on the National President’s table at each meeting; also, 
the American Flag and D.A.C. Banner for General Assembly. 


Orders for the small D.A.C. Banner and American Flag have been coming 
in quite regularly. I have mailed or delivered 28 D.A.C. Banners, 25 American 
Flags and 54 holders. A detailed account has been given to the National 
Board and the National Treasurer. Ten new chapters were supplied with 
D.A.C. Banners as gifts from the National Society. Most of these purchased 
American Flags, also. I have collected $61.70 with as expense of $12.54 for 
postage and insurance. 


It was the wish of the National Board that we make an effort to have 
the Flags of all the States in which we have chapters displayed at our 35th 
General Assembly. Twenty-three State Flags were presented between 1922 
and 1929. We have Chapters in 46 States including the District of Columbia; 
therefore, in my letters to the State Regents in December, I listed the States 
not represented and I am glad to say every one responded with a gift of a State 
Flag to the National Society. With a few exceptions these States were organized 
after 1929. 


I do most heartily appreciate your wonderful and generous co-operation. 


We are indeed indebted to Mrs. William B. McMahon, of this committee, 
for providing a duplicate stand for our new Flags, the price of which had 
been quoted at about $65.00. She is presenting this in memory of her late 
husband. 


We had hoped to be able to present a large D.A.C. Banner to replace 
the one that shows so many years of wear, but to date we have not been 
satisfied with the shade of yellow and blue submitted. We shall continue our 
efforts and look forward to having a new Banner for our next General 
Assembly. 


The members of this committee, Mrs. William B. McMahon and Mrs. Ells- 
worth E. Clark, have been most co-operative and I wish to express my thanks 
at this time. It has been a pleasure to serve on this National Committee and 
to work with our National President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau.

Many of 
you have already tended to the “planting” and I know the rest of you will 
be anxious to join the bandwagon when you hear our good report. ; 


The Atlantic Coast Section, under Miss Dorothy Mitchell, submitted five 
state reports. Maryland has done outstanding work especially considering it 
is only a state society with seven Acrons throughout the state. Pennsylvania 
has ten chapters with Golden Acorns, and pages were furnished for both 
state and national assemblies. Although Maine reports no Acorns, the Society 
has allotted a donation to Bacone College after a meeting on American 
Indians with emphasis on Bacone. 


The Middie West Section, under Mrs. John Poe, has only three reports but 
they show great progress. Ohio continues to support their full-blooded 
Sioux orphan from South Dakota. Iowa has seven Acorns in five chapters. 
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Oklahoma, the star in our crown, continues to report progress in their Golden 
Acorn chapter, Colonel John Alston, with twenty members. 


The Southern section, under Mrs. Henry Schulte, has seven states with 
state chairmen. Arkansas studied Bacone College both in person and in a 
chapter program. Alabama’s state assembly was planned and directed by a 
Golden Acorn. West Virginia shines in paging. 


The Pacific Coast section, under Mrs. Gene Bunstine, has shone a distinct 
interest in Indian work. California chapters have donated to Bacone. Nevada 
sent fifty scrapbooks to Indian children at McDermit, Nevada; and sent one 
hundred twenty pounds of clothing, books and scrapbooks to the Seoul, Korea, 
Sanitarium and Hospital Orphanage. Also the state chairman has assisted 
in the state work of the Rehabilitation and Veterans’ Hospital Committee. 
Wyoming has several Goiden Acorns who are eager to work. 


The response to a proposed national Indian project has been most 
heart-warming. Chapter and state Societies in Maryland, Maine, Iowa, 
Arkansas, West Virginia, California, and Nevada have made contributions to 
the National Society’s Bacone College Scholarship. Ohio really gave us the 
idea for entrusting so important a job to the Golden Acorns by their en- 
couraging reports concerning their young Indian boy. I hope that the Acorns 
have given you the idea that such a project, on a national scale and not 
confined just to the Acorns, will be in true keeping with out Society’s 
objectives. 


I hope these states and chapters without Golden Acorn chairmen will 
realize what they are missing and will appoint chairmen as soon as possible. 
Mrs. Bunstine put it very well: “. . . help your chairmen not only to plant 
but to cultivate the young growth of our wonderful organization.” 


As a national chairman I have attended all national board meetings and 
the Pennsylvania and Ohio State Assemblies. 


My special thanks go to my hard-working sectional chairmen. Also I 
do appreciate all the wonderful correspondence which has proven that many 
wide-awake members realize the importance of our committee to the National 
Society. 


And my most grateful and loving thanks to our National President.

Since this is the 35th anniversary of the Daughters of the American Col- 
onists, St. Clair Chapter thought it would be lovely to commemorate the 
occasion by marking the historic bells taken from the first fire house in 
Hamilton, Ohio. They will be placed in front of the Butler County 
Historical Museum. 


ARIZONA—A gift of $7.50 for Memorial rose bushes to St. Luke’s Hospital 
y Saguaro Chapter, Phoenix, Arizona. 


NEVADA—Has a Marker Fund of several hundred dollars accumulated by 
contributions. They have designed a marker which has been approved 
and they will use it to mark the old VIRGINIA AND TRUCKEE RAIL- 
ROAD. The State Highway department has consented to consider their 
choice of Historical spots and to cooperate as fully as possible in placing 
the markers along the new four lane highway which is to be constructed 
in the near future. 


NEW MEXICO—Chapters are saving money to buy a D.A.C. Marker to be 
placed at the restored Fort Union. They are also interested in assisting 
in the actual restoration, a project requiring three years to complete.

W YOMING—A gift of $5.00 towards restoration of South Pass City, the town 
made famous as the home of Esther Morris, the woman responsible for 
Women’s suffrage being written into the Constitution of Wyoming Ter- 
ritory, has been started by Mr. and Mrs. John W. Woodring who last 
summer took over this historic location.

NATIONAL AWARDS COMMITTEE 


The program of the National Awards Committee is one of three special 
projects sponsored by the National Society. Its importance and scope of in- 
fluence should be a matter of personal interest to every member, for the young 
men who are selected as honor graduates of the Air Force and Navy Air 
Training Bases, come from every part of our country. 


Selection of the Honor Student of each Pilot class of the Flying Training 
Air Force is based upon grade for flying, academic, and military phases of 
training. The Aviation Cadet who ranks highest is selected as the Honor 
Student, so must be a proficient pilot, outstanding student, and excellent 
officer potential. Graduations took place twice each month, although occasion- 
ally there is only one, at these Air Force Bases: Greenville in Mississippi; 
Vance, in Oklahoma; Williams, in Arizona; and Bryan, Goodfellow, Laughlin, 
Reese, and Webb, in Texas. 


Our Award is a small sterling silver tray, engraved with a suitable in- 
scription which includes the name of our Society, the name of the Honor 
Student, the name and place of the Base, date of graduation, etc. The pre- 
sentation of the Award has been made by members of our Society whenever 
possible for any to be in attendance at the graduation ceremonies, and at 
other times it has been made by the students’ commanding officers.

NATIONAL DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


It has been most gratifying to read the reports from the Section Chair- 
men, and to learn that individual members, chapters, and State Organizations 
are all alert to the importance of participation in the Defense of our Country, 
Its Constitutional Form of Government, and heritage of freedom, if it is to be 
preserved. 


Excellent reports from Section Chairmen, indicate that nearly all Chapters 
have devoted some time at each meeting to National Defense. 


Many Chapters have devoted entire programs to the discussion of Resolu- 
tions passed by our General Assembly—Bringing out pertinent facts on pend- 
ing legislation—bearing on, or connected with these resolutions. 


Others have featured speakers dealing with some of the issues—such as 
the McCarran-Walter Act—the Bricker Amendment, etc. Some have co-spon- 
sored speakers, on these and other important topics, so that a wider audience 
might be reached. 


Practically ALL members are voters, and actively participate in civic 
affairs. 


FLAG DAY and CONSTITUTION DAY were observed by most of the 
Chapters reporting, while other patriotic days were celebrated by some. 


According to my records (as reported to me by National Treasurer, Mrs. 
Marcel Duphorne) $192.00 has been contributed to the National Defense Fund. 
However this by no means represents the total amount spent, as local Chapters 
have purchased pamphlets, reprints of .patriotic and informative articles, 
books, etc. which they have distributed. This is also true of the States—in 
some instances the State Defense Chairman, and the Section Chairmen, have 
distributed at their own expense literature pertinent to our National Defense 
Objectives. 


Many interesting items have been reported in answer to Question 9—of the 
report form sent out by your National Chairman—requesting that the Chap- 
ters give details of any special work or project in connection with defense 
objectives. Some of these include: 


Prizes to school children or students for Essays on American History— 
the distribution of books on American History to School and City Libraries— 
work in alerting citizens to the problems and dangers that confront our coun- 
} try—and endeavoring to obtain their support and interest in correcting the 
problems and offsetting the dangers. 


Answers to Question No. 10—show a wide range of reading on the part 
| of our members—and their reports on books, articles, radio programs, TV 
| programs, pamphlets—reports from Congressional Committees, etc., which 
| they have found factual, informative and helpful—will be of a great deal of 
| assistance to the National Chairman in preparing a list of source material for 

the Chapters, which will be mailed out during the coming summer. 


We also hope by mailing a card-form to be filled out by the Regents with 
| the name of the Defense Chairman—to be sent to the National and Section 
Chairmen—that we may obtain a complete file of Defense Chairmen—and 
| thus simplify the work of contacting them. 
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My personal thanks to the Section Chairmen for their splendid co-opera- 
tion, and suggestions—also to the States and Chapters for their splendid work, 
and most of all to our National President, Mrs. Trau, for all the help she has 
given to this department.

NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS COMMITTEE 


On November 30, 1955, a letter was sent to each state regent and each 
chapter regent containing questions approved by the National Board at its 
October meeting. We asked the Chapters to discuss the questions and report 
their opinions. We have had 41 replies—a very small number out of our 
entire membership. If these letters are a true sample of the sentiment of our 
Society, they indicate at least that everyone wants our own headquarters. On 
February 22nd, Mrs. Sinnott, Miss Sudlee and your chairman looked at a 
lovely cooperative apartment which seemed perfect for our needs and at a 
price which we could have paid almost immediately. However, the other 
tenant-owners would not sell except to a family or one person. Nevertheless, 
it opened a possibility if such quarters could be found. Efforts are being made 
in that direction. Real Estate in Washington, as we all know, is highly-priced. 
The question of buying a large estate, a suitable “brick home,” or building, 
brings many problems, such as taxes, maintenance, repairs, custodial service, 
fuel, etc. To buy with a view of renting out parts of the building changes our 
status as a non-profit organization. A cooperative apartment (I mean a build- 
ing in which each tenant owns his own apartment) would certainly minimize 
owner problems and responsibilities. Perhaps this is only a lovely dream. 


Summarizing your replies: 


8 say—no renting (permanently) 

5 say—buy at once or soon 

8 say—rent temporarily 

17 say—wait for more money from $25,000 to $100,000 
12 say—raise the dues 

5 say—do not raise the dues 

3 say—assess each chapter 

2 say—assess each member 

2 say—allocate a stipulated sum from dues 


Other suggestions: 


1. Rent temporarily and use the income from the Fund for rent and 
equipment and personnel—in a hotel or building near the D.A.R. buildings. 


2. Hope for a member or sufficiently interested person to will us, or give 
us, or provide money for a home or building. To this we would all add a fervent 
“amen.” However, the waiting might be long. 


Honoring Mrs. Powers, Weetomp Chapter, Indiana, is holding $100 to be 
given as soon as we have a place and pledges itself to raise another $100 
immediately. This offers a challenge which might be interesting to other chap- 
ters. 


What these replies mean, I can not say. We were greatly disappointed to 
receive so few. A statistician would say that they do not constitute a true 
sample—but they do represent pretty well the four sections of the country 
and contain about all the sorts of answers we might expect. 


Everyone expresses interest and enthusiasm and when we see how the 
contributions have increased since our letter went out, we believe they reflect 
a growing determination to make our dream a reality. 
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The Treasurer’s report gives the amount in the Fund with greater accu- 
racy than we can, because she receives interest and last minute contributions 
which we do not know.

West Virginia assisted in a survey of a county to see that History is 


|being taught. They have 12 Patriotic Clubs in schools.

Arizona has been especially interested in seeing that the Indian Schools 


: of the State have adequate Patriotic Education. 
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Many States report scholarships given; clothing donated. Books have been 
given schools and a number of Chapters are trying to secure better library 
service. 


Comic books have been inspected and some banned. 


Juvenile delinquency has been studied and efforts have been made to 
prevent or remedy it. 


Naturalization Courts have been attended and members are helping to 
train these new citizens in American ways. 


Flags have been given to schools and display of the Flag on important 
days has been urged on all. 


Chapters have studied proposed legislation, written Senators and Con- 
gressmen, members have voted and non-members have been urged to exer- 
cise their franchise. 


Interesting programs are reported on patriotic and historical topics. 


Radio and Television have been a favorite medium and newspaper edi- 
torials and articles are reported. 


The importance of religious training and observance has been stressed and 
the religious background of the early colonists has been explained.

During National Assembly, 1956, the name of the Publicity Committee 

was changed into the Public Relations Committee with the idea that a wider 
| scope of service to the National Society will follow. It is the aim of the 
| members of this committee to fulfill the hopes and plans of the National 
President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, and to serve in this increased capacity. 


| Not all states reported on newspaper publicity during the past year. A 
| total of 63 pictures and 1150 inches of composition were printed. The Western 
Section presented the best and most complete report—To date, 9 states have 
| filed the names of State Chairmen of Public Relations with the National 
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Chairman. Each State Regent is asked to appoint a State Chairman to serve 
as a part of this National Committee. 


After conferences with our National President, it was decided that your 
chairman would complete plans and arrangements for the publication of a 
news sheet with the thought that thru such a medium the chapter, state, 
and national programs could be more closely coordinated. The National Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Trau, completely underwrote the cost of $375.00 of the first issue 
of The Colonial Courier, so named by Mrs. H. Denny Howard, the State 
Regent of Pennsylvania. 3000 copies were printed. These were distributed to 
each National Officer, each State Officer, each National Chairman and all 
National Committee Members, and to each Chapter Officer. The Courier has 
met with much commendation. It is hoped that sufficient subscriptions will be 
received to establish these printed pages as a permanent forward step in good 
public relations within the National Society. It is believed that such a medium 
is needed in our organization. 


The cost of The Colonial Courier has been established at $1.00 per year, 
or $2.50 for the term of this administration or $1.00 for 10 copies to be sent 
to one address. The Committee plans that “The Courier” will be published as 
often as sufficient material has been assembled. Mrs. Trau paid $50.00 for 
a postal permit which makes it possible to send “The Courier’ for a very 
nominal mailing fee.

REHABILITATION AND VETERANS HOSPITAL COMMITTEE 


In checking reports from chapters in all of the states I find that there 
is some confusion as to what “Rehabilitation and Veterans Hospital Commit- 
tee” really means. We have had excellent reports of work done in local hos- 
pitals, Red Cross, blood bank donors, dressings and other hospital activities 
but, unfortunately, we cannot credit these on our Rehabilitation reports. I 
wish we might combine Social Service with this committee. 


Atlantic Coast Section reports afghans, bed jackets, and other knitted 
articles from Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. Pennsylvania chapters raised 
$275.00 for a bulletin board to be placed in a Pittsburgh Veterans’ Hospital. 
They also sent 600 cancelled stamps to the Navy Hospital Stamp Club in San 
Diego, California. Atlantic Coast Section gave 150 hours of service and $85.00 
in addition to the amount given by Pennsylvania for the bulletin board. 


The Southern Section reports 25 layettes given by Florida to families 
of veterans. West Virginia writes letters and cards to the hospitalized boys— 
a most worthy project for many of these patients have no family and can be 
very lonely. This Section gave 1,218 hours of service and $33.00 in contribu- 
tions. Florida also made an afghan. 


The Middlewestern Section has 1,262 hours of service and $182.00 to their 
credit. One state reported 30 boxes of stationery given WITH STAMPS; 
having been a Gray Lady in Ohio for a number of years, I know what this 
means to our veterans. Oklahoma gave technical records for the mentally ill. 


Pacific Coast Section reports an afghan and other knitted garments. 
Nevada Golden Acorns are active in Veterans’ work. Nevada gave a 15 gallon 
aquarium to one of the V.A. hospitals. One State Chairman in this section 
had the excellent idea of informing each Chapter Chairman of the needs in 
the hospitals in her state. Sometimes it is easier to give when we know what 
is needed. Another chapter gave money for long distance telephone calls so 
the boys could talk to their homefolks. The Pacific Coast gave $444.00 in cash 
donations. 


Many uncounted hours were given in entertaining with parties, programs 
and musicals. Dozens and dozens of cookies were made and gallons and gallons 
of ice cream were donated. Our Daughters read to the boys and shop for them 
as well as write letters, and give comfort and advice. Many bandages and 
dressings have been made, though the hours and number are not reported. 


In addition to the above specially mentioned gifts and services the follow- 
ing articles have been contributed: Books, both regular and pocket editions; 
Magazine subscriptions, Magazines, Playing Cards, Cigarettes. Rags for rugs, 
Material for weaving, Scrapbooks, Coupon Books, Occupational Therapy Equip- 
ment, Records, Games, and last but not least, beautifully wrapped Christmas 
packages. 


Those of us who have worked with our Veterans have many fine experi- 
ences as well as amusing ones. It has been most interesting to read these 
reports and realize just what we are doing for our boys. I thank our National 
President, Mrs. Trau for giving me the opportunity and I am proud to be a 
Daughter of the American Colonists.

Trau, our National President, who was speaker at the luncheon. Also, we were 
privileged to have Mrs. Robert Perkins, State Regent of Georgia, and Mrs.

KANSAS 


The Kansas Society organized October 26, 1925, has nine Chapters and 
365 members. We have gained 17 new members; 13 by verification, 2 by 
transfer, 2 by re-enrollment; lost nine by resignations. We were deeply 
grieved by the loss of six members by death including our Honorary President 
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Mrs. Loren E. Rex. Four of the women had been Charter Members and former 
Regents of their respective Chapters. 


Our Honored Guests at our 3lst State Assembly were Mrs. Marcel 
Duphorne, National Treasurer; Mrs. Fannie B. McAdams, only Charter Member 
of the National Society living in Kansas and fifteen women who have been 
members 25 years or longer. 


Mrs. C. Chauncey Cox, State Historian read a condensed version of the 
“Thirty Year History of the Kansas Society” which she compiled and wrote 
after extensive research in the past Secretary’s Files and the State and Chap- 
ters’ Historian’s Scrapbook. 


The Chapters have been most generous in promoting the National and 
State Projects. National Awards received $50.00; National Microfilm $38.00; 
National Headquarters Fund $65.00 and Veterans $60.00. 


Our Veterans were well remembered with playing cards, stationery and 
stamps, magazines, books for individuals and also to the permanent Library 
in the Hospitals, cookies, cakes and ice cream for parties as well as carpet 
rags and other materials. Many women serve as Grey Ladies, in Motor 
Corps, Office Assistants and as solicitors for the Red Cross Drive and other 
charitable campaigns. 


The entire membership has been most active in displaying the Flag on 
National and State Holidays. All Chapters own American Flags and open 
the Meetings with a Flag Ceremony. Members have written articles on the 
Flag which have been published.

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KENTUCKY 


The Kentucky Society Daughters of American Colonists, organized June 
16th, 1934, has a membership of 103—a gain of five new members and one re- 
enrollment. We regret the loss of one member by death—$10.00 has been 
placed in our Scholarship Fund as a memorial. 


We have held four Executive Board meetings and four regular luncheon 
meetings, always using our table set of American Flag and D.A.C. Banner— 
the gift of an Honorary State Regent. Programs have included an account 
by our Historian of an early French and Indian Trading Post, located from 
1715 to 1753 in what is now Clark County, and the story of how Kentucky 
received its name; folk tunes and other selections; slides of Great Britain and 
the Continent. In Lexington for our January meeting we were happy to unani- 
mously endorse our Mrs. S. Peyton Welch as a candidate for the office of 
Honorary National Vice President. 


At our State Assembly in Louisville on March 14th we heard an inspiring 
and thought provoking address by Rabbi Joseph L. Rausch who took as his 
theme that section of our stated objects which reads “to inculcate and foster 
love of America and its institutions by all its residents”. Seen through the 
eyes of one who has not always enjoyed the privileges which are ours, this 
appeared to him to be the answer to our greatest problems today. He con- 
gratulated our Society on the foresight of our founders who, even then, per- 
ceived love of country to be vital to our well being. During the business 
session members reaffirmed approval of resolutions adopted at General As- 
sembly, 1955—this at the request of our National Defense Chairman who 
also brought to our attention the recent rewording of the Bricker Amendment.

Books, money, playing cards and postage stamps 
have been sent to Veterans’ Hospitals at the suggestion of the Chairman who 
keeps members informed of needs. . 


New Yearbooks contain our by-laws—revised in accordance with changes 
made by the National Society, and one page is devoted to our Captain John 
Clay Chapter, Children of the American Colonists. A State Flag has been 
purchased for presentation to the National Society; it has been voted that our 
file of lineage books shall be brought up to date in 1956. 


In honor of Mrs. S. Peyton Welch $25 was given to Headquarters Fund; 
$20 to the Microfilm Committee honoring Mrs. Hugh L. Russell; $25 (honoring 
the State Regent) to Headquarters Fund. It is with pride that we number 
among Kentucky members Mrs. Hugh L. Russell, National Chairman Microfilm 
Committee; Mrs. John W. Kitchen, member of Microfilm Committee; Mrs.

The Executive Board 
meeting was held at 10:00 A.M. State Officers present—11, members register- 
ing—21, Past State Regents—1, total 33. Invitation for membership sent 
November 7 and accepted—8, names presented and accepted—9. 


Contributions—Carrie T. Hannah Scholarship—$100.00, Building Fund 
(National)—$15.00, Microfilm—$5.00, Awards Fund—$5.00. 


The Scrapbook with news clippings of the activities of our State Society 
is complete as of this date. The minutes from 1945 to 1955 have been copied 
and a copy has been given to the Recording Secretary and the Regent has a 
copy. The original has been given to the Historian. In it is the History of 
our State Society for the first ten years. The Scrapbook with photographs of 
Officers is most incomplete. The Historian urges Officers to send a picture 
of themselves, with accompanying biographical sketch. A Mississippi State 
Flag has been ordered, by the Historian, to present to the National Society 
to be used on the Rostrum at General Assembly. 


Mississippi State Chairman of National Defense reports much active work 
has been done by our members. All Patriotic Holidays have been observed, and 
medals have been awarded in both white and colored schools to those pupils 
who won in Essay Contests on American History. (As Regent I wish I might 
give all of the very splendid report of our Defense Chairman.) 


The Co-Chairmen of Rehabilitation and Veterans Hospitals report over 
100 magazines have been carried to VA hospitals.

As Regent of the Mississippi State Society, I attended the 15th State As- 
sembly of the Alabama Society, D.A.C., Birmingham, Alabama, and Edward 
Walters Chapter November 18th and 19th. Attended a reception at the Bir- 
mingham Country Club, followed by a Candlelight Supper. A business meet- 
ing of the State Society on the next day, followed by a luncheon—speaker—Mrs. 
Frank G. Trau, National President.

Mrs. J. Warren Perkins, Chairman of Rehabilitation and Veterans’ Hos- 
pitals reports donations of many Coupon Books, subscriptions to magazines 
and $10 to Lyons Veterans’ Hospital; and gifts of magazines, money and 
flowers to East Orange Veterans’ Hospital.

The Col. John Alston Chapter (Golden Acorns) contributed 25 books 
to the Veterans Hospital at Muskogee. The Tulsa Chapter gave $25.00 at 
Christmas time to this Hospital and in addition gathered material for weav- 
ing and made bandages for the cancer patients. The Col. Walter Childs Chapter 
members made frequent visits to the Muskogee Hospital. 


All of the Chapters have stressed the Correct Use of the Flag and the 
displaying of the Flag on all National Holidays. An impressive ceremony 
occurred when a very lovely large American Flag was presented to the Tulsa 
Chapter by Mrs. John T. Cronkhite, Past Chapter Regent. All Chapter 
meetings are opened with prayer, the Pledge of Allegiance and the recitation 
of the American Creed. 


All Chapters have participated in the Naturalization Courts. The Tulsa 
Chapter has given a copy of the booklet “Our Flag” furnished by the Marine 
Corps, to each new citizen. Tulsa has also renewed the $10.00 subscription 
to “American Heritage” for Central High School. The Chapter also gives 
copies of the same magazine to Booker T. Washington school. Four film strips, 
“Democracy in America,” costing $6.00 each have been given to the Tulsa 
Schools. The John Alston Chapter of the Golden Acorns has studied the text 
books and methods used in the Tulsa Schools and found them most satis- 
factory. In the Constitution Day parade last September in Tulsa this Chapter 
aoe a car with the Daughters of the American Colonists placard on both 
sides. 


The Chairman of Insignia Committee reports the purchasing of the 
Organizing State Regent’s pin, 10 membership pins, one “die” for stationery 
and the purchase of two Past State Regents ribbons. 


The Chairman of Publicity reported 86 inches of publicity. 


The State Historian reports that Oklahoma Schools are in the hands of 
patriotic staffs and that History is taught in the 4th, 5th, and 6th grades 
and in the Junior High schools. Tulsa’s Public School Superintendent, Dr. 
Charles Mason, received the Freedom Foundation Award. The State Society 
and three of the Chapters have kept scrap books this year. 
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The State Librarian was authorized to purchase the 10th volume of the 
Lineage Books for the State Society. 


National Projects: Isabel Hastings Dial Chapter gave $10.00 for Housing 
and $5.00 for National Defense. Tulsa gave $30.00 which was a gift from Mrs. 
Patterson, and an additional $25.00 to National Headquarters; and $25.00 for 
National Defense and $10.00 to National Awards. The state voted $25.00 
for National Defense and $15.00 to be given to some National Project at the 
National Assembly. 


At the close of my first year of service as State Regent of the Oklahoma 
Society I gratefully acknowledge the assistance given to me by the National 
Society, the support of the officers elected to serve with me and to the State 
and National Chairmen and to the Chapter Regents for their untiring effort.

OREGON—No Report. 


PENNSYLVANIA 


The summation of the accomplishments of the 34th year of the Pennsylvania 
State Society is indeed most gratifying. One new chapter, the Guyasuta, has 
been organized and confirmed. There are now 30 chapters and 1,201 members. 
The increase of new members is 106, with 4 reinstatements, 1 transfer, show- 
ing a total of 111 members, During the year, we have lost by death 22 mem- 
bers; 2 of these were Past State Regents, Mrs. Norvin B. Wile and Mrs. John 
Edgar Hires. There were 31 resignations, 10 dropped, and 3 transfers from 
the State, a total loss of 66. The net gain is 45 members. 


The Pennsylvania State Assembly had a registration of 118. The National 
President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, 4 National Officers, and 1 National 
Honorary Vice-President were honored guests. Resolutions in accord with 
the objects of the National Society were adopted. 


Previous to this year, there were no State Chairmen for the National 
Projects. These 3 new committees report as follows: $288.00 for National 
Headquarters, $99.80 for National Awards, and $563.00 for the Microfilm 
Committee—a total of $950.80. Recognition must be given to the Wissahickon 
Chapter for the memorial created to honor their Organizing-Regent, Mrs. John 
Edgar Hires. Many chapters and members throughout the State contributed 
to this appropriate fund of $563.00 given to the State Microfilm Committee 
for the presentation of records. 


All 20 State Chairmen have stimulated interest in their committees by con- 
structive letters and cooperation. In part the responses are indicated: 


COLONIAL AND GENEALOGICAL RECORDS—456 pages, contribu- 
tion, $10; CORRECT USE OF THE FLAG—informative letters and radio 
talks; GOLDEN ACORNS—represented at General Assembly by the National 
Chairman and 1 Page. The National Chairman had an excellent interview 
over a Pittsburgh radio station; INSIGNIA—48 officials, 17 recognition, 81 
ancestral, 14 State Officers, and 38 Regent or Past Regent pins; MEMOR- 
IALS AND MARKING HISTORIC SPOTS—Mrs. Frances Strang Helman 
has been appointed Chairman of the 200th anniversary of Colonel John Arm- 
strong’s successful expedition against the Indians of western Pennsylvania. 
The celebration, endorsed by the Pennsylvania Federation of Historical So- 
cieties, is scheduled for August 30th to September 8th. Mrs. Helman is a 
member of the one year old James Le Tort Chapter; NATIONAL DEFENSE— 
radio programs, contribution, $20; PATRIOTIC EDUCATION—Naturalization 
Courts were attended and applicants were presented with “Greetings to New 
Citizens” leaflets containing a brief history of the American Colonies, contribu- 
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tion, $10; RADIO AND TELEVISION—Members were urged to “praise or 
protest,” to the stations, the value of the programs. Appearances on both 
radio and television were arranged for National and State Officers, as well 
as for National, State and Chapter Chairmen; REHABILITATION AND VET- 
ERANS HOSPITALS—A project was adopted for the purchase of a directory 
board to be placed at the main entrance of the new Veterans Administration 
Hospital in Pittsburgh. The directory will carry a bronze plate designating 
as the donor the State Society, the National Society, and the State Committee. 
Above the bronze plate will be the insignia of the National Society in gold 
with blue and white enamel. When the directory board is delivered it will 
be formally presented. This represents an expenditure of $248. Chapters have 
sent 6 afghans to Veterans hospitals. 


A definite effort has been made to encourage the growth of the future 
membership of our society, the Golden Acorns and the Children of the Amer- 
ican Colonists. . 


Madam President, the Pennsylvania Daughters will continue to observe 
and retain the ancient guideposts set for us by the early American Colonists 
and to preserve “Freedom, the Faith of our Fathers.”

The South Carolina Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, was 
organized on February 10, 1930 in Columbia, South Carolina. Our State Year- 
book will be dedicated to one of the oldest members of the National Society, 
Mrs. E. P. Davis, who assisted in the organization of the South Carolina 
Society which later became Fort Congaree Chapter. 


During the past year we have had a net increase of thirty-six members 
and two wonderful new chapters, Manning Greer and Pedee, have been or- 
ganized.

Eighteen new genealogical records have been established and many others 
are being prepared. Much Colonial Material has been assembled and placed 
in the libraries by the Charleston and Fort Congaree Chapters. Piedmont 
Chapter will place a similar collection in the Greenville Public Library. 
Charleston Chapter has sponsored a Colonial Exhibit prepared by members of 
the public and elementary schools and a cash prize was given to each winner. 
All chapters report historic papers and talks at their quarterly meetings. 


A State Flag has been donated to the National Society to be used in con- 
nection with the thirty-fifth anniversary celebration. This will be presented 
in honor of Mrs. Frank Dargan. 


Our Golden Acorns Chairman, Mrs. Justin Hopkins, plans to organize a 
children’ s chapter in addition to her work. 
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Two Past Regent’s Bars have been given to Mrs. Frank Dargan and 
Mrs. H. H. McGill for their devoted services. 


_A committee has been appointed to study the advisability of placing 
a historic road marker, or marking a place of Colonial significance during the 
next year. 


Piedmont Chapter made a contribution to microfilming of application 
papers. 


Charleston and Fort Congaree Chapters contributed ten dollars for Na- 
tional Awards. 


The South Carolina State Society and the Charleston Chapter are con- 
tributing thirty dollars to the National Headquarters Fund. 


A committee was appointed at the State Assembly to investigate the 
feasibility of setting up a scholarship fund for worthy students of our State. 
A report will be made at our June Board Meeting. Fort Congaree Chapter 
donated a clothing scholarship to Tamassee, D. A. R. School. 


Publicity has been good in all Chapters and two pictures and an article 
was printed in connection with the State Assembly. 


On October 10, the Charleston Chapter celebrated their tenth anniversary. 
Due to the tragic state of health of Miss Mary Hart Tharin who was organ- 
izing regent of the Charleston Chapter and a former State Regent, she could 
not attend. By action of the executive committee she has been made an Hon- 
orary Member of the State. 


Magazines have been donated to the Veteran’s Hospital at Fort Jackson 
by the Fort Congaree Chapter.

MEMORIALS AND HISTORIC SPOTS—Burning Springs Chapter placed 
one Volume of the Interpreter’s Bible in the library of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Memory of Mrs. McClure, the Chapter Regent. Morgantown gave 
a copy of the newest County History. The book was dedicated to a former State 
Regent, Mrs. R. S. Stoyer. Catherine Garretson Morgan Chapter are planting 
Memorial Trees at the site of Prickett’s Fort. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE—tThree chapters had one meeting on National De- 
fense, one with an outside speaker, four chapters have had 5 to 15 minutes of 
National Defense material presented and discussed at chapter meetings. One 
member attended two sessions of the United Nations and reported back to her 
own chapter and then gave talks to other groups. 150 pieces of literature has 
been distributed to members and outsiders on the Bricker Amendment, Mc- 
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Carren-Walters immigration law, Gen. Eastland’s speech to the Senate on, 
“Where the Supreme Court Sought its Advice on Segregation.” Chapters aided 
American Legion in the sale of flags. A brief resume of excerpts from the book, 
“The Great American Heritage,” the story of the “Five Eisenhower Brothers” 
by Bula Kornitzer as given in U.S. News and Works Report of July 1, 1955. 
It was suggested each member acquaint herself with the book. Flag Day, 
Independence Day, and Benjamin Franklin’s birthday were all observed. 


PATRIOTIC EDUCATION—tThe study of American and State History 
begins in the elementary grades. A great number of members are teachers 
and are in a position to urge the teaching of Patriotic education, the observ- 
ance of the Flag Code, display and pledge of allegiance. We watch carefully 
the books and magazines read by our teen-agers. A survey of Cabell County 
shows they have twelve patriotic clubs in twelve different schools in their 
city. Morgantown is urging the continuance of local museums and historical 
markers. One meeting each year is held in the Old Stone House built in 1765. 
$5.00 was given to the Charleston Commission for the 4th of July celebration. 
Members visited Fort Necessity on the National Battlefield site. 


PUBLICITY AND RADIO—West Virginia has had 744 inches of News- 
paper copy and 11 pictures, Catherine Garretson Morgan gave a 30 minute 
broadcast over W.M.M.N. on the subject of Citizenship and Americanism. The 
Assembly Call was broadcast over W.E.P.M. Martinsburg. The State Historian 
has finished a lovely scrap book and started on another. 


REHABILITATION AND VETERANS HOSPITALS—One chapter has 
several members who give time regularly to Hospital Aide and Auxiliary pro- 
grams of the several hospitals. Ten dollars was given the Post Fund of 
the Beckely Hospital. Money, magazines, newspapers and 24 packets of toilet 
articles were given many of the hospitals. Booklets, letters and cards written 
to men overseas. 587 hours of service were given by a chapter and 7 pints 
of blood. The Annual Tea for 50 patients of the Domiciliary Ward at Newton 
D. Baker, Va., Hospital was held.

as amended by the General Assembly, April 1955 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME 


This Society shall be known by the title and name, “THE NATIONAL SOCIETY 
DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN COLONISTS.” 


ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT 


The object of this Society shall be Patriotic, Historical and Educational; to 
make research as to the history and deeds of the American colonists, and to 
record and publish the same; to commemorate deeds of colonial interest; to 
jinculcate and foster love of America and its institutions by all its residents; to 
obey its laws and venerate its flag—the emblem of its power and civie 
ighteousness., 


ARTICLE III. 
ELIGIBILITY 


Section 1. Any American white woman, of good moral character, who has 
jattained her eighteenth year, is eligible to membership, provided she is accept 
able to the Society, and is the lineal descendant of an ancestor who rendereo 
civil or military service in any of the colonies prior to July 4, 1776. 


| Section 2. An applicant must furnish proof of her lineal descent from an 
ancestor who served in any of the following capacities: 


In battle under colonial authority. 


Under the banner of Great Britain in North America in any of the wars in 
which the colonists participated. 


All milftary and naval service of the colonies. 

Furnished troops or funds. _ 

Filled office of Governor, Lieutenant-Governor or Deputy Governor. 
Member or delegate to Council or Assembly. 

Member of House of Burgesses. 

Deputy or Representative to the General Court. 


| Commissioner of the United Colonies; of Boundaries or Treaties; of Impost 
or Excise; to the French or Indians. 


Secretary; Magistrate; Selectman; Justice; Judge of any Court of Law or 
Equity; Attorney; Advocate; Solicitor. 


Founder or Trustee of any College in North Ameriza founded prior to 1775.

ARTICLE IV.

A National President. 
Four National Vice-Presidents. (Representing 4 sections of the country) 
A National Chaplain. 
A National Recording Secretary. 
A National Corresponding Secretary. 
A National Registrar. 
A Natienal Organizing Secretary. 
A National Treasurer. 
A National Historian. 
A National Librarian. 
Honorary National Presidents. 
Thirteen Honorary National Vice-Presidents. 


ARTICLE V. 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. This Society shall hold an annual meeting in the City of Wash- 
ington, D. C., in April, unless otherwise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the National Board, which vote may be taken by mail. 


Section 2. This meeting shall be known as the General Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, and shall be for the 
purpose of receiving reports of National Officers, of the National Board, and 
of the National Committee Chairmen; for the election of officers, for the con 
firmation of State Regents and State Vice-Regents, and for any other business 
that may arise. 


Section 3. Special meetings of the National Society may be called by the 
National President at the request of the National Board, or at the written re- 
quest of a majority of the State Societies. Fifteen days notice shall be given 
of such called meeting, specifying the time, place of meeting and special busi- 
ness to be transacted. 


Section 4. The voting members at the General Assembly or at any special 
meeting of the National Society shall be the officers and honorary officers of 
the National Society, the State officers, the chapter Regents or in their absence 
the First Vice-Regents or alternates, and one additional delegate or alternate 
for every twenty members of each chapter. No voting member or delegate 
shall be entitled to more than one vote at the General Assembly. 

Section 5. At all meetings of the National Society twenty-five members 
shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS 


Section 1. Membership is by written invitation. An applicant for member- 
ship in a state that is organized must be endorsed by two members in goo 
standing to whom the applicant is personally known and who are members of 
the Chapter or State which she wishes to join. The applicant must present her 
application papers to the National Society through a Chapter, a State Society 
if there is only one chapter in the state, or as a member-at-large. If there is 
only one chapter in the state, the applicant must be approved by the State 
Regent and State Registrar. If there are two or more chapters in the state, 
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e applicant must be approved by the chapter to which the application has 
sen made. The application papers, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
itiation fee and annual dues must be sent by the Chapter Treasurer or State 
reasurer, as the case may be, to the National Treasurer who shall forward the 
apers to the National Registrar for verification. If the papers are verified, 
Be ewons! Registrar shall present the name to the National Board for 
al action. 


The papers of an applicant for membership-at-large must be approved by 
te State Regent of the state in which the applicant resides, and endorsed by 
vo members, in good standing, in the same state to whom the applicant is 
arsonally known. The application, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
itiation fee and annual dues, shall be sent by the State Treasurer to the 
ational Treasurer who shall transmit the application papers to the National 
egistrar for verification.

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CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 


We, the undersigned, Mary E. St. Clair, Jessie McCausland Casanova, 
Maud Burr Morris, Kate D. Berryman, Lillian A. Norton, all of District of 
Columbia; Sarah E. Guernsey, of Independence, Kansas; Ida M. Schaaf, of St. 
Louis, Missouri; Bertha Hall Talbott, of Rockville, Maryland; and Hattie Wil- 
son High, of Atlanta, Georgia, being persons of full age, all of whom are 
citizens of the United States, and a majority of whom are citizens of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, pursuant to and in conformity with the provisions of Sub- 
Chapters III of Chapter XVIII of the Act of Congress, entitled, “An Act to 
establish a code of laws for the District of Columbia,” approved March 3, 1901, 
and Acts Amendatory thereof, do hereby associate ourselves together for the 
purpose of forming a corporation, and to that end we do hereby certify: 


First. That the name by which said corporation shall be known in law is 
“National Society Daughters of the American Colonists.” 
Second. That the term for which said corporation is organized is perpetual. 


Third. That the object of this Society shall be: to base eligibility to mem- 
bership upon lineal descent from those men and women who were actual resi- 
dents of America when it was under foreign government as colonies; to make 
research as to the history and deeds of the American colonists, and to record 
and publish the same; to erect memorials to commemorate colonial deeds and 
places of interest; to inculcate and foster the love of America and of its in- 
stitutions, by all its residents; to obey its laws, and to venerate its flag, the 
emblem of its power and civic righteousness; and for mutual improvement and 
educational purposes. 


Fourth. The number of its Directors or Managers for the first year, or 
until the next annual election, shall be nine; and shall consist of the above- 
named incorporators; after which said election, the said Directors shall be the 
active officers of said Society elected at each annual meeting. 


In testimony whereof, we have hereunto set our hands and seals this 
twenty-fifth day of April, in the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-one.

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HOW TO BECOME A MEMBER 


Any American white woman of good moral character, who has attained 
her eighteenth year, is eligible to membership provided she is acceptable to 
the Society, and is the lineal descendant of a man or woman who rendered 
civil or military service in any of the colonies prior to July 4, 1776. 


An applicant must furnish proof of her lineal descent thru legal and lawful 
marriages, not polygamous, from ancestor who served in any of the following 
capacities: 

All Military and Naval Service of the Colonies. 

Furnished troops or funds. 

Filled office of Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, or deputy Governor. 

Member or Delegate to Council or Assembly. 

Member of House of Burgesses. 

Deputy or Representative to the General Court. 


Commissioner of the United Colonies; of Boundaries or Treaties; of Impost or 
Excise; to the French or Indians. 


Secretary; Magistrate; Selectman; Justice; Judge of any Court of Law or 
Equity; Attorney; Advocate; Solicitor. 

Founder or Trustee of any College in North America founded prior to 1775. 

Minister of the Gospel or Commissary of the Bishops of London. 

mon ere of the Committee of Safety of the Continental Congress, 1774 and 

Member of Council of Safety of 1689. 

Signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

Speaker of the House of Deputies. 

Physician or Surgeon. 

Member of Provincial Congress. 

Signer of the Mayflower Compact. 

Huguenot Refugee. 

Signer of Oath of Allegiance to Great Britain. 

Original Land Owners. 


Members of the London, Plymouth and Virginia Companies, who actually came 
to the Colonies, and descendants of all members of these companies who 
resided in the Colonies.

Family tradition alone in regard to the service of an ancestor, unaccom- 
panied by proof, will not be considered. 


Membership is by written invitation. Applicants must be endorsed by two 
members in good standing to whom the applicant is personally known. The 
applicant must present her application through the State or Chapter Regent 
for her approval and that of the State or Chapter Registrar. The application 
thus approved and accompanied by the initiation fee and annual dues, must be 
sent by the Chapter Treasurer or the State Regent, to the National Treasurer, 
who will forward the papers to the National Registrar for verification. 

The initiation fee is five dollars. The annual dues to the National Society 
are one dollar and fifty cents for all members, except those who have paid life 
membership dues. Life membership is one hundred dollars. 

The fiscal year of the National Society begins April first. A member who 
has been admitted to the National Society after October 1st shall not be re- 
quired to pay dues to the next succeeding calendar year. 

Supplemental papers must be signed by the Chapter Registrar or State 
Society Registrar. Supplementals are sent to the National Treasurer direct 
from the Chapter or State with fee of $2.00 each. 

All applications, original and supplemental, must be typewritten and filed 
with the National Society in duplicate, and all must be notarized. 
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IMPORTANT 


INFORMATION FOR STATES AND CHAPTERS 


The observance of these rules, taken from the National By-Laws, will 
greatly facilitate the work of the National Society. 


The election of all State officers and the date of election must be reported 
immediately to the National Recording Secretary. 


The election of Chapter officers and date of election must be reported 
immediately to the National Recording Secretary and to the State Regent. 


The names of Organizing State Regents should be reported by the Na- 
tional Organizing Secretary to the National Board for confirmation. The 
National Vice-Presidents are in charge of the organization of the states within 
their respective sections, and assist the National President and National Or- 
ganizing Secretary in the selection of desirable women to appoint as organizing 
State Regents. The completed organizations of the state should also be reported 
to the National President by National Organizing Secretary for confirmation 
by the Board. 


The names of Organizing Chapter Regents should be reported by the State 
Regent to the National Organizing Secretary for confirmation by the Board. 
The completed organization of the Chapter should be reported at once by the 
State Regent to the National Organizing Secretary and National Recording 
Secretary for confirmation. 


The name selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place in which 
located—must be of Colonial significance if possible. All names must be sub- 
mitted to the National Board for approval or rejection before final adoption. 


All changes in membership, deaths and marriages should be reported by 
the Chapter Treasurer to the State and National Treasurers. All deaths in- 
cluding National Number must be submitted also to the National Chaplain by 
March 30, for the Memorial Service held at the time of the General Assembly. 


All transfers must be reported immediately by the Chapter Treasurer of 
the receiving Chapter both to the National Treasurer and to the State 
Treasurer. 


As it is the duty of the State Registrar to keep a permanent and correct 
record (up to date, at all times) of all members it is emphasized and urged 
that the Chapter Registrar promptly notify the state officer of ALL changes. 
Then in turn the State Registrar must promptly notify the National Registrar 
of all changes. This information is to include members admitted, transferred, 
resigned, dropped (for non-payment of dues), all deaths, marriages and all 
changes of addresses. 

Delegates and Alternates to the General Assembly must be elected on or 
before March 20th, and their names sent to the Chairman of the Credentials 
Committee on blanks furnished for the purpose before April Ist. 

A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate 
to the meetings of the National Society or a State Assembly, or to hold a Na- — 
tional or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee. 

No member shall be entitled to more than one transfer in a year. 

All reports which are to be presented at the General Assembly must. be 
typewritten on 8% x 11 inch paper. 

Karly in April all reports must be sent to the National Recording Secre- 
tary. This includes reports of all National Officers, National Chairmen and 
State Regents. 

The Sectional Chairman is asked to send a copy of her report to her own’ 
National Chairman and a copy also to the National President. 

The State Regent is asked to send a copy of her report to the National 
President and a copy to her own Sectional Vice-President. 

The State Chairman should send a copy of her report not later than March 
15th to her own Sectional Chairman and a copy to her National Chairman.

DO get application papers in early to National Registrar one month before 
next board meeting. 


DO send one dollar to the national registrar for each copy of another mem- 
ber’s lineage paper.

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THE THIRTY-SIXTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY

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RESOLUTIONS 


I. PRINCIPLES BEFORE PEACE 


; WHEREAS: The compromise existence of the United States of America 
in a world atmosphere tainted with socialism and communism is debasing, and 


WHEREAS: Peace without principles can only prove to be a National 
mockery, and 


WHEREAS: The United States of America as a member nation of the 
United Nations suffers through this membership, severe curtailment of its 
foreign policy, as recently illustrated during the Mideastern debacle, which 
placed our Nation in the embarrassing situation of supporting an “interna- 
tional justice” which imposes one law for the large aggressor and another for 
the small; 

RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, strive to arouse sentiments toward a 
militant morality in our relations with all nations; 


RESOLVED: That the Society request a re-appraisal of the United Na- 
tions as a peace promoting organization. 


Il. PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE 


WHEREAS: The United States Congress has passed a bill authorizing 
publication and distribution of thousands of copies of the Pledge of Allegiance 
to the Flag of the United States of America arranged with musical accom- 
paniment, and 


WHEREAS: The Pledge of Allegiance is a solemn oath to be spoken with 
dignity and thoughtfulness and not sung; 


RESOLVED: That the members of the 36th General Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, protest this bill; 


RESOLVED: That every member of this Society write her Representa- 
tives and Senators in Congress and urge its repeal. 


Ill. NATIONALIZED EDUCATION 


WHEREAS: In the wake of federal aid to education federal control is 
inevitable, and 


WHEREAS: So-called “planned education” is now being vigorously pro- 
moted by the National Education Association as a prerequisite to world 
Government; 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of American Colonists, oppose any move to Nationalize, regiment 
and control our public schools and universities. 


IV. WALTER-McCARRAN ACT — PUBLIC LAW 414 


WHEREAS: The admission of an unlimited number of refugees from 
Hungary and other peoples who have fought against Communist tyranny have 
our greatest respect and sympathy for their valiant efforts, nevertheless, we 
feel we must present the following points: 


1. The Walter-McCarran Act has been proven sufficiently flexible to cover 
any emergency situation as shown by Congressman Walter’s statement that 
over one million aliens entered the United States last year under the terms of 
this Act. 


2. Our schools are greatly over-crowded and will be further congested. 


3. In certain areas and in certain industries there is considerable unem- 
ployment. Larger immigrations will result in greater unemployment, particu- 
larly in the age group over forty-five, and not only in industrial areas but in 
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farming areas where farmers are being forced to seek employment in the cities 
to supplement their shrinking incomes. 


4. Unless screening is very rigid, persons coming in as refugees may be 
spies and saboteurs for Russia. 


5. Many persons are opposed to Russian domination but advocate work 
for a Communist form of government. 


6. Increasing health hazards in the United States of America. 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, opposes any executive action or legisla- 
tion which permits any increase in the total number of immigrants into the 
United States of America, 


RESOLVED: That temporary refugees should not be granted any special 
status or advantage toward attaining citizenship of the United States of 
America, or other advantage which would result in reducing any regular 
quota, but said refugees should be dealt with in the same manner as any other 
applicants for admission to the United States. 


RESOLVED: That the Daughters of the American Colonists shall exert 
every effort to insure that the Walter-McCarran Act be maintained as origi- 
nally written and urge its continued enforcement without modification. 


V. COMMUNIST ARTISTS 


WHEREAS: It is an accepted fact that, in all fields, the cultural arts 
have a potent influence in the forming of public opinion, and 


WHEREAS: Support of any class of work by artists with known and 
available records of affiliation with Communist front organization adds to 
the prestige and financial status of such artists, so that they may make greater 
contribution to the Communist cause; 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, deplores the showing, promotion and 
support of offerings in any class of art or so-called “cultural art” by Commu- 
nists, Communist-front artists or sympathizers, regardless of the quality of 
their work, and urges members of the Daughters of the American Colonists 
to be alert to the offerings in these fields in their home towns and schools; 
vigorously objects to the use of public taxes in the presentation of such artists’ 
and authors’ productions; and in general seeks to prevent the support of 
programs and exhibitions sponsored by subversive sources in their home towns 
and neighboring communities. 


VI. RED CHINA 


RESOLVED: That we, the members of the 36th General Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, do hereby declare 
strong opposition to the admission of Red China to the United Nations and 
favor demanding withdrawal of Red Russia from this body, if the United 
States of America is to remain a part of it. 


Vil. RETURN TO CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT 


WHEREAS: Within our Government an administrative network has been 
created which puts into operation powers which Congress would not have 
delegated, and 


WHEREAS: Under the Constitution of the United States of America, 
such powers would not be permitted; 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, requests that without delay the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America once more be Conducted by its elected 
Congressmen as a Constitutional Government. 
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Vill. S. J. RESOLUTION 3 
(Bricker Amendment) 


WHEREAS: On January 7, 1957, there was introduced in the Senate 
S. J. Resolution 3, proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States of America, relating to the legal effect of certain treaties and other 
international agreements, intended to prevent any treaty superceding the 
Constitution, 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly, Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Colonists, does approve and support such a bill. 


RESOLVED: That until such a bill is passed, that the United States 
Congress be petitioned not to ratify any treaties or agreements with the 
United Nations Specialized Agencies or affiliations. 


IX. UNITED NATIONS SPECIALIZED AGENCIES 


WHEREAS: For a number of years the National Society, Daughters of 
the American Colonists, has warned its members not only of the waste in 
taxes spent by the United Nations agencies, but world government propaganda 
being disseminated through the United Nations publications, and 


WHEREAS: From sixty to seventy nations are members of these United 
Nations agencies, each getting equal credit for agency expenditure; and 


WHEREAS: The American people pay from 25 to 75 per cent of the cost 
of every one of these agencies over which the United States of America can 
exert little influence; 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, petition members of the Appropriation 
Committee and Foreign Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives 
and the Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate, and the Honorable Henry 
Cabot Lodge, to demand a representative voice in the distribution of all ex- 
penditures of the United Nations Agencies—under penalty of complete with- 
drawal of the United States of America financial support for said United 
Nations Agencies, if denied demand. 


X. GATT 


WHEREAS: The participation of the United States of America in the 
General Agreement on Tariff and Trade—GATT—permits foreign Nations to 
regulate American trade and tariff; and 

WHEREAS: The American standard of living being higher than in other 
countries, American industry cannot compete with cheap labor abroad; and 

WHEREAS: Many industries have gone bankrupt due to removal of tariff 
from imported articles; 

RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of American Colonists, urge Congress to repeal immediately the 
GATT trade act of 1955 and thereby stop the present day destruction of 
American businesses. 


XI. HOOVER COMMISSION RECOMMENDATIONS 


WHEREAS: The proposed budget of seventy-one billion eight hundred 
million dollars submitted to the present United States Congress is the largest 
budget ever proposed in peace time, and if accepted would prevent any reduc- 
tion of taxes in the foreseeable future; 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, approve the recommendations of the 
Hoover Commission, and urge that these recommendations be implemented in 
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the various departments of Government without delay, to the end that exces- 
sive and unnecessary expenditures be curbed, the budget cut, and taxes reduced. 


XII. STATES RIGHTS 


WHEREAS: The assumption of powers by the Federal Government right- 
fully belonging to the forty-eight states, has resulted in enactment of legisla- 
tion which threatens the very existence of our Constitutional Government; and 

WHEREAS: The continued concentration and centralization of power by 
the Federal Government, has resulted in laws governing social security, ruinous 
taxation, control of education through Federal Aid and interference in the area 
of mental and physical health and welfare. 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urges Congress to support House Reso- 
lution 3 which would protect the laws of the several states as provided in the 
Constitution of the United States of America. 


Xill. ALASKA MENTAL HEALTH ACT 
WHEREAS: The Constitutional rights of United States citizens are 
jeopardized by Public Law 830, passed by the 84th Congress, 2nd Session. 


RESOLVED: That the 36th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, requests them to repeal Public Law 
830, 84th Congress, 2nd Session, without delay, and to refrain from substitut- 
ing any measure which shall in any way curtail the constitutional liberty of 
any citizen of the United States of America, its territories, or possessions.

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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT 


Again, it is my sincere pleasure to greet you on this our 36th General 
Assembly! 


And as LAST year was one that was happy and profitable for your Na- 
tional President, so this past one has been equally so. | 


I have attended four National Board meetings and have been to nine State 
Assemblies. Beginning in June, I went to Kentucky, West Virginia, Texas, 
Kansas, Michigan, Indiana, Florida, North Carolina and Oklahoma, with a 
second visit to the Texas Society. I also attended the State DAR meetings in 
New Mexico, West Virginia, Texas and North Carolina where I was feted as 
your National President. To do all this, I have traveled by train, plane and 
car for a great many miles!

I cannot close this report to you without paying tribute to the marvelous 
cooperation and loyal support I have had from the members of my Cabinet, 
the National Chairmen and the Sectional Chairmen, from all the “Honoraries,” 
who have been so wonderful to accept every call and request made upon them;

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REPORT OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES 


NATIONAL VICE-PRESIDENT 
Atlantic Coast Section 


Again it is my pleasure and privilege to report to you the activities and 
achievements of the Atlantic Coast Section. Of the 12 states in the section, 3 
are still unorganized; 7 are State Societies and 2 are organized into Chapters. 
May I call attention to the fact that the most substantial growth is shown in 
the two states organized into chapters. Under the present regime Delaware is 
the first state to appoint an Organizing Regent preparatory to organizing 
into chapters. 

We are growing. We have 2 new chapters and one new Organizing Regent. 
One state showed a net gain of 71 members. 


Committees are active and enthusiastic and the Regents, whose interest, 
enthusiasm and guidance have made possible the year’s progress, will report to 
you in detail the work done by their States. 

An unusual amount of interest was shown by the majority of states in 
American Indian Projects. Approximately 1500 pounds of clothing were do- 
nated, not including hundreds of gifts such as drawstring bags, toys, food and 
medicine. Over $171 was donated in cash. 


Concern over the teaching of American History was noted in several re- 
ports. Prizes for essays on Colonial History and for excellence in the subjects 
have been offered by several states. 

A lively interest was evidenced in the work of the Committee on Rehabilita- 
tion and Veterans Hospitals. A variety of projects ranging from knitted arti- 
cles to Directory and Bulletin Boards were reported. 


All states contributed to the National Headquarters Fund. A majority 
reported some radio and TV time. 


Much work is being done on the preservation and restoration of Colonial 
Records. Will books, census records and cemetery records have been restored 
or microfilmed. Hundreds of pages of these valuable records have been com- 
pleted. 

As Vice-President of the Atlantic Coast Section I have attended all Na- 
tional Board Meetings. Letters were sent to the Regents of the Section in the 
fall and again in February. They were urged to familiarize themselves with 
the valuable material to be found in the Yearbook. They were also urged to 
wage a campaign among their members to subscribe to the Colonial Courier. 
From a modest beginning this little sheet has grown to be invaluable as a 
means of keeping our members informed in the work of the National Society 
today. If you do not know it, then become acquainted with it. 

The many gracious invitations extended to me have been aeepry appreci- 
ated. In June I was the guest at a Coffee in honor of Mrs. Trau in York, Pa. 
I was also the guest of Miquon Chapter in Bloomsburg. In October I was the 
guest of the Pennsylvania State Society at their State Assembly in Pittsburgh. 
To visit the Pennsylvania Daughters is an inspiration. I attended the Annual 
Meeting of the Delaware State Society in Wilmington and was delighted to be 
present when they voted the appointment of an Organizing Regent. I was also 
the guest of the New Jersey State Society at their Spring Assembly in Orange. 
A most enjoyable occasion. 

It is through such meetings, with their exchange of ideas and the oppor- 
tunity to become better acquainted with the problems of our fellow members, ~ 
that will come a better understanding of the National Society and real prog- 
ress will result. 

My deep appreciation to our National President, Mrs. Trau, for her in- 
spiration and guidance during the past year. We of the Atlantic Coast Section 
will make every effort to show even greater progress in the work of our 
National Society in the years to come.

Southern Section 


It is a pleasure to report the activities and accomplishments of the 13 
states in the Southern Section. All states have shown great enthusiasm and 
interest in the work; most states report working actively for our National 
Projects as well as for State and Chapter Projects. 


This Section reports 112 new members in the 8 states reporting on mem- 
bership ; 2 newly appointed and 2 reappointed Organizing Regents; 1 Organ- 
ee oe already at work organizing a Chapter; and 1 new Chapter con- 

rmed. 


Publicity has been good throughout the entire Section. West Virginia 
reported 938 inches of newspaper publicity and 20 pictures published; Georgia 
reported 1,122 inches of publicity and 11 pictures. Florida, South Carolina, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia, West Virginia and Texas have given a total of 
45 radio and 3 TV programs. North Carolina-Tennessee published a splendid 
State news sheet, “The Oakleaf.” 


All states contributed generously to the Headquarters Fund and most 
states contributed to all National Projects. 


National Defense has been included in program planning in nearly all 
states; legislation has been studied and worked for. Emphasis has been placed 
on the work of the Patriotic Education and Correct Use of the Flag Commit- 
tees throughout the Section. Scrapbooks are being compiled; widespread use of 
Insignia was reported; and the importance of subscribing to our excellent 
magazine, “The Colonial Courier,” was stressed. 


All states gave splendid service to our hospitalized veterans. Many hours 
of service, gifts of a television, money, magazine subscriptions, coupon books 
and a number of other items were reported. Virginia, Arkansas and West 
Virginia gave parties for the veterans. 


The work of the Genealogical Records Committee was stressed in Texas, 
Tennessee, Virginia, West Virginia, Mississippi and Georgia. A book of Bible 
records was compiled; a book of marriage licenses was published; an old 
County book was restored; and 777 pages of Genalogical records were collected. 


Great interest was shown in the work of the Memorials and Marking 
Historic Spots Committee. A memorial window was presented to a church and 
8 markers were placed. It is noteworthy that Georgia placed 7 of these 
markers. ! 


The study of American history was encouraged. Many prizes and medals 
were presented to students in our area during the past year. Florida, Alabama 
and Georgia gave a total of 6 cash prizes and 7 medals to students in public 
schools and colleges for excellence in American history and other outstanding 
achievements. 


Five Colonial Book Shelves were reported, many D. A. C. Lineage Books 
were purchased and many historical books were given to libraries. 


Last August I sent a letter to each State and Chapter Regent in the 
Southern Section giving suggestions for carrying on the work. In January a 
letter was sent to each State Regent concerning annual reports. I have cor- 
responded with a number of State and Chapter Regents in this Section and 
wherever possible helped them solve their problems. I attended General As- 
sembly and one National Board meeting. 


For nice letters, beautiful Yearbooks and cordial invitations to State 
Assemblies, I am greatly appreciative. My deep gratitude is expressed to the 
State and Chapter Regents and members of the Southern Section for their 
excellent work and loyal cooperation and to the National President and mem- 
bers of the National Board for their inspiration and encouragement.

It is really quite rewarding to go over the reports of my Middle West 
Section and see the enthusiasm displayed in what the chapters are doing for 
the National Society and also thru their local communities. 


Twelve states reported 193 new members, Ohio and Indiana tying with 
44 new members each. They had 3 reinstatements and only 7 dropped for 
non-payment of dues and 43 deaths. Several states did not report membership 
in any way. 


Our three National Projects were helped by most states, 11 states gave 
$1117.50 for National Headquarters, Ohio being first with $340.00; 11 states 
gave $383.00 for the Awards, with Kansas being first with $101.00; 9 states 
gave $184.50 for Microfilming, with Iowa being first with $51.50. Outside of 
these National Projects a goodly sum was given for National Defense, Schol- 
arships, Indian relief and Scholarship, and Veterans rehabilitation. 


Very enthusiastic reports came from chapters where our National Presi- 
dent had visited, all report being greatly helped by her message and encour- 
agement. Several also scheduled radio and TV talks which she gave. 


At our Ohio State Assembly we were very happy to have our neighbor 
and Past National President, Mrs. Jerome Powers, as our guest. Ohio is also 
fortunate to have Mrs. Howard Whipple Green, Honorary National Vice- 
President, as one of our members. 


In May with Mrs. M. M. Harrison, National Chairman of Veterans Re- 
habilitation Committee, were guests of the State Regent of Pennsylvania, Mrs. 
Helen Denny Howard, and her sister, Miss Denny, when the Pennsylvania 
Daughters placed a fine bronze directory in the main hall of the Veterans 
Hospital in Pittsburgh. 


The annual birthday party of Molly Stark Chapter in Canton (this was 
my chapter organized when I was State Regent) was enjoyed very much. 


As March and October are very busy months for your National Vice-

States who had so graciously asked me as a guest to their State Assemblies. 
I do hope I have better luck next time. 


I am so happy that Indiana now has her 6 chapters. Good luck to you all 
for you have earned it.

Our Colonial Courier is growing but not fast enough. All report the great 
help it has been to the chapters. Nine chapters reported 237 subscriptions 
with Ohio way out in front.

TRIBUTE TO MRS. JOSEPH STARKE CALFEE

The portals were opened when the Master called his faithful servant to 
her Eternal Home, when, on January thirtieth, 1957, Nelle Beedy Calfee was 
taken from her earthly abode. 


Her long span of life had been filled with service to her Country, her 
Fellow Man, and her God. 


In paying homage to those of her ancestors, who had bequeathed to her 
a rich heritage, she served in many capacities of patriotic and charitable work 
and held offices in them. In 1934 she was honored by being elected as National 
President of the National Society Daughters of the American Colonists; the 
fourth to serve in that office since its organization in 1921. Her National 
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Number was 2265. Through her untiring efforts she added much to its strength 
numerically as well as in a patriotic way and continued her devotion as an 
Honorary National President. Her personality and earnestness of purpose 
were such as can be exemplified by those who follow her, thus enriching their 
own lives. 


To perpetuate further interest she organized the National Officers Club 
in 1986 and graciously served as its second President. 


The passing of Mrs. Joseph Starke Calfee leaves a vacancy which is keen- 
ly felt by her scores of friends. As she has crossed the threshold into a greater, 


fuller experience, we pay tribute to her with the following lines written by 
Cora Deal Holmes.

The chairman distributed 
her duplicate copies of magazines and periodicals to all of the eleven 
states of the western section. One of the projects for the year has been 
the collecting and recording genealogical data. Genealogical books, mag- 
azines and manuscripts belonging to the society were displayed and ex- 
plained by one of the members who had prepared a program on “Search- 
ing for Ancestors.” 


About 100 books, periodicals and manuscripts have been added to the 
book collection. The use of this collection has increased many fold over 
last year.

One of the projects for the year has been collecting and recording 
genealogical data. Genealogical books, magazines and manuscrips_ be- 
longing to the society were displayed.

_ The most important event of the year was the Third Annual Work- 
shop and Open House held in the Guest House of Mrs. D. D. Snapp 
during the first week of May. 


Members of the Chapter endeavor to help anyone desiring to trace 
her lineage. Sixty-three persons took advantage of this opportunity and 
contributed $23.10 to the Genealogical Book Fund. 


Thirty-four inches of publicity and one picture were given by two 
newspapers. 


Between September and November, Mrs. Stiles held open house every 
Tuesday afternoon for members and friends of genealogy to come and 
use her books.

The Chairman of the Committee on Bylaws has received and answered 
numerous inquiries from State Societies and Chapters with respect to inter- 
pretation of various sections of the Bylaws of the National Society, and has 
answered questions pertaining to the Bylaws of State Societies and Chapters. 


In accordance with suggestions of National Officers and members, the 
Chairman and Members of the Committee on Bylaws drafted proposed amend- 
ments to the National Bylaws, which were presented to the National Board 
for approval, and will be presented to this General Assembly.

CORRECT USE OF THE FLAG COMMITTEE 


It has been the aim of our Society and especially this committee that each 
member own her own Flag and display it on every National holiday. According 
to reports the majority of us have been very Flag-conscious. Many chapters 
have studied the Flag laws in their respective states. They have had Flag 
programs at their meetings and given similar programs to other organizations. 


All reports show that the Pledge of Allegiance has been given at each 
meeting and the National Anthem sung at most gatherings. Numerous cor- 
rections on correct display of the Flag were noted. Flag literature was 
distributed to libraries, public and parochial schools, youth groups, natural- 
ization courts and others. Flag codes were given out by the thousands. Radio 
broadcasts have been presented and hundreds of Flags, both large and small, 
have been distributed. In addition, many chapters furnished Flags for polling 
places at elections and there were any number of Flag quiz programs listed. 


Our National President set a fine example for us by dedicating two large 
Flags in schools in her own state early last fall. 


All but nine states sent in reports but I’m sure their interest did not 
lag in spite of the omissions. Our excellent Sectional Chairmen sent reminders 
at mid-year and their comprehensive reports showed an enthusiastic response. 
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ATLANTIC COAST SECTION: 


All states reported. The Sectional Chairman gave a large Flag and stand 
to a Boy Scout troop. Special recognition is given to the states of Maine, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York and the District of Columbia for their 
Flag promotion projects. 


SOUTHERN SECTION: 


Reports were received from nine states. A decided increase in publicity 
was given the Flag. Special mention is accorded Arkansas for their thirty- 
minute radio program on Flag Day. 


MIDDLE WEST SECTION: 


All but one state reported. The chapters and state societies have complied 
with our objectives in honoring the Flag. Missouri and Indiana were especially 
active in community participation on patriotic holidays as well as attending 
naturalization courts and entertaining new citizens. 


PACIFIC COAST SECTION: 


Of the eleven states four did not report; however, those who did are to 
be commended for their excellent work, especially California, Utah, Wyoming 
and Nevada. The Sectional Chairman prepared a paper and sketches of early 
American Flags which were featured at her state’s Assembly. 


During the past year the National Chairman spent some time abroad and 
took with her a hundred small Flags as well as copies of the Declaration of 
Independence and our Constitution. They were given to groups and individuals 
who were eager to know more about our country and our way of life.

MEMORIALS AND MARKING HISTORIC SPOTS 
COMMITTEE 


ATLANTIC COAST SECTION —Mrs. John F. Kuhn, Chairman 


On Columbus Day, Mrs. E. E. Sullivan, the New Jersey Regent, pre- 
sented two flags 3 x 5 feet to two displaced persons’ families, who are spon- 
sored by the Logan Memorial Presbyterian Church of Audutan. One was 
given to a family from Holland in memory of Mrs. Sullivan’s ancestor, 
Christian Weber, who with his wife settled in Pennsylvania in 1727. He is 
the grandson of King William of Orange. The other flag was given to a 
family from Latvia. 


In 1956, Mrs. H. O. Leeman, State Chairman of Memorials and Marking 
Historic Spots Committee of District of Columbia, reported the erection of 
a monument which is a memorial to honor the original Pantees whose land 
grants embrace what is known as the Federal City prior to 1700. The 
Federal City is now the District of Columbia. The rains made the location 
most undesirable as the grass would get wet. In 1957 the monument was 
moved nearer the street and a concrete walk was put around the monument. 


SOUTHERN SECTION — Mrs. Prentice E. Smith, Chairman 


FLORIDA — Sarasota Chapter plans to place an appropriate marker at 
the grave of a departed member. 


MISSISSIPPI — Four members serve on the Board of the Mississippi His- 
torical Society. They assisted in the selection and marking, during the 
year, of the Historic Spots. Individual D. A.C. members participated in 
the programs and ceremonies in the various localities in which these 
markers were placed. The Chairman of the Southern Section attended 
the Centennial celebration at Sylvarena, Miss. The interesting program 
and beautifully moving pageant depicting one hundred years of eventful 
history was attended by people from far and near. An Historical Marker 
has been placed at Sylvania, the site of the town and the Academy. The 
Mississippi Society has gone on record and is using its influence for 
restoration and preservation of the “Old Capitol” at Jackson. 


TENNESSEE — Chattanooga Chapter. 


September 20, 1956, members attended the erection and dedication of 
Historic Lookout Mountain Marker on the Scenic Highway, Lookout 
Mountain, Tennessee. 

Knoxville Chapter. May 18, 1956 (Mothers’ Day) Dedication of 
Memorial Window in Church Street Methodist Church (The Dromgoole 
Window), honoring Edward Dromgoole, Sr., a Colonial minister and D., A. 
C. ancestor, and four subsequent generations, attended by D. A. C. members 
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TEXAS — 


This report of the Committee on Memorials and Markers for the D. A. C. 
Society is a supplement to the report given on May 17, 1956, and, as such, 
represents the complete report of the committee for the 1956-1957 period. 
This supplement lists fifty-six additional Historic spots in Texas worthy of 
being marked by the D. A. C. Society; thus, bringing to note a total of eighty- 
four places on which D. A.C. markers may be erected. 

For example: Among the items of Colonial importance are: 


LA LOMITA — MOTHER OF MISSIONS. 


This mission is so old that no one is quite sure when it was built. Com- 
petent authorities believe it older than the San Antonio mission. It has 
only recently become noticed by historians. It is on the grounds of the Oblate 
Fathers Seminary and is in constant use. It is a precious gem for one State 
to preserve, 


PENITAS — OLDEST TOWN IN TEXAS, located near La Lomita Mission. 


This town was established by a group of twelve Spaniards who separated 
themselves from a party en route from Mexico to Florida in 1530. The party 
included two priests, Spanish officers and soldiers. 


TEXAS VESUVIUS — 50 million years old. 


EL CAPITAL DEL PORCIONES — 


This ancient Spanish town of Cuevitas is now a ghost town. It is twenty- 
five miles north of Roma and was settled in 1755. This is a lost citadel in 
lonesome brush country. 


LOS CHAYOPINES — 


One of the oldest ranches in Texas, more than a century old. The first 
known records date back to 1799. It stands on a bluff east of the San Antonio 
River, a few miles from Floresville. 


OLDEST TOWN IN AMERICA — PRESIDIO 


Research at the University of Texas shows that at the confluence of the 
great Concho River of Mexico and the Rio Grande at Presidio, there has been 
a town or village for some ten thousand years. 


The complete listing of the other historic spots is attached to this report. 
A brief explanation of each item is also included. 


On October 5, 1956, upon vote of the May Assembly, the Old Fort Griffin 
cemetery, Bell County, was appropriately marked with a bronze marker suit- 
ably inscribed and set in concrete. The State Highway Department erected 
the marker for our society. Three members attended the simple but beautiful 
ceremony conducted by our State Chaplain, Mrs. O. L. Fletcher. The three 
included Mrs. Fletcher, Mrs. C. J. Heatherly of Temple, and this committee 
chairman. A complete story together with a photograph of the event was filed 
with the Secretary and State Historian at the October Assembly. 


This committee reports the excellent cooperation of the State Historical 
Society. In the fall Quarterly, published by this society, Mr. H. Bailey Carroll, 
Editor, inserted an appeal in our behalf. A copy of the text is quoted below. 


Mrs. Richard D. (Kathryn) Haines, 612 North Seventh Street, 
Temple, Texas, is Chairman of the Memorials and Historic Markers 
Committee of the Daughters of the American Colonists of Texas. 
Mrs. Haines is interested in historic sites in Texas which should be 
marked, especially where the site is associated with the colonization, 
and would like also to hear of the erection of markers anywhere in 
the State. Her society plans to place several markers during the next 
year. 


The Texas Society D. A.C. is now an official donor to the Washington- 
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on-the-Brazos memorial project as sponsored by the Texas Independence-Day 
Organization. 

The chairman of this committee on Memorials and Markers regrets that 
the appointed members of said committee were unable to function again this 
year; therefore, the recommendations to this assembly from this committee 
comes from the chairman alone, but she sincerely hopes that they may sanction 
her opinion. The recommendation reads thus: 


That a marker be placed by the Texas Society, Daughters of 
the American Colonists, at one or more of the spots designated below, 
each spot having been chosen for marking because of its colonial date 
rather than its immediate interest. This action, of course, subject to 
the approval and choice of the assembly. 


1. La Lomita Mission heretofore described (Item No. 58) 
2. Panitas —also heretofore described (Item No. 59) 

3. Oldest Town in America — Presidio (Item No. 38) 
4 


. The Crossing of Father Padilla in Palo Duro Canyon (Item 1-D), 
commemorating the feast of Thanksgiving in 1541 (Item No. 38) 


5. Bracketville (Item No. 5), commemorating the rule by Jean Henri 
of an Indian tribe here in 1688. 


6. Rivers (Items No. 6), commemorating the spot where De Leon 
(Alonzo) arrived on a mission from Mexico in 1687. He came up 
“Salt River” (Olms Creek) which runs into Baffin Bay near Rivera 
and by 1689 found the ruins of Port Saint Louie, the first Spanish 
settlement in Texas. 


7. El Capital Del Forciones (Item No. 62), heretofore described. 
8. Los Chayopines (Item No. 63) heretofore described. 


9. Tascosa Prehistoric Crossing (Item No. 67) ... where for more 
than one hundred centuries and until the advent of wire fence, a 
town or village was located at the crossing. Along and near the 
Tascosa trail are prehistoric Indian houses, burial sites, ete. Just 
south of the crossing is the “Sunken Cities.” 


HISTORIC SPOTS FOR FUTURE MARKINGS BY THE D.A.C

29. TINAJA TRAILS (Item 25) — Trails following water sources are called 
Tinaja Trails.

31. CHENANGO SUGAR MILL (Item 130) — The old Chenango Sugar Mill 
is a relic of early days of sugar production in Texas. 


32. THE VARNER HOUSE (Item 132) —Near West Columbia, stands the 
Varner Place, home of James S. Hogg, first native governor of Texas. 


33. BRAZORIA (Item 133) (Ghost Town) and the MASONIC OAK — This 
town was settled in 1826. 


34. MONTE VERDI (Item 165) — The builder of this home lived near Mount 
Vernon, the home of George Washington. In 1842 he came to Texas 
and settled near Glenfawn. 

35. INDIAN MOUNDS (Items 56, 121, 167).

LA LOMITA — MOTHER OF MISSIONS (Item 473) — This tiny mis- 
sion is so old that no one is quite sure when it was built. Here was 
planted the first orange grove in Texas. 


PENITAS — OLDEST TOWN IN TEXAS (Item 471) — Oldest present- 
day town in Texas established by a group of twelve Spaniards who 
separated from a party en route from Mexico to Florida in 1530. 


ROMA —A BIT OF SPAIN (Item 484). 


PREHISTORIC VALLEY ARCHITECTURE (Item 481) —A _ fortress- 
like structure near Popeno is about 4 centuries old. 


EL CAPITAL DEL PORCIONES (Item 488) —This ancient Spanish 
town of Cuevitas is now a ghost town. It is 25 miles north of Roma. 
Settled in 1755. 


LOS CHAYOPINES (Item 531.—One of the earliest Spanish ranches 
in Texas—more than a century old. 


WHITEHALL — RANCH MISSION (Item 5382) — Near the present town 
of LaVernia was built “Whitehall,” headquarters for a baronial estate 
owned by Joseph H. Polley, cattle baron. 


FREDERICKSBURG (Item 548) — Admiral Nimitz’ birthplace.

PLEASANTON AND THE HISTORIC OAK (Item 658) — Once called 
“Vigilante Oak.” 
OLDEST OIL WELL (Item 693) — The oldest still standing oil well in 
the world. 
HISTORIC HOME OF JOHN REAGAN (Item 702) —Once Old Fort 
Houston, built in 1836, located in Palestine. 
FIRST WISE COUNTY HOME (Item 711) — Built in 1854 as home and 
fortress against Indians. 
“EL CASTILE” — THE MANSION — At Decatur — baronial mansion. 
INDIAN AND MEDICINE MOUNDS (Items 7138-56, 121, 703). 
HOMES: The Seward Home at Independence (Item 724). 
The John Smith Home near Chapel Hill (Item 726). 
The Browning House (Item 726). 


The Thomas Inn (Item 726). 
Colonel Bob Sledge House (Item 726). 


ICARIA — THE OLD FRENCH TOWN (Item 754) —This settlement 
near Denton was settled in 1849 by French communists.

GEORGIA — James Edward Oglethorpe Chapter. On March 20, 1957, a bronze 


marker was placed by the Georgia Historical Commission in cooperation 
with this Chapter on U.S. Highway 19, between Atlanta and Roswell, 
Ga., with the following inscription: 


HIGHTOWER (ETOWAH) TRAIL 


Hightower (Etowah) Trail, one of the best marked Indian 
trails in Georgia and a main road along which many settlers 
built their homes until 1840, crossed this highway near here on 
its way to a nearby ford on the Chattahoochee River. A cross- 
over between two of the noted trading paths, it was recognized 
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as an early boundary between the Creek and Cherokee Indian 

nations. In 1823 it became the boundary line between Gwinnett 

hee oar an Counties. The name comes from the Cherokee Ita 
ah. 


Mrs. Eugene T. Johnson, the Regent, presided at a brief dedication 
service at the conclusion of which her grandson, Lawrence Craig Evans, 
unveiled the Marker. 


Other chapter members taking part in the dedication ceremony were: 
Mrs. Thos. Coke Mell, Honorary National President; Mrs. Walter Scott 
Askew, Sr., National Chairman of Memorials and Marking Historic Spots; 
Mrs. Lucius McConnell, former National Chairman; Mrs. Ben I. Thornton, 
Georgia State Regent; Mrs. Robt. H. Perkins, Honorary State Regent; 
and Mrs. Logan Thomson, newly-elected Chapter Regent. Mrs. Arthur E. 
Mallory is Chapter Chairman of Memorials and Marking Historic Spots. 


On March 25, 1957, another bronze marker was placed on U.S. Highway 72 
between Elberton, Ga., and the Savannah River, with the following in- 
scription: 


“THE POINT” 


Eight miles from where this historic marker is placed, the 
Broad and Savannah Rivers meet at what is now known as “The 
Point.” This is where the early settlers crossed over to the Stock- 
ade, called “Fort James,” which enclosed one acre of land. Each 
corner of the fort had two-story block houses, with swivel guns 
and openings for small arms. There was a garrison of 50 Rang- 
ers and barracks and officers’ quarters. Higher up, a town was 
laid out called Dartmouth, for the English Earl who had induced 
the King to sign the Treaty. Eighty acres or more had been 
designated by Governor Wright for the building of this town. 
This is where a Land Court was held, and no more than five 
shillings an acre were to be charged and five dollars to be paid 
as entrance money for one hundred acres. The Land Court was 
held at Dartmouth from September 1773, through June 1775, for 
the purpose of disposing of the Ceded Lands. 


On April 2, 1957, a dedication ceremony was held, Mrs. Arthur E. 
Mallory, Chairman, of LaGrange, Ga., presiding. Mrs. Z. W. Copeland 
of Elberton gave an interesting and instructive address, mentioning by 
name many early settlers of this section. 


The Saint John’s Chapter dedicated three historical markers on March 
23rd, 1957. These markers honored Walthoursville Presbyterian Church, 
Flemington Presbyterian Church, and Dorebester Presbyterian Church, 
historic daughters of old Midway Congregational Church. 


The ceremonies were well attended by members of the Daughters of the 
American Colonists, by descendants of the original members of the sev- 
eral churches, and other visitors from Georgia and other states. 


Mrs. Benjamin I. Thornton, State Regent of the Georgia Society, with 
Mr. Thornton, were honor guests. Mrs. Thornton graciously presented 
greetings from the Georgia Society at each of the impressive ceremonies. 
Mrs. T. A. Coxon, Honorary State Regent, was also an honor guest. 
Mrs. M. F. Martin, Jr., Regent of Saint John’s Chapter, presided at the 
exercises, which began at Walthoursville at 10:30, proceeded to Fleming- 
eon 11:45, and closed with the dedication of the Dorebester marker 
at 2:30. 


Miss Bessie Lewis, State Chairman of Marking Historic Sites for the 
Georgia Society, presented each of the markers. The Walthoursville 
marker was accepted by Mrs. Hugh Norman, member of the present 
church and a direct descendant of a member of the original group; the 
marker at Flemington was accepted by Mr. Donald F. Martin, Jr., Chair- 
man of the Church Board of Deacons; the Dorebester marker was accepted 
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by Mr. C. B. Jones, a descendant of the original membership and re- 
sponsible for having kept the old church active through recent years. 


Speakers for each occasion were direct descendants of old Midway and 
of the church which was being honored. At Walthoursville Mr. R. E. 
Baker of Savannah delivered a historical sketch of the Midway colony 
from the beginning at Old Dorchester in England and carrying on 
through the organization of the Walthoursville Church. At Flemington, 
Miss Josie Martin, who directed the Midway pageant in 1954 and is now 
writing a book on the Flemington Church, gave a most interesting talk 
on the Flemington group and its history through the years. At Dorches- 
ter, Mr. Preston Waite DeMilly, an attorney of Tallahassee, Florida, and 
a direct descendant of B. A. Busbee who gave the land for the church, 
traced the history of the Dorchester group and church. 


Mrs. John Frank Browning and Mrs. Otis Alfred Amason were cochairmen 
of the committee on marking historic sites for Saint John’s Chapter. 


MIDDLE WEST SECTION — Mrs. Kossuth C. Weber, Chairman 


As Chairman of the Middle West Section, I have written to the State 
Chairman, or State Regent, where no chairman has been designated, and sent 
to each a Conservation Study Guide including a plan for planting Memorial 
Trees in honor of foreign nations as a good will gesture and also a plan for 
Cooperative Memorial Forest Plantations with the U.S. Forest Service or 
State Conservation Commissions. 


SOUTH DAKOTA — Reports interest in conservation projects; they have 
contributed $10 to the State Historical Society to be used for placing 
a marker. They are busy in locating historic spots to be marked with 
D. A.C. Markers such as graves of some of General Custer’s men and 
a mound which was used to bake bread for his men called, ‘General 
Custer’s Oven.” The Chairman, Mrs. David Richards, expresses the vital 
importance of this Committee and also in the forward-looking work of 
conservation. 


MICHIGAN — Mrs. Sophie Dunham Moore, Chairman, says they are working 
with the State Historical Society in locating, restoring a marking the 
grave of the first white child born in Kalamazoo County —a suitable 
boulder will be placed to attach the marker. They are also restoring the 
1850 census of New England. The Northwest Frontier Chapter gave $10.50 
to this project. The book will be placed in the State Library in memory 
of Mrs. Lawrence Upjohn. Ten dollars was also contributed by the same 
chapter in memory of Miss Lou Nickerson. The following Chapters have 
given to this endeavor: Northwest Frontier—$10; Jean Niccolet—$5; 
Detroit—$15. Hence, $50.50 has been contributed to the restoration of 
these books, which will cost $72.75—$20.50 of which are definite memorials. 


OKLAHOMA — Mrs. Norman M. Smith has written that their very active 
Historical Society has marked so many places that it is hard to find 
worthy spots to mark. They are, however, interested in the National 
Cowboy Hall of Fame; and the husband of one of their members has 
contributed $2,500 to the building which will be erected at the inter- 
section of Highways 66 and 67. This will be a_ shrine to honor and 
display memoirs for all cowboys before the time of Will Rogers and since. 
Also, Isabel Hastings donated $25 to the project. They are also interested 
in marking a place in Cheyenne, Oklahoma, the battle site of General 
Custer’s bloodiest battle—November 27, 1868; also Lieutenant Adams’ 
grave and others. 


MISSOURI’s Chairman, Mrs. Ben Page, report marking and restoring head 
stones. The John Foster Chapter at Farmington has voted to mark the for- 
mer site of the Home of David Murphy who gave the land for the first 
court house in Farmington. The Chapter has voted to give $10 to the Me- 
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morial Cooperative Plantation in honor of Mrs. Frank G. Trau, National 
President, and Mrs. Frank L. Stuckey, State Regent. 


KANSAS — As State Chairman of Memorials and Marking Historical Spots 
of the Kansas Society, D. A. C., I submit the following report from March 
1, 1956 to March 1, 1957. 


Major John Mason Chapter of Pittsburg, Kansas, has a very active mem- 
ber in Mrs. Tillie Karns Newman. Several members attended Constitution 
Day at Shawnee Mission in September. Mrs. Newman wrote a long article 
on the background of the Constitution, which was published in the Coffey- 
ville Daily Journal. Mrs. Newman also reviewed three chapters of her 
own book, The Black Dog Trail, for the October meeting. This book 
includes events prior to the statehood of Kansas and Oklahoma, an his- 
torical publication soon to be published. Mrs. Newman expressed the 
hope that the Kansas Society might consider marking this Trail, which 
starts near Baxter Springs and follows the present Highway 166. 


John Pound Chapter of Lawrence, Kansas, with Mrs. E. C. Ricketts as 
Chapter Chairman, says the Samuel Wood marker has been moved about 
20 feet north, to a more desirable spot. The Chapter has given a mem- 
bership of the Nantucket Historical Society to the Kansas Historical 
Society at Topeka, Kansas, which includes the historic Nantucket Quar- 
terly. This magazine will be on file in Topeka. 


Jane Peebles Secton Chapter of Wichita, Kansas, with Mrs. R. B. Mears 
as Chapter Chairman, sent an interesting report. Several members made 
a trip to the Eisenhower Memorial at Abilene, Kansas. Mrs. Mears made 
three trips to Wichita Cowtown Memorial, the restoration of the Pioneer 
Village of Wichita. The Chapter allocated $20 to purchase and plant a 
live Christmas tree with marker in the churchyard at Wichita Cowtown 
as a memorial to pioneer settlers of this region. Two memorial services 
were held for deceased members. A book in memory of Sara Norcross 
Jones was placed in the Daughters of the American Colonists Section of 
the Wichita Public Library. 


Sara De Rapalje Chapter of Kansas City, Kansas, planted a Memorial 
tree and had a program on the Santa Fe Trail markers. 


Anthony Morse Chapter of Emporia, Kansas, had a program on an his- 
torical subject. 


Henry Champion Chapter of Kansas Citv, Kansas, held their Fall meeting 
at Shawnee Mission, visiting historical rooms.

This adobe home was originally a part of the soldiers’ 
quarters. Mrs. Whittaker is an officer in the Santa Barbara Chapter, 
N.S. D.A.C. Several members of this chapter do active work in the 
County Historical Society. 


CALIFORNIA STATE SOCIETY — Ettroile LaMar Kent Brown. 
We regret very much that our efficient State Chairman, Mrs. Frederick 
P. Shank, is not with us. She and her husband are having a well deserved 
vacation—a trip to the West Indies. This year she has sent materials to 
all chapters, at two different times. This material included a questionnaire 
for the report.

Chapter 
Chairman, Mrs. B. E. Lundholm and San Jose de Guadelupe Chapter, 
please accept our sincere congratulations. 


5. Yerba Buena Chapter are holding their May meeting in an old adobe 
on the square in Sonoma. They are interested in placing a marker. 


IV. Ree ani Chapters reported contributions of money to the State Memorial 
und. 


V. Two Chapters reported Memorial Gifts: 


1. San Diego Chapter has placed four books as memorials to the early 
pioneers of Rancho de la Nacion—in San Diego Public Library, San 
Diego Historical Society, National City Public Library, and to the 
National City Historian, respectively, and one book in honor of Mrs. 
Frank Garland Trau in the San Diego Library. 


2. Sir William Lovelace Chapter has given four memorial gifts — 
(1) A gift to the Aqua Manse Cemetery in honor of Early Pioneers. 
(2) A Memorial gift to our members, Mrs. Alexander T. Gammel. 
(3) A Memorial gift to Casa Colina Crippled Children in memory of 
Mrs. Nina Harbison. 
(4) And toys to the Pacific State Colony. 


VI. We all regret with the Don Benito Wilson Chapter of Pasadena, that the 
Freeways are erasing many old landmarks. 


COLORADO — In June 1956, a cast bronze plaque three feet high by two feet 
wide was placed at the entrance to Williams Canyon, one of Colorado’s 
most scenic attractions, the gift of Mrs. Rose Mansfield Pike, Colorado 
State Chairman for Memorials and Marking Historic Spots, and other 
members of the Williams family. The plaque is a memorial to Henry 
Truman Williams, editor and publisher, for whom the canyon was named 
in 1870. Mrs. Pike was the designer of the plaque which was presented 
to the City of Manitou Springs to be held in perpetuity. The El Paso 
County Historical Society was in charge of the ceremony. 


MONTANA — Bannock Chapter of Butte and Dillon, Montana, have members 
in historical work of the state. One member is chairman of the Museum 
Board in Dillon, the purpose of the museum being to preserve the early 
history of Montana. She is a member of the State Parks Commission in 
Montana, representing the ghost town of Bannock, the first territorial 
Capitol from December 12, 1864 to February 9, 1865. The Commission is 


working to preserve and restore the town which has been set aside as a 
State Park. Another member belongs to the Montana Institute of Arts 
and is Flathead Branch Chairman of History. She has completed card 
files for more than forty historic spots and buildings in Northwest Mon- 
tana for the files in the Memorial Library in Helena. This member is 
also working in conjunction with the D. A. R. to preserve the first school 
house in Northwest Montana, a log structure built in the 1880’s and the 
only school house within a radius of some 75 miles. 
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MONTANA — Beatrice E. May, Chapter Chairman. 


A member of Bannack Chapter is a member of the State Parks Commis- 
sion in Montana, representing the ghost town of Bannack, Montana, which 
was the first Territorial Capitol from December 12, 1864 to February 9, 
1865. The Commission is working to preserve the town, which has been 
set aside as a State Park. They have been successful in getting the 
Methodist Church to preserve the old Church Building in Bannack, which 
was built in the early 1870’s; some work has been done toward restora- 
tion. This member is also Chairman of the Museum Board in Dillon, 
aha The Museum was erected to preserve the early history of 
ontana. 


Another member of the Chapter is a member of Montana Institute of 
the Arts, and is Flathead Lake Branch Chairman of History. She has 
completed file cards for more than 40 historic spots and buildings in 
Northwest Montana. These cards will be on file in the Memorial Library 
in Helena. Slides of many of these buildings will be shown at the M.I. A. 
Little Festival in Bigfork in early May. The slides will also be used as 
program material for the State Festival in June. This member is also 
working in connection with the D. A. R. to preserve the first school house 
in Northwest Montana, a little log building built in the early 1880’s, and 
was the only school house within a radius of some 75 miles. 


NEVADA — This society should be an inspiration to all of us. For five years 
they have worked in ingenious ways to earn the money to place markers 
to commemorate the old Virginia and Truckee Railroad. They now have 
over five hundred dollars and are in a position to start proceedings to 
erect the long-planned markers. The “V & T” has a most glamorous 
history. Built first from Virginia City to bring down the ores to the 
Carson City Mint, and on its return to carry supplies to the mines, of 
thirteen and one-half miles in an ascent of 1,575 feet in a grade of 2.2%, 
an aggregate curvature of the equivalent of seventeen full circles or one 
and one-half circles each mile. It was made of ties from the Tahoe forests, 
rails from Liverpool, the first engine brought over the mountains by 
horses, and the labor of hundreds of Chinese who, by agreement to build 
the road, promised never to work in the mines. September 28, 1869 at the 
Mint in Carson City saw the first spike, one made of native silver and so 
inscribed, driven with a great celebration. Later the other twenty-nine 
miles were built on to Reno to connect with the Southern Pacific. The 
total cost was over three million dollars, but it carried out over four 
hundred million dollars in gold and silver and brought in the necessities 
and all luxuries along with all the great and near-great who came West, 
to whom the trip to the fabulous Comstock was a “must.” The Nevada 
Highway Department has been aligning new roads close to the old rail- 
road and they have been cooperative in aiding with plans of markers. This 
now amounts to finding the most suitable historical places where they 
can make the proper turn-out. Thev will even help construct part of 
the marker base. The Centennial Celebration to be held in 1959 will be 
the inspiration for further plans by the Memorials and Marking Historic 
Spots Committee. 


NEVADA — The New Mexico Society has also been very diligent. The chap- 
ters have saved for four years and expect to have an adequate sum for 
the purchase of a marker to commemorate old Fort Union, near Las 
Vegas, which the United States Government plans to restore as an His- 
torical Monument. Each chapter has contributed to the present fund of 
forty dollars. 


WASHINGTON — The five Chapters of D. A.C. united in a project under the 
direction of the Yakima Chapter. The Fort Simcoe Restoration Society 
invited the Washington State Society D. A. C. to assist in the restoration 
of the home of Major Garnett, built in 1857. Life-sized bust paintings of 
Major and Mrs. Garnett were commissioned. In August 1956 the framed 
portraits were hung on either side of a large, front bay window in the 
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parlor. Mrs. Gretta Thornton, member of Yakima Chapter, gave a hand- 
made rocker which came originally from this historic home. The portraits 
were presented in honor of Washington State Regent, Mrs. O. R. Shumann. 


WYOMING — Several members of the Wyoming Chapters are active in the 
State and County Historical Societies. The Cheyenne Chapter donated five 
dollars to the Esther Morris Memorial Fund. This fund is to be used to 
place the statue of Esther Morris in Statuary Hall in Washington, D. C. 
The story of her claim to fame has delighted each generation of Wyom- 
ingites since 1869, the year in which the Wyoming section of the Territory 
of Dakota was admitted to separate territorial status. Mrs. Morris, a 
pioneer in the mining town of South Pass, Wyoming, a woman who had 
learned. by sad experience that she and her sisters in this free land of 
America had no legal status, and one who had come under the influence 
of Susan B. Anthony and Elizabeth Cady Stanton in her home state of 
New York, played a part which destiny smiled upon to make her the 
woman directly responsible for the enfranchisement of women in the 
United States. The story is that Mrs. Morris had a tea party a few days 
before the election of candidates for delegates to the Territorial Legisla- 
ture. The rival candidates, Capt. H. G. Nickerson and Col. William H. 
Bright, were invited among forty other guests, and there pledged them, 
whichever one was elected, to work for an equal suffrage bill. Col. Bright 
won the election over his opponent, and, to his surprise and that of his 
colleagues, he made good his pledge when the legislature convened in 
Cheyenne, and the bill giving women the right to vote became law.

NATIONAL AWARDS COMMITTEE 


The work of the National Awards Committee has progressed smoothly 
this year, and has been a most interesting and rewarding activity. The en- 
thusiastic and generous response to our request for contributions shows clearly 
that the members feel a personal bond with this important National project. 
My deep personal appreciation goes to the many members and chapters, and 
to the State Societies, for their loyalty to this undertaking, and for their 
generous gifts which make possible its continuation. I wish that space per- 
mitted the listing here of every gift, with an expression of thanks to every 
donor. This is not possible, of course, so— sincerest thanks to every member 
who has had a part in supporting our Awards program. 


In the Naval Air Training Program, graduations take place once each 
year. The selection of the outstanding Naval Aviation Cadet is based upon 
the determination of the highest standard score obtained from marks received 
throughout flight training in flight instruction, ground-school instruction, and 
officer-like qualities. Our Award is a gold watch and flexible band, suitably 
engraved, for dress wear. The Naval Aviation Honor Student for the year 1956 
is Ensign William Preston Newton. Ensign Newton is a native of Missouri, 
and his home is now in Sanger, California. He was flown from the Philippine 
Islands to Washington to receive the Award in person. Ensign Newton is 
attached to Helicopter Anti-Submarine Squadron Two. 


In the Flying Training Air Force, graduations take place every two weeks, 
so that two Awards are presented each month to the outstanding Aviation 
Cadets who have been selected as the Honor Students. Occasionally there is 
only one graduation during a month, as in November and January. Selection 
of the Honor Student of each Pilot class is based upon grades for flying, 
academic, and military phases of training. The Aviation Cadet who ranks 
highest is selected as the Honor Student, so must be a proficient pilot, out- 
standing student, and excellent officer potential. The Award is a handsome 
sterling silver footed bowl, suitably engraved.

NATIONAL DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


All Chairmen report a great deal of interest in National Defense. 


Many Chapters presented speakers on the subject, or had round tables, 
devoting entire programs to National Defense. Others discussed the subject 
in some of its phases at every meeting. 


Among the subjects covered were: Unesco—Communism—Legislation— 
such as the Mental Health Bill—the McCarran Walter Act—the Bricker Amend- 
ment—Foreign Spending—Civil Rights. 


One Chapter expressed opposition to putting music to the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag. (This opposition, I hope, will be covered by resolution 
of our National Assembly—as to me this Pledge is sacred and should not be. 
put in the same class as a commercial.) 


Most Chapters reviewed the Resolutions passed by our last General As- 
sembly, and many report writing to their Senators and Congressmen, concern- 
ing legislation pertaining to them. 


The celebration of Constitution Week was enthusiastically supported by 
nearly all Chapters. Through the efforts of various Chapters, editorials and 
articles were published in newspapers, spot announcements were made over 
the Radic.and TV, and in some instances the Regent or other officers of the 
Chapters spoke at schools, and before other groups. 


The Society has been represented at Naturalization Courts wherever this 
was possible—and flags and literature were distributed to the new citizens. 


Patriotic Holidays have been observed by all Chapters reporting (in — 
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some cases jointly with D.A.R. Chapters). Flags, gifts and literature have 
been presented to refugees, veterans’ hospitals and other groups at appro- 
priate times. 


_ Many Chapters stressed opposition to Federal Aid to Education and were 
active in urging ALL schools to include a study of American History in their 
courses. 


There was great interest in preserving Historical Sites, and also in 
encouraging all members to vote. 


Contributions to the National Defense Fund from April 1956 through 
February 1957, according to my records, now total $214.00. (If this is not 
correct, please ask Mrs. Marcel Duphorne to supply correct figure.) 

Your Chairman has contributed the cost of the Bulletin, Questionnaire, 
cost of mailing, etc. Chapters and State Societies have distributed literature 
at their own expense. 


My thanks to the Regents, Chairmen and Section Chairmen who have 
sent me copies of interesting letters, bulletins, and articles which they have 
written and used in their defense work.

PERMANENT NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS COMMITTEE 


The leasing of our so-called “temporary” headquarters at 1025 Connecti- 
cut Avenue has apparently been thoroughly approved by our Society. The 
belief that a tangible project draws more enthusiasm by giving a goal which 
can be visualized also seems to be justified. The Society has given more this 
past year than ever before as the Treasurer’s report shows. The response to 
the need for rental, furnishings and equipment has been most gratifying and 
the Permanent Fund has not suffered thereby. 


It would require a great deal of statistical research to evaluate the re- 
sponses fully but there are several significant facts which this committee 
would point out. 

1. Forty-three states and the District of Columbia are listed in the 

Treasurer’s reports as supporting the two funds. 

2. One hundred fifty-four Chapters responded out of some 210—that 

is to say, about 73% of our Chapters have contributed—aside from 
State Society and personal donations. 

3. Five states have a perfect record with all of the Chapters in each 

having sent money for Headquarters. 

4, The State of Washington sent $1.00 per capita! Perhaps that is 

the beginning of a trend for a long-time plan and may be the most 
certain way of financing our home — be it rented or owned. 


Until January 1957—only $38.00 was designated for the Temporary 
Headquarters — because the Chapters did not know what was needed. Then . 
in January the monies for antiques, furnishings, rental, etc., began to come 
and you will hear about them from the other Chairmen: The rough calcula- 
tions available indicate that about one-fourth of the funds received are to be 
used for the Temporary Headquarters. 


In January your Committee sent out a letter to each State regent, to 
each Chapter regent and to National Officers— 275 in all, explaining the 
newly formulated plans for the two funds. 


This is a happy report — because we seem to have reached that point in 
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our history when we are sure that we want and mean to have a home of our 
own — but let us remember that a happy family, a happy individual, or a 
happy organization must know where the rent is coming from or how the 
payments on the home are to be met — let us look ahead and face our financial 
obligations fairly —and let us decide that each member shall be an equal 
owner of our Headquarters. 


Madam President, we present this report, fully aware of the very signifi- 
cant part you have played in it and we extend to you and to every one who 
has participated in this fine year’s work — our gratitude.

PATRIOTIC EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Last year we sent material to the Sectional Vice Chairmen, asking them 
to get it to the States and Chapters. This year we were asked to deal directly 
with State and Chapter Chairmen. Reports were slow and we finally appealed 
to the Sectional Vice Chairmen for help. We would like to return to the 
original plan next year. 


At the suggestion of many individuals, we used a questionnaire this year 
and this method we intend to repeat, though one Vice Chairman says she 
feels it gave us less detailed accounts of activities. 


Time permits us to mention only a few accomplishments. Those listed 
may inspire new projects in the coming year. 


Illinois makes awards to 8th Grade students ranking high in history. 
They also distribute the Declaration, the Constitution and Bill of Rights in 
the 5th and 8th Grades. 


Ohio secured an editorial on George Washington. They gave a book 
about him to a school principal to review on a program and he liked it so 
well he will probably recommend it for a text book. Others could combat 
undesirable reading in this same manner. They report History taught “with 
fervor” as most members are teachers. 


Maine members visit Naturalization Courts. 

Massachusetts gives scholarships to girls of Colonial ancestry. 

New York members have investigated the moral fitness of teachers. 

New Jersey has spent time explaining our stand on Unesco. 

Pennsylvania continues to give their excellent leaflet to new citizens. We 
wish other States would. 
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District of Columbia mentions their Society was guest of the Indonesian 
Embassy. A large number of members went and feel they did a good job of 
patriotic education in explaining the American way of life. 


Colorado rewards high ranking Historical students; also urges listening 
to recommended programs. 


Connecticut studied proposed legislation and gave flag codes to schools 
using flag incorrectly. The State Regent spoke in schools and recommended 
books by reliable authors. 


Iowa investigated histories used in schools as well as other reading 
matter. 


Kansas has been busy answering yes to nearly all our questions. 
Minnesota has checked reading, including comics. 


Missouri sponsored essay contests. One Chapter had a Jamestown Day. 
Through Chapter influence, 8th Grade is required to pass a test on the Con- 
stitution. 


Montana gave patriotic material to Naturalization Classes. 


Nevada reports that more than half its members are teachers. Others 
are wives of educators. They find loyalty oaths are required in their State. 
They used a speech on the subject of “Communist Infiltration in Women’s 
Organizations.” 


Oklahoma investigated required history in their schools and find one year 
in High School and one in College. They report in one place, History is 
taught with Geography. 


Tennessee reports a member who teaches literature showed film strips of 
how the Constitution was written and on the Bill of Rights. 


Texas gave suggestions on the teaching of History and one Chapter 
teaches American Ideals to Mexican children. 


Virginia answered all questions in the affirmative but one. 


Wyoming gave small flags to new citizens. Radio programs were given 
on special days. 


All reports stated they had worked as individuals or Chapters to stress 
a return to high religious standards and to remind people that this country 
was founded as a Christian nation. 


Won’t you make a note of any of these things your Chapter did not do 
this year and try to accomplish them next year?

All reports show progress this year. They also show the loyalty and 
devotion of our members as they unite in the work to carry out the program 
of our organization, which we hope merits the approval and satisfaction of 
the membership. 

California: Awards have been made to outstanding persons in the field 
of patriotism and Americanism, chief of which was Ralph Edwards for his 
weekly TV show which brings such real joy to so many persons. 


Colorado: I have no report from Mrs. Smedley but the tapes with h 
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as moderator telling of the work of the Air Force Academy at Denver, are 
most worthwhile and many states and chapters are using them. They may 
be played on any radio station and on tape recording machines at chapter 
meetings. These tapes may be ordered direct from Mrs. Chester E. Smedley, 
Pacific Coast Chairman of Radio and TV. 


Middle West Section: Mrs. Wm. B. Kaiser has a fine report. I wish it 
could be read in its entirety. Indiana has spot announcements; 6 15-minute 
broadcasts on most interesting subjects, which I am sure all listeners enjoyed. 
Nebraska had two spot announcements. 


Iowa: Had 16 spot announcements of meetings of D. A.C. Chapters. 
They dedicated a bronze marker placed on an old historic covered bridge 
about 7 miles southwest of Sigoviery, Iowa. This was broadcast on WACT 
TV, Cedar Rapids. This was shown twice on WACT. 


Missouri: Reports 10 broadcasts and an interview. 
Minnesota and Ohio —no report. 


South Dakota: 18 spot announcements, as well as announcements of 
meetings of all chapters, giving names of speakers and on Monday following 
each meeting full details of that meeting are given. If the meeting has to 
be cancelled on account of weather, etc., the change is also broadcast. 


Arizona has monthly broadcasts over Radio KOY giving details of meet- 
ings of the Saguaro Chapter. 


Atlantic Section: Mrs. Edward G. Jay: Wish you could read a letter 
sent out by Mrs. Harry A. Ling, State Chairman of Pennsylvania, to the 32 
Pennsylvania Chapters.

Southern Section: Mrs. Irene Stoops Garrison: Georgia had two broad- 
casts, announcing their October and January meetings over WMAZ and 
WBML, Macon, Ga. Also two 10-minute speeches in Constitution Week. 


| South Carolina: Two 25-minute broadcasts by Mrs. Richard E. Lips- 
comb on Americanism. 


Tennessee: Mrs. Garrison presented your National Chairman on TV in 
April, 1956. They have had two broadcasts of Mrs. Smedley’s recordings over 
WDOD. The Knoxville Chapter had four 15-minute broadcasts. 


West Virginia: Governor Berkeley Chapter had three broadcasts. 


Your Chairman has had four broadcasts, visited chapters in California, 
and has spoken with many daughters in Utah, Colorado, Kansas and other 
states, though the latter was when your Chairman was in those states on

REHABILITATION OF VETERANS COMMITTEE 


Ninety pounds of material was collected for use in Veterans’ Hospitals, 
including yarns for occupational therapy, carpet rags sewed for weaving, and 
material for dressings. 


$1037.20 was given and used for walking stalls in physical therapy, 
equipment for occupational therapy, telephone calls and stamp funds. Many 
cards for making scrapbooks were donated. $50.00 was given for entertain- 
ment fund to Veterans Administration of North Carolina. 


$39.50 was given for magazine subscriptions — 443 magazines were given 
directly to hospitals as well as 1720 books. 


$94.00 was given for coupon books and 15 books were purchased by 
chapters and donated. 


Connecticut placed a Directory Board in West Haven Veterans’ Hospital 
at the cost of $100.00. 


Christmas baskets were filled for families of veterans who could not be 
at home. $30.00 was given to their Welfare Fund. Maryland gave $25.00 to 
the Red Cross. Alabama found homes for veterans—a very worthy project 
—and helped refurnish the home of a veteran which burned. 


If you wonder what you can give to the boys in the hospitals, perhaps 
the following articles which were donated during the past year will give 
your chapter an idea: 5 lap robes, 9 weaving boards, radios, 15 afghans, 21 
pairs of knitted slippers, 3 electric irons, 10 Red Cross gift packages, cigar- 
ettes, book-matches, 10 dozen ash trays, games, records, candy, 10 Easter 
lilies, jewelry, purses, scrapbooks, and 75 Christmas stockings filled with gifts. 


Pacific Coast Section gave, among other things, 200,000 stamps for vet- 
erans’ stamp collections. Boxes of clothing were sent to Koreans, also to 
Indians. Many parties were arranged for veterans and refreshments furnished 
for same. 


It was my pleasure to attend, with Mrs. McMillen, National Vice Presi- 
dent of the Middlewestern Section, the ceremony at Veterans’ Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh when Mrs. Helen Denny Howard, State Regent, presented the Directory 
Board given to the hospital by the Pennsylvania Daughters. 


A Daughter from the District of Columbia Society teaches a Recreation 
and Therapy class at the Naval Hospital one night a week. 


It is gratifying to compare this report with the one I gave in 1956; we 
increased our money donations by $3870.00 and more than doubled our reported 
hours of service. I am sure that much more was actually given than I can 
report for so many chapters say “much money” and “many hours’’; you know 
that could mean anything, so please specify how much and how many in the 
future. We MUST have definite figures to print. 


And DO send your reports to the Vice Chairmen before the deadline! 


There is still much to do and our veterans appreciate every little thing. 
Let us continue to think of them.

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STATE REGENTS’ REPORT 


ALABAMA 


The Alabama Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, has gone 
steadily forward since its organization March 14, 1939. Our membership has 
increased by eighteen, but with four deaths and four resignations our total 
membership is 150. Two of these are members-at-large. 


On November 16th and 17th, the Eighteenth State Assembly was held at 
the Bailey Hotel in Scottsboro with Judge David Campbell Chapter hostess. 
It was a great honor and privilege to have Mrs. William Franklin Stone as 
our guest of honor, and likewise to Mrs. Willard Steele of Tennessee, who was 
our speaker following the Candlelight Supper. During the business session the 
State Society By-Laws were revised. 


We are vitally interested in all of the National projects and contributions 
have been made to them. Programs have included the projects in some form. 
The outline of projects for the 35th Anniversary year has been adhered to. 


National Defense takes precedence in the Chapters with programs and 
speakers. Naturalization Courts are attended by members and Christmas cards 
were sent to the new citizens. The resolutions adopted by the General Assem- 
bly last April have been carefully read by Chapters and reaffirmed by our 
State Assembly in November. Patriotic Days are observed and flags displayed 
thereon. 

The Veterans Committee is an active one in Alabama. Money has been 
contributed for magazine subscriptions and “coupon books,” cards, flowers 
and candy have been sent to Veterans and hospitals on special days, as well 
as a bed, mattress and rug presented to a Veteran. A total of 103 hours given 
at a hospital. 

There are 38 subscriptions to the Colonial Courier, one Chapter being

We are tremendously 
interested in helping the American Indian, and have sent to the Hualapai of 
Arizona, Sminole of Florida, Blackfeet and Blood of Montana, Cochiti of New 
Mexico, and Havasupai of Arizona almost 1,000 pounds of food, clothing, toys, 
and medicines. We have also sent to Saint Christopher’s Mission for the 
Navajos at Bluff, Utah, $50.00 to be used towards building their new hospital. 
Also in response to a special call for help from the Blackfeet $41.00 was col- 
lected and sent to one of their chiefs. Our members made 163 drawstring 
bags for the Glades Cross Seminole Mission at Everglades, Florida. Deaconess 
Bedell, a most wonderful Anglican missionary, who has devoted most of her 
86 years to work among the Indians, requested these bags. Connecticut wishes 
to go on record as hoping that in the not too distant future our National 
Society will have an American Indians Chairman and Committee. We feel 
that if it were not for the wonderful assistance given our ancestors by the 
Indians during those first hard winters many of us would not be here today. 


We have also been interested in the Permanent Building Fund of the 
National Society and have raised $119.00 by Antique Sales, etc. 


We have been very interested in Veterans Hospitals. Hartford Chapter 
held a meeting at Rocky Hill Veterans Hospital and presented destitute vet- 
rans with money so they could telephone their loved ones once in a while. 
Gov. Thomas Welles Chapter in Bridgeport in April will present to the West 
Haven Veterans Hospital a directory and bulletin board complete with letters 
and figures. Other hospital work includes Angell Husted Chapter of Green- 
wich whose gift at Christmas was a large box of gifts for the crippled chil- 
dren at the Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children in Springfield, Mass., plus 
a check of over $40.00. 


At Christmastime Gov. Thomas Welles Chapter contributed $20.00 to the 
Red Cross for the Christmas project; gave $35.00 to a most worthy veteran 
in civilian life, and sent Packages for Boys on the High Seas.

MINNESOTA 


The Minnesota Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, was organ- 
ized Sept. 27, 1922, and incorporated June 24, 1924. The present membership 
is 47, with papers pending for one. 


The year since April 1956 has been active for Minnesota D. A. C. We have 
held five meetings—luncheon, executive board and business meetings, and pro- 
grams, at the Minneapolis Woman’s Club. We held one meeting at the State 
Historical Society Building in St. Paul, our Capital City. After the business 
meeting, we toured the Museum, and had a talk by the Director of the His- 
torical Society. 


We regret to say that we have lost four members by death, and two by 
resignation. We have added three new members to our membership. 


We hope to have a D. A. C. radio show over CBS in April, and a TV 
show in the Spring. 


We have again given to National Defense ($10.00), to Microfilming 
($10.00), to National Awards ($15.00), to Headquarters’ Fund ($15.00), and 
to Veterans’ Hospital ($15.00). 


We continue to hold membership in Minneapolis Council of Americanization, 
a council composed of representatives of patriotic organizations in Minneapo- 
lis. We are continuing our great project, the Memorial Book collection in the 
Minnesota Historical Society Library. 


In September our Society voted to sponsor the Y-O-U Project, the sending 
of high school and college yearbooks (annual) to schools, libraries, youth 
center and youth organizations in other lands, as a means of promoting better 
understanding and friendship among youth around the world. The project 
was originated by Mr. Harry S. Genung (the State Regent’s husband) and 
portrays democracy at work in education in a great land of free people. Many 
books have been sent in the past, and the outcome has proved to be friutful in 
its object. This year we shall have sent some 25 or more yearbooks to youth 
in Asia, Mexico, South America, P. I. and New Zealand. 


As in past years, it is expected that our DAC will take part in the Magna 
Charta service at St. Mark’s Episcopal Church, with the American Flag and 
the Daughters of the American Colonists’ Flag carried by two of our members 
leading the parade. 


We have stressed the proper use of the Flag, and presented “The Proper 
Use of the Flag” to the Breck School for Boys, Minneapolis (a military, pri- 
vate school for boys). 


We aim to follow all suggestions of the National Society. We have had 
excellent cooperation from the Twin Cities’ Press, and have had over 300 
column inches of publicity regarding meeting (with pictures), and of mem- 
bers and their publications. The Regent has had a number of poems and two 
songs published during the year.) 


I am sure that each member is cognizant of own patriotic and civic duty 
and performs these at all times. One member who is very much past retire- 
ment age, Mrs. James H. Green, has already given 100 hours to Legislative 
work, City Council work, and Civic Club work, on problems relating to bills 
regarding mental health, nursing homes, and hospitals, and on bills relating 
to the liquor problems. The Minnesota Legislature does not close until April, 
so she still has some hours to work. 


Our members have given clothing to the Hungarian Relief, and individ- 
uals have answered personal calls for charity and church work. 
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We have been mindful of our National Slogan, “Past, Present and Fu- 
ture,” and try to carry the meaning into all our efforts. 


We meet regularly on the third Thursdays of the months of May, Septem- 
ber, November, January, March, at the Woman’s Club, Minneapolis. 


Our First Vice Regent attended two National Board meetings. 


Through the activities of our Society in 1924, the spot where Father 
Hennepin first viewed the Mississippi River was marked for posterity with a 
suitable marker. This spot marks the beginning of Minneapolis and Hennepin 
County. This property has now become the property of Hennepin County His- 
torical Society, and it is thought that the Historical Society will preserve it, 
carrying on with our marker. We are contemplating the marking of a 600- 
year-old oak tree near the spot where Father Hennepin first viewed the mighty 
Mississippi. 

We have enjoyed The Colonial Courier, and have subscribed for ten cop- 
ies, one copy for a permanent file, one to be placed in State Historical Society 
Library, and one to be placed in the Public Library. 


Our Minnesota Society took part in one Naturalization Court. 


The Minnesota Regent and her husband are sponsoring a National Poetry 
Contest through the American Poetry League, with cash prizes for the three 
best poems stressing friendship and understanding of youth around the world. 


A deceased member, our dear Mrs. Kate Bartholf, left a bequest of 
paca to Minnesota Society. We are deeply grateful for her kind thought- 
ness. 


Our programs have all been patriotic, historical, and educational. 


I want to express my appreciation to our National President, Mrs. Trau, 
and to our National officers who have led us so well. The loyal support of the 
Minnesota State officers has been much appreciated, and I thank each member 
a her support. It has been a pleasure and a privilege to serve as State

October 12, 1956, in the Creole Room of the Edwards Hotel, Jackson, Missis- 
sippi. The efficient chairmen of arrangements left nothing undone. Eight Offi- 
cers and six State Chairmen attended the meeting. 


The 13th Annual Assembly, Mississippi Society, Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Colonists, was held at the Heidelberg Hotel, Jackson, Miss. Ten Board 
Members attended the Assembly and four State Chairmen. 


The 14th Annual Assembly will be held on the Beautiful Gulf Coast of 
Mississippi at which time our National President, Mrs. Frank G. Trau, will 
be our guest speaker. The date is the third Friday in February 1958. 


The fall Board Meeting will be held in Jackson, Miss., October 18, 1957. 
Officers and State Chairmen are expected to attend. 


Contributions for 1956-57: Carrie T. Hannah Scholarship, $100.00; Build- 
ing Fund, $15.00; Microfilm, $5.00; Awards, $5.00; National Defense, $5.00; 
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$25.00 was given for National Headquarters honoring Mrs. Thomas St. John, 
second Regent Mississippi Society, D. A. C. This was given by a member. 


The Chaplain reported the deaths of two members: Miss Mary Pulley, 
Registrar at time of death, and Mrs. W. T. Cassity. A short Memorial Service 
was held. Letters of condolence were sent to the families, by the Correspond- 
ing Secretary and Chaplain. 


State Chairman of Colonial and Genealogical Records reported 1140 in- 
scriptions from “Old City Cemetery,” now known as Oakland Cemetery, in 
Hattiesburg, Miss. A total of 63 pages, sent to Mrs. James Bonner, November 
17, 1956, and mentioned she had received a letter complimenting the Mississip- 
pi Society on the report. 


Golden Acorn Chairman reported three prospective members. 


National Defense Chairman read the Resolutions adopted at National 
Assembly. These Resolutions were adopted by the Assembly. 


The Chairman of Patriotic Education reported World History is being 
taught in the Public Schools and the History of the State is being ignored 
and neglected. 


We have a Chairman and Co-Chairman of Rehabilitation and Veterans 
Hospitals. They are really doing a wonderful work. They have carried 100 
magazines or more to the Veterans Hospital in Jackson, Miss., and have 
given several parties. The Regent has received a letter from the Recreation 
Leader of the Hospital, Rose L. Henderson, telling her of the work and how 
deeply grateful the staff is to the members of the D. A. C.: 


“Dear Mrs. Ritchie: 


We thought you might be interested to learn that Mrs. 
Fred L. Nelson, Sr., and Mrs. D. C. Simmons as represent- 
atives of the Daughters of American Colonists, have on 
several occasions served refreshments to neuro-psychiatric 
patients while attending Occupational Therapy. Such 
thoughtfulness is a contributing factor to the patients’ mo- 
rale while undergoing treatment at the VA Center, Jackson, 
Mississippi. 

“Members of the staff are deeply grateful to the Daugh- 
ters of American Colonists and are in hopes this activity 
will become regularly scheduled on our calendar.” 


A letter was sent to our Mississippi State Governor Coleman, commending 
him for his action regarding the State Museum. This is the Old State Capitol 
Building in Jackson, Miss. The State Regent attended the General Assembly 
in Washington and attended April Board meetings. Carried the Mississippi 
State Flag, which was presented by the Society to the National at the Thirty- 
Fifth Assembly. 


As Mississippi State Regent, D. A. C., have attending a meeting, called by 
John L. Kennedy, Director of Conference and State Representative, Marshall 
County, Miss., to promote stronger marriage laws in Mississippi. Am a mem- 
ber of the Mississippi Woman’s Cabinet, representing the Mississippi State 
Society, D. A. C. This is a very worthwhile organization.

Two business and three Board meetings were held during the year, in- 
cluding that of September 13th, when the State Regent and her two daughters 
entertained at luncheon for the Executive Board when Mrs. Hobbs was our 
honored guest. Previously Mrs. Perkins entertained at a Tea for the Board 
and Honorary Regents. 


Our membership totals 138, with several applications in the hands of the 
National Registrar, and at least four supplementals. 


One of the highlights of the year was a Ranger-guided tour of the New 
Jersey State Park at Washington’s Crossing. This park is the exact spot 
where the famous General landed with 2400 dauntless men in a bitter snow 
storm early on Chistmas Day, 1776, with a 9 mile march to Trenton ahead 
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of them. We viewed the famous life-size painting in the Methodist Church 
nearby, loaned by the Metropolitan Art Museum of New York City. It is well 
worth seeing. (Did you know horses were carried over in row boats?) We 
ate luncheon at the Inn nearby. 


At our Fall State meeting on September 27th, we had installation of our 
2nd State Vice-Regent, Mrs. F. Neill Rothacker, who is completing the term 
of Mrs. Greenlaw, who resigned the office; and Mrs. Frank H. Allen, who 
took the place of Mrs. F. Albert Sauter, who moved with her family to At- 
lanta, Georgia. 


National Congressman Charles A. Wolverton of Merchantville, Camden 
County, was our speaker. 


Less than two dozen voting members were present on that day to accept 
or deny the petition of a group of members who wish to form a South Jersey 
Chapter, so the petition was denied, but the matter can always be recon- 
sidered. 


Several new State Chairmen have been appointed and are enthusiastically 
planning for the year ahead. 


Accomplishments this year include: Two mimeographed letters sent to 
all members and Christmas cards to officers and chairmen; helping to edit the 
new Yearbook; Regent’s donation of a chair to National Headquarters; two 
flags, 3 x 5 feet, and poles to two Displaced Persons’ families in Audubon, 
who are sponsored by the Regent’s Logan Memorial Presbyterian Church; 
purchasing of an 18-inch hand-painted banner for the State Society; generous 
donations of members to Hungarian Relief and offers of help to Fort Dix and 
Camp Kilmer on their behalf; coupon books, money for other books and maga- 
zines donated through our State Chairman of Rehabilitation to East Orange 
and Lyons Veterans Hospitals and 125 current popular magazines to Fort Dix 
General Hospital. 


The State Librarian has collected almost a complete file of the National 
Yearbooks, 18 of which were donated by Mrs. McCarthy. Two books were 
donated to the State Library at Newark (‘History of the 15th Regiment of 
New Jersey Volunteers” by Chaplain A. A. Haines, printed 1883; and “The 
Early History of the Eastern Shore of Virginia” by Jenning C. Wise, printed 
in 1911). 


The State Regent purchased Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 of Lineage Books, a die 
of the Official Insignia and the design for a large National Banner, to present 
to her “Dream Child,” a South Jersey Chapter, whenever it may be born. 


The Chairman of Patriotic Education, a private tutor, has distributed 
many pamphlets comparing “Old-fashioned Education” with so-called “Pro- 
gressive Education” methods, the latter leaning strongly toward Socialism, 
submerging the individual child in “The Group,” eliminating competition as a 
spur to initiative. 


The Chairman of Public Relations has sent notices to 21 papers through- 
out the State but cannot accurately measure it as but few clippings are re- 
turned. She is continuing her scrapbook. 


The new Chairmen of the Colonial Courier, Radio and Television and Na- 
tional Awards are cooperating with National Chairmen and will have more to 
report next year. Our six remaining loyal Organizing members of the State 
Society, who are able to attend meetings only occasionally, were presented 
with gift subscriptions to the Colonial Courier so they may be well informed. 


The Chairman of the Flag Committee, Mrs. Aleen Keefe, has brought 
the flags to all meetings, is also President of the State Officers Club. She is 
serving as National Vice Chairman of Credentials at General Assembly. The 
Officers Club had two meetings this year. 


The Gloanna McCarthy Collection, Chairman Mrs. Gallien, reports a 
total of 346 books in the Trenton Library and the purchase of No. 9 Lineage 
a the Chairman. Mrs. Loveland presented No. 10 and the State Officers 

ub No. 1. 
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Memorials and Marking of Historic Spots Committee, Chairman Mrs. 
Loveland, reports the memorial of the flag donated by the State Regent on 
Columbus Day to one of the Displaced Persons from Holland in memory of 
her ancestors, Christian Weber, and Appalonia, his wife, who came from 
Holland also, and about whom a romantic story is told. The Chairman will 
return in May from a trip around the world. 


National Defense: At a Round Table Conference of the D. A. C., D. A. R. 
and D. C. W. on February 20th, at the home of the Chairman, Mrs. Robert 
Weatherill, in Woodbury, we were dismayed to learn that the Mental Health Bill 
of which our National Society disapproved in resolutions at last General As- 
sembly, is now a law of the land. As Chairman, she distributed literature on 
her subject, and study outlines, has written Congressmen and addressed the 
State Society of Maine and other organizations. 


The State Registrar, Miss Wright, reports we have 138 members includ- 
ing 7 resignations, 1 transfer away, 2 deaths and 4 dropped members. We have 
5 new members and 1 reinstated, a net loss of 8. 


Miss Florence Sanford, new Chairman of Colonial and Genealogical Rec- 
ords, has two booklets to her credit; one of Aller-Allen Data of Hunterdon 
County, New Jersey, and Marriage and Death Notices copied from a news- 
gee over 100 years old. The second set goes to our Gloanna McCarthy 
Collection. 


Mrs. Walter E. Smith, new State President of the Francis Holmes Chap- 
ter, Children of the American Colonists, who is filling out Mrs. Sautters’ 
term, reports 13 members, 2 transferring to D. A. C. They contributed to 
Hungarian Relief, to the School Paper at St. Mary’s School for Indian Girls 
and y the Indian College Scholarship Fund. They have several prospective 
members. 


At our Spring Assembly on March 20th, at Graulich’s, Orange, a commit- 
tee was appointed for revision of the State By-Laws.

Funds are being accumulated to place a marker at “Old Fort Union” 
when all is in readiness there. A tour was made to the Old Fort this past year. 


Our Hospital work has not been neglected this year. Many, many hours 
of work had been donated by the volunteer workers and many books and 
yearly subscriptions to magazines to the nearby Veterans Hospitals. And, too, 
Christmastime was remembered with candy and home-made cookies as well 
as some small gifts. 


All the Chapters donated to all National Projects.

NORTH CAROLINA 


Each year the highlight in the career of a State Regent is her report at 
the General Assembly before the National Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists, at the Mayflower, Washington. This year we are so proud of the 
visit of our National President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, on March 24th in 
Charlotte, N. C., for our State ‘Assembly Our four Chapters with an increased 
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membership of 300 were represented and appreciated the propinquity of our 
wonderful Leader and were inspired by her message emphasizing the new 
Headquarters urging the support of the worthwhile projects. A special dinner 
was given in her honor the evening before and she was the subject of a radio 
broadcast on Monday morning. Gifts were presented and the proverbial White 
Orchid acclaimed her as our most distinguished. Fourteen out of sixteen State 
Chairmen reported competent work accomplished during the year. The largest 
Chapter, 154, the Virginia Dare, stressed Membership, Patriotic Education 
and National ‘Defense, Genealogical Records Committee gave Abstracts of Wills 
of oe County, N. C., 1733-1856—a volume of privately collected Bible 
reco 


National Defense: 500 people were taught the American Creed; 200 were 
taught Passages from Declaration of Independents; 32 schools in County given 
literature distributed by History teachers; $50 honoring Mrs. John S. Wel- 
born; silver spoons for Headquarters Suite. 


The Unaka Chapter, membership of 51, stressed Hospitals and Markers. 
One member is a representative on the Citizens Advisory Council for Veterans 
Hospitals; attended monthly meetings at Moore General or Oteen Hospital. 
Presents and aided entertainment. Members have been Chairmen at unveiling 
services of 9 Markers and aided with another, where the State Regent took 
part in the program and presented Memorial Wreath to honor 125,000 soldiers 
at Pisgah Forest. The Regent of Unaka spoke before 800 high school students 
Constitution Week. This Chapter aided Indian schools. 


The Queen Anne Chapter, with a membership of 64, helped with a dona- 
tion from two members of $375.00 restoration of Caswell Memorial Park. 
Also $100.00 donated for Memorials and Marking Historic Spots; $30.00 for 
Headquarters Fund; and other projects were alloted funds. 


The new Chapter, the Admiral Anson, with a membership of 30, gave 
$55.00 to Tryon Palace with 2 special gifts honoring Misses Virginia Horne 
and Elizabeth Horne. A total of $83.00 for Tryon Palace. Total Chapters for 
the year, $148.19. Grand total in savings fund, $3,762.38. Final-Patriotic Edu- 
cation; cash, 300; scholarships; 2%4 boxes of clothing and articles; credit, 27 
radio programs; 53 various and patriotic subjects, 78 hours and 10 minutes. 
The publicity used 600 column inches; 15 pictures were used. National Micro- 
film, $25. A book of Allison Family Records honoring State Librarian Mrs. 
Williamson. National Headquarters Fund, $100, honoring Mrs. Benjamin 
Wyche. National Headquarters Fund, $50, honoring Mrs. J. Perrin Quarles. 
Tryon Peace Fund, $100, honoring Mrs. C. H. Shipp. National Awards to 
honor Mrs. Trau by Mrs. Quarles, $10. Crossmore School Endowment Fund, 
$50. North Carolina Veterans Hospital, $50. Traveled 3500 miles; large cor- 
respondent by mail and telephone.

OHIO 


There were 44 new members by a eer ata during the past year and we 
have the largest membership on the records of Ohio Society—571. The Flor- 
ence Patterson Travelling Banner for the largest percentage of increase went 
to Molly Stark Chapter in Canton. Hugh Mosher Chapter has a grandmother 
with three granddaughters on her rolls. Unfortunately, we lost seven by resig- 
nation; four were transferred out of the state, and nine members passed away. 


One new chapter of 16 members was confirmed—Mary Campbell in Cuya- 
hoga Falls with Mrs. W. W. Beach as Organizing Regent. We welcome these 
new Daughters. 


All chapters report time used for National Defense discussions and special 
programs were given by several chapters. A number of Flag Talks were 
given. We joined other Patriotic Societies in observing Constitution Day. 


Two hundred forty pages of Genealogical and Bible records were com- 
piled and distributed among libraries in the state. Fifty-two more names from 
tombstones have been sent, completing two cemeteries, which gives us 10,830 
tombstone records on file. 


Tecumseh Trails Chapter had a window display depicting early American 
Home life, using the Thanksgiving theme. 


The following donations were given Headquarters, $380.00, for both per- 
manent and current funds; awards, $92.00; National Defense, $55.00; Micro- 
filming, $18.00; Cancer Fund, $5.00; Veterans’ Rehabilitation Committee re- 
ceived $106.00 in money and many gifts to the hospitals. Under Patriotic Edu- 
cation $277.00 was given, which included scholarships, dental funds, recreation 
funds, and $139.00 to Boys’ Village, our state project. 


Total gifts amounted to $932.00 which averages $1.63 per member. Ohio 
members have given 18,663 hours of volunteer service. 


We have had 1,703%4 linear inches of publicity with 6 pictures, and can 
report 70 subscriptions to the Colonial Courier. 


Ohio was happy and honored to have as a guest at the State Assembly in 
March, Mrs. Jerome Powers, one of our Honorary National Presidents.

OKLAHOMA 


As State Regent of the Oklahoma Chapter it is with pride that I submit 
my second annual report. 


The Oklahoma State Society was organized Nov. 6, 1926. We now have a 
membership of 151. We have four Chapters with 8 papers pending. 
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When the above papers have been accepted this will complete a new 
Chapter in Altus, Okla. The name “Dr. Japeth Hunt” has been selected. The 
Organizing Regent is Mrs. David S. Jackman. We expect to have these papers 
approved by the National Board before the publication of the 1957 yearbook. 


Golden Acorns The Col. John Alston Chapter (Golden Acorns) has con- 
tinued its work under the direction of Mr. John H. Poe, Regent. They now 
have a membership of 22. They have stressed Constitution Day, National De- 
fense, and other patriotic work at each meeting. A scholarship of $150.00 was 
given to Bacone College, Muskogee, Okla., in honor of the Chapter. Mrs. Poe 
was honored by being selected as Vice-Chairman of the Pages at the National 
Assembly this year. She resigned as Regent of this Chapter at the Annual 
State Assembly and Mrs. J. H. Field, of Oklahoma City, was named as her 
successor. 


National Defense: All Chapters presented a short National Defense pro- 
gram at each meeting. The following topics were discussed: “Bricker Amend- 
ment,” “Foreign Relations,” “United States Policy Abroad,” “Immigration” 
(Refugees), “Treaty Laws,” “World Government,” “United Nations Activi- 
ties.” The Resolutions passed by the last General Assembly were discussed. 
Each Chapter reported communicating with law makers regarding the resolu- 
tions. The book “Iron Curtain Over America,” by John Beatty, which was 
recommended by the Chairman of National Defense, was purchased by the 
Isabel Hastings Dial Chapter and is being circulated among its members for 
reading and discussion. All Chapters read and preserve editorials from their 
daily papers which are helpful along the line of National Defense. 


Insignia: The Tulsa Chapter reported the purchase of 1 insignia with 
State bar, 2 miniature insignia, 2 miniature insignia pins. 


Memorial and Historical Markings: The Tulsa Chapter is placing an indi- 
cator at the entrance to the city pointing to the location of a marker placed 
by the Chapter, on the site of the first Post Office in Tulsa. The Col. Walter 
Chiles Chapter plans to mark a prominent battle site in the vicinity of Vinita, 
in the near future. The Isabel Hastings Dial Chapter gave a $5.00 donation 
to assist in a small way in the erection of a permanent memorial at Cheyenne, 
Okla., which will mark the exact spot of the battle between Gen. George Cus- 
ter, of the U. S. Army, and Chief Black Kettle, of the Cheyennes. Members 
of the Chapter also donated $25.00 toward the erection of a Memorial for J. B. 
Thoburn. He was a great Historian and wrote the “History of Oklahoma.” 
More than $2500.00 was given by members on the Five Million Dollar Memo- 
rial, “Cow Boy Hall of Fame.” This is being erected at the intersection of 
highways 66 and 77 in Oklahoma City. This Memorial was voted Nationally 
to be placed here and all of the States contributed their share of funds. This 
building will memorialize all of the famous cowboys before Will Rogers and 
those to follow. Oklahoma is celebrating its semi-centennial this year, during 
June and July. The State is making great preparation to welcome and enter- 
tain the thousands of people who will visit our state, many of whom have 
never been here. 


Veterans’ Hospitals: The Tulsa Chapter gave $25.00 to the Veterans’ 
Hospital in Muskogee, through the Red Cross, for Christmas gifts. The Isabel 
Hastings Dial Chapter gave $15.00 to the Veterans’ Hospital, in Oklahoma 
City, for magazine subscriptions and also donated 9 new Western books. More 
than 60 hours of service was reported. 


Correct Use of the Flag: All Chapters have displayed the American Flag 
and the D. A. C. Flag at all meetings and stressed the correct form for use 
of the Flag. The American Creed has been repeated in unison at each meeting 
and the Objects of the Society read following the Pledge of Allegiance. They 
have encouraged the display of the American Flag at all patriotic occasions. 
The Tulsa Chapter has distributed flag codes to the Boy Scouts and Girl Scout 
Organizations. All of the Chapters have been represented several times each 
year by the Regent or Flag Chairman who made short talks to the new Citi- 
zens at the Naturalization Courts, and also helped with the presentation of 
flags to each of them. 


Patriotic Education: This has been featured extensively in all Chapters. 
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The Isabel Hastings Dial Chapter has included in its study the schools in 
other towns than Oklahoma City, where some of its members reside. All of 
the schools investigated are found to be teaching American History in all 
grades above the 4th. Questionnaires were filled out giving complete informa- 
tion from each school visited. A full year of history is required before gradu- 
ating from High Schools and Colleges. In many schools there is a Citizens 
Committee appointed to visit the schools and talk with the teachers about the 
study course and the necessity for teaching American History. In most of 
the schools there is a screening of the teachers and no teacher is employed 
who does not take the loyalty oath. The Tulsa Chapter reviewed and then 
purchased six film strips on “How America Began” as a gift to one of the 
high schools in Tulsa, at a cost of $35.00 Thanks were expressed by the prin- 
cipal of the school and the Chapter was commended for their part in bringing 
to the youth of America their privileges and responsibilities. The study made 
by all of the Oklahoma Chapters was most gratifying. 


The Publicity Chairman reported 104 inches. 


Col. Walter Chiles Chapter: Mrs. Emaline Gatewood Samuel, who organ- 
ized this Chapter 2 years ago, has been seriously ill for several months and 
the work has been carried on for her by Miss Ruth Morrison, Vice Regent, 
and Mrs. Jasper Smith, Registrar. This group is interested in encouraging 
high school students to work for scholarships and to help them with their 
additional expenses. They are also working for the betterment of educational 
conditions in their schools. They purchased, from the Smithsonian Institute, a 
large book showing the photographs, in color, of the wives of the Presidents of 
the United States and a description of the main events which happened during 
their stay in the White House. Also colored slides showing them in their 
present setting in the new building. This book was a joy to those who have 
not had the opportunity to visit Washington, D. C. 


C. A. C.: Mrs. Bert N. Smith, State President of the Children of the 
American Colonists, is actively directing this work. There are two Chapters 
and 19 members. They continue their interest in the Indian orphan at Murrow 
Children’s Home, at Bacone College, remembering him with birthday and 
Christmas cards and candy at Easter. They also sent weaving material to 
the weaving department at Crossmore School. 


Radio and TV Chairman reported 15 minutes of time on C. B. S. Station 
in Tulsa. 

National Projects: The Tulsa Chapter reported the gift of $25.00 for 
National Headquarters and $25.00 for National Defense. The Isabel Hastings 
Dial Chapter reported a gift of $15.00 for permanent Headquarters and $10.00 
for National Defense: The State Assembly voted to send $50 for National De- 
fense and $50.00 toward furniture for the National Headquarters. The State also 
authorized that the Librarian be allowed $10.00 to purchase the 11th Volume 
of Lineage as soon as it is published. 


Our State Assembly was a delightful occasion with our National Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Trau, as our honored guest. She spoke twice during the Assembly 
and in answering many questions she showed a masterly understanding of the 
work of the Daughters of the American Colonists. Her charming and friendly 
attitude inspired the members to increase their activities in the coming year. 
Mrs. Arthur S. Brown, Corresponding Secretary for the National Organiza- | 
tion, was also a guest. She added much to the Assembly with her wit and 
humer. We are always very proud that the Honorary National President, Mrs. 
Nathan R. Patterson, is one of our members and leaders. Mrs. Trau also ap- 
peared on C. B. S. Station, in Tulsa. 


At the close of my second year as State Regent I wish to thank the 
National Officers and Committee Chairmen and those of my own State for 
their continued patience and assistance.

SOUTH CAROLINA 


The South Carolina Society of the Daughters of the American Colonists 
is twenty-seven years old, having been organized on February 10, 1930, in 
Columbia, S. C., by Mrs. Edmund P. Davis. With number 202 and membership 
in the District of Columbia Chapter, Washington, D. C., Mrs. Davis is a chap- 
ter member of the National Society of the American Colonists. Having passed 
her eighty-sixth birthday we hope she will be loaned to the organization for 
many more years. The Fort Congaree Chapter, where her membership has 
remained, was hostess to the State Assembly on March 23, 1957. This was the 
best attended Assembly in the history of our group. 


The Colonial and Genealogical Records group have had a busy year. The 
Fort Congaree Chapter has donated seven books to the Richland County Pub-

lic Library, four to be placed on the shelves of the genealogical section and 
three in the Colonial section. This chapter also reported two programs given 
in September and November: 1. Genealogical Research by Mrs. Charles Elliott 
who gave complete details for beginners on where and how to start their re- 
search for family data. 2. Preservation and Restoration of Family and Histori- 
cal Manuscripts by Mrs. Fred Hensley, who is a member of the staff of the 
University of South Carolina Library. She displayed many examples of re- 
stored manuscripts dating back to the early Seventeenth Century that had 
been in many worn pieces and now completely renovated by a new process. 
The members of the Piedmont Chapter are still engaging in a project which 
deals with an account of the life of their ancestors. 


All chapters report the American and D. A. C. Flags displayed at each 
meeting and the Pledge of Allegiance given. The Peede Chapter has pur- 
chased beautiful flags and appointed a custodian to care for and display these 
when they are needed. Greer Chapter has distributed to members and prospec- 
tive members of the Marine Corps pamphlet “How to Respect and Display 
Our Flag” for study preparatory to a chapter program during the coming 
year. 


To publicize our National Organization the chapter members of Greer 
Chapter use the electrotyped insignia on yearbooks and their stationery. 


The State Chairman of Memorials and Marking Historic Spots, Mrs. Fred 
Hensley, in connection with the State Historical Commission, has located the 
exact site of Old Fort Congaree. Plans are being made by her committee to 
place a suitable marker before our 1958 State Assembly. Other chapters and 
members are searching for unmarked colonial places of historic significance 
all over the State and much authentic information has been assembled. - 


National Awards: Charleston and Fort Congaree Chapters have contrib- 
uted $10.00 each for this important project. 


The National Defense State Chairman, Mrs. Dixon Foster, has urged the 
five chapter regents to devote a part of each program to National Defense 
and also that they do everything possible to emphasize the importance and for 
reaching results of alertness and interest in National Defense in the preserva- 
tion of our American way of life. Our guest speaker for our State Assembly, 
Mrs. Henry P. Boggs of Deland, Fla., State Chairman for National Defense 
of the D. A. R. for the state of Florida, spoke on National Defense. She called 
attention to many phases of communism which are endangering America 
today and produced documentary reports to substantiate each one. At the 
close of her talk the Secretary was instructed to send telegrams to our sena- 
tors and congressmen strongly urging the “perpetuation of the McCarran Act” 
as it is in its entirety; also to ask the support of the Bow Bill No. 30 now 
before the House of Representatives. 


National Headquarters: Greer Chapter contributed $7.00 to the National 
Headquarters, honoring their organizing regent, Mrs. R. D. Dobson. 


Patriotic Education: All American and State adopted history books have 
been examined. Teacher members have been emphatic in teaching the Amer- 
ican traditions, the observance of the Flag Code, and Pledge of Allegiance. 
The state chairman has personally donated volumes of Colonial History for 
reference in the four junior colleges in South Carolina. . 


Public Relations: All chapters have cooperated with other patriotic or- 
ganizations in the observance of patriotic holidays, community service and mer- 
itorious national drives. 


Rehabilitation of Veterans: Several hundred stamps have been collected 
and sent to be used in the project for wounded veterans in the physical therapy 
classes. Around 300 current magazines were taken by members to the Veterans’ 
Hospital in Columbia during the year. The Fort Congaree and the Peede 
Chapters each sent a year’s subscription to magazines to be mailed to the 
Veteran’s Hospital during 1957. One member of the Fort Congaree Chapter as- 
sisted during the past year with rehabilitation of the laryngectonized patients 
at the hospital, arranging for three to receive speedy lessons at no cost to 
them, thus enabling each to get his old job back and become self-sustaining 
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citizens. Several other veterans upon discharge from the hospital were given 
assistance in their home couties by an interested member who kept these vet- 
erans up until they were able to take a job again. Two members reported 
they had assisted with parties given at the Veterans’ Hospital during the 
Christmas holidays. One member provided some records for the record player 
that is wheeled from ward to ward so that the bed-ridden patients at the hos- 
pital might enjoy musical programs while others attended parties in the re- 
ception room. 


Radio and Television: Mrs. Jack Nye reported two television programs 
of twenty-five minutes each given on the subject Americanism by Mrs. R. E. 
Lopscomb.

TENNESSEE 


Growth in membership, financial participation in every national project, 
and outstanding program activities feature this 25th year of Tennessee’s or- 
ganization as a part of the National Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists. 

In membership, Tennessee is experiencing healthy growth, with 26 new 
members during the past year making a total membership of 109, a 28% in- 
crease. A new chapter was organized in McMinnville by Mrs. R. D. DeFord and 
confirmed January 29. Two other chapters are in immediate process of or- 
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ganization in Elizabethton with Miss Lula Carriger as Organizing Regent 
and in Nashville under the organizing regency of Mrs. Earle P. Calvin. 

Special activities of the year include launching of a state news sheet, 
The Oak Leaf, appearing three times a year under the experienced editorship 
of Mrs. Cyrus W. Turpin; publication of our first state yearbook with Mrs. 
Arthur H. Moser as editor; publication of a 300-page genealogical book, 
Williamson County Marriage Records—1800-1850 by two members of the 
Jamestown Chapter, Mrs. Laurence B. Gardiner, state first vice-regent and 
Mrs. L. D. Bejack, state chairman of Colonial and Genealogical Records; pre- 
sentation and dedication at Church Street Methodist Church in Knoxville 
of a stained glass memorial window in honor of a colonial minister, the Rev. 
Edward Dromgoole, ancestor of two Knoxville members; showing of film 
clips on the Constitution and the Bill of Rights to high school seniors by a 
Knoxville member, Mrs. N. Allen Farris; presentation of flowers and 63 Christ- 
mas gifts to veterans in hospitals at Chattanooga, Johnson City, and Mem- 
phis; and distribution to Boy Scouts by Jamestown Chapter in Memphis of 
600 booklets on the flag. 


Other program activity worthy of note includes 196 column inches of 
publicity; three radio broadcasts—two in Chattanooga and one in Knoxville; 
presentation by Knoxville Chapter of a D A C medal to the outstanding 
R. O. T. C. sophomore at the University of Tennessee; sponsorship of a Chil- 
dren of the Colonists Chapter by Jamestown Chapter; aid to 20 Boy Scouts of 
Memphis in winning the “God and Country” badge; use of official insignia 
on yearbooks and stationery; two uses of the DAC-sponsored tape recording 
on the new Air Force Academy; placing of a D A C lineage book in Lawson- 
McGhee Library, McClung Historical Room, in Knoxville; conducting of a 
pilgrimage by Jamestown members to Indian Village for Memphis CAC; 16 
subscriptions to the Colonial Courier (10 in Knoxville Chapter); holding of 
an annual meeting with Chattanooga as hostess chapter; and appointment of a 
Golden Acorns Chairman, Mrs. Wade H. Farrar, of McMinnville, who prom- 
ises to see that D A C will have a future in Tennessee. 


Financially, Tennessee through the state Society and the Chapters has 
touched each national project. Especially noteworthy is the presentation to 
the Special Headquarters Committee of a Sheffield silver tray by Mrs. Wil- 
liam Franklin Stone, Mrs Nancy Stone Gardner, and the Chattanooga Chapter. 
Other gifts include $16.00 to special headquarters from the state honoring 
the 16 charter members of the new McMinnville Chapter; $45.00 to permanent 
headquarters; $10.00 to National Defense Committee, $40.00 to Microfilm 
Project Committee; and $15.00 to National Awards Committee. 


On the personal side of the ledger, Tennessee is proud of her service to 
the National Society through: Mrs. William Franklin Stone, Chattanooga, 
editor of the national yearbook, honorary president, and member of National 
Headquarters Committees; Mrs. Cyrus Griffin Martin, Chattanooga, Chairman 
of the National Committee on Patriotic Education; Mrs. Irene Stoops Garri- 
son, Chattanooga, Chairman of Southern Section, Radio and Television Com- 
mittee; Mrs. Berry Boswell Brooks, Memphis, honorary President General, 
Children of the American Colonists; and Miss Margaret Underwood, Knox- 
ville, serving the National Assembly as page. 


No report of Tennessee’s growth and activity could be complete without © 
a tribute to the parent chapter in Chattanooga. The two Organizing Regents 
currently at work are gifts of the Chattanooga Chapter. Advances the state 
is making along all lines would not be possible were it not for the sound base 
provided by Mrs. William Franklin Stone as Organizing Regent in 1932 and 
the well-planned program of Mrs. Cyrus Griffin Martin, State Regent immedi- 
ately preceding the current administration. 


Tennessee is grateful today as always to the dynamic leadership of our 
beloved National President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, and to all of her 
officers who serve the Society so efficiently.

Our traditional Candlelight Supper was held that evening at the Tacoma 
Club. Lovely decorations, dinner music, and a novel program made a me- 
morable evening. It was a beautifully planned and executed Assembly with 
the Tacoma members as hostesses. 


Press Relations Chairman reports 356 inches of publicity, 13 pictures, 21 
subscriptions and 2 Press contributions to the Colonial Courier. 


Veterans Hospitals and Rehabilitation Chairman reports $55.00 from 
three chapters for the construction of a walking-stall for the Physical Therapy 
Department of Veterans Hospital, Spokane. Other contributions included cash 
gifts to Veterans Hospitals and Institutions, a total of $100.00. Additional 
donations were gift-wrapped packages to Red Cross for Servicemen overseas 
at Christmas time, valued at $15.00; cartons of books, magazines, and prizes. 
Volunteer services to Veterans Hospitals totaled more than 300 hours. 


National Defense: A period of each meeting was devoted to National De- 
fense.

National Awards, $41.50. Microfilms, $7.00. National Headquarters, 
$112.00, and a screen valued at $15.00. 


The Chairman of Memorials and Marking Historical Spots Committee re- 
ports the special project this year was assistance towards the restoration of 
Fort Simcoe, one of the two interior Washington Territory army posts estab- 
lished as a result of Indian hostilities 1855-1858. Of the original military 
structures that framed Simcoe’s 420-foot-square parade ground, five remain. 
Our project was concerned with the Commandant’s gabled, two story house. 
From photographs of the first Commandant, Major Robert Sheldon Garnett, 
and his bride, Marianna Nelson Garnett, S’Rae Stronach, a Seattle artist, was 
engaged to make reproductions in oil. These were framed and with markers 
given to Fort Sicoe Mool Mool Restoration Society, in honor of the State 
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Regent. These paintings now hang on the living room walls of the Com- 
mandant’s house, and are insured for $400.00 each. 


Efficient and interested officers and members have made this report pos- 
sible, and my sincere appreciation to every one of them.

Summing up our 14th year, we have a membership of 175 in 6 chapters, 9 
new members, 7 lost by death. 


It is with deepest sorrow I record the passing of these faithful daughters, 
my mother, Katherine M. Lingamfelter, a Charter member of Governor Nor- 
borne Berkeley Chapter; Ida M. Trasher, Acting Librarian, and Mrs. F. H. 
Tomkies, Acting State Chairman of “Correct Use of the Flag,’ from Savage 
Grant Chapter. 


West Virginia has held two State Assemblies, and two State Board meet- 
ings during 1956. 


Governor Norborne Berkeley Chapter, Martinsburg, hostess to the 14th 
State Assembly, was honored by having Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, National 
President, and Mrs. E. R. Taylor, National Chairman of Golden Acorns, as 
our special guests. Mrs. Trau gave us a most interesting address on her fa- 
vorite subject, Affirmative Americanism. Mrs. Taylor on Planting the Acorn. 


Resolutions in accord with the objects of the National Society were 
adopted. 


One hundred and one pages of Colonial and Genealogical Records were 
collected. 


Chapters have given the Pledge and displayed the flag and D. A. C. Ban- 
ner at all meetings. Flag Codes and 50 copies of the Story of the Flag have 
been given to children and Veterans Hospitals. Constitution Week was ob- 
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served, and members assisted American Legion in the sale of flags. West Vir- 
ginia donated the West Virginia Flag to the National Society for use at 
General Assemblies. 


The State Chairman of Golden Acorns had several pages serving at Gen- 
eral Assembly. One Acorn served as National Chairman of Music and assisted 
with the Memorial. Charleston and Martinsburg contributed to the scholarship 
at Bacone College. 


Three D. A. C. Official Insignias; two Sash Pins and one State Officers Pin 
have been purchased to the amount of $84.00. 


Burning Springs is planting a tree as a Memorial on the grounds at 
Morris Harvey College and $20.00 was donated from the same chapter for 
similar work. Contributions of outstanding histories, Yearbooks, Lineage books, 
and many of Colonial nature have been placed in libraries. Again David Mor- 
gan has added to their Colonial Book Shelf. All items of historical work have 
shown an increase. 


Ample time is allowed at each meeting for National Defense; this has 
taken the form of a discussion of pending national amendments, pending legis- 
lation, Communist propaganda, etc. 


One member, a member of the Speakers Bureau, spoke to a Church group 
on United Nations. Our State Chairman has been very alert; she has tried to 
enlighten our members on National Defense and International Affairs by 
using material from United States News and World Report. 


Patriotic Education has been stressed; we have made a real survey of our 
Colonial Beginnings; we are preserving the Past with Records and seeing that 
our schools have Colonial histories, Chairmen have checked the course with 
professors and are working with P. T. A. censoring comic books and TV 
shows. One doctor and his wife became American Citizens during the year. 
We have many Patriotic Clubs in schools and the Flag has been displayed on 
all holidays. 


Public Relations has been well covered with 798 inches of newspaper 
copy; 20 pictures and 3 radio broadcasts. Governor Norborne Berkeley Chapter 
claiming 411 inches; 15 pictures of Officers for State Assembly and social 
functions and all of the broadcasts. Broadcasts were news of the State Assem- 
bly and Mrs. Trau’s address, on her favorite subject, “Affirmative American- 
ism”; also a broadcast by Mrs. Bergen on Thanksgiving Through the Ages. 
Our scrapbooks are all kept up to date and all clippings and pictures have 
been sent to State and National Chairman for recording. West Virginia had 
one State and one Chapter article in the third issue of the Colonial Courier. 


Members gave generously to Veterans’ hospitals, many books, subscriptions 
to magazines, money for post fund and many articles have been sent to the

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BYLAWS 
as amended by the General Assembly, April 1957 


ARTICLE I. 
Name 


This Society shall be known by the title and name, “THE NATIONAL SOCIETY 
DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN COLONISTS.” 


ARTICLE II. 
Object 


The object of this Society shall be Patriotic, Historical and Educational; to 
make research as to the history and deeds of the American colonists, and to 
record and publish the same; to commemorate deeds of colonial interest; to 
inculcate and foster love of America and its institutions by all its residents; 
to obey its laws and venerate its flag—the emblem of its power and civic 
righteousness. 


ARTICLE III. 
Eligibility 
Section 1. Any American white woman, of good moral character, who has 
attained her eighteenth year, is eligible to membership, provided she is accept- 


able to the Society, and is the lineal descendant of an ancestor who rendered 
civil or military service in any of the colonies prior to July 4, 1776. 


Section 2. An applicant must furnish proof of her lineal descent through 
legal and lawful marriages, not polygamous, from an ancestor who served in 
any of the following capacities: 


In battle under colonial authority. 


Under the banner of great Britain in North America in any of the wars in 
which the colonists participated. 


All military and naval service of the colonies. 

Furnished troops or funds. 

Filled office of Governor, Lieutenant-Governor or Deputy Governor. 
Member or delegate to Council or Assembly. 

Member of House of Burgesses. 

Deputy or Representative to the General Court. 


Commissioner of the United Colonies; of Boundaries or Treaties; of Impost 
or Excise; to the French or Indians. 


Secretary; Magistrate; Selectman; Justice; Judge of any Court of Law or 
Equity; Attorney; Advocate; Solicitor. 


Founder or Trustee of any College in North America founded prior to 1775. 
Minister of the Gospel or Commissary of the Bishops of London. 


- Member of the Committee of Safety of the Continental Congress, 1774 and 
1775. 


Member of Council of Safety of 1689. 

Signer of the Mayflower Compact. 

Speaker of the House of Deputies. 

Physician or Surgeon. 

Member of Provincial Congress. 

Signer of the Declaration of Independence. 
Huguenot Refugee. 

Signer of Oath of Allegiance to Great Britain. 
Original Land Owners.

Section 8. No person shall be eligible for membership in this Society 
twho is pledged to, or advocates, the overthrow, by force, or violence, of the 
/Government of the United States, or that of any State or Territory; or who 
thas been guilty of other treasonable practices. This Society shall have the 
jright to expel from its membership any person for any of these causes; and 
fany question arising under this proviso shall be determined by this Society. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers 


The officers of this Society shall be: 

A National President. 

Four National Vice-Presidents. (Representing 4 sections of the country.) 
A National Chaplain. 

A National Recording Secretary. 

A National Corresponding Secretary. 

A National Registrar. 

A National Organizing Secretary. 

A National Treasurer. 

A National Historian. 

A National Librarian. 

Honorary National Presidents. 

Thirteen Honorary National Vice-Presidents. 


ARTICLE V. 
Meetings 


Section 1. This Society shall hold an annual meeting in the City of Wash- 
| ington, D. C., in April, unless otherwise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the 
| members of the National Board, which vote may be taken by mail. 


Section 2. This meeting shall be known as the General Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, and shall be for the 
purpose of receiving reports of National Officers, of the National Board, and 
| of the National Committee Chairman; for the election of officers, for the con- 
firmation of State Regents and State Vice-Regents, and for any other business 
that may arise. 


Section 3. Special meetings of the National Society may be called by the 
| National President at the request of the National Board, or at the written re- 
quest of a majority of the State Societies. Fifteen days notice shall be given 
| of such called meeting, specifying the time, place of meeting and special busi- 
| ness to be transacted. 


Section 4. The voting members at the General Assembly or at any special 
| meeting of the National Society shall be the officers and honorary officers of 
| the National Society, the State officers, the chapter Regents or in their absence 
| the First Vice-Regents or alternates, and one additional delegate or alternate 
| for every twenty members of each chapter. No voting member or delegate 
| Shall be entitled to more than one vote at the General Assembly. 


) Section 5. At all meetings of the National Society twenty-five members 
| shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Qualifications of Members 


| Section 1. Membership is by written invitation. An applicant for member- 
| ship in a state that is organized must be endorsed by two members in good 
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standing to whom the applicant is personally known and who are members of 
the Chapter or State which she wishes to join. The applicant must present her 
application papers to the National Society through a Chapter, a State Society 
if there is only one chapter in the state, or as a member-at-large. If there is 
only one chapter in the state, the applicant must be approved by the State 
Regent and State Registrar. If there are two ore more chapters in the state, 
the applicant must be approved by the chapter to which the application has 
been made. The application papers, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
initiation fee and annual dues must be sent by the Chapter Treasurer or State 
Treasurer, as the case may be, to the National Treasurer who shall forward 
the papers to the National Registrar for verification. If the papers are veri- 
fied, the National Registrar shall present the name to the National Board for 
final action. 


The papers of an applicant for membership-at-large must be approved by 
the State Regent of the state in which the applicant resides, and endorsed by 
two members, in good standing, in the same state to whom the applicant is 
personally known. The application, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
initiation fee and annual dues, shall be sent by the State Treasurer to the 
National Treasurer who shall transmit the application papers to the National 
Registrar for verification. The National Registrar shall report to the National 
Board, and if the applicant is eligible, the National Board shall vote upon 
admission to membership. A majority vote shall elect. 


Application papers must be submitted in duplicate, one copy of which, 
with the action of the National Board, shall be returned to the Chapter or to 
the State Society. If the application has been rejected, one copy of the papers 
and a check for the initiation fees and dues shall be returned. If an applicant 
is unable to complete her papers within one year the invitation will be with- 
drawn, unless the applicant can submit a reasonable excuse in writing. 


Section 2. No more than one ancestral line may be placed on any applica- 
tion paper or supplemental paper. 


Section 3. Supplemental papers may be filed, provided that the sum of 
two dollars be sent with each additional line to the National Treasurer to 
cover the expense of verification and filing. Supplemental papers must be 
signed by the Chapter Registrar or State Society Registrar. 


Section 4. Only two application papers for each ancestral line shall be 
furnished by the Chapters. 


Section 5. All persons whose applications were approved on or before 
April 24, 1922, are Charter members of the National Society. 


Section 6. Each member of the National Society shall be entitled to a cer- 
tificate of membership, signed by the National President, National Recording 
Secretary and National Registrar, to which is affixed the Seal of the National 
Society. If any of the above officers are incapacitated the National Board may 
authorize the use of the facsimile stamp of any of these officers’ signatures. 


Section 7. When a young woman of the Children of the American Colo- 
nists reaches the age of 18, she may, if in good standing, transfer to a State 
Society or Chapter of the Daughters of the American Colonists upon the pay- 
ment of the current dues. This provision becomes void on her 21st birthday. 


Section 8. A member in good and regular standing desiring to be trans- 
ferred to a chapter or to membership-at-large, shall at once be entitled to a 
transfer card signed by the Regent, Treasurer and Registrar of her chapter. 
This application for membership-at-large must be approved by the State Regent. 
of the state in which the applicant holds membership. 


A member-at-large, in good standing, desiring to become a member of a 
Chapter, if approved by the chapter, or its Board of Directors, as the Chapter 
may decide, shall be entitled to a transfer card from the National Society, 
signed by the National Treasurer and National Registar. 

A member of a Chapter or a member-at-large who desires to transfer to a 
chapter, shall present a transfer card and a copy of her lineage papers to the 
Regent of the chapter with which she wishes to unite. If she is accepted by 
the Chapter, the transfer shall become effective upon the receipt by the Na- 
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a Treasurer of a statement to that effect from the Chapter receiving the 
member. 


Any cost of a copy of lineage papers shall be borne by the member trans- 
erring. 

A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate 
to the meetings of the General Assembly or a State Assembly, or to hold a 
National or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee. 


No member shall be entitled to more than one transfer in a year. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Election of Officers 


Section 1. The officers of the National Society shall be elected by ballot 
at the regular meeting of the General Assembly every third year. A majority 
lvote shall constitute an election. If there is only one candidate for an office, 
jand there is no dissenting voice, the vote shall be taken viva voce. 


Section 2. The terms of office of all active officers shall be three years 
(with the exception of the National Treasurer and National Registrar, whose 
erms may be extended by vote of the General Assembly), and there can be no 
e-election to the same office until an interval of at least one term has elapsed. 
An officer who has served more than half a term shall be considered to have 
served one term. 


Section 3. Nominations shall be made through recommendations submitted 
to the General Assembly the election year through endorsements of Chapters 
and State Societies. The submission of a person’s name for office must be 
accompanied by a signed statement by them signifying a willingness to serve 
if chosen. There may be nominations from the floor of persons who have 
jgiven their consent to serve if elected. Endorsements may be made during an 
felection year and the notice of such endorsement must be sent to the National 
*|President at least thirty (30) days prior to General Assembly. 


Section 4. In recognition of distinctive service to the organization, Hon- 
jorary Presidents and Honorary Vice-Presidents may be elected at the General 


|Assembly by a majority vote, providing the persons so elected shall have filled 
\the corresponding active office. 


The Honorary Vice-Presidents shall be elected by ballot and the number 
shall at no time exceed thirteen, and no more than one Honorary Vice-Presiednt 
after the first thirteen have been elected shall be from the same state at the 
same time. Should an Honorary Vice-President transfer her residence to 
another State she shall be deemed as Honorary Vice-President from the state 
where she resided when elected Honorary Vice-President. 


Section 5. Should the office of the National President become vacant, the 
National Recording Secretary shall call a special meeting of the National 
| Board, giving at least two weeks’ notice, stating the time, place and purpose 
| of the meeting, and the National Board shall elect one of the National Vice- 
| Presidents to perform the duties of the office until the next meeting of the 

General Assembly, when a National President shall be elected to fill the un- 
| expired term. The Recording Secretary shall open the meeting and preside 
| until the selection has been made. 


| Section 6. Vacancies in all other National Offices shall be filled by the 
| National Board until the next meeting of the General Assembly. 


Section 7. Newly-elected officers shall assume office at the close of the 
General Assembly at which they were elected. 
ARTICLE VIII. 
Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The National President shall preside at all meetings of the 
| National Society, the National Board and of the Executive Committee, and 
| shall perform such other duties as are specified in the Parliamentary authority 
adopted by the National Society. She shall be, ex-officio, a member of all com- 
| mittees. She shall enforce a strict compliance with the requirements of the 
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Bylaws of the Society. She shall sign all appointments and official document 
approved by the National Board. 


Section 2. The Vice-Presidents shall, in the absence of the President or at 
her request, perform the duties of the President, except at that meeting at 
which a vacancy in the office of President is to be filled. The Vice-Presidents 
shall have a general supervision over the sections which they represent. It 
shall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents to cooperate in the work of increasin 
the membership in their sections, and to assist in the organization of chapters, 
and of State Societies in the states yet unorganized. 


Section 3. The National Chaplain shall perform the duties usual to such 
office, and shall conduct a short memorial service at each General Assembly for 
the members who have died during the year. 


Section 4. The Recording Secretary shall record and be custodian of the 
minutes of every meeting of the National Society, National Board and Execu- 
tive Committee. She shall sign all official documents with the National Presi- 
dent and shall be custodian of the official documents of the Society and 
generally perform such acts as pertain to her office. 


Section 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Society, and shall issue such notices as shall be ordered by the National 
Board or required by the President. She shall have charge of supplies including 
application blanks and shall provide the chapters with copies necessary for 
their work at a nominal cost. 


Section 6. The Registrar shall examine all application papers and, after 
verifying the genealogical data, shall present them to the National Board for 
admission. She shall keep on file all lineage papers of members, returning 
duplicates to the Chapters, and shall assign all National numbers and issue all 
permits for insignia. She shall be Custodian of the Seal and affix the same to 
each certificate of membership. She shall keep a register of all marriages, 
deaths, resignations, and transfers of members, with their National numbers, 
and a list of all names dropped from membership. She shall obtain and submit 
estimates for compiling and printing of lineage and supplemental lineage 
volumes to the National Board for action. 


Section 7. The Organizing Secretary shall receive from the State Regents 
all applications for requests to organize Chapters and appoint Organizing 
Regents, and present them to the next meeting of the National Board for 
approval. She shall notify the Organizing Regents of the action of the Board. 
She shall receive and verify the reports of organization and submit them to 
the National Board for acceptance or rejection. She shall keep a record of the 
name and date of organization, names of the organizing members and officers. 
She shall keep a list of all State Regents-elect and State Vice-Regents-elect 
and present their names for confiramtion at the next General Assembly. She 
shall comply with the Internal Revenue Laws of the United States and send 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue before February 15th of each year 
the names of chapters organized and chapters disbanded during the previous 
calendar year. 


Section 8. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of all funds of 
the National Society, and shall deposit same in such bank as the National 
Board shall approve, in the name of the National Society Daughters of the 
American Colonists, and shall draw thereon for payment of bills duly author- 
ized. She shall file vouchers for all expenditures and shall render a complete 
report at the General Assembly, after her accounts have been audited. She. 
shall be placed under bond for the faithful discharge of her duties. Her books 
shall always be open for examination by the National Board. She shall inform ~ 
the National Registrar of all changes in membership reported to her. 


Section 9. The Historian shall keep a record of Colonial celebrations as 
reported to her by Chapters. She shall compile a report from the data fur- 
nished by State and Chapter Historians for the General Assembly. 


Section 10. The National Librarian shall be the custodian of all Books and ~ 
Papers which may be deposited in the National Library. (This applies to these 
possessions whether they are in storage or when they are in other quarters.) 
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ARTICLE IX. 
Dues 


Section 1. The initiation fees shall be five dollars ($5.00). These fees may 
be waived in cases of transfer from the National Society, Children of the 
American Colonists. 


Section 2. The annual dues to the National Society shall be One Dollar 

and Fifty Cents per capita (except those who have paid Life Membership 
dues), payable February 1st for the succeeding fiscal year of the Society. Dues 
shall be sent by the Chapter Treasurer to the National Treasurer. (For Chap- 
ter dues see Article XIII, Section 11.) 


Section 8. Life membership dues shall be one hundred dollars, one-half of 
which shall be sent to the National Treasurer and one-half retained by the 
Chapter. That portion which comes to the National Society shall be deposited 
jas a permanent fund, the interest only to be available for current uses. That 

{portion which is retained by the Chapter to which the member belongs shall be 
‘deposited as a permanent fund, the interest only to be available for current 
fuses. When transferring a life member from one Chapter to another the life 


tmembership dues shall be transferred also. 


| Section 4. The fiscal year of the National Society shall begin April 1st. 
|All dues must be in the hands of the National Treasurer by March 15th pre- 
jceding. Any member in arrears on October 1st following shall be dropped 
ifrom membership automatically. 


Section 5. A member admitted or reinstated by the National Society after 
| the first day of October of any year shall not be required to pay dues the next 
succeeding calendar year. 


/ Section 6. A member dropped for non-payment of dues may be reinstated 
iby the National Board upon payment of her dues to the National Society and 
|to her chapter for the year in which she was dropped and also for the current 
jyear. Such payments shall go through the Treasurer of the Chapter of which 
|she was a member. 


Section 7. A member who has resigned may be re-enrolled by the payment 
of dues for the current year to the chapter of her choice, provided she has been 
| approved by the Chapter or the Executive Board. 


Section 8. The annual dues of a member-at-large shall be Five Dollars. 


A member having resigned from membership may be reinstated by the 

National Board to membership-at-large upon payment of the dues for the 
| current year. 
/ A member at large in good and regular standing, may resign from mem- 
bership in the National Society, by notifying the National Treasurer in writing; 
said resignation to be effective as of the date it is received by the National 
| Treasurer. The resignation shall be reported by the National Treasurer to the 
| National Board. 

A member-at-large dropped for non-payment of dues may be reinstated by 
the National Board upon the payment of her dues to the National Society for 
- year she was dropped, and the annual dues for the current year (Five 
| Dollars). 


ARTICLE X. 
National Board 
Section 1. The National Board shall consist of all National Officers and 


| State Regents. The National Chairmen of National Committees shall be Board 
| members, without vote. 


Section 2. Meetings of the National Board shall be held each year in 
| October, January and immediately before and immediately after the General 
| Assembly of the National Society. 


Section 8. Special meetings of the National Board may be called by the 
National President, when necessary, or upon the written request of five mem- 
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bers of the Board. At least fifteen days’ notice of time and place of suck 
meeting shall be given. 


Section 4. The National Board shall have all power and authority over 
the affairs of the National Society between meetings of the National Society, 
except that of modifying any action taken by the General Assembly or other 
meeting of the National Society, or incurring any debt or liability other than 
the current expenses, or the expenditure of money for which the Nationa 
Society shall be held responsible. 


The National Board shall have power to authorize the National Treasure 
= invest funds of the National Society as recommended by the Finance 
ommittee. 


Section 5. The National Board shall make an annual report to the General 
Assembly. 


Section 6. The National Board may adopt rules for the transaction of its 
business, provided they do not conflict with the rules of the National Society 


Section 7. At all meetings of the National Board five members shall con 
stitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Committees 


Section 1. At the close of each General Assembly the National President 
shall appoint the following standing committees: Executive, Finance, Printing, 
Auditing and By-Laws. 


Section 2. The duties of these committees shall be defined by the National 
Board. 


The Finance Committee is authorized to study various types of investments 
for the funds of the Society and make recommendations to the National Board. 


Section 38. Special committees may be appointed by the President when 
necessary, or when authorized by the General Assembly or the National Board. 


ARTICLE XII. 
State Societies 


Section 1. Any State having twelve or more members on the National roll 
may organize a State Society, with the authority of the National Board, with 
the following officers: a State Regent, a State First Vice-Regent, a State 
Second Vice-Regent, a State Chaplain, a State Recording Secretary, a State 
Corresponding Secretary, a State Registrar, a State Treasurer, a State His- 
torian and a State Librarian who will serve until the first Annual Meeting. 


Section 2. Organizing State Regents may be appointed by the National 
President in all States not organized. This appointment expires by limitation 
if no State Society is formed within one year, but she may be reappointed if 
desired. 


It shall be the duty of the Organizing State Regent to secure at least twelve 
members who desire to organize a State Society. After the desired number of 
members has been secured and accepted by the National Board, she shall call 
a meeting and formally organize the State Society and decide upon the date for 
the first election of officers. She shall serve as State Regent and appoint all 
necessary officers to serve with her for the first year or until the date decided 
upon for the election of officers. The State Regent and State Vice-Regent must 
be confirmed at the next General Assembly. 


The date of this organizing meeting shall be recorded as the formal date 
of organization of the State Society and shall be confirmed by the National 
Board at the time it approves the organization of the State Society. 


The Organizing State Regent may be a member of another State Society 
if expedient and may be transferred by order of the National Board to be 
a charter member of the State Society and to perform the necessary duties of 
Organizing Regent. An application for membership must be approved and 
papers must be signed by the State Regent until such time as the State is 
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Jirganized. All application papers and supplemental papers must be type- 
yritten. 


| Section 38. Until a Chapter is organized in a State the officers of the 
jriginal Society shall be State officers. 


| Before a State Society can organize into Chapters action approving the 
ame must be taken at a State Meeting. 


As soon as other Chapters are organized the first one becomes Chapter No. 

of the State and must at once elect new Chapter officers, the State officers 

ontinuing to serve as State officers until the first annual State meeting, when 
State officers must be elected by delegates from all the Chapters. 


Section 4. State Societies shall be composed of the Chapters of the State 
nd shall be under the jurisdiction of the State Regent. The annual meeting 
f a State Society shall be known as The. State Assembly of the 
ational Society, Daughters of the American Colonists. 


lj 

) After a State Society has been organized all State officers shall be elected 
it the annual State Assembly and such election shall be reported immediately 
to the National Recording Secretary, and to the National Organizing Secretary. 


Section 5. Each State shall adopt Bylaws for its own guidance, and such 
ylaws must conform with the Bylaws of the National Society. 


A State Society shall endeavor to hold at least four meetings during each 


Section 6. Delegates to the Assembly of the State Society shall be, by 
ight of office, the State Officers, the National Officers whose membership is 
in that State, the Chapter Officers and the delegates from the Chapters. The 
umber of delegates to which each Chapter shall be entitled shall be determined 
py the rules governing representation of Chapters for meetings of the General 
‘ ssembly, except that a State Society may increase the representation in a 
direct ratio. 


Section 7. The State Vice-Regent shall act as alternate for the State 
egent at all meetings of the State and National Society. 


Section 8. Each State Society shall hold its annual Assembly at a time 
| xed by the State Bylaws, and each State is privileged to decide for itself at 
lwhat date it will elect its delegates and alternates to the State meeting. 


Section 9. The duties of the State Officers, except the Registrar, are such 
as are defined in Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised. 

State Registrars shall keep a permanent record of the membership in their 
State, containing the name, address, date of admission, National number, name 
of ancestor, and of the Chapter to which the member belongs, and shall record 
all changes in membership. 


Section 10. No State Society may disband without the approval and 
jauthority of the National Board. All lineage papers of a disbanded State 
|Society shall be sent to the National Registar. Those members in good stand- 


je 


jing shall automatically become members-at-large. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
Chapters 


Section 1. A Chapter may be organized by the State Regent in any city, 
‘town, or village in the State. 


When a second or additional chapter is organized in any city, town or 
| village, the new chapter shall not admit transferees from the membership of 
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any existing chapter in such city, town or village, for at least one year fol 
lowing the date of organization of the new chapter. 


Section 2. Members may be appointed Organizing Chapter Regents b 
the State Regent, with the approval of the National Board, to organize chap 
ters in localities where chapters do not already exist, or an additional chapter 
where one or more chapters exist, in compliance with the provisions of Sectio 
1 of this Article. Such Organizing Chapter Regent must be a member of 
chapter or the State Society in the State in which the new chapter is to b 
organized. This appointment expires by limitation if no chapter is formed 
within one year, but she may be reappointed. 


When the appointment of a member as organizing regent is approved a 
the same meeting of the National Board as that at which she is admitted t 
membership in the National Society, such member will be admitted to the 
Society as a “member in abeyance” and not as a member of a chapter. 


Upon organization of the chapter such “member in abeyance” shall auto- 
matically become a member of the chapter. In the event the chapter is not 
organized within the time specified herein, or any extension thereof, such 
“member in abeyance” must become a member-at-large or a member of a 
chapter of her choice. 


Application papers of Organizing Members must be signed by the Organ- 
izing Regent and the State Regent. 


When twelve or more members have been secured whose applications have 
been accepted by the National Board, the Chapter may be organized by the 
State Regent. The Organizing Chapter Regent may appoint the necessary 
officers for the first year. 


The Organizing Chapter Regent shall call a meeting to formally organize 
the Chapter, select a name and decide upon the date for the first election of 
officers. The date of this organization meeting shall be recorded as the formal 
date of the organization of the Chapter and shall be confirmed by the National 
Board at the time it approves the organization of the Chapter. 


Chapter organization must be reported to and approved by the National 
Board. 


Section 3. Chapters shall adopt their own Bylaws, but shall accept the 
Bylaws, Insignia, Seal, Emblem, Motto and Colors of the National Society. 
They shall, wherever possible, hold at least four meetings during the year. 


Section 4. The officers of a Chapter shall shall be a Regent, a First Vice- 
Regent, a Second Vice-Regent, a Chaplain, a Recording Secretary, a Corre- 
sponding Secretary, a Registrar, a Treasurer, an Historian and a Librarian. 


Section 5. Application papers must be signed by the proper Chapter offi- 
cers before being forwarded for final action by the National Board. 


All application papers and supplemental papers must be typewritten. 


Section 6. Delegates and alternates for the meetings of the General As- 
sembly shall be elected by the Chapters on or before March 20th, the list of 
members thus elected being sent to the Credentials Committee befor April 1st. 


Section 7. A member in good and regular standing desiring to be trans- 
ferred from one Chapter to another, and having been invited and approved by 
that Chapter, shall present a Transfer Card and Copy of her lineage paper 
to the Regent of the Chapter to which she wishes to transfer. The member’s 
original lineage paper shall be retained by the Chapter she first joined. 

Any cost of copying lineage papers must be borne by the member trans- 
ferring. 

All transfers must be reported immediately to the National Treasurer by 
the Treasurer of the Chapter to which the member has been transferred. 


Section 8. A member in good and regular standing may resign from mem- 
bership in the National Society, said resignation to date from the time it is 
received by the chapter. THE RESIGNATION SHALL BE REPORTED IM- 
MEDIATELY TO THE NATIONAL TREASURER, WHO SHALL REPORT 
IT TO THE NATIONAL BOARD. 
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Section 9. Chapter Treasurers shall report immediately to the State and 
National Treasurer all changes in membership, all deaths and marriages. The 
hapter Chaplain shall report immediately to the National Chaplain all deaths 
order that proper tribute may be paid at the General Assembly. 


When two or more Chapters organize simultaneously from a State Society 
ind are approved at the same National Board Meeting they shall each sepa- 
ately retain all original Application Papers of those members transferring 
rom the said State Society to form these new chapters. 


All fees and dues sent to the National Treasurer by the Chapter Treasurers 
inust be accompanied by an alphabetical list of the members to whom the dues 
hall be accredited. 


Section 10. The election of chapter officers in all chapters must be held 
rior to General Assembly of the chapter’s election year, and officers elected 
ind date of election must be reported immediately to the National Organizing 
Secretary, the National Recording Secretary, and the State Regent. Installa- 
ion shall follow General Assembly. 


Section 11. Chapters may regulate the amount of annual dues paid by 
heir members for Chapter use. Chapter Treasurers must send to the National 
[reasurer, on or before February first, $1.50 per capita for every member 
on the roster the first of January. A member who is in arrears for dues shall 
ot be entitled to representation at the meetings of the General Assembly. 


Section 12. The Chapter Registrars shall report to the State Registrars 
all information necessary to keep the records of the State Registrars exact, 
eporting immediately all changes in membership by admission, transfer, resig- 
aton or death. 


Section 13. The names selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place 
in which located—must be of Colonial significance. All names, accompanied 
by proof of Colonial significance, must be submitted to the National Board 
for approval or rejection before final adoption. 


Section 14. When an Organizing Chapter Regent has been appointed she 
shall sign all application papers of the women who have been invited to join 
he Society to organize that Chapter, as Organizing Regent of the Chapter 
forming at (place), and until the desired number to organize (twelve or more) 
as been secured, these members will be designated as members organizing 
at that place, and are not obliged to join a Chapter already existing. If the 
hapter Organization is not completed within a year, an organizing member 
may, if approved by the National Board, become a member-at-large. 


Section 15. No Chapter may disband without approval and authority of 
the National Board after first reporting to the State Regent. | 


All lineage papers of a disbanded Chapter shall be sent to the State Regis- 
trar. Those members in good standing shall automatically become members-at- 
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ARTICLE XIV. 
Insignia 


Section 1. The Official Insignia shall consist of a pend- 
ant and shield suspended on a ribbon from a bar of gold. No 
ornament, decoration or flowers shall be worn above the 
National Insignia. 

The pendent shall be an oval wreath of acorn and oak 
leaves, measuring at its greatest length and width 1}% inches 
x 1 inch. In the centre of the wreath shall be a shield of 
Colonia blue enamel, upn which appears an oak tree in full 
foliage. On the border of the shield is the name of the 
Society—‘“‘National Society Daughters of the American Col- 
onists’—in gold on white enamel background. Above the 
wreath shall be a small shield, in the centre of which is 
/an acorn and two oak leaves in gold with a Colonial blue enamel background. 


| The official: ribbon shall be Colonial blue and yellow in color and measure 
| 1% inches in width. 
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The bar shall be of gold and measure 1% inches in length and ¥ inch i 
width. The name of the State will appear on this bar. 


The recognition pin shall be an exact reproduction of the small shield an 
measure at its greatest length and width 1% inches x 3% inch. 


The miniature insignia shall be identical in design to the Official Insignia 
8/16 inch wide; 12/16 or % inch long, suspended from % inch wide ribbo 


Section 2. Ancestral bars and official emblems approved by the Gener 
Assembly shall be worn on the ribbon suspended below the insignia. 


Section 3. For daughters and granddaughters of members who have in 
herited their insignia there shall be the Inheritance Emblem, an exact repr 
duction of the acorn and two oak leaves which appear on the small shield a 
the top of the Official Insignia. This insignia shall be invisibly fastened o 
the official ribbon below the State Bar. A member can secure and wear onl 
one Inheritance Emblem. 


Section 4. Members may dispose of their insignia to other members @o 
this Society, provided the National Treasurer is notified of the transaction by 
the new possessor so that the number may be recorded. Should there be a 
occasion for disposing of insignia by sale, the National Treasurer shall have 
authority to purchase said insignia for a sum recommended by the Insignia 
Committee and approved by the National Board. Said insignia may be resold 
for the National Society by the National Treasurer at a ten per cent profit. 


ARTICLE XV. 
Motto 


The motto of this Society shall be Past, Present, Future. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
Emblem 


The emblem of this Society shall be the Oak Leaf. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
Colors 


The colors of this Society shall be Colonial Blue and Yellow. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
Seal 


The seal is composed of an open wreath of acorn and oak 
leaves, measuring 17 of an inch in width and 2 inches in 
height. In the centre of this wreath is a shield, measuring in 
width, 1 inch; in height 1% inches. Around the border of the 
shield is the name of the Society—‘National Society Daugh- 
ters of the American Colonists.” In the centre of the shield 
is an oak tree in full foliage. 


ARTICLE XIX. 
Parliamentary Authority 


The Rules contained in Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised, shall govern this 
Society in all cases in which they are applicable, and in which they are not 
inconsistent with the Bylaws of the National Society. 


ARTICLE XX. 
Amendments 


Section 1. Amendments to these Bylaws may be adopted by a two-thirds 
vote at any General Assembly, provided that a copy of the proposed amend- 
ments has been sent by the National Board, to all National Officers, State and 
Chapter Regents, not less than forty-five days before the annual meeting, and 
provided, further, that such amendments have been proposed by the National 
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Joard, by a committee authorized by the General Assembly, by a State or by 
| Chapter. 

An amendment proposed by a State must be endorsed by another State. 
in amendment proposed by a Chapter must be endorsed by at least two other 
hapters in at least two other States. 


| Section 2. Amendments to these Bylaws shall take effect at the close 
\f the General Assembly at which they are adopted. 

Any amendments adopted by the National Society affecting the work of 
he States or Chapters shall become a law of the States and Chapters without 
otice of amendment.

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MESSAGE FROM NATIONAL PRESIDENT 


A cordial greeting to the Daughters of the American Colonists. My mes- 
sage to you is tempered with appreciation and humility—appreciation for the 
honor conferred upon me, and humility in the face of the responsibility it 
imposes. 


As we enter upon the first year of a new administration, let us review the 
Certificate of Incorporation to rediscover what was in the minds of our 
Founders. In the Third Article they set forth the objectives for our Society. 
Let us study them point by point: 


a—Eligibility :— 
“TO BASE ELIGIBILITY TO MEMBERSHIP UPON LINEAL 
DESCENT FROM THOSE MEN AND WOMEN WHO WERE 
ACTUAL RESIDENTS OF AMERICA WHEN IT WAS UN- 
DER FOREIGN GOVERNMENT AS COLONIES;” 


The Society deemed it necessary to further restrict eligibility to actual 
service, civil or military, in the Colonies prior to July 4th, 1776. These are 
well set forth under “HOW TO BECOME A MEMBER”. Let us occasionally 
check them with a view to new members. How great a percentage of those 
really eligible have we reached? How many have been extended invitations to 
join us? Think of your own State—how many of your Cities do not have a 
Chapter of DAC? 


b—Research :— 


“TO MAKE RESEARCH AS TO THE HISTORY AND DEEDS 
OF THE AMERICAN COLONISTS, AND TO RECORD AND 
PUBLISH THE SAME;” 


Their deeds made history, and their history is the story of our Indepen- 
ence. Perhaps this objective has not been emphasized as it should. We see a 
trend today among writers to ferret out the interesting stories of Colonial 
achievements, needing to popularize they too often fall short of the truth. 
What have we done to research, record, and publish, with thought to accuracy, 
the history and deeds of our American Colonists? We should implement this 
objective and explore this field ourselves. Through the publicity of such 
works, in which we abound, the Society would be doing a twofold job—helping 
our people to learn of our heritage, and increasing interest in our Society. 


c—Historic Markers :— 


“TO ERECT MEMORIALS TO COMMEMORATE COLONIAL 
DEEDS AND PLACES OF INTEREST;” 


This objective our Society has fulfilled admirably. However, our efforts 
to mark every Colonial Shrine and place of interest, within our policy, should 
not slacken, especially in those areas of America outside the original Colonies. 


d—Patriotic Education :— 


“TO INCULCATE AND FOSTER THE LOVE OF AMERICA 
AND OF ITS INSTITUTIONS, BY ALL ITS RESIDENTS;” 


This is a large order for any Society. How, when, and where we can do 
any effective work in this field will tax our ingenuity, and call upon all our 
resources. Our Founders are asking us to teach “love of America”—its Gov- 
ernment, its Schools, and its Churches—to the foreigner coming to our shores, 
to the youth of our land, and to all people within our boundaries. 

In our vast Country respect for our institutions is hampered by area 
problems which strike deeply at the roots of patriotism. This is a tremendous 
challenge to every State and Chapter to develop in their own community pro- 
grams which will meet the problems peculiar to their area. What are we 
doing? What can we do? 


e—Respect for Law and the Flag:— 
“TO OBEY ITS LAWS, AND TO VENERATE ITS FLAG, 
THE EMBLEM OF ITS POWER AND CIVIC RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS  ;” 
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Law was established by our Fathers to bring harmony into society. The 
Flag was chosen as the symbol of the resulting unity. With the growth of 
the Nation, and the increasing complexity of society law has become, in many 
cases, a tool of selfish interests which defeats the very purpose intended. Our 
loyalties to the law and the Flag cannot be questioned. Example has always 
been a convincing means of conveying truth. Let us seek out opportunities 
wherever and whenever we can to influence other organizations and institu- 
tions to greater loyalty to, and respect for the laws of the land, and our Flag. 


f—Educational Aims :— 
“FOR MUTUAL IMPROVEMENT AND EDUCATIONAL 
PURPOSES.” 


All these objectives are, of course, for our “mutual improvement”. The 
last reference under objectives is for ourselves to seek first the knowledge of 
our heritage, and thus armed, by example and word, stand before our fellow 
countrymen with the strength of our pioneer ancestry. Much has been ac- 
complished; much is yet to be done. 

After reviewing the objectives as laid down by our Founders, I, as your 
National President, ask your cooperation in attaining the following goals dur- 
ing the next three years. 

1. Seek out the hundreds of eligible women in every American community 

—provide them with information on the advantages of membership in 
DAC and extend cordial invitations to join with us to know and pre- 
serve our heritage. 

2. Research, record and publish through all mediums of communication, 

the colorful stories of our Colonial Patriots which figured in the estab- 
lishment of this land as a free nation. 


3. Compile a complete list of historic spots and shrines which are eligible 
for DAC Markers, and bring up to date the lists of Markers placed by 
the State Societies. Copies of this list should be made available to all 
States and Chapters, and a file for the National Headquarters Library. 


4. Encourage and sponsor legislation in all levels of government, which 
will spur individuals and organizations to a healthy respect for our 
laws, our Flag, our institutions and our heritage, and this especially 
among the youth of our land. And by the same token alert our mem- 
bers to oppose legislation detrimental to this. 


5. Build up a file of colored slides of our Colonial Shrines and historic 
places, and particularly of the Markers placed by States and the Na- 
tional Society. 


6. Establish our National Headquarters in a home of our own. 


The foregoing are some of the objectives for which I earnestly urge your 
support. With these, and our three well-established major projects, I am sure, 
we will go far in fulfilling the aims of our Founders in safeguarding our 
Colonial Heritage.

We, the undersigned, Mary E. St. Clair, Jessie McCausland Casanova, 
Maud Burr Morris, Kate D. Berryman, Lillian A. Norton, all of District of 
Columbia; Sarah E. Guernsey, of Independence, Kansas; Ida M. Schaaf, of St. 
Louis, Missouri; Bertha Hall Talbott, of Rockville, Maryland; and Hattie Wil- 
son High, of Atlanta, Georgia, being persons of full age, all of whom are 
citizens of the United States, and a majority of whom are citizens of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, pursuant to and in conformity with the provisions of Sub- 
Chapters III of Chapter XVIII of the Act of Congress, entitled, ““An Act to 
establish a code of laws for the District of Columbia,” approved March 3, 1901, 
and Acts Amendatory thereof, do hereby associate ourselves together for the 
purpose of forming a corporation, and to that end we do hereby certify:

stitutions, by all its residents; to obey its laws, and to venerate its flag, the 
emblem of its power and civic righteousness; and for mutual improvement and 
educational purposes. 


Fourth. The number of its Directors or Managers for the first year, or 
until the next annual election, shall be nine; and shall consist of the above- 
named incorporators; after which said election, the said Directors shall be the 
active officers of said Society elected at each annual meeting.

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HOW TO BECOME A MEMBER 


Any American white woman of good moral character, who has attained 
her eighteenth year, is eligible to membership provided she is acceptable to 
the Society, and is the lineal descendant of a man or woman who rendered 
civil or military service in any of the colonies prior to July 4, 1776. 


An applicant must furnish proof of her lineal descent thru legal and lawful 
marriages, not polygamous, from ancestor who served in any of the following 
capacities: 

All Military and Naval Service of the Colonies. 

Furnished troops or funds. 

Filled office of Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, or deputy Governor. 

Member or Delegate to Council or Assembly. 

Member of House of Burgesses. 

Deputy or Representative to the General Court. 


Commissioner of the United Colonies; of Boundaries or Treaties; of Impost or 
Excise; to the French or Indians. 


Secretary; Magistrate; Selectman; Justice; Judge of any Court of Law or 
Equity; Attorney; Advocate; Solicitor. 


Founder or Trustee of any College in North America founded prior to 1775. 
Minister of the Gospel or Commissary of the Bishops of London. 

rene of the Committee of Safety of the Continental Congress, 1774 and 
Member of Council of Safety of 1689. 

Signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

Speaker of the House of Deputies. 

Physician or Surgeon. 

Member of Provincial Congress. 

Signer of the Mayflower Compact. 

Huguenot Refugee. 

Signer of Oath of Allegiance to Great Britain. 

Original Land Owners. 

Members of the London, Plymouth and Virginia Companies, who actually came 


to the Colonies, and descendants of all members of these companies who 
resided in the Colonies.

Family tradition alone in regard to the service of an ancestor, unaccom- 
panied by proof, will not be considered. 


Membership is by written invitation. Applicants must be endorsed by two 
members in good standing to whom the applicant is personally known. The 
applicant must present her application through the State or Chapter Regent 
for her approval and that of the State or Chapter Registrar. The application 
thus approved and accompanied by the initiation fee and annual dues, must be 
sent by the Chapter Treasurer or the State Regent, to the National Treasurer, 
who will forward the papers to the National Registrar for verification. 

The initiation fee is five dollars. The annual dues to the National Society 
are one dollar and fifty cents for all members, except those who have paid life 
membership dues. Life membership is one hundred dollars. 

The fiscal year of the National Society begins April first. A member who 
has been admitted to the National Society after October 1st shall not be re- 
quired to pay dues to the next succeeding calendar year. 

Supplemental papers must be signed by the Chapter Registrar or State 
Society Registrar. Supplementals are sent to the National Treasurer direct 
from the Chapter or State with fee of $2.00 each. 

All applications, original and supplemental, must be ee ritien and filed 
with the National Society in duplicate, and all must be notarized. 
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IMPORTANT 


INFORMATION FOR STATES AND CHAPTERS 


The observance of these rules, taken from the National By-Laws, will 
greatly facilitate the work of the National Society. 


The election of all State officers and the date of election must be reported 
immediately to the National Recording Secretary. 


The election of Chapter officers and date of election must be reported 
immediately to the National Recording Secretary and to the State Regent. 


The names of Organizing State Regents should be reported by the Na- 
tional Organizing Secretary to the National Board for confirmation. The 
National Vice-Presidents are in charge of the organization of the states within 
their respective sections, and assist the National President and National Or- 
ganizing Secretary in the selection of desirable women to appoint as organizing 
State Regents. The completed organizations of the state should also be reported 
to the National President by National Organizing Secretary for confirmation 
by the Board. 


The names of Organizing Chapter Regents should be reported by the State 
Regent to the National Organizing Secretary for confirmation by the Board. 
The completed organization of the Chapter should be reported at once by the 
State Regent to the National Organizing Secretary and National Recording 
Secretary for confirmation. 


The name selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place in which 
located—must be of Colonial significance if possible. All names must be sub- 
mitted to the National Board for approval or rejection before final adoption. 


All changes in membership, deaths and marriages should be reported by 
the Chapter Treasurer to the State and National Treasurers. All deaths in- 
cluding National Number must be submitted also to the National Chaplain by 
March 30, for the Memorial Service held at the time of the General Assembly. 


All transfers must be reported immediately by the Chapter Treasurer of 
the receiving Chapter both to the National Treasurer and to the State 
Treasurer. 


As it is the duty of the State Registrar to keep a permanent and correct 
record (up to date, at all times) of all members it is emphasized and urged 
that the Chapter Registrar promptly notify the state officer of ALL changes. 
Then in turn the State Registrar must promptly notify the National Registrar 
of all changes. This information is to include members admitted, transferred, 
resigned, dropped (for non-payment of dues), all deaths, marriages and all 
changes of addresses. 

Delegates and Alternates to the General Assembly must be elected on or 
before March 20th, and their names sent to the Chairman of the Credentials 
Committee on blanks furnished for the purpose before April Ist. 

A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate 
to the meetings of the National Society or a State Assembly, or to hold a Na- 
tional or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee. 

No member shall be entitled to more than one transfer in a year. 

All reports which are to be presented at the General Assembly must be 
typewritten on 8% x 11 inch paper. 

Early in April all reports must be sent to the National Recording Secre- 
tary. This includes reports of all National Officers, National Chairmen and 
State Regents. 

The Sectional Chairman is asked to send a copy of her report to her own 
National Chairman and a copy also to the National President. 

The State Regent is asked to send a copy of her report to the National 
President and a copy to her own Sectional Vice-President. 

The State Chairman should send a copy of her report not later than March 
15th to her own Sectional Chairman and a copy to her National Chairman.

DO study the National By-laws, Article III, Article VI, and Article XIII, 
Sections 5, 7, 12, and 14. 


DO see that the front page of each paper has the necessary signatures and 
addresses. 


DO see that the member’s national number is on each supplemental. 


DO get application papers in early to National Registrar one month before 
next board meeting. 


DO send one dollar to the national registrar for each copy of another mem- 
ber’s lineage paper. 

DO send a note of permission when requesting a copy of an active member’s 
paper. 

DO NOT send papers and money to the national registrar.

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THE THIRTY-SEVENTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


The Thirty-Seventh General Assembly of the National Society, Daughters 
of the American Colonists, convened in the East Room of the Mayflower Hotel, 
Washington, D.C., on Tuesday morning, April 8th, 1958, at 9:45 o’clock, with 
the National President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, presiding. 


The National President and the National Officers and Honorary National 
Officers, escorted by the Color Bearers and Pages, marched to music played by 
Miss Ruth Seibert, to their places on the platform, while the State Regents 
formed an aisle for the procession to pass through, carrying their State Flags. 


The National President declared the General Assembly in session. The 
National Chaplain, Mrs. Russell J. Bergen, opened the meeting with a reading 
from Scriptures, Psalm 67 and a prayer. 


The Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag of the United States of America 
was led by Mrs. Max Caplan, National Chairman of the Flag of the United 
States of America Committee. 


_ The Americans’ Creed was led by Mrs. Harry C. Grove and repeated in 
unison. 


One stanza of the National Anthem was led by Mrs. Marotte accompanied 
by Miss Seibert, and sung by the Assembly. 


A hearty Welcome was extended to all by Mrs. William B. Sinnott, State 
Regent of the District of Columbia and the response given by Mrs. Benjamin 
Wyche, Honorary National Vice President. 


The National President then presented the Honorary National Presidents, 
Mesdames Charles Douglas MacCarthy, Thomas Coke Mell, Jerome Powers 
and Nathan Patterson, who expressed their pleasure at being with friends 
again. 


The Honorary National Vice Presidents Mesdames Grove, Wyche, Smedley, 
Miller and Green were then introduced. They, too, brought greetings. 


MOTION: Mrs. George D. Nolan, general chairman, moved that the 
Program as printed be the Order of the Day, with necessary changes. It was 
duly seconded and carried. 


Miss Virginia Merrills, Parliamentarian, presented the Standing Rules 
governing the Assembly which were duly adopted. 


Mrs. LeRoy C. Shronk, Credentials Chairman, gave the preliminary report 
showing as of 4:30 Monday afternoon, the following: National Officers 11; 
Honorary Presidents 3; Honorary Vice-Presidents 5; State Regents 23; State 
Officers 19; Chapter Regents 8; Delegates 32; Alternates 7; Members 6; 
Total 114. 


MOTION: Moved by Mrs. McMillen and it was duly seconded that the 
reading of the Minutes of the General Assembly of 1957 be dispensed with. 
Motion carried. 


The National Officers then gave their reports. Mrs. McMillen, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Middle West Section took the Chair while the National President 
gave her report, a copy of which is attached. A rising vote of thanks was 
then given to Mrs. Trau. 


Mrs. William M. Carrigan, Vice-President of the Atlantic Coast Section; 
Mrs. Fred G. Koenig, Vice-President of the Southern Section; Mrs. Frank O. 
McMillen, Vice-President of the Middle West Section all gave fine reports of 
the work being done in their Sections.

Miss Marjorie Templeton, National Registrar, reported that 706 new mem- 
bers have been received during the past year. Report is attached. 


Mrs. Marian Hause Hobbs presented to Nevada a prize of $5.00 for form- 
ing chapters in the State, which was accepted by Mrs. Chester A. Paterson, 
and $10.00 for an increase of six chapters to California, accepted by Mrs. 
Barley. Special mention went to Tennessee with four new chapters.

The latter announced awards for greatest 
number of inches of publicity to Alabama, and Nevada, and to Nevada for the 
best general report. She especially commended Tennessee and Nevada. She 
also gave awards to Gov. John West chapter of Florida for the greatest num- 
ber of subscriptions to the Courier and to Selma Chapter, Alabama, for the 
greatest increase in subscriptions. Mrs. Langston then presented 3 sets of the 
first two volumes of the Courier to the Library in honor of Mrs. Trau.

I. FOREIGN AID AND NATIONAL DEFENSE 


WHEREAS, American taxpayers have given away more than 50 billion 
dollars to foreign governments in the last 10 years, which is 10 billion dollars 
more than United States aid to all our allies through World War II, and 


WHEREAS, It is essential for our own national defense that we im- 
mediately increase production of missiles and submarines and intensify re- 
search to surpass the enemy’s efforts; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, ask the United States Congress to limit 
foreign aid to carefully allocated military and humanitarian assistance; 


RESOLVED, That this General Assembly request that our country’s 
national defense be put entirely in American hands, with no subordination to 
an international authority, and no present limitation on security experiments; 


RESOLVED, That the General Assembly call on the United States Con- 
gress to insure that all national defense operations are essential, economical, 
and adequate. 


ll. TAX LIMITATION 


WHEREAS, The average American today surrenders one-third of his 
income as taxes, and the federal debt will rise this year to $277,500,000,000, 
with an annual interest cost of $7,800,000.000, and 


WHEREAS, This oppressive tax burden destroys individual initiative and 
penalizes personal as well as corporate enterprise, thus blighting the national 
economy; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge immediate consideration by the 
United States Congress of the proposed amendment to the Constitution (the 
Dirksen-Gwinn amendment) which would fix the federal income tax ceiling 
at 25% except by an emergency three-fourths vote of Congress, thereby in- 
suring adequate revenue and at the same time, perforce, reducing government 
waste as well as reviving free enterprise. 


Ill. RECIPROCAL TRADE ACT 


WHEREAS, The present Reciprocal Trade Act transfers to the President 
the constitutional responsibility of the United States Congress to regulate 
foreign trade, and 


WHEREAS, The United States is currently suffering from an employment 
recession while the cost of living continues to rise; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, call on the United States Congress to 
refuse to renew the Reciprocal Trade Act when it expires June 30, 1958, and 
to legislate sufficient tariff protections to insure employment opportunities for 
American citizens who want to work and to guard against unfair foreign 
competition. 


IV. IMMIGRATION LAW ADMINISTRATION 


WHEREAS, Loopholes in administration of the Nationality Act of 1952 
(the McCarran-Walter Act) are permitting a continuous influx of aliens who in 
some cases constitute positive security risks; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, ask the United States State Depart- 
ment and the Commissioner of Immigration to establish satisfactory bonded 
transit procedures for aliens to help eliminate this abuse, and to resume the 
finger-printing of all immigrants. 
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V. THE UNITED NATIONS 


WHEREAS, International developments constantly reveal inherent short- 
comings and tragic failures of the United Nations, and 


WHEREAS, Through our United Nations involvements the security and 
prosperity of this country are compromised by policies and decisions of inter- 
national tribunals and assemblies; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, ask the United States Congress to re- 
view and evaluate immediately the part the United Nations is now playing 
in the destiny of this great country. 


VI. RED PROPAGANDISTS 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge all patriotic citizens to boycott 
products and advertising programs which utilize Communists or fellow travel- 
lers, thus barring insidious use of such devices for the furthering of enemy 
propaganda and subversion. 


Vil. NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE REDS 


WHEREAS, NATO proceedings have disclosed United States failure to 
buy freedom for other nations, weakness instead of strength, and erosion 
ae of reclamation as the Reds continue to win victories in the cold war, 
an 


WHEREAS, Any negotiations with Communist dictatorships invariably 
produce further loss of morale and world prestige; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge that negotiations not be resumed 
with any Communist regime until the United States has the conclusive 
strength to improve our international position and positive power to further 
world peace. 


Vill. AID FOR THE REDS 


WHEREAS, a 97-million dollar so-called “loan” was granted by the United 
States to Communist Poland in February 1958 as the latest act of solace and 
assistance to the enemy, and the State Department continues to countenance 
extensive trade with the Reds by American individuals, and also by nations 
which now are receiving billions of dollars of American aid; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, condemn this undermining of American 
security, and request the United States Congress to end such activities. 


IX. CONTROL OF THE COURTS 


WHEREAS, The United States Supreme Court has rapidly and progress- 
ively usurped the rights of the United States Congress and the several 
sovereign States, and also nullified or put in dire jeopardy the liberties of free 
American citizens; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge all women, realizing their obliga- 
tion to vote, to exert great care in nominating and electing only those state 
and national officials who are pledged to re-establish the Doctrine of the 
Separation of Powers; 


RESOLVED, That this General Assembly ask the United States Congress 
to Sant immediately sufficient legislation to restore constitutional limitations 
on the courts. 
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X. FEDERAL AID AND PATERNALISM 


WHEREAS, The federal government is steadily weakening state and 
local units of government by such proposals as the scientific scholarship pro- 
gram and new welfare doles under the guise of education expansion and reces- 
sion deterrents; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, request the United States Congress to 
reject all plans which could result in nationalization of our schools and uni- 
versities, to allow state control of unemployment relief, and to restore the 
rights of the several sovereign states which are guaranteed by the United 
States Constitution. 


XI. PRESERVATION OF TRADITIONS 


WHEREAS, Many of our citizens, who should be mindful of our priceless 
heritage, would unrealistically embrace the so-called “Wave of the future,” 
bringing with it a drab and dangerous robot existence deliberately designed 
for the regimentation of the masses, and 


WHEREAS, Such equalizing and leveling changes in spiritual, economic 
and social life would mean succumbing to blind conformity, uniformity and 
the loss of independence; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge its members as dedicated indivi- 
duals to hold valiantly by word and action to the freedoms and rich traditions 
of this great Republic. 


XII. CONSERVATION SUPPORT 


WHEREAS, There is an ever greater need in America today for the con- 
servation of our natural resources; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge the expediting of the control of 
water pollution of our rivers and streams, the protection of our dedicated 
parks and their wildlife, and the enlistment of our citizenry for active par- 
ticipation in conservation programs. 


Xill. SCHOOL CURRICULA 


WHEREAS, An alarming absence of true basic learning has resulted in 
many American schools because of the unrealistic and detrimental program of 
so-called “progressive education,” and 


WHEREAS, Such a program of “life adjustment education” does not 
adequately meet the stern demands of this era and in turn endangers our 
national defense, our national economy, and our intellectual prestige; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, commend the efforts of all those seeking 
to rescue our schools from the domination of professional educationists by a 
drastic revision of curricula and teaching methods and by a greater emphasis 
on the training of teachers in the subjects they are employed to teach. 


XIV. CONTROL OF JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


WHEREAS, Outbreaks of crime and violence among juveniles throughout: 
the country have brought juvenile delinquency to our attention as a very 
serious problem today, and 


WHEREAS, Pornography, narcotics, and liquor have been found to be 
major contributing causes of juvenile delinquency; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, urge its members to work faithfully 
and diligently with local organizations and authorities to see that laws con- 
trolling sales and distribution of pornographic publications, liquor and nar- 
cotics are strictly enforced, and punishment meted out to the violators. 
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XV. CHURCH COLLECTIVISM 
WHEREAS, The Churches of our Country hase been permeated with 
collectivist activities and pronouncements, and 


WHEREAS, The fable of oneness, extoling the glories of “one church for 
one world” has tainted both clergy and laymen; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, work for the reestablishment of Christ, 
personal salvation, and the teaching of Bible doctrines in the various churches, 
thereby rejecting the Marxist program for a collectivist world society so 
maliciously preached and promoted by the social gospel hierarchy 


XVI. U.S. CAPITOL ALTERATION 


WHEREAS, Rebuilding of the central portion of the east front and 
portico would destroy the original facade of the National Capitol, which is the 
oldest, finest, and best known section of this historic and beautifully propor- 
tioned edifice; 


RESOLVED, That the 37th General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, protest this desecration of one of the 
nation’s outstanding architectural heritages, our National Capitol.

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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT 


Greetings to all of you who are attending the 37th General Assembly! 


As your National President, since the 36th General Assembly, I have 
attended all Board meetings and also visited the rest of the States which had 
not been visited in the first two years of this regime. This has meant going 
to New Jersey, Connecticut, Louisiana, Nevada, Colorado, Utah, Oregon, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Texas, Arizona, Washington State, Wyoming, Montana, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Nebraska, so that now I have been to every 
State where we are organized except Idaho where a visit could not be ar- 
ranged. I have enumerated my activities in the report at each Board meeting 
and as most of you have seen these, I shall not go into detail of this past 
year’s work, but rather, shall speak of the over-all picture of the past three 
years in our Society. 


The progress made is attested to in the many fine reports from the Na- 
tional Officers, the National Chairman and the State and Chapter Regents. 
I am most grateful for the splendid cooperation and willingness to follow out 
in every matter that has pertained to our Society. We have an increased mem- 
bership and 36 new Chapters! About the only flaw in the picture is that we 
still have not been able to organize in the States of Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island ... BUT two State Societies have organized into Chapters 
... Oregon and Nevada... and three others are in the process—Delaware, 
New Jersey and Texas. 


The project of flags for all states was completed. 


We rented a headquarters, a place at last where we can have our proper- 
ties in view and accessible to use and enjoy. The furnishing of the Library 
has been a fine achievement ... with the District of Columbia Daughters 
working every week to catalogue, and index and put into a file... all of 
our Genealogical material . .. so that now we have some 900 volumes in the 
shelves ...a VERY choice collection of probably much that is original and 
not to be found in any other collection. The Reception Room has many lovely 
gifts of Antiques, too... and so we have a home of our own. 


The Colonial Courier was inaugurated . .. which is a News-Letter that 
has been published three times a year for two years, and includes all present- 
day news of State and Chapter interest. It is significant that we have this 
means to acquaint the membership of what is going on presently in the Society. 


We have re-financed our monies. This has been a great help in providing 
funds to use that previously were either in the General Fund or in accounts 
not drawing the interest that should be available to take care of the increased 
cost of operating. 


The letters of the National Officers and National Chairmen were printed 
and sent out as a whole this past summer to the entire mailing list of State 
and Chapter Regents, National Officers and National and Sectional Chairmen. 
A great step forward in getting the outlines of proposed work for the year 
ahead into the hands of the workers before the Fall begins . .. and thus 
expedited the forwarding of all our aims and ambitions. 


We have gotton out our Flag Code Booklet ... and are very proud to have 
one that is most complete and should prove its worth many times over. It also 
is a step forward and a fine one, too! 
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We have published Lineage Book XI, which of course is customary every 
regime ... but we have also published Volume II of the Supplementals. 


The visit to Cape Henry last April cannot be omitted in this report. It 
was an honor and a very great privilege for us to be represented at this very 
impressive ceremony which marked the beginning of Virginia’s 350th anniver- 
sary celebration, and to lay the Wreath from this Society at the foot of the 
beautiful granite Cross erected by the Daughters of the American Colonists 
many years ago. 


The Resolutions adopted at each of our Assemblies are always of the 
finest and we are looked to for our stand on all of the major issues that con- 
front our nation. Our National Awards project has attracted much attention 
and receives the commendation of the Defense Department. This is a tremen- 
dous undertaking but so worthwhile. Every Committee has been active and 
functioning to the fullest degree . . . too much praise cannot go to each 
Chairman and her Sectional Chairman for their marvelous work in their 
several departments. This goes too, for the National Officers. They have been 
a loyal and dedicated group of women and we should be VERY proud of each 
one. Our Honoraries have been most helpful and our sincere thanks go to each 
of them. We have lost some of our beloved members in this group and the 
loss is keenly felt. 


My sincerest thanks to all those States where I was so royally enter- 
tained and made to feel so welcome and as if I were SOMEBODY. I enjoyed 
every contact with the members ... with the wonderful reports and meetings 
and “getting to know” so many of the Daughters. It has been a most reward- 
ing and enriching experience to have been your National President for these 
past three years. I am always amazed at the accomplishments in the several 
States, and in every case, the National Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists is in the forefront of the activities of the community ... and every- 
where, the Society’s existence is justified by the promoting the importance 
of the Colonial phase of our Society ... there have been markers placed, 
scholarships given in Colonial American History, and so many efforts made 
in behalf of the genealogical, historical, educational and patriotic objects of 
our Society.

I have lived D.A.C. twenty-four hours a day, three hundred and sixty-five days 
a year and for three years...

The opportunity to meet 
and become better acquainted with the membership has been both enjoyable 
and valuable. 

I have found an enthusiastic interest in the work of the National Society 
in each state that I have had the pleasure of visiting. I wish that some of 
this enthusiasm might have penetrated the three unorganized states of Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire, and Vermont. Despite my efforts and those of our 
National Organizing Secretary, Mrs. Hobbs, these three states have remained 
unorganized.

The Section, however, shows growth. There is a net gain in membership.

Southern Section 


As Vice-President of the Southern Section, again it has been by pleasure 
to receive and review reports from all 13 States in this Section. Splendid work 
has been accomplished in all fields of endeavor, details of which will be given 
by the State Regents. 


We are growing. We have 279 new members, 4 new chapters, and 3 Or- 
ganizing Regents now at work. Tennessee comes first with 57 new members, 
3 new Chapters and 1 Organizing Regent at work. Georgia has one new Chap- 
ter. 


I am happy to report that in February the Texas State Society voted to 
organize into Chapters. 


Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Florida were honored to have as 
their guest our beloved National President, Mrs. Frank G. Trau. 


All states contributed to the National Headquarters Fund. Several states 
contributed to all National Projects and National Defense. 


The important Golden Acorns Committees are growing in our Section 
and have as their chief project help to Indians. Contributions have been made 
nS eee College. Mississippi has contributed $100.00 to St. Mary’s School 
or Indians. 


Publicity has been excellent throughout the Section. North Carolina leads 
with 1585 inches of newspaper publicity, 9 pictures published, 100 radio and 
52 TV hours of time on the air. 


Splendid work was done for the Memorials and Marking Historic Spots 
Committee. A total of 17 historical markers have been placed by Georgia, 
Alabama, Texas, Kentucky and South Carolina. Georgia placed 12 of these 
markers. Florida placed two grave markers. 


Special interest was shown in the work of the Colonial and Genealogical 
Records Committee. 3 volumes of cemetery records have been compiled, 2 
books have been restored and 664 pages of genealogical records have been 
collected. 


All States gave excellent service to our Veterans. Gifts of money, hundreds 
of useful articles and many hours of service were reported. West Virginia 
contributed $100.00 for the purchase of an iron lung. 


Prizes were given to pupils of elementary schools for best history essays; 
and medals were given for outstanding achievements to R.O.T.C. students at 
colleges. 


I offered two prizes, one to the State and one to the Chapter in the 
Southern Section gaining the greatest percentage of new members during this 
administration. The state to receive this prize is Tennessee, with a 65%% 
gain and the Chapter to receive this prize is Knoxville Chapter in Tennessee, 
with a gain of 70%. 


In November I attended my own State Assembly on lovely Dauphin Island, 
at which time I installed the newly elected officers. In February I had the 
great pleasure of being the guest with our National President at the Missis- 
sippi State Assembly in Jackson. Mrs. Trau made an inspiring address at the 
beautiful candlelight supper, and the following day I was the luncheon speaker. 


When in Jackson I represented the National Society at the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Mississippi Chapter, D.F.P.A. and the Mississippi D.A.R. State Con- 
ference. 


In March I attended the Georgia State Assembly in Atlanta. On the eve- 
ning of the 17th I had the honor to be the guest at the dinner given at the 
beautiful Cherokee Town and Country Club. The next day I was luncheon 
speaker and installed the newly elected officers. All were lovely and enjoyable 
occasions. | 
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The courtesies extended to me in the States I was privileged to visit, and 
the cordial invitations to Assemblies which I had to decline, were greatly 
appreciated. 


I have attended General Assembly and the October and April National 
Board meetings in August a letter stressing National objectives and giving 
suggestions for carrying on the work were sent to each State and Chapter 
Regent in this Section; in January a letter was sent to each State Regent 
concerning reports; and many letters have been written in an effort to en- 
courage the State Societies in this Section to organize into Chapters.

Middle West Section 


As this is my third and last report, I am very happy to report 226 new 
members, the largest gain in any one year. States with membership over 400 
Missouri was high with 41, and Ohio was next with 32. In states under 400 
membership, Indiana was high with 65 and Iowa was second with 21—This 
shows the members interested and working. 


I am sorry to say I had no report from Wisconsin and South Dakota. 
All states reporting but one gave to the National Headquarters Fund—$1,275.- 
25. This was divided into permanent, current fund, and gifts. Nine states 
gave $212.00 for the Awards Committee, Iowa being first in this set up with 
$44.00. Nine States gave $118.00 for Microfilming— Indiana being high with 
$30.00. Four States gave $32.00 for National Defense, Iowa was high with 
$14.00. Outside of this Kansas placed marker on First College in Kansas. 
State Regent of Minnesota gave 500 books to the Philippine Island schools, for 
better understanding of our ways. Indiuna gave 5 books to National Head- 
quarters and 3 to State Library. Missouri gave $197.00 to School of the Ozarks 
and $5.00 to American Indians. [linois gave to the School of the Ozarks $74.00 
and Bacone $10.00, besides sending in 860 genealogical records. Ohio State 
Genealogical Chairman has compiled 1479 pages of records. Ohio has given 
32,300 hours of social service and also gave six dozen plates of two sizes, and 
six dozen cups and saucers to our National Headquarters for their use. They 
have had 2310 inches of publicity. 


This three year period has seen a steady growth in members, as well as 
work accomplished—interest in the Society. We were very happy to have 
Mrs. Helen Denny Howard, State Regent of Pennsylvania with us at our State 
Assembly in March. Ohio is fortunate to have Mrs. Howard Whipple Green, 
Honorary National Vice-President as a member as well as Mrs. M. M. Harrison, 
National Chairman of Veterans Rehabilitation. 


I again enjoyed being a guest of the Molly Stark Chapter of Canton with 
our State Regent at their birthday luncheon in February. This is always a 
very enjvyable affair. 


This has been a very happy three years and even though I could not accept 
all the invitations from other States because of time and other engagements, 
I have nevertheless appreciated being invited, and have greatly enjoyed those 
I could attend. 


The Middle West has 73 Golden Acorns reported this time. Another 
scholarship to Bacone of $150.00 by Oklahoma Acorns. The Ohio Acorns again 
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this year gave $100.00 for their Indian boy. Iowa has given $12.50 in three 
years to Bacone. All chapters but three reported subscriptions to the Courier, 
Ohio being way ahead. I wonder if all reported, it does seem as though more 
are really taking the magazine that fail to let us know, for 168 subscriptions 
are not really enough from a reported membership of 2706 This information 
sheet has been just fine and keeps one informed between meetings Anyone of 
na members may send in a notice if she so wishes. We need your help to 
elp you. 


I have attended two National Board meetings since last General Assembly, 
sent out a letter in the Fall, and the questionnaire with Christmas Greetings 
in December. Have answered all letters to date. 


May I at this time express my sincere appreciation to all my State Regents 
whom I have worked with. Your Year Books and Assembly Programs have 
been gratefully received and studied. 


My deep gratitude to all State and National Officers and Chairmen who 
have cooperated so cheerfully with me at all times, and to our National 
President thanks so much for the privilege of serving with you the past three 
years.

Pacific Coast Section 
Each of the 11 states has reported. 


During these three years of Mrs. Trau’s regime, the Pacific Coast Section 
has gained 12 new chapters—6 in California, 1 in New Mexico, 1 in Nevada, 
3 in Oregon, 1 in Washington—making a total of 53 chapters. 


We go out of office with 10 organizing regents bringing in new chapters— 
6 in California, 1 in Colorado, 1 in Montana, 1 in Oregon, and 1 in Washington. 


This section has gained 267 new members making a total of 1344 members. 
In Committee work the States report: 


Genealogical and Colonial records, 1343 pages and 10 volumes collected. 
Lineage books have been placed in public libraries and New Mexico has a 
group meeting regularly for study of genealogy. 


The flag of the United States of America has been stressed by all states 
and all chapters. 


I regret only 15 Golden Acorns are reported but work with and for the 
Indians is reported by all chapters and states. 


Each of our states now encourages their members to own and wear our 
insignia. 

In listing and marking historical spots—Arizona is compiling an authentic 
list of locations of historic sites to be published; California has marked 3 
sites; Montana joined the D.A.R. in placing 1 marker; New Mexico is collect- 
ing funds to mark old Ft. Union; Nevada now has $595.00 in deposit and is 
adding more for a marker; Utah reports placing a marble and glass case in 
the state capital to contain the Constitution of the United States of America; 
Washington, after placing oil portraits of Maj. and Mrs. Garnett in restored 
Ft. Simcoe, has saved an ancient burial ground of early settlers and Indians 
which is of great historic value; Wyoming gave $10.00 for the Esther Morris 
statue to be placed in the Hall of Fame in Washington, D.C. 


The Pacific Coast Section has given $184.00 to microfilms and $290.00 to 
national awards. 


Fine work in national defense is reported by all these states. 


Seven states report excellent work in patriotic education. Not reporting 
are California, Oregon, Utah and Washington. 
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For National Headquarters, this section has given $271.00 to the cumula- 
tive fund; $158.00 for rental and for furnishings. New Mexico has given $5.00 
and Portland, Oregon, $200.00 for an antique cabinet; making a total of $484.00. 


In public relations the reports show 4398% inches of publicity; 49 pictures; 
10 articles in the Courier and 169 subscriptions to the Courier. 


For radio and TV—Arizona, New Mexico, and Wyoming report spot 
programs; Colorado, tape recordings being constantly used; California, $8.00; 
New Mexico had programs over KBIM, KOAT and KGGM on flag and the 
Constitution; Nevada broadcast over KOIO with tape recording “Wings of 
Tomorrow” and Mrs. Trau with Mrs. Pollard, the State Regent, spoke explain- 
ing D.A.C. Washington reports Mrs. Trau and Mrs. Grove spoke urging the 
retention of Dan Smoot and Fulton Lewis, Jr., on all stations; Wyoming had 
5 programs, 3 over KVWG and 2 over KFBC. No report from Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon or Utah. 


Veteran’s service has given 226 hours, $254.00 in money with books, maga- 
zines and gifts. 


In finishing these three years, I feel the Pacific Coast Section is a strong 
force in our National Society and will always do their part. I thank each state 
regent and each member who have contributed so much in effort and have 
accomplished so much in each of these eleven states. 


I wish to thank Mrs. Trau and the members of the Executive Committee 
and the National Board who have been so helpful and kind to me personally. 
I pray these friendships will continue.

This, my third and last report as National Historian, is given with pride 
of the achievements of the State and Chapter Societies along with the lines 
of historical work. 


Colonial Markings of historic spots commemorating the 35th Anniversary 
of the Daughters of the American Colonists are: Georgia, 12; California, 3; 
Kansas, 3; Alabama, 2; Pennsylvania, 1; Texas, 1; South Carolina, 1; Okla- 
homa and Wyoming contributed to markings. 


Utah installed and presented a replica of the Constitution of the United 
States in the Capital Building. 


The State Regent, Iowa, was instrumental in having Governor Herschel 
C. Loveless issue a Proclamation commemorating the 100th Anniversary Sep- 
tember 3, 1957 of the Constitution of the State of Iowa. 


John Winthrop Chapter, California, worked on Legislation to restore and 
maintain El] Camino Real Bells, Highway route of the Padres. 


Nineteen states established and maintained Colonial Bookshelves at 
libraries and schools. Expended $1215.50. 


Efforts to have American and Colonial history taught as a required sub- 
ject in the schools and colleges continued. Essay contests held. Awards and 
prizes given outstanding history students. Reported $149.50. 


Nevada gave a framed copy of the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag and 
Bill of Rights to schools. Flags of the United States of America given to 
school with special ceremony.

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THE FLAG OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA COMMITTEE 


For the first time our Society has had its own Flag codes. Those and 
other Flag literature in quantity were distributed and several Flag scrapbooks 
were given to children’s hospitals. 850 of our new Flag codes were ordered. 


Many large Flags were presented to schools, youth centers and even 
cities and states at anniversary celebrations. Georgia gave a large flag to 
the Woman’s Prison in Fulton County. Small Flags by the thousands were 
given by the states and chapters; they were placed on graves of veterans, 
given to new citizens at naturalization courts, to students of citizenship 
classes, to youth organizations and others. 


Several chapters reported having had cards printed telling the history of 
the Flag. These were given to children’s groups, children’s hospitals and veter- 
an’s hospitals. 


All reports showed the Pledge of Allegiance had been given at meetings 
and the National Anthem usually sung. During the year most chairmen stated 
Flag codes had been studied and the request that an entire program be devoted 
to the Flag met with success. A number of radio and television programs 
were reported. The daughter of one member appeared on TV showing the 
correct placement of the Flag. Regents of several states, chapter regents and 
Flag chairmen having a wide knowledge of American history and Flag sym- 
bolism gave talks on many patriotic occasions in their areas. 


Members showed a keen awareness of incorrect display of the Flag and a 
great number of corrections were made. 


At least 75% of our members displayed the Flag on patriotic holidays. 


Classes in citizenship were visited all over the land and our members 
held Flag quizzes, gave talks on our country’s history and distributed Flags 
and codes. 


Many newspaper articles were written as well as letters to legislators re- 
questing that Flags be flown from all public buildings and the Flag code be 
observed correctly. 


There is not enough space in this report to give special mention to all 
those loyal women who did outstanding work during the year, however, the 
states of Ohio, Missouri, Indiana, Maryland, New Jersey and Georgia must be 
commended for their great interest and enthusiasm. 


As we of the Flag committee end our three year term under this adminis- 
tration I wish to quote from the report of one sectional chairman, “I feel sure 
all state societies and chapters are doing a fine work with our Flag program. 
The members are working hard to make the peoples of this great democracy 
Flag conscious and in that way truly aware of the great blessings we enjoy 
in this free country.” She speaks for all of us. 


My sincere thanks go to the sectional chairmen for their interest and 
support, alsc the chairman of our Public Relations committee for the Flag 
articles which appeared in the Colonial Courier. Our National President has 
been a constant source of inspiration and help and I am grateful to have served 


with her.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


In accordance with the acceptance by General Assembly of the recom- 
mendations of the Finance Committee for investing the funds in the Head- 
quarter’s Savings Accounts, possibilities for safe investments yielding higher 
rates of interest were studied. The following plans were submitted to the 
National President and National Treasurer. 

1. That $10,000.00 be invested in Massachusetts Investors Trust under 
their plan of regular interest payments. 

2. That one-third of the remainder of the Headquarter’s Savings Accounts 
be invested in the Home Savings and Loan Association at Pasadena, Calif. 
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3. That the second third be invested in the American Savings and Loan 
Association at Whittier, California. 


4, That the remaining third be invested in the Home Federal Savings and 
Loan Association in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 


5. That the Home Savings and Loan Association at Pasadena and the 
American Savings and Loan Association at Whittier, California be used as 
depositories for additional Headquarter’s funds as they accumulate. 


6. That $10,000.00 from the General Fund be invested in the Mutual Sav- 
ings and Loan Association at Pasadena, California. 


All of these Savings and Loan Associations have sound records of invest- 
ments, regular dividend payments and capital in the millions. 


The Committee regrets that more Savings and Loan Associations paying 
3% or 4 per cent interest and located over a wider area were not recommended. 
Suggestions will be welcomed.

The insurance covering the Flags and Banners was increased to cover the 
State Flags. 


Last year we also replaced our very much worn original National Banner. 
A very artistic piece of hand work done by one of our members, Mrs. James L. 
Robinson. 


Thanks to our State Regents for their fine co-operation as we had 37 
States represented at the opening of General Assembly this morning. Thanks, 
also, to the members of this committee, Mrs. William B. McMahon and Mrs. 
Ellsworth E. Clark, who have been most helpful when called upon. It has 
been a pleasure to serve on this National Committee and to work with our 
National President and all the members of the National Board.

Maryland Golden Acorns continue their work for Indian Americans; in 
1957 sixty pounds of clothing was sent to Indians in Arkansas. Pennsylvania 
has concentrated on supplying pages for State and General Assemblies having 
ten pages at the 1957 State Assembly representing seven chapters. In the 
District of Columbia several members contribute most generously each month 
to Indian schools and their medical supplies. 


In a little over one year Tennessee has increased their Golden Acorn 
membership considerably and at their State Assembly an award was offered 
to the chapter acquiring the largest number of new Acorns this year. Two 
Alabama Golden Acorns presented a movie on Colonial Williamsburg at a 
chapter meeting. 

Iowa reports a consistent growth in their membership, two chapters hav- 
ing four new members each over a three year period to win a prize offered by 
the state regent. Nebraska has also shown an increase in Golden Acorn mem- 
bership. Ohio’s project of supporting an Indian boy was advanced with a $100 
contribution this year; their current project is to have a page from each 
chapter at State Assembly to carry the colonial flag that each chapter is 
making. Oklahoma’s Golden Acorn chapter was again honored by a full 
scholarship to Bacone College given by the mother of the chapter regent. 


In Wyoming a Golden Acorn serves as state treasurer. New Mexico awoke 
to our cause with a wonderful first year record in membership growth. Once 
again Nevada emphasized Indian assistance; this year, 500 pounds of clothing, 
books, and dishes were given to Shurz and Dresslerville Indians. Indian work 
was done by California Acorns also. 


These reports are the result of valuable time and effort on the parts of my 
sectional chairmen. Their help has been my constant inspiration. Remember 
these names: Miss Mary McClure Sudler, Atlantic Coast Section; Mrs. Henry 
Schulte, Southern Section; Mrs. John Poe, Middle West Section; and Mrs.

MEMORIAL AND MARKING HISTORIC SPOTS COMMITTEE 


ATLANTIC COAST SECTION — Mrs. John F. KUHNS, Chairman 


Letters and cards have been sent to all the State Chairmen, telling them 
I needed their reports before January 1, 1958. 

The members of the Maryland State Society Daughters of the American 
Colonists are working on the preservation of the many historical markers, 
memorials and monuments that are already erected. 


SOUTHERN SECTION — Mrs. Prentiss E. Smith, Chairman 


‘ALABAMA—October 27, 1957, the Judge David Campbell Chapter of Hunts- 
ville, Ala., erected and unveiled a Marker on the site of the Old Bell Fac- 
tory at Riverton. This was the first cotton mill in Alabama. It derived 
its name from a bell which was used to summon the workers to the mill, 
and the bell is now in use at the Riverton School. One of the Bell descen- 
dents, Mr. Spanger, was guest speaker and told an interesting history of 
the family and factory. 


The highlight of the committee’s work in which all the chapters partici- 
pated, was at Dauphin Island where a bronze Marker was erected and 
unveiled at Fort Gaines honoring General Edmond Pendleton Gaines. This 
was the annual Assembly of the Alabama Society at “Isle Dauphine” Club 
House, after which, members, officers and guests rode to the East end of 
the Island where the Marker had been erected in front of the Fort, which 
bore the following words: 


“Established in 1821 for defense of Mobile Bay and named in 
honor of General Edmond Pendleton Gaines, 1777-1849 who played 
an important part in early Alabama history and while Com- 
mandant of Fort Stoddars captured Aaron Burr near McIntosh 
in February 1807.” 


Erected in 1957 by Alabama Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists. 


Dr. Charles G. Summersell of the History Department, University of 
Alabama, was guest speaker at the dedication. Two of General Gaines’ 
descendants, Miss Serena Edgar and Mary Olive Lyle, unveiled the 
marker. Following the dedication, the assemblage rode back to Mobile 
where Miss Frances Hails placed a wreath on General Gaines’ grave in 
Church Street Cemetery. 


ARKANSAS—Definite arrangements and plans are completed to mark the 
grave of Lewis Randolph in the vicinity of Arkadelphia in the spring. 
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FLORIDA—Sara Sota Chapter reports procuring and marking graves of two 
departed members. 


KENTUCKY—Pilot Knob Marker has been erected in Clark County where 
Daniel Boone said “It was from this high point on June 7, 1769 that I 
first beheld the beautiful level of Kentucky.” This marker was made by 
students in the University of Kentucky’s college of engineering, and 
erected by the Kentucky State Highway Department. Appropriate dedi- 
cation ceremonies are planned for an early date. 


LOUISIANA—Evergreen shrubs and grass have been planted at the Marker 
of Las Adais on Highway 1. The Society has enlisted the interest and 
help of the 4-H Club and the Superintendent of the School at Powhatan 
in caring for the marker. Together they will make it a project to keep 
the shrubs watered and the grass cut and free from weeds. 


MISSISSIPPI—Four members serve on Committees in the Mississippi His- 
torical Society and two on the Mississippi Historical Commission, and 
are interested and helpful in the active program of each year placing a 
definite number of suitable historical markers along the highways. 


NORTH CAROLINA—Queen Anne Chapter, Kingston, reports that her Chap- 
ter Chairman is a very active member of the N.C. State Committee for the 
development of Caswell Park. This Committee has secured an appropria- 
tion from the N.C. Legislature for $25,000. The Chapter has contributed 
$12.50 to the Restoration of Tryon Palace at New Bern, N.C. Both of 
these projects are restorations honoring N.C. governors. 


SOUTH CAROLINA—The Chapter Chairman of Fort Congaree Chapter, 
Columbia, also serves as Chairman of the Committee for Marking Con- 
garee Fort. The Chapter has cooperated with the State Society for plans 
for marking of Congaree Port near Columbia—the marker to be un- 
veiled March 18, 1958 during State Assembly. The inscription, which is 
the best description of Fort Congaree, is as follows: 


“CONGAREE FORT—In 1718, at a site 2.7 miles east, near the 
place where the Cherokee Path crossed Congaree Creek, the first 
frontier outpost in central South Carolina was established under 
the command of Captain Charles Russell. The fort was aban- 
doned in 1722, but the trading factory was soon revived as a 
private venture by Thomas Brown, an Indian trader.” 

Erected by South Carolina Society, Daughters of the American 
Colonists, 1958. 


TEXAS—A bronze Marker commemorating the founding of La Lomita Mis- 
sion, Texas, known as Mother of Missions, was dedicated on October 18, 
1957, at Mission, Texas, by the Texas Society, D.A.C. The Marker was 
placed on the First National Bank in Mission, just off Highway 83, a 
conspicuous spot and easily seen by tourists The townspeople were very 
cooperative as well as appreciative, and report that more and more people 
are going out to the little Chapel since seeing the Marker. Plans are well 
under way toward the marking of Palo Duro Canyon in June, 1958. 


VIRGINIA—Chanco Chapter, Newport News, joined in the Annual Pilgrimage 
to the Memorial Stone Cross at Cape Henry, Va., where messages from 
the President of the United States and the Governor of Virginia were 
read, and an address given by the Presiding Bishop, Henry Knox Sherrill. 
Wreaths were placed at the Memorial Cross by Mrs. L. L. Chapman, Sr., 
Chairman of Historical Markers; Mrs. W. V. Tynes, State Regent, and 
Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, National President, D.A.C. 


WEST VIRGINIA—Catherine Garrettson Morgan Chapter, Fairmont, is ac- 
tively assisting the Women’s Division, Greater Fairmont Development 
Association, with the Museum by labeling and attending. 


GEORGIA—St. John’s Parish Chapter. Twelve markers will commemorate 
the following persons and places: 
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Mrs. L. M. Branch of Ludowici is chairman of the committee for marking 
historic spots of the Saint John’s Parish Chapter. The markers will com- 
memorate the following persons and places: 


Rev. John Osgood, pastor of the Midway Colonists at Dorchester, S.C. 
and Midway Congregational Church for 38 years. He was a graduate of 
Harvard University and died in 1773. 


Three markers will be placed at Georgia’s famous dead town of Sunbury: 
One of the Town of Sunbury, for the great number of famous persons 
from Sunbury and for the Sunbury Cemetery. 

At the turnoff of the highway to Sunbury and Fort Morris. 

Fort Morris, Revolutionary fortification. 

The spot on Highway 17 where Gen. James Screven, Revolutionary hero, 
was. killed. 

Home of Simon Munro, famous Tory, who was banished from Georgia.. 
Riceboro, first county site of Liberty County. 

Revolutionary skirmish at Bull Town Swamp on Highway 17. 

Dorchester Village, established by the Midway Colonists on their arrival 
in Georgia. 

Fort Argyle on the Ogeechee River in Bryan County. The other 11 mark- 
ers are in Liberty County.

INDIANA—I am including the Form that was sent out by the State Chairman, 
as I feel that it would be of great help to new state chairmen:

REPORT: Seven chapters reported. Three negative. The remaining four 
as follows: 

Weetomp Chapter had placed D.A.C. Lineage Books in the Richmond, Ind. 
Library to qualify as giving a Memorial. 

Indian Hill Chapter plans to mark the site of Indian Hill for which their 
Chapter was named. They also plan to mark a trail that is significant 
of that area. 

Muscatuck Chapter answered all the three questions (below) in the affirm- 
ative, but gave no details. 

Wabash Valley Chapter presented a gift in the amount of one hundred 
dollars ($100) for the purchase of antique silver for D.A.C. National 
Headquarters in Washington. This was given in memory of Mabel Puffer 
Martin, National Corresponding Secretary at the time of her death and 
Organizing Regent for the State of Indiana. 
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These reports were sent in answer to letters sent to each of the seven 
Chapter Regents, to each of the other three members of the state com- 
mittee, and the State Regent. Answers were received from all but one of 
the letters. 


This letter (sent November 1957) asked three specific questions: 
1. Has wyour chapter done anything along these lines within the last 
year ? 
2. Does your chapter plan to do anything this coming year? 
8. Do you or anyone in your chapter have any suggestions for something 


the state can do?

OHIO—“I have no spots marked to report, but we have done some ground- 
work for the future. 


“T have found that we have here in my own county (Pickaway) a stretch 
of Zane’s Trace, now known as State Route 159. It crosses State Route 
56 southeast of Circleville which I believe would be the logical place for 
a marker. Have already written to Mr. Frank Williams, Deputy Director 
Division #6, Ohio Dept. of Highways, requesting permission for the 
placing of a marker at that spot.” 

Wrote to Mrs. Robert Gump, 1357 Riverside Drive, Lakewood, member of 
the Charter Oak Chapter, and to Mrs. Bert Harter, Herbert Farm, Diyles- 
town, Ohio, regarding possible sites to be marked. No reply at this time. 
A reply from Mrs. Gump states that she has a site in mind, and she and 
her mother are working together collecting data. 

Also sent out several inquiries as to the status of markers placed in 
previous years. 

Received reply from Mrs. Walter C. Breth, Lewis Morris Chapter, Chilli- 
cothe, stating that the marker placed on the General Nathaniel Massie 
home at Bainbridge in 1938 was intact and in good condition. 

Wrote Mrs. Lippert, Charter Oak Chapter, concerning marker placed in 
1938 at the corner of Euclid Avenue and East 107th Street, commemorat- 
ing the crossing of two Indian Trails. Since that territory has all been 
changed because of our super highway system, Mrs. Lippert has solicited 
the aid of her husband in trying to find out what has happened to the 


markers.

KANSAS—Mrs. Wm. L. Embree of the Henry Champion Chapter reports plac- 

ing books pertaining to the Colonial History and Times in the libraries of 
the Johnson County Junior and Senior High Schools. 
Mrs. H. J. Vesthch of the Major John Mason Chapter, reports their chap- 
ter’s visit to the old Fort in Fort Scott, Kansas and the visit to the Na- 
tional Cemetery there. They plan to plant a dogwood tree, commemorating 
and marking the Black Dog Trail, an Osage Indian Trail before statehood. 
Mrs. C. C. Winsler of the John Pound Chapter, reports planting two pin 
oak trees on the 4H Fair Grounds and in East Heights in Lawrence and 
to plan to plant another in a new school yard. 


The Margaret Dunning Chapter in Topeka placed a bronze marker on the 
site of the First College in Topeka, Lincoln College, the forerunner of 
Washburn University. The present Historical Society now stands on the 
grounds.

Both of Arizona’s chapters have had an individual project this year. 
Saguara Chapter, Phoenix, contributed a Memorial Shelf in the State 
Library in Phoenix and gave a book for the shelf, “The Legend of the 
Founding Fathers,” by Wesley Frank Craven. 


John Thurman Chapter, Tucson, has had an active interest in the develop- 
ment of the Museum at Camp Verde, Arizona, which was built about the 
time of the Civil War. The project is of special interest as the grandfather 
of the Chapter Chairman of Memorials, a captain in the Chaplain’s Corps,

This year, through donations, pay-for-your-dinner meetings and 
craft sales, they have added sufficiently to the $500.00 they had a year ago 
to enable them to begin their program as soon as the highways are com- 
pleted. 


With the new Chapter of Las Vegas, just organized, Nevada State 
Society hopes to accomplish more in the future. 


NEW MEXICO—Mrs. W. W. McClellan, State Chairman. 


All four New Mexico chapters have worked on the project to place a 
marker at Fort Union which was made a National Monument in the spring 
of 1956. This year Zia Chapter, Portales, New Mexico, raised $16.87 to 
add to the state fund. Government regulations are delaying the placing of 
the marker. 

On June 2, 1957, a pilgrimage was made to old Ft. Union by Mrs. Mc- 
Clellan, Mrs. O. ts: Neal, State Regent; Mrs. Earl E. Sumner, Regent of 
Albuquerque Chapter, and Mrs. E. W. Shawhan, Parliamentarian of Albu- 
querque Chapter. They also visited in the home of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Arrott who are largely responsible for Ft. Union becoming a National 
Monument. 

It is the hope of the committee that every D.A.C. member of New Mexico 
will contribute at least one frontier article to the Ft. Union Museum, in 
honor of the D.A.C., giving history of the gift and name of the donor.

Both are 
in the Capitol rotunda.

Cheyenne Chapter and individual members of the chapter have contributed 
$20.00 to the Esther Morris Memorial Fund, the purpose of which is to 
place a statue of Esther Morris, because of whom Wyoming is known as 
the “Equality State,” in Statuary Hall in Washington, D.C. 


It is expected that the State Assembly, which meets in March, will vote 
to contribute an additional $10.00 to the Esther Morris Fund.

SOUTHERN SECTION REPORT 


VIRGINIA—Programs given at chapter meetings. Patriotic Holidays observed. 
Civil Defense discussed. Resolutions discussed. Letters written to Con- 
gressmen. Prize for Essay on ‘‘Landing at Jamestown” presented at Cape 
Henry Day celebration.

NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS PERMANENT FUND COMMITTEE 


The Permanent Headquarters Committee was represented in the letters 
sent out in the early fall, and we assume that the results will be evident at this 
assembly. We hope that all Chapters have considered carefully the subject of 
Permanent Headquarters and that the delegates will be interested in a small 
study of membership and contribution which we now wish to present: 

Since 1949 the following figures indicate our growth and our potentialities. 

During this period: 

(Figures found in Treasurer’s reports in Year Book.) 

March 31, 1949—$5,840 collected in dues @ $1.00=5,840 members. 

March 31, 1957—$13,084.50 collected in dues @ $1.50—8,723 members. 

With 5,840 members, March 31, 1949; and 8,733 members on March 31, 
1957—a net gain in membership during eight years of 2,883 or an average net 
gain per year of 360 is shown. 

If we continue to maintain this average net gain, in five years by March 
31, 1962, this will amount to 1,800 net gain or total membership of more than 

0, 

We hope certainly, that we shall have larger average net gains as we 
grow—and we are growing—faster all the time. 

There are two ways to keep growing; get more and more new members 
and to keep the members we have interested enough to stay members. Over 
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the years since 1950 when the first $1,000 was set up by the Society our fund 
has grown on an average of $3,267 per year. 


If we maintained that average for five years we should add $16,337.50 to 
our $23,872.93 as of March 31, 1957. This would give a total of $40,210 plus 
interest. I suspect few of us would expect to buy a home in a desirable Wash- 
ington location for $40,000. 


On the other hand, if we maintain our 360 annual net membership increase, 
and each member contributes a dollar per year, we shall have collected in 5 
years $49,015 plus interest. Assuming that $3,000 per year is needed for rental 
and maintenance of our temporary headquarters, $15,000 would be subtracted 
from $49,015 leaving about $34,000 to be added to our $23,872 plus interest, 
or $57,072 (plus interest). 


Here then are two “Five-Year-Plans”’: 


Will you continue in the present way and hope to have a home maybe in 
five years—or at least some time—or will you face the matter squarely and 
vote in this Assembly to ask a dollar a year from each member to be used for 
Headquarters only, to be allocated by direction of the National Board. Shall 
we all share equally in this wonderful project—which three years ago you 
made a reality? Which Plan shall we follow? It is for you to decide! 


Madame National President, these three years as chairman of the Head- 
quarters Committee have given me a great deal of pleasure because I have 
come to appreciate more and more, the caliber of our Society—I have faith 
in their wisdom, their earnestness, and their devotion to our Republic. I know 
that your encouragement and your enthusiasm have been vital factors in the 
growing in interest in our Headquarters.

I say thank you!

PATRIOTIC EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


We feel that there has been a distinct upsurge of interest in patriotic 
education in this our last year as National Chairman and increasing activity 
has been reported. 


There are still a few chapters who reported that other organizations were 
handling the situation in their communities and that there was nothing for 
them to do. In my first letter to Chairmen I stated that no one is too old or 
too young for education. Other organizations may be doing an excellent job 
but there is still some one whom only you can influence, some one that you 
can convince by factual information or convert by your own actions. Each 
member of our Society has a responsibility to be a witness and a missionary. 
Inform all those you meet of the real facts about America and our republic. 
Be ready to successfully contradict and disprove the misinformation that is 
often given out in the name of democracy. Teach young people about their 
heritage and make them want to enjoy the privilege of being a real American 
and not the popular conception of a world citizen of such a Godless, hopeless, 
useless world as will be theirs if they desert the land we love. 

Space does not permit us to list all activities, we merely mention some . 
outstanding ones. 

Almost all report teaching of history in schools has been urged and where 
taught many chapters have checked the type of information given. 

Few chapters report investigation of comics but a number have tried to 
provide worthwhile constructive reading. 


A chapter in Illinois distributed Documents of Freedom to school children 
and one in Iowa gave a magazine subscription. The State Regent of Minne- 
sota sent 500 books to schools in the Philippine Islands. All books had D.A.C. 
stamps. 
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Maryland Chapters have spoken to druggists and other booksellers remind- 
ing them that they are partially responsible for juvenile delinquency if they 
sell a certain type of book. We wish more members would show this courage. 


Illinois finds history is required and that teachers must pass a test on the 
Constitution, a most encouraging discovery. 


Kansas did research for their Centennial Celebration thus demonstrating 
co-operation and securing an inspiring patriotic occasion. 


Nebraska sponsored a play stressing history written by an elementary 
school pupil and arranged for its showing before several organizations. 


Nebraska also gave flags to schools while N. Dakota, Illinois, Iowa, Okla- 
homa and others stressed proper flag display. California ran an advertisement 
in the papers urging flag display. 

California also reports members serving on county groups to plan chil- 
drens reading and also volunteers to read proposed text books. 


Oklahoma has been active in attending Naturalization courts and Colo- 
rado has a member teaching a citizenship class for foreigners. Their programs 
also stress patriotic education. 


Connecticut conducted an essay contest on the Privileges of American 
Citizenship, while Kansas had one on the Jamestown Settlement and its value 
to us today. 


Illinois has two members who have written historical books and one is 
editing a book on holidays. 


An Indiana chapter has been commended by its congressman for its work 


with new citizens which includes giving of flags, a coffee hour and other 
friendly gestures. 


Indiana is the only chapter reporting that they were able to arrange the 
removal of the U.N. flag from a public building and the restoration of Old 
Glory to its proper place. 

Maryland has been active in distribution of flag codes. 


Michigan has stressed patriotic education and implemented it with lectures, 
classes, etc. 

Nevada has written Radio and TV Stations commending them for patriotic 
programs and finds they now welcome these programs. 

Iowa has sought to strengthen the Christian atmosphere of its communi- 
ties by stressing that we were founded as a Christian Nation. 

New Mexico reports programs on Flags of the Colonies, and the writing 
of the Star Spangled Banner and the Pledge of Allegiance. 


North Carolina members have been educating the public concerning federal 
encroachments on constitutional rights. 


Ohio has cooperated with Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts by providing flag 
literature. Oregon finds an opportunity in educating churches in the proper 
display of flags. 

Texas reports 3 libraries established to help new citizens while W. Va. 
reports Colonial Library shelves established. 


Wyoming has had articles reviewed concerning Patriotic Education in 
schools. 


We have merely touched some high spots. You have done fine work and 
we thank you. Much remains to be done. Remember, eternal vigilance is the 
price of Liberty. My successor will outline new tasks and I ask you give her 
the same splendid cooperation.

Parties were given for patients and Christmas cookies and cup-cakes were 
baked for them. 


One Connecticut chapter had for their project “Christmas for Others” and 
gave $20.00 through Red Cross for gifts to Service Men on the high seas. 
These were acknowledged by officers of two ships. 


A member of the District Chapter continues to teach a Recreation and 
Therapy class at Naval Hospital at Bethesda. Last year she received an Award 
from the Red Cross. A Special Award was given to the District D.A.C. by 
Red Cross in the “10 to 15 years Class”; at this time Douglas Fairbanks Jr. 
was speaker and honored guest. 


Six Veterans were given employment through members of a Florida chap- 
ter.

CHILDREN OF THE AMERICAN COLONISTS 


It was nineteen years ago that Miss Edith Wire of Salt Lake City heard 
tomorrow passing by on little children’s feet, and because she was concerned 
about the Tomorrows, lest they be no better than the Todays and the Yester- 
years, she decided to do something about it by organizing the National Society 
Children of the American Colonists, its object to be “the Patriotic education 
of children—to teach them to love their country” ete. 


Surely after nineteen years of existence, a proper evaluation can be made, 
and it is truly believed that this Organization offers to our country one of its 
strongest assets for national defense. With roots that extend back from two to 
three or more hundred years, and with a vision and faith such as our children 
have, it is possible to build a structure that is gigantic in strength. Our 
children are still dreaming dreams—they have not become disillusioned. To 
them politicians are great and good statesmen. When our children pray “Thy 
kingdom come, Thy will be done” they believe it will come to pass! But they do 
desperately need proper guidance, and leadership. Guidance in the Home that 
they might have time to develop their talents free from outside influnces; 
leadership in the Church that they may be led into a fuller understanding of 
the principles and teachings of Jesus Christ; an educational program in the 
Schools that meets the individual’s needs as well as that of the entire group is 
essential; and they need guidance in the acceptance of and the contribution to 
an ever changing Society. To whom do they go for such leadership? Obviously 
to us the Daughters of the Colonists. 


Despite inadequate leadership, our Organization has continued to grow 
and has accomplished much that is good and fine. The Chapters have their 
own unique projects as well as to making contributions to those the National 
Society has accepted, such as the Indian work. We are giving a two-year 
scholarship to a full blooded Kiowa boy in Bacone College, Muskegee, Okla., 
whose interest is keeping alive Indian arts and crafts. A one-year scholarship 
is being given to a girl of the Sioux Tribe, of Rosebud, South Dakota. She has 
a wonderful recommendation—plans to be a doctor and her aim is to return to 
her own Reservation and serve her people in that capacity. (This organization 
is fortunate in having such qualified and interested workers as Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Moses Owen, Jr., of Greenwich, Conn., chairmen of Indian work, 
who have written hundreds of letters as well as making personal interviews

This past year of work has been most gratifying and a great deal was 
accomplished. 
The Nineteenth State Assembly was held at the Isle Dauphine on Dauphin 
Island with Colonial Mobile Chapter as hostess on November 15th and 16th.

The resolutions of the National Society were reaffirmed and the very fine 
resolution Mrs. Ripley sent each State Regent on States Rights was not only 
adopted but was released to the newspapers of Alabama. Also a copy of the 
resolution was mailed to each member of the Alabama Society. 


Alabama reports the dedication of two historic markers, ome at the old

Our members have worked faithfully with Red Cross, Blood Bank, Sorop- 
timist, the Church Societies and both Boy and Girl Scout drives. Our Mrs. H. 
A. Wagner is State Historian of the Idaho State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
and has given us interesting highlights on that work. 

All meetings are opened with Scripture readings, prayer, Pledge of Alle- 
giance to the Flag and our Creed Six meetings will complete our season. No 
meetings were held during the bad winter months as so many were away for 
the season. 

We are encouraging several women to join our DAC Society and hope in 
the next year they will have their papers ready. . 
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We thank all those who have sent us interesting data to be read at our 
meetings and all the fine women connected with the Daughters of the Ameri-

One 
hundred sixty-five pages of hitherto unpublished genealogical records, compiled 
by their Regent, Margaret Waters, “Revolutionary Soldiers Buried in Indi- 
ana,” were sent to our National Library.

They contributed $10 to the local Memorial Book 
Fund. Also is sponsoring in all of the fifth grades in the city a Colonial His- 
tory project covering the 1607 to 1775 period; two prizes will be given. 

Col. Ninian Beall Chapter presented the Portland library with a copy of

Kansas has 375 members in nine chapters. 


Our 33rd Annual Assembly was held in Topeka, our capital city, March 1, 
1958 with the board meeting on February 28th. Mrs. George Docking, our 
governor’s wife was the guest and speaker at our noon luncheon, her topic 
being “Interesting Facts in Kansas History.” We feel the revision of our by- 
laws was our most important action this year. After 1961 our elections will be 
in March preceding the National Election in April. This will be a great help 
in coordinating our State work with the National work. My term and my suc- 
cessor’s will be for two years each. 


The Assembly was well covered by the newspapers and the radio. The 
speaker for the Board dinner was from Radio Station WREN.

She is also Chairman of the Flag of the United States of 
America Committee. One entire program, as above stated was devoted to the 
History of the Flag of the United States. Mrs. W. Edwin Moffett has pre- 
sented to the Flag House the Certificate of Membership issued to her husband 
at the time of the Star Spangled Banner Centennial. This is of particular in- 
terest to Maryland Daughters who are protesting proposed changes in the 
Star Spangled Banner (House Joint Resolution 17) by writing letters of pro- 
test to Congressmen. Mrs. Moffett also has presented to the Maryland State 
Society, for placement, the American Flag carried by Caroline Moffett, volun- 
teer nurse, in the Union Army during the War Between the States. The cita- 
tion to her husband’s grandmother is being presented to the Maryland His- 
torical Society. Our member, Miss Jane Coleman Tyler, has completed a course 
at the International Center Y.W.C.A., here, to which the State Regent pre- 
sented ten Flag Codes for distribution. Other Daughters display the Flag on 
patriotic holidays and are otherwise “flag-conscious.” 


Publicity Chairman is Mrs. William P. Davis. The total lines of Publicity 
1955-1958 to date is 231 lines. Notices have been in both papers for each reg- 
ular meeting with the exception of two. We can expect 20 additional lines 
minimum for the March meeting and I hope more, as new officers are to be 
elected. 


Maryland Daughters are conscious of the need for Patriotic Education 
and support individually all items listed on the Questionnaire of the Patriotic 
Education Committee. 


Before Christmas, candy for forty-eight veterans was contributed by the 
State Regent and distributed by the Chairman of Rehabilitation and Veterans 
Hospitals Committee, Mrs. A. Gordan Stiff. Mrs. Stiff’s “visits of cheer” were 
deeply appreciated by the disabled veterans as indicated by a letter of appre- 
ciation received by her as were the fifty odd books and magazines distributed 
in the name of the Society, and the boutonniere presented a veteran after 
surgery. On February 22, 1958 the State Regent contributed and personally 
served six dozen cupcakes and ice cream to veterans in two wards of the 
Baltimore Veteran’s Hospital in honor of George Washington’s birthday. 


Protesting the desecration of Historic Markers and Monuments honoring 
the State of Rhode Island’s founder, Rodger Williams, a letter of six pages 
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was written by the Regent of Maryland State Society and sent to the Mayor 
and newspapers of Providence. This resulted in a 328 line article written by 
a staff reporter, David S. Griffith, which accompanied by three photographs, 
appeared in the October 20, 1957 Providence Sunday Journal. As an aftermath 


of this article the State Regent was presented in appreciation the lovely vol- 


ume, edited by the Colonial Dames, entitled “Old Houses in the South County 
of Rhode Island,” by a citizen of Providence, an editorial writer of some note. 
Letters of thanks were received also from Mr. Griffith, etc., and 24 copies were 
sent to organizations, including our own and to persons interested in the pres- 
ervation of markers and memorials in our country. 


To National Headquarters, Mrs. John R. LaFoe has presented two valu- 
able and beautiful old portraits of George and Martha Washington. 


On behalf of National Defense public protest was offered by asking a most 
pertinent question during the question and answer period following a speech 
made by a United States Senator, which more than one person present con- 
sidered “doubtful.” The question provoked the oral approval of a Ph.D., College 
Professor of History. Our Chairman of National Defense, Miss Mary McClure 
Sudler has been requested to speak 5 minutes on defense whenever present.

The National Projects have been supported in each Chapter in part as 
follows: 


Each chapter has had a five-minute report on National Defense at each 
meeting, and Jean Nicolet Chapter devoted one of its four programs to Na- 
tional Defense, with an outside speaker. All chapters observed patriotic holi- 
days which occurred nearest their regular meeting date. 


The varied and intangible nature of the work of the National Defense and 
Patriotic Education Projects are so closely related that it makes it difficult to 
report either the far-reaching effects or the true value of their work separ- 
ately.

Indian School, also at VA Hospital. 


Chairman of Rehabilitation and Veterans Services is one of five members 
working on Blood Donor Committee. Chairman or alternate has attended all 
VAVS board meetings. Four volunteers worked a total of 147 hours. Assist- 
ance given all hospital parties. $15.00 contributed and gifts as follows: 200 
Agennets 15 books, 75 pocket editions, several games and 110 lbs. old 
sheeting. 


Golden Acorns gave small cash donations to Care for Hungarian Relief, 
Meals for Millions, donation to Nevada Relief Shop, rummage sale for Home 


for Aged, 150 pound of clothing, 4 cartons household articles, 50 late maga- 
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zines and 35 pocket editions; about 500 pounds clothing, books, dishes and 
kitchen utensils to Indians; 25 pounds clothing to Korea. Chairman crochted 
and sold novelties to increase Acorn Fund and is active in VAVS hospital 
work. 


Public Relations Committee reports 41 press releases, 11 pictures and 
795 linear inches appeared in newspapers. Nevada has reported in all Colo- 
nial Couriers except December 1957, 5 subscriptions. Chairman publishes “Ne- 
vada Newsletter” for out-of-town members. 


Chairman of Genealogy traveled several thousand miles gathering data 
from cemeteries—125 pages of records, 207 pages of genalogical material. 
Reno Chapter has historical and genealogical library worth about $500.00. The 
chapter owns complete set of DAC Lineage books. Genealogical books and 
manuscripts have been given to Las Vegas Chapter library. 


Chairman of Patriotic Education reports number of members are either 
teachers or wives of educators. All Nevada teachers are investigated and sign 
loyalty oath. Several members work with AAUW in survey on comics. Letters 
were written to TV and radio stations commending them for their patriotic 
programs, Framed copy of Bill of Rights, with DAC insignia given to Las 
Vegas High School. Several members are interested in helping Nevada State 
Library extend its services—mainly bookmobile. One member is Chairman of 
Legislative Action Committee of Nevada Library Association. Two members 
attended the Western Regional Conference of the National Fellowship of In- 
oe Workers and work on the project of interesting public officials in Indian 
affairs.

At the Princeton Inn, on June 6, we enjoyed an informal luncheon, and a 
tour of the Governor’s Mansion, when Mrs. Robert B. Meyner gave us a most 
cordial welcome. 


During the year, several letters from the Regent to all members have 
acquainted them with the current projects of the National Society, and stimu- 
lated their interest as members. 


Christmas cards were sent to all Board members and State Chairmen. 


Several articles were inserted in the Colonial Courier (If we were fur- 
nished a list of subscribers by the National Chairman, with expiration date, 
we could list more renewals.). I have attended all but one of the National 
Board meetings during three years in office. 


At our March 18 State Assembly, at Graulich’s, in East Orange, it was 
decided, by a majority vote, that an Organizing Chapter Regent be appointed 
in South Jersey. The Regent then announced the appointment of Mrs. Robert 
T. Weatherhill, of Woodbury, to that office. She has been confirmed by the 
National Board. Thus, New Jersey has joined the great majority of States 
expanding into Chapters. Because of the farsighted cooperation of,officers and 
members, the dream of the State Regent has been realized and her three-year 
project completed, to the advancemnt of the State and National Societies. 
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Our (then) Registrar was elected, at that meeting, as the New Jersey 
State Regent, heading a full slate of officers. Our best wishes go with them. 
On that day the speaker was Mr. Joseph J. Spurr II, former Mayor of Living- 
ston Township, who spoke on the New Jersey Citizens’ Committee for the 
Hoover Report, of which he is a member. Following the installation of officers, 
the Regent was honored by having the Honorary State Regent’s pin affixed to 
her ribbon. We were sorry the Nat’l Vice-President, Mrs. Carrigan was ill, so 
could not be with us. 


The State Registrar and the Membership Chairman have instituted an 
improved method that shortens the time between the acceptance of our invi- 
tation to join and the issuance of application papers to prospective members. 


The State Historian’s project, an Essay Contest on “Early Colonists of 
New Jersey” in Rutgers University could not be completed this year, as only 
one was written. However, we are assured that the subject will be taught next 
year, which has not been the case, so that will be an improvement. 


The Librarian, with the cooperation of members, has assembled a file of 
all National Year Books, 1929 through 1957, which will be valuable reference 
material. She is sending historical volumes to the Headquarters Library. The 
Gloanna MacCarthy Bookshelf is being consolidated with her office. 


We have donated a silver bowl] to the National Awards Committee; to 
National Headquarter’s Permanent Fund; to Headquarter’s Maintenance; To 
Rehabilitation and Veterans’ Hospitals, including Lyons and East Orange 
Hospitals; to one, a subscription to “Horizons,” published by the American 
Heritage Association; several books, and coupon-books were given, and to Fort 
Dix, current magazines. We donated $10 to the Francis Holmes Society, C.A.C. 


Our Patriotic Education Committee Chairman received a copy of a “Con- 
fidential Report to the Kremlin,” and is very much concerned, as we all must 
be, over the “Progressive Education” ideas started by a Dr. Harold Rugg, and 
over the World Citizen ideas fostered in our public schools today. 


Two family records of the Doe and Ayers families have been submitted 
by the Colonial and Genealogical Records Chairman. 


One Honorary State Regent’s pin and four ancestral bars purchased. 


Due to the efforts of our National Defense Chairman, an increasing num- 
ber of our members are informing our Senate and Congress of our opinions 
on States Rights, Trial by Jury, Immigration, Reciprocal Trade and Supreme 
Court Decisions. 


In 1939 the National Society presented a beautiful Memorial of the Amer- 
ican Colonists to the City of Elizabeth. We are insisting that the city pre- 
a ba it from vandalism, for posterity, and are now in correspondence about 
the matter. 


We have revised our State By-Laws this year, so that they now agree 
with National. 


The Public Relations Chairman has contacted 21 papers, and kept a 
Scrapbook of photos and clippings. Having chapters in the State will increase 
publicity and interest in the Society. 

The N. J. State Officers Club has very kindly donated $25 toward the 
bookcases in National Headquarters, which are credited to New Jersey. It has 
also given us the Lineage Book No. 11 this year, making our set complete. 


Mrs. Walter E. Smith, State President of the Francis Holmes Chapter, 
Children of the American Colonists, has increased the membership to 18, with 
four papers awaiting approval. She has translated two children’s books into 
Braille and donated them to the Library for the Blind in Philadelphia. They 
have donated a full scholarship ($20.00) to the Navajo Indian Mission School 
at Farmington, New Mexico, contributed to St. Mary’s School for Indian Girls 
a toward the “Trail of Tears” marker, and still have a balance in their 
reasury.

Flag; a large Flag on a standard was given to the local symphonic orchestra ; 
the correct way to destroy wornout Flags was taught; and a presentation of 
72 small Flags to local schools was made. 


One Chapter continues to collect cemetery records, bring Ohio Society’s 
quota well into the ten thousand, and by the State Genealogical Chairman, 
1,479 pages of records have been compiled.

Two markers and four memorials have been placed, both pertaining to 
first and second sites of the pioneer Episcopal School for girls, now 88 years 
old and always a pride to Portland. 


I. First site of St. Helens Hall—present site of City Hall—opened September 
6, 1869. Marker placed Sept. 6, 1956. Was provided by W. W. Knight, 
Memorialized Mrs. Mary Boyd Clopton (a first teacher) and her daughter, 
Maria Clopton, (Mrs. C. S. Jackson, an early pupil and graduate). Des- 
cendants of Virginia Colonist, William Claiborn. Portland City Council 
presented a certified copy of Resolution No. 27081, adopted August 29, 
1956, to the Daughters of American Colonists as an expression of appreci- 
ation. Fifteen minute radio repeat program was given at 8 p.m. September 
6, 1956. Also TV recognition. Marker unveiled by Mrs. H. W. White, a 
granddaughter of Mrs. Clopton. 


II. On second site of St. Helens Hall, a marker was unveiled in Vista St. Clair 
Lobby by Wistar Morris, grandson of the founder, Bishop Benjamin Wistar 
Morris, February 24, 1957, sixty-six years after the opening of the school 
on February 24, 1891. This marker was presented by M. K. Mclver to the 
Oregon Daughters of the American Colonists. The plaque memorialized the 
founder, Bishop Wistar Morris (1869-1896) who was of Pennsylvanian 
Colonial Ancestry. Also the first principal, (1869-1914), Miss Mary Rodney 
of Delaware Colonial Ancestry. 

“How to Display and Respect the Flag,” by the United States Marine 

Corps, placed in ten high schools and seventy-five grade schools in Portland.

OREGON 
1958 Report 


Oregon Society of the National Society of the Daughters of the American 
Colonists, organized in 1934, held the first State Assembly in Portland, March 
27, 1958. Oregon has four chapters with a membership of 91. 


The highlight of the year was in November on the occasion of the visit of 
our gracious National President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau. The members of 
the State honored her with a luncheon at the University Club in Portland. Mrs. 
Trau brought a very inspiring message and valuable information to the Ore- 
gon Daughters. She was the house guest of the State Regent who gave a 
breakfast at her home for the State officers and the Chapter regents in honor 
of the National President. The members gave an informal dinner at Kamm 
House and the following day our distinguished guest was shared with the 
Daughters of the American Revolution when Mrs. Trau addressed the State 
membership on National Defense. 


Two new chapters have been added to the Oregon roster this year. Kla- 
math Chapter, Klamath Falls, with Mrs. William D. Foster, organizing regent, 
and 15 organizing charter members was welcomed into the State on November 
16, 1957. 


Mahonia Chapter, Salem, Oregon, with Mrs. B. E. Braucht, organizing 
regent and 14 organizing charter members was organized on March 19, 1958. 
All chapters are 100% in presenting a national defense program or a report 
at each meeting. Klamath Chapter held a “Genealogical Workshop.” Portland 
and Columbia Gorge Chapters report their programs have also featured Colo- 
nial history and records, carrying out our motto, “Past, Present and Future.” 


The State Chairman for the Correct Use of the Flag has interviewed two 
leading churches requesting the proper use and that the flag be displayed in 
the main church rather than an ante room. She is also arranging for replace- 
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ment of a worn flag in a leading high school. The members are requesting the 
election officials of the State to display the flag at all polling places in the 
May 1958 elections which is permissive, but not compulsory under Oregon 
Statutes. We plan to work for a revision of the law making it compulsory to 
display the flag at polling places. 


Sixty-five inches of publicity and two photographs were used in press 
notices. Portland Chapter donated $200 for the purchase of an antique walnut 
secretary to present to the Newell House Restoration Committee to be placed 
in the parlor of this historic place and is given in honor of Mrs. Harry B. 
Moore, organizing State Regent of Oregon. 


Twenty dollars was given for National Headquarters Fund; $30 donated 
to National Awards and $10 for microfilming. 


The State Society is planning to mark an historic place in Oregon during 
the State Centennial Celebration in 1959. 


Members assisted at the Portland Americanization Council’s public re- 
ception on February 22nd, honoring newly naturalized citizens.

PENNSYLVANIA 


All the 1,293 members of the 32 chapters of the Pennsylvania State So- 
ciety send cordial greetings to the General Assembly of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists. During this past year, 94 new members 
have been added and three reinstated. We regret the loss by death of 20. There 
re cae 16 resignations and 4 dropped. The net gain for the three-year term 
is . 


Earnest endeavor has been made to support all the phases of the work of 
the National Society, but the interest in the present National Headquarters 
was uppermost. During the current year the gifts presented there were: a 30- 
drawer filing cabinet for the library; for the reception room, a silver tray in 
memory of Mrs. Livingston L. Hunter, the second National President; a silver 
coffee urn in honor of the State Regent, and a dining table honoring the Na- 
tional President, Mrs. Frank Garland Trau, and the State Regent. 


There has been a concentrated effort to complete the nine series, 138 vol- 
umes, of the Pennsylvania Archives at the National Headquarters Library. 
With the exception of one volume, all are now there or being rebound. The 
Pennsylvania State Society acknowledges to the State Librarian of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania the gift of 34 volumes of requisite archives and 
five other pertinent reference books. Chapters, members, and friends have 
added 17 Court, County, and Family histories. The purchase of six DAC Lin- 
eage Books has been reported. 


The Colonial and Genealogical Records Committee gathered and presented 
2,508 pages of manuscript records. One chapter, the Christopher Gist, con- 
tributed 1,252 pages of Greene County records bound as volumes III, IV, and 
y. 


During the past year, the accumulated contributions for the National and 
State Projects and Committees were $1,546. The total for the three-year period 
amounted to $4,749.60. The Building and Loan Fund honoring Mary H. Miller 
and instituted by the late Mrs. J. Edgar Hires has a reserve of $1,326.68. 


Prior to this administration State Committees for the National Projects 
had not been an integral part of the structure of the Pennsylvania State So- 
ciety. The willing response and loyal support of these and all the committees 
have surmounted all hopes and expectations. Utmost gratitude is expressed for 
the sincere and constructive cooperation of the State Officers, the State Chair- 
men, the Chapter Regents, and the members who have given so generously of 
their time and talents during this regime. This constant assurance has been a 
stimulus to strive for higher goals. 
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At the 35th State Assembly in November, we were honored to have at- 
tending three National Officers, one Honorary National Officer, seven National 
Chairmen, and four visiting State Regents. There was a registration of 120 
members. 

The officers of the David McKee Chapter were installed on October 16, 
1957 with 34 organizing members. This chapter now has 41. On March 29. 
1958, the James Le Tort Chapter sponsored a Children of the American Colo- 
nists chapter named for his mother, Anne Le Tort, a Huguenot refugee. 


As the speaker, the State Regent visited eleven chapters. Each group dis- 
played enthusiasm and interest in the work with assurances that greater 
efforts would be forthcoming. In every instance the hospitality was heartwarm- 
ing. Great inspiration was derived from attending the Maine State Society and 
the Ohio State Assembly. With regret it was necessary to cancel the invita- 
tions of the West Virginia, the New Jersey, and the New York State As- 
semblies. 

The opening festivities of the Jamestown celebration were an impressive 
experience as the guest of Mrs. Frantz Naylor. The dedicatory ceremony at 
Cape Henry will always be a cherished memory when Mrs. Trau placed a 
wreath at the foot of the beautiful granite Cross given by this National 
Society in 1934.

SOUTH CAROLINA 


Continuous growth in membership, financial participation in every na- 
tional project, and outstanding program activities feature the twenty-eighth 
year of South Carolina’s organization as a part of the National Society. South 
Carolina has five chapters and 118 members—15 admitted this year. 


The State Historian, Mrs. Duncan Foxworth, has placed lists of Colonial 
American History Books prepared by Dr. E. W. Flaccus in many leading li- 
braries throughout the State. Historical programs have been both interesting 
and instructive on Colonial Culture; Colonial Currency; Colonial Government; 
and a Colonial History of Charleston. A State scrapbook has been kept to 
record the progress of our Society and to inspire research of people, places 
and things. The Colonial exhibit of the Charleston Chapter was attractively 
displayed and well attended. At our recent State Assembly our speaker, Mrs. 
R. L. Merriwether, spoke on “Colonial Townships and the Cherokee Path.” 
Many new projects were suggested by this address and in time markers will 
be placed for posterity. 

Colonial and Genalogical Records: Fort Congaree Chapter donated two 
lineage books to the Columbia Library. The State Assembly voted to buy a 
complete set of lineage books for the new State Archives Building. 


Correct Use of the Flag: Flag Codes have been distributed to high school 
seniors, and one complete program was given on how to display the flag. The 
flag has been displayed on all holidays and the pledge is given at all meetings. 


Golden Acorns: The recently appointed Golden Acorns Chairman, Mrs. 
Belton O’Neal, has been very active and we are indeed pleased to have so many 
young members interested in the Daughters of American Colonists. The State 
Assembly donated $10.00 to the Children of American Colonists national proj- 
ect of educating two Indian children. 

Insignia: One past regent’s pin was purchased which was presented to 
the retiring State Regent. 

Memorial and Marking Historic Spots: A highway marker for Fort Con- 
garee—the oldest inland settlement in South Carolina was erected and dedi- 
cated on March 13, 1958. Through the cooperation of the D.A.C. Committee, 
whose Chairman is Mrs. Fred Hensley, of Columbia, Dr. Harold Easterby of 
the South Carolina Archives, Dr. and Mrs. R. L. Merriwether of the South 
Caroliniana Library, and Mr. W. K. Beckman of the South Carolina Highway 
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Department, the research was completed and the exact site established. This 
is the third marker which has been erected in the State by the South Carolina 
D.A.C. 

Microfilm: The Greer Chapter donated $5.00 for microfilming of applica- 
tion papers. 

National Awards: Charleston Chapter has given $15.00 for the project. 


National Defense: Charleston Chapter devoted one program to National 
Defense with a speaker from Norfolk Va. Her topic covered the U. S. Consti- 
tution and the freedoms we are giving up under the United Nations. Manning 
Greer gave an entire program to National Defense. The speaker, Mrs. Belton 
O’Neal, with documentary evidence emphasized the urgency and necessity of 
defending our American way of life. Congaree and Peedee Chapters present 
National Defense at each meeting. Individually we have written to congress- 
men and senators urging them to stand alone if necessary to preserve our 
American Constitution in its entirety. We have contributed $25.00 to Perma- 
nent Headquarters. 


Patriotic Education: Charleston, Peedee, and Manning Greer Chapters 
have had excellent programs on Patriotic Education, American, South Caro- 
lina and World history are being well taught in our schools and text books are 
carefully examined. 


Public Relations: We have two subscribers to the Colonial Courier. For 
chapter meetings we have had 40 inches and two pictures of newspaper pub- 
licity. For our State Assembly and the History of Fort Congaree the news 
editors were most generous with the Sunday edition of The State. 


Radio and Television: Two radio programs were given by Mrs. R. E. Lip- 
scombe of 30 minutes each on Our Priceless Heritage. 


Rehabilitation and Veterans Hospitals: State Chairman, Mrs. Paul Leon- 
ard, has been alert and lavish with her time and energy in this program in two 
Veteran Centers—Fort Jackson, Columbia and Augusta, Georgia. She and her 
helpers have given more than 800 hours distributing 200 magazines; giving a 
Christmas Party; collecting 1000 stamps to be used in therapy classes; and 
supervising the making of a special variety of pocket books so that each Vet- 
eran might have one. Christmas cards were sent to each Veteran and 50 pocket 
editions were given. Both Fort Congaree and Peedee Chapters gave magazine 
subscriptions to the disabled Veterans. Clothing and food has been given to 
needy families. $10.00 was donated to the cancer patients. 


The most rewarding and stimulating phase of this administration is the 
renewed interest in our beloved organization and a spiraling increase in 
membership.

Programs of Colonial interest were planned, with members preparing 
special papers and selected guest speakers participating. Topics treated were

“Our Constitution” has been the major project of the Utah Society. This 
was sponsored by our Memorial Chairman, Mrs. B. F. Lofgren. Through her 
efforts we have placed permanently before the public in the Utah State Cap- 
itol Building, a copy of the United States Constitution. It is under glass in a 
beautiful display case of precast marble chip stone and was presented to the 
State of Utah with ceremony on April 4, 1958, with special music and an ad- 
dress by the Governor of the State, George D. Clyde. The public was invited 
and publicity given to the DAC as sponsors. The members have been especially 
cooperative and have contributed generously to meet the heavy cost of our 
Display case project. 

Time was allowed at each meeting for at least one committee chairman 
to explain her particular work to the membership. All members living out of 
the State, and those who have been ill or unable to attend have been contacted 
by mail or personal visit so that they would know the work of the organization.

Greetings from West Virginia. We are celebrating our 15th birthday. 
today. Just fifteen years ago, April 9, 19438, Mrs. V. E. Holcombe and Mrs. 
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C. D. MacCarthy, National President, organized and installed the officers of 
the West Virginia Society in Charleston with 48 charter members. Two years 
later I transferred my membership to Governor Norborne Berkeley Chapter. 


The past three years we have had 27 new members; 14 deceased, and 11 
dropped. Membership October 10, 1957, 174; to date, 179. 


Burning Springs Chapter was hostess to the 15th State Assembly October 
9-10, in Parkersburg. A Reception and State Banquet, honoring the State 
Regent was held in commemoration of our 350th Anniversary.

WYOMING 
(1957 Report) 


The Wyoming State Society, founded in 1939, now has a membership of 
55, with two papers pending. There are two chapters, Cheyenne Chapter at 
Cheyenne, and William Clayton Chapter at Laramie. 


The annual State Assembly was held March 11, 1957, at Laramie, at the 
Connor Hotel, a board meeting preceding the luncheon, the assembly follow- 
ing. Honorary National Vice-President Mrs. Carl A. Cinnamon was present. 
Fine reports reviewed the year’s work. The State Regent is offering a chapter 
regent’s pin to the chapter gaining the most new members next year. 


Both chapters and the state society contributed to the permanent national 
headquarters fund, and Mrs. Cinnamon gave a folding chair for the new head- 
quarters. 


A three-drawer file for the permanent records of the state society has 
been acquired. Both chapters and the state society contributed to the micro- 
film project. One chapter and the assembly voted money for National Awards 
and National Defense. 


William Clayton Chapter has ten subscriptions to The Colonial Courier. 
Cheyenne Chapter subscribes for the regent. Three other subscriptions are 
reported. We find The Courier very helpful. Cheyenne Chapter members pur- 
chased six rituals. Lineage books have been purchased for libraries. Both chap- 
ters put out year books. They keep scrapbooks. The state historian and state 
regent also have clipping books. 


The work of the various national committees is carried on in the state 
with programs covering many phases. Early Wyoming history, family his- 
tories and international relations were high-lighted in programs of the Chey- 
enne Chapter. William Clayton Chapter gave papers on the history of the 
colonial states. 


Additional items under committee headings follow: 


COLONIAL AND GENEALOGICAL RECORDS 

Both chapters are copying local records and are collecting other 
genealogical records. The file of The New England Historical and Genealogical 
Register for the last year was placed in the Laramie Public Libray by William 
Clayton Chapter. They are placing some of the 1850 census records on micro- 
film in the State University Library at Laramie. The state regent is present- 
ing to the NSDAC library a copy of her mother’s memoirs, Twentieth Century 
Pioneering, which includes some genealogical material. The state chairman, 
Mrs. A. M. Ries, has copied and indexed many pages of Bible, cemetery and 
family records to be sent to the national society, with additional copies for the 
State Library, the State University Library and others. Mrs. Cinnamon last 
summer while she was in Washington spent Thursdays at the National Head- 
quarters helping catalog genealogical materials. 


CORRECT USE OF THE FLAG 

Two corrections of the use of the flag were reported. Flags were fur- 
nished for polling places. Books on the flag were given by chapters to schools 
and to outstanding history students. Flag booklets were presented to naturali- 
zation classes. The pledge and salute to the flag, and flag talks are given at 
chapter meetings. The Laramie Chapter keeps a flag scrapbook, and at one 
meeting they read a letter from Mrs. A. C. Keyes, the designer of the Wyo- 
ming State Flag, regarding this flag. Flag Day and other patriotic days were 
observed by radio and TV programs and in other ways. Members display flags 
on patriotic days. 
GOLDEN ACORNS 

Wyoming has six members, and a state chairman. 


INSIGNIA ; 

One National Honorary Vice-President’s insignia and one Honorary State 
Regent’s insignia and two ancestral bars were purchased. The insignia is used 
on the state society’s stationery, and was included on new membership cards 
presented to the chapters by the state regent. One yearbook used the insignia 
on its cover.

Pic- 
tures of the Presidents’ Ladies’ gowns were shown by the Cheyenne Chapter 
chairman. Chapter, radio and TV programs included this phase of our work. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


Good publicity was reported by both chapters. The state assembly was 
well covered. Three pictures and over 150 inches of publicity were reported. 


RADIO AND TV 


An excellent showing was made this year under this heading, with both 
chapters reporting the use of one of the wire recordings of interviews by Mrs. 
C. A. Smedley, National Honorary Vice-President, with the Air Force Acad- 
emy instructors. Programs over radio and TV were given in conjunction with 
other patriotic organizations on Flag Day, Compact Day, Constitution Day 
and Washington’s Birthday.

WYOMING 
(1958 Report) 


The highlight of the D.A.C. year, in Wyoming was the visit of Mrs. Frank 
G. Trau, our National President, to the 19th annual state assembly, held at 
Cheyenne, March 8, at the Plains Hotel. Fine reports were given reviewing 
the year’s work of the chapters and the state society. Mrs. Trau in her gra- 
cious way brought information and inspiration when she spoke at the meeting ~ 
and the luncheon which followed. We were privileged to have her with us, par- 
ticularly with her taking the time from her busy schedule just prior to the 
national meeting. We also had with us two honorary national vice-presidents, 
Mrs. C. A. Cinnamon of Laramie and Mrs. Chester E. Smedley of Denver. 
William Clayton Chapter, with seven new members, won the chapter regent’s 
pin offered by the state regent for the greatest gain in chapter membership. 
The state regent presented to the state society a new cover for the regent’s 
scrapbook, using the national colors and the insignia. 


Wyoming has only two chapters, Cheyenne Chapter, at Cheyenne; and 
William Clayton Chapter of Laramie. The total membership is 60, a net gain 
of five. Both chapters are active in the various phases of D.A.C. work. 


Each chapter gave $5 to the National Headquarters permanent fund, the 
state society $2.50. A total of $10 was allowed for the Microfilm fund and $5 
to both the National Defense and the National Awards funds. Cheyenne Chap- 
ter voted $5 to the Esther Morris Memorial Fund for placing a statue in her 
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honor in the Hall of Fame in Washington, D.C. Esther Morris is called “The 
Mother of Women’s Suffrage,” as she had a considerable part in Wyoming’s 
being the first state to give to women the right to vote. Individual members of 
Cheyenne Chapter contributed an additional $15, and the state society has 
given $20. 

Mrs. B. C. Thompson of Laramie, the State Second Vice-Regent-elect, will 
carry the Wyoming flag in the opening procession at General Assembly. Her 
two apa will serve as pages. Several other members from the state will 
attend. 


Cheyenne Chapter is copying Laramie County marriage records, 1868- 
1894, having spent a total of 300 man-hours on the project this year. William 
Clayton Chapter is engaged in a similar program for Albany County, which 
has not yet been completed. They collected Bible and family records. A total of 
673 pages of records, originals and carbons, were made this year. The Lara- 
mie Chapter purchased Vol. VII of the Lineage Books and sponsors a gene- 
alogical club. Cheyenne members are active in the Cheyenne Genealogical So- 
ciety. Through a gift, the two supplemental lineage volumes will be placed in 
the Wyoming State Library. 


Chapter and state meetings are opened with the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Members of both chapters attend Naturalization Courts, presenting flag and 
flag code booklets to new citizens. U.S. Constitution and Wyoming history 
booklets have also been given, and both chapters help with refreshments fol- 
lowing the ceremonies. The new D.A.C. flag booklets are used for other pur- 
poses, too. William Clayton Chapter has a flag scrapbook. Members display 
flags on patriotic holidays. 


One miniature insignia was purchased this year by a member. The state 
regent purchased a chapter regent’s pin for an award. The insignia is used 
on Wyoming membership cards and on the state society stationery. 


National Defense receives a good deal of attention. William Clayton Chap- 
ter has some item at each meeting. They subscribe for the DAR Newsweek 
and use material from it at meetings. Several times during the year chapters 
have programs on this subject. Patriotic programs and those on state and local 
history, family histories, and international relations are shown in the year- 
books of both chapters. 


There are a number of subscriptions to The Colonial Courier, which we 
find very helpful and worth-while. An account of the 1958 state assembly is 
being sent in. Thirty-four inches of publicity, with two newspaper pictures 
and a’'5x7 glossy print of the 1957 assembly are being sent for the National 
Historian’s scrapbook. Items regarding assembly will also be sent. Over 300 
inches of publicity in the newspapers are reported, and four pictures. This 
does not include articles and pictures for the assembly, which will give addi- 
tional inches and pictures. Radio and TV programs have included a Constitu- 
tion Day 15-minute radio program, and one in February on George Washing- 
ton, the script for which was written by the state chairman, who also stressed 
American History Month. On February 24, 1958, a TV program honoring 
Cheyenne, March 8, at the Plains Hotel. Fine reports were given reviewing the 
year’s work of the chapters and the state society. Mrs. Trau in her gracious 
way brought information and inspiration when she spoke at the meeting and 
the luncheon which followed. We were privileged to have her with us, par- 
George Washington was presented at Cheyenne. Announcements of Cheyenne 
Chapter meetings are given over the air. 

Patriotic Education work is an important part of our work in chapter 
programs and otherwise. William Clayton Chapter presents each year an ap- 
propriate book to an outstanding high school history student. Members belong 
to local and state historical societies and go on tours to historic spots. Under 
the heading of Rehabilitation and Veterans Hospitals, both chapters give 
books and magazines for the Veterans Hospital at Cheyenne and for the Ft. 
Warren Air Base. Members serve as Gray Ladies and perferm other services.

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BYLAWS 
as amended by the General Assembly, April 1957 


ARTICLE I. 
Name 


This Society shall be known by the title and name, “THE NATIONAL SOCIETY 
DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN COLONISTS.” 


ARTICLE I. 
Object 


The object of this Society shall be Patriotic, Historical and Educational; to 
make research as to the history and deeds of the American colonists, and to 
record and publish the same; to commemorate deeds of colonial interest; to 
inculcate and foster love of America and its institutions by all its residents; 
to obey its laws and venerate its flag—the emblem of its power and civic 
righteousness. 


ARTICLE III. 
Eligibility 
Section 1. Any American white woman, of good moral character, who has 
attained her eighteenth year, is eligible to membership, provided she is accept- 


able to the Society, and is the lineal descendant of an ancestor who rendered 
civil or military service in any of the colonies prior to July 4, 1776. 


Section 2. An applicant must furnish proof of her lineal descent through 
legal and lawful marriages, not polygamous, from an ancestor who served in 
any of the following capacities: 


In battle under colonial authority. 


Under the banner of great Britain in North America in any of the wars in 
which the colonists participated. 


All military and naval service of the colonies. 

Furnished troops or funds. 

Filled office of Governor, Lieutenant-Governor or Deputy Governor. 
Member or delegate to Council or Assembly. 

Member of House of Burgesses. 

Deputy or Representative to the General Court. 


Commissioner of the United Colonies; of Boundaries or Treaties; of Impost 
or Excise; to the French or Indians. 


Secretary; Magistrate; Selectman; Justice; Judge of any Court of Law or 
Equity; Attorney; Advocate; Solicitor. 


Founder or Trustee of any College in North America founded prior to 1775. 
Minister of the Gospel or Commissary of the Bishops of London. 


Member of the Committee of Safety of the Continental Congress, 1774 and 
1775. 


Member of Council of Safety of 1689. 

Signer of the Mayflower Compact. 

Speaker of the House of Deputies. 

Physician or Surgeon. 

Member of Provincial Congress. 

Signer of the Declaration of Independence. 
Huguenot Refugee. 

Signer of Oath of Allegiance to Great Britain. 
Original Land Owners. 
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Members of the London, Plymouth and Virginia Companies who actually 
icame to the colonies, and descendants of all members of these companies who 
resided in the colonies. 


Palatine Settlers. 
Descendants of Covenanters from Scotland. 


Section 8. No person shall be eligible for membership in this Society 
who is pledged to, or advocates, the overthrow, by force, or violence, of the 
Government of the United States, or that of any State or Territory; or who 
jhas been guilty of other treasonable practices. This Society shall have the 
lright to expel from its membership any person for any of these causes; and 
any question arising under this proviso shall be determined by this Society.

Thirteen Honorary National Vice-Presidents. 


ARTICLE V. 
Meetings 


Section 1. This Society shall hold an annual meeting in the City of Wash- 
‘ington, D. C., in April, unless otherwise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the 
imembers of the National Board, which vote may be taken by mail. 


/ Section 2. This meeting shall be known as the General Assembly of the 
National Society, Daughters of the American Colonists, and shall be for the 
jpurpose of receiving reports of National Officers, of the National Board, and 
iof the National Committee Chairman; for the election of officers, for the con- 
firmation of State Regents and State Vice-Regents, and for any other business 
ithat may arise. 


' Section 3. Special meetings of the National Society may be called by the 
National President at the request of the National Board, or at the written re- 
quest of a majority of the State Societies. Fifteen days notice shall be given 
of such called meeting, specifying the time, place of meeting and special busi- 
ness to be transacted. 


| Section 4. The voting members at the General Assembly or at any special 
imeeting of the National Society shall be the officers and honorary officers of 
the National Society, the State officers, the chapter Regents or in their absence 
the First Vice-Regents or alternates, and one additional delegate or alternate 
for every twenty members of each chapter. No voting member or delegate 
shall be entitled to more than one vote at the General Assembly. 


| Section 5. At all meetings of the National Society twenty-five members 
shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Qualifications of Members 


Section 1. Membership is by written invitation. An applicant for member- 
ship in a state that is organized must be endorsed by two members in good 
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standing to whom the applicant is personally known and who are members of 
the Chapter or State which she wishes to join. The applicant must present her 
application papers to the National Society through a Chapter, a State Society 
if there is only one chapter in the state, or as a member-at-large. If there is 
only one chapter in the state, the applicant must be approved by the State 
Regent and State Registrar. If there are two ore more chapters in the state, 
the applicant must be approved by the chapter to which the application has 
been made. The application papers, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
initiation fee and annual dues must be sent by the Chapter Treasurer or State 
Treasurer, as the case may be, to the National Treasurer who shall forward 
the papers to the National Registrar for verification. If the papers are veri- 
fied, the National Registrar shall present the name to the National Board for 
final action. 

The papers of an applicant for membership-at-large must be approved by 
the State Regent of the state in which the applicant resides, and endorsed by 
two members, in good standing, in the same state to whom the applicant is” 
personally known. The application, thus approved, and accompanied by the 
initiation fee and annual dues, shall be sent by the State Treasurer to the 
National Treasurer who shall transmit the application papers to the National 
Registrar for verification. The National Registrar shall report to the National 
Board, and if the applicant is eligible, the National Board shall vote upon 
admission to membership. A majority vote shall elect. 

Application papers must be submitted in duplicate, one copy of which, 
with the action of the National Board, shall be returned to the Chapter or to 
the State Society. If the application has been rejected, one copy of the papers 
and a check for the initiation fees and dues shall be returned. If an applicant 
is unable to complete her papers within one year the invitation will be with- 
drawn, unless the applicant can submit a reasonable excuse in writing. 


Section 2. No more than one ancestral line may be placed on any applica- 
tion paper or supplemental paper. 


Section 8. Supplemental papers may be filed, provided that the sum of — 
two dollars be sent with each additional line to the National Treasurer to — 
cover the expense of verification and filing. Supplemental papers must be 
signed by the Chapter Registrar or State Society Registrar. In the event the 
supplemental papers are not accepted, the two dollars fee shall be retained by — 
the National Society. 


Section 4. Only two application papers for each ancestral line shall be 
furnished by the Chapters. 


Section 5. All persons whose applications were approved on or before 
April 24, 1922, are Charter members of the National Society. i 


Section 6. Each member of the National Society shall be entitled to a cer- 
tificate of membership, signed by the National President, National Recording © 
Secretary and National Registrar, to which is affixed the Seal of the National -

Section 7. When a young woman of the Children of the American Colo- — 
nists reaches the age of 18, she may, if in good standing, transfer to a State 
Society or Chapter of the Daughters of the American Colonists upon the pay- © 
ment of the current dues. This provision becomes void on her 21st birthday. 


Section 8. A member in good and regular standing desiring to be trans- — 
ferred to a chapter or to membership-at-large, shall at once be entitled to a | 
transfer card signed by the Regent, Treasurer and Registrar of her chapter. | 
This application for membership-at-large must be approved by the State Regent 
of the state in which the applicant holds membership. 

A member-at-large,,in good standing, desiring to become a member of a 
Chapter, if approved by the chapter, or its Board of Directors, as the Chapter 
may decide, shall be entitled to a transfer card from the National Society, 
signed by the National Treasurer and National Registar. 

A member of a Chapter or a member-at-large who desires to transfer to a 
chapter, shall present a transfer card and a copy of her lineage papers to the 
Regent of the chapter with which she wishes to unite. If she is accepted by 
the Chapter, the transfer shall become effective upon the receipt by the Na-

aes Treasurer of a statement to that effect from the Chapter receiving the 
member. 
Any cost of a copy of lineage papers shall be borne by the member trans- 
terring. 
A member-at-large shall not be eligible to be a delegate or an alternate 
to the meetings of the General Assembly or a State Assembly, or to hold a 
National or State office, or to serve on a National or State Committee.

Section 3. Nominations shall be made through recommendations submitted 
o the General Assembly the election year through endorsements of Chapters 
and State Societies. The submission of a person’s name for office must be 
accompanied by a signed statement by them signifying a willingness to serve 
Jif chosen. There may be nominations from the floor of persons who have 
given their consent to serve if elected. Endorsements may be made during an 
election year and the notice of such endorsement must be sent to the National 
President at least thirty (30) days prior to General Assembly. 


Section 4. In recognition of distinctive service to the organization, Hon- 
orary Presidents and Honorary Vice-Presidents may be elected at the General 
Assembly by a majority vote, providing the persons so elected shall have filled 
the corresponding active office. 

The Honorary Vice-Presidents shall be elected by ballot and the number 
shall at no time exceed thirteen, and no more than one Honorary Vice-Presiednt 
after the first thirteen have been elected shall be from the same state at the 
same time. Should an Honorary Vice-President transfer her residence to 
janother State she shall be deemed as Honorary Vice-President from the state 


Section 5. Should the office of the National President become vacant, the 
National Recording Secretary shall call a special meeting of the National 
Board, giving at least two weeks’ notice, stating the time, place and purpose 
of the meeting, and the National Board shall elect one of the National Vice- 
Presidents to perform the duties of the office until the next meeting of the 
General Assembly, when a National President shall be elected to fill the un- 
expired term. The Recording Secretary shall open the meeting and preside 
until the selection has been made. 


Section 6. Vacancies in all other National Offices shall be filled by the 
National Board until the next meeting of the General Assembly. 


Section 7. Newly-elected officers shall assume office at the close of the 
General Assembly at which they were elected. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Duties of Officers 
Section 1. The National President shall preside at all meetings of the 
a} National Society, the National Board and of the Executive Committee, and 
shall perform such other duties as are specified in the Parliamentary authority 
adopted by the National Society. She shall be, ex-officio, a member of all com- 
mittees. She shall enforce a strict compliance with the requirements of the 
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Bylaws of the Society. She shall sign all appointments and official documents 
approved by the National Board. 


Section 2. The Vice-Presidents shall, in the absence of the President or at 
her request, perform the duties of the President, except at that meeting at 
which a vacancy in the office of President is to be filled. The Vice-Presidents : 
shall have a general supervision over the sections which they represent. It 
shall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents to cooperate in the work of increasing 
the membership in their sections, and to assist in the organization of chapters, 
and of State Societies in the states yet unorganized. 


Section 3. The National Chaplain shall perform the duties usual to such 
office, and shall conduct a short memorial service at each General Assembly for 
the members who have died during the year. 


Section 4. The Recording Secretary shall record and be custodian of the 
minutes of every meeting of the National Society, National Board and Execu- 
tive Committee. She shall sign all official documents with the National Presi- 
dent and shall be custodian of the official documents of the Society and 
generally perform such acts as pertain to her office. 


Section 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Society, and shall issue such notices as shall be ordered by the National 
Board or required by the President. She shall have charge of supplies including 
application blanks and shall provide the chapters with copies necessary for 
their work at a nominal cost. 


Section 6. The Registrar shall examine all application papers and, after) 
verifying the genealogical data, shall present them to the National Board for) 
admission. She shall keep on file all lineage papers of members, returning} 
duplicates to the Chapters, and shall assign all National numbers and issue all} 
permits for insignia. She shall be Custodian of the Seal and affix the same te 
each certificate of membership. She shall keep a register of all marriages, 
deaths, resignations, and transfers of members, with their National numbers,) 
and a list of all names dropped from membership. She shall obtain and submi 
estimates for compiling and printing of lineage and supplemental lineage 
volumes to the National Board for action.

Section 1. The initiation fees shall be five dollars ($5.00). These fees may 
e waived in cases of transfer from the National Society, Children of the 
American Colonists. 


Section 2. The annual dues to the National Society shall be One Dollar 
und Fifty Cents per capita (except those who have paid Life Membership 
ues), payable February 1st for the succeeding fiscal year of the Society. Dues 
hall be sent by the Chapter Treasurer to the National Treasurer. (For Chap- 
er dues see Article XIII, Section 11.) 


Section 3. Life membership dues shall be one hundred dollars, one-half of 
which shall be sent to the National Treasurer and one-half retained by the 
hapter.

ARTICLE XII. 
State Societies 


Section 1. Any State having twelve or more members on the National roll} 
may organize a State Society, with the authority of the National Board, with} 
the following officers: a State Regent, a State First Vice-Regent, a State™ 
Second Vice-Regent, a State Chaplain, a State Recording Secretary, a State® 
Corresponding Secretary, a State Registrar, a State Treasurer, a State His- 
torian and a State Librarian who will serve until the first Annual Meeting. 


Section 2. Organizing State Regents may be appointed by the National 
President in all States not organized. This appointment expires by limitation 
if no State Society is formed within one year, but she may be reappointed if 
desired. 


It shall be the duty of the Organizing State Regent to secure at least twelva 
members who desire to organize a State Society. After the desired number of ¥ 
members has been secured and accepted by the National Board, she shall call 
a meeting and formally organize the State Society and decide upon the date for 
the first election of officers.

Section 2. Members may be appointed Organizing Chapter Regents by 
the State Regent, with the approval of the National Board, to organize chap- 
ters in localities where chapters do not already exist, or an additional chapter 
where one or more chapters exist, in compliance with the provisions of Section 
1 of this Article. Such Organizing Chapter Regent must be a member of a 
chapter or the State Society in the State in which the new chapter is to be 
organized. This appointment expires by limitation if no chapter is formed 
within one year, but she may be reappointed. 

When the appointment of a member as organizing regent is approved at 
the same meeting of the National Board as that at which she is admitted to 
membership in the National Society, such member will be admitted to the 
Society as a “member in abeyance” and not as a member of a chapter. 

Upon organization of the chapter such “member in abeyance” shall auto- 
matically become a member of the chapter. In the event the chapter is not 
organized within the time specified herein, or any extension thereof, such

chapter of her choice. 

Application papers of Organizing Members must be signed by the Organ- 
izing Regent and the State Regent. 

When twelve or more members have been secured whose applications have 
been accepted by the National Board, the Chapter may be organized by the 
State Regent. The Organizing Chapter Regent may appoint the necessary 
officers for the first year. 

The Organizing Chapter Regent shall call a meeting to formally organize 
the Chapter, select a name and decide upon the date for the first election of 7} 
officers. The date of this organization meeting shall be recorded as the formal 
date of the organization of the Chapter and shall be confirmed by the National 7} 
Board at the time it approves the organization of the Chapter. 

Chapter organization must be reported to and approved by the National

A member in good and regular standing desiring to be trans-) 
ferred from one Chapter to another, and having been invited and approved by 
that Chapter, shall present a Transfer Card and Copy of her lineage paper) 
to the Regent of the Chapter to which she wishes to transfer.

Any cost of copying lineage papers must be borne by the member trans-- 
ferring.

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Section 9. Chapter Treasurers shall report immediately to the State and 
[ational Treasurer all changes in membership, all deaths and marriages. The 
hhapter Chaplain shall report immediately to the National Chaplain all deaths 
1 order that proper tribute may be paid at the General Assembly. 


When two or more Chapters organize simultaneously from a State Society 
nd are approved at the same National Board Meeting they shall each sepa- 
ately retain all original Application Papers of those members transferring 
rom the said State Society to form these new chapters. 


All fees and dues sent to the National Treasurer by the Chapter Treasurers 
1ust be accompanied by an alphabetical list of the members to whom the dues 
hall be accredited. 


Section 10. The election of chapter officers in all chapters must be held 
rior to General Assembly of the chapter’s election year, and officers elected 
nd date of election must be reported immediately to the National Organizing 
ecretary, the National Recording Secretary, and the State Regent. Installa- 
‘on shall follow General Assembly. 


Section 11. Chapters may regulate the amount of annual dues paid by 
neir members for Chapter use. Chapter Treasurers must send to the National 
/reasurer, on or before February first, $1.50 per capita for every member 
in the roster the first of January. A member who is in arrears for dues shall 
ot be entitled to representation at the meetings of the General Assembly. 


Section 12. The Chapter Registrars shall report to the State Registrars 
ll information necessary to keep the records of the State Registrars exact, 
jeporting immediately all changes in membership by admission, transfer, resig- 
iaton or death. 


| Section 13. The names selected by a Chapter—if other than of the place 
hn which located—must be of Colonial significance. All names, accompanied 
ly proof of Colonial significance, must be submitted to the National Board 


lor approval or rejection before final adoption. 


Section 14. When an Organizing Chapter Regent has been appointed she 
hall sign all application papers of the women who have been invited to join 
ine Society to organize that Chapter, as Organizing Regent of the Chapter 
jorming at (place), and until the desired number to organize (twelve or more) 
las been secured, these members will be designated as members organizing 
jt that place, and are not obliged to join a Chapter already existing. If the 
yhapter Organization is not completed within a year, an organizing member 
nay, if approved by the National Board, become a member-at-large. 


} Section 15. No Chapter may disband without approval and authority of 
jhe National Board after first reporting to the State Regent. 


All lineage papers of a disbanded Chapter shall be sent to the State Regis- 
rar. Those members in good standing shall automatically become members-at- 


ARTICLE XIV. 
Insignia 


Section 1. The Official Insignia shall consist of a pend- 
ant and shield suspended on a ribbon from a bar of gold. No 
ornament, decoration or flowers shall be worn above the 
National Insignia. 


The pendent shall be an oval wreath of acorn and oak 
leaves, measuring at its greatest length and width 14% inches 
x 1 inch. In the centre of the wreath shall be a shield of 
Colonial blue enamel, upon which appears an oak tree in full 
foliage. On the border of the shield is the name of the 
Society—“National Society Daughters of the American Col- 
onists’—in gold on white enamel background. Above the 
: wreath shall be a small shield, in the centre of which is 
qn acorn and two oak leaves in gold with a Colonial blue enamel background. 


1 The official ribbon shall be Colonial blue and yellow in color and measure 
iy inches in width. 
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The bar shall be of gold and measure 1% inches in length and ¥ inch in 
width. The name of the State will appear on this bar. 


The recognition pin shall be an exact reproduction of the small shield and 
measure at its greatest length and width 1% inches x y inch. 


The miniature insignia shall be identical in design to the Official Insignia; 
8/16 inch wide; 12/16 or % inch long, suspended from % inch wide ribbon. 


Section 2. Ancestral bars and official emblems approved by the General 
Assembly shall be worn on the ribbon suspended below the insignia. 


Section 8. For daughters and granddaughters of members who have in- 
herited their insignia there shall be the Inheritance Emblem, an exact repro- 
duction of the acorn and two oak leaves which appear on the small shield at 
the top of the Official Insignia. This insignia shall be invisibly fastened on 
the official ribbon below the State Bar. A member can secure and wear only 
one Inheritance Emblem. 


Section 4. Members may dispose of their insignia to other members of 
this Society, provided the National Treasurer is notified of the transaction by 
the new possessor so that the number may be recorded. Should there be an™ 
occasion for disposing of insignia by sale, the National Treasurer shall have™ 
authority to purchase said insignia for a sum recommended by the Insignia 
Committee and approved by the National Board. Said insignia may be resold 
for the National Society by the National Treasurer at a ten per cent profit.

Around the border of the 
shield is the name of the Society—‘“‘National Society Daugh 
ters of the American Colonists.” In the centre of the shield) 
is an oak tree in full foliage.

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ARTICLE XX. 
Amendments 


Section 1. Amendments to these Bylaws may be adopted by a two-third | 
vote at any General Assembly, provided that a copy of the proposed amends 
ments has been sent by the National Board, to all National Officers, State ant 
Chapter Regents, not less than forty-five days before the annual meeting, anc
